TOe last oluipter of Ihe Sec»nd Volume on pp, 800 Ima an- 
quiuntvd OUT renders with an andimt Chinuseciii^m, still prevalent^ 
of burying: deoeaaed woimm in thu same gtnve" with their hus^ 
bandit. SeeLug Hiul ciufotn m a ajitaml outguiwtJi of tlio- 
principle tlmt a wife ia the property of her Uuiibaiitl and, in Ttrlue 
Ihc^f, ought to !w placed in bis tomb j'luf like his other pog* 
sesabM. it k certainly not sJmmtiiral that it early bnaime a eiistom 
in Chinn to buiy wtu by ih* aide of their [Hirenta, oa being tbrir 
property, anti thot the sniiiD rule wiui JoUewed with i^rd (o daughters, 
if tlie pureatfll power over thorn hail not been ceded. by marriage [ 
to a hiulamd, or a Ittisband's parenta. 

The dm pis ooncludon k, that family graves miut have Iweii of 
iMjinciioii prevalenoo m the ancient Cbimaie EmpiiB. The custom 
of living lugathor in chum, ewrh oumjMMcd of the deacendanta of 
omt family, gnaitly Civoured this state of things, natumlly turning 
the ^ burtnl ground of each settlcmant or village into one huge 
family gravc-yanl. 

Our renders have been m'qtuunted with thin state of aflairv in a 
few words on page »7«. The VAeit ti testifies to the correctnew of 
our conctusion, aa it atutes in n pnMage, reptuduDod by ua on

In the [a ki (olmpUir 9, 1. 50) we read tbnt »Ki Wu-Lazh 
»declared that huiying more them nno person in a grave had only 
» been in vegnu since the time of the Prince of Chen*'*, who, ns 
our readers know, was a brother of the first ruler of tlic Cheu- 
dynnsty. According to another pussuge in the aamc dm^sic, repru* 
duced on page 2Q2, the same Ki Wn-tsKiS, wlio lived ounteni|>ornry 
with Confucius, made tlie satne assertion on iinuther cxjcaaion, when 
iho iamil)' Tn wished to bury a soixmd person in a grave vituntod 
On his preiuiges. But with all deforEnce to tlic knowleclgn Ki Wu- 
to may have poasesacd of mitinuitj, we believe it safer to accept 
his statement with a lUtk caution, the more so, us it seems to 
stand ejuite alone in ancient Chinese iitemture. ft is certain at any 
rate thift tlio prtictice in j|uostion was of very commoD prcvalcDce

Down to this day, clan life ml family life having undergoue no 
cha^o of any baportenoe. the audimt method of burying the 
deml ro family grove-yanis or olnn grave-groutids and uf plaobg 
very near rclationa. t-ttjjeriaJly husliands with their wives and tsotJ 
onbines. in the sumo tomb, baa probably remuinHl m vogue unb- 
temiptedlj. We read, for instance, b the Books of the 'Faug 
Dynasty that T^g lliu-kung *. a h^h officer wlm db-d b A. D. 
71 a, »spent Boverol hundred thonsamU of bis wealth tci build a. 
»Inigo gtavoTgroiind, in which all fiis kinsfolk b the five dn^rees 
»«f mourning wore hiiried"* Imprial mausalm of roch dynasty, 
ns printed date show, wers generally aepurated from esob other 
oyer one vast nioa, and every Son of Hraven ooiild enjoy after 
his diiath the (Xjuipany of hia consirt proper and his ooncu- 
hbes, whose oorpacs were interred b or near tliu prwriiicts of his 
mausoleum, nay evao under his own tumulus. This fimt liAs been 
stated on pp, d-tS—445, and illustrated hy soun: partjcubiiB. Wo 
have thote shown that ImprIftJ children too used to be buried tn 
those luausoleum-groundi, and tliat tliis hunouj was granted ev® 
to distinguish^] minislras, the ]>ositiaQ of a servant of the Throne 
with respect to hia savercign bebg, in theory, little rlidhrent from 
that of a son to Ids father (eump, pugn &08), 

b Chapter XIV it will be ntlated that the mnusotea of the 
Sovereigns uf the Ming dynos^ and thuso of the Housa now reigning 
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ftn* laid out m na to form fomily gmvi^ymh, lujd that the sepul^

Anti the gioumbi iii which viLLige^ ciec Io inter t heir dtnil are 
family^ceniBieriea, sitoply IseiJatiae ^h Tilhige-ooninmnity is formed 
aa a rule of periOOB only who, biiii:^ Aup{:iosed to be de^iended in 
tbe [Internal line from one eommon anceslor, bear ibo itfUiie tdan- 
name. In Fubkien it is uncommon ^ th ough not at id I quite out qJ 
fashion ^ to bury in isucli grounds inore than unc person in one graVB. 
The chief rensooB horefor will be given in Chapter XIV. 

Tlie current f3ditli>ni of the Ritmls for Family Life goiiendlj 
contaiu an appendLi ^ stating how the tombs should be arraugi^d in 
family gmve-groundis. It U on the imtructkm^ of one Clum 

Ki-mitig 11 Hcholiir who Uved under the Sung dynasty. As a rule^ 
it iB iUnstmtol by a map. The Ritoiits for h'amily life bebg the 
chief VHiiemEx?nm of the jx^ople for their dolueatic rites and oere.mo* 
WB may assume that fomily gruve-grunndB certainly in must 
caites are laid out in accordance wrtJi those instractions. Hence we 
urns I pkis? them hefom imr reftdera. The first di^ad iicrsun U to Isc 
hurierl witli hiB he^td to the Norths hk wife on hk right side^ under 
the sfime tumufuB; but should he have been married more than onoe^ 
[l is first wife is plac^l on hk kft, the socond on hh right ^ the third 
agmn to the left, imd ho oit. His nom, whether Ixirti of his wiven 
or of luB conciihincB^ are likewise huried with their hmria to the 
North, in front, on hk left or principal ^Ido, and hk gninilsons on 
the right, each younger unu a little further away from hk gntvo. 
The gTmt-grandsous and grimt-fpnRat^gmnfkoiiB follow in sinukr oider^ 
resjKMtivoiy m front uf the mm and the ^ndson^, as <li> suc¬ 
ceeding gencnitiQiiB^ in regular order. Wive^i arc buried at the sidca 
nf their husbands, with ubservance of tlic rule uf arraignment in 
Force for the limt anc£?stor, and so are the concubinra w^bo have 
given birth to sous; but rheir gnivt:^ are plae^ a little byekwarsl. 
as a sign nf their being tif lower rank than the wivcii. 

Those who ilie l>efonii michUig puberty are to be buried Ixiliind 
the Ural or centnil grave, the boys on the left side of the ilead 
man who rests thcreia^ and the unmarried moideaB on hk right. 
They are oil to Ivo ploued with their beads to the South- Hero too 
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tbe iltSBil of till} flret genomtiun lie neartatt the centra) grove, those 
of the second gHOeration follow nest^ and iso on. They are not bimL’il 
in the ordci ot age, it being unreiujouable, when a buy or girl dies, 
to keeji open n plicte for his nr hor ehlnr brother or sister, in tmti* 
cipation of their untimely death. 

Tho eunenbinea who have not bom any sonji to their husbonda 
nttty be buned with the Intter under the same tiimuliia, ns a great 
Ihvour. But, in gonoral, their plane ia on the left side of the nn- 
iniirrial (itioghU-rs of the same generation. The altar for the ancri- 
dees to tho Qod of Earth, thetiitolaiy ilivinity ofsepulehrolgruundri, 
ahutilil be pinned to the Narth-Easl. 

To illrntrote the above order of arraiigeinont wo submit the fol¬ 
lowing plan tu the eye of tho reiuler; 
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After all , it ia obviona emmgli why tlie Chincai' thluiigliout all 
agea Imvo displayed such |MirtiaUlj ibr huiyiug tlieir dead, and 
ladng themselves buried, in the sama gmiintl with thnijr oucostom. 
Is not the interring together of childmn uf the same stock an in- 
separable oountei^Mirt of the clan lifa which the nation has nlwaj^ 
regarded as the chior comer alone of its flocial urgBnidation ? Hus (t 
not boon pnietised ainco the dawn of time, and ia not posterity 
therefcin] obligml to aiihere to it iia firmly as to any other institution 
of the holy antiieiitfl? Moiwvw, is it not a aicml duty of wives 
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ant] diUdrcn tu Imva thdr botlL^ and soul;^ re-tinitcd after det^th 
vrith tlioac Vr'hotii tUu matal laws af all ngi» hnva bmglil them to 
follow and serve with fho uicMt uliEtoliite aubmkaioti and devotion ^ 
both in thia lifn anil the life hereafter? Last not lenat, Is it nut nn 
iiivalmihlti advujihige tu every {lead matt to teat in the proximity ut 
hia living o&pring, who, by taking good care of hh grave, greatly 
benefit hia nmnes which dw'ell therein, and who regularly feed 
and olathe the aamo by means uf S(icritloe&? This is even a boon 
to tiiL* <iltspriug themselves, who thus ensure the ptotection of a 
tutulaiy divinity that never turns its eyes away from their needs 
and wants. TIk* doctrine that the snul dwells in the graves which 
ountninii the hcxly it farnuMly animated with Life and breath, although 
it esmnot, perhaps, be culled the mother of the eustoiii of interring 
the dead as much os posalble in their ancestral burial ground, yet 
it may safely be said tu form the chief factor which has eoBuriHl 
to that custom an unbroken existence down to the present day. 

The native books are full of evidonoo that the conveying of the 
mortal remains of persons who have died oisowherB, tu the plane 
where tht^ wore born and tlieir anexstore were buried, has prevailed 
in China threughoui; nil ages. In the Li M (ch^ 11, 1. 53) it is related 
of Kinng Shmig * or T^ai Kung *, the first nder of I be princi- 
p{dlty of Tfl‘i * with which be was invested by the foundtn* of the 
Chou dynasty: 3»After he had been invested with his state and had 
» settled in (its capital) Ying-khiu, he and his doscondnntd' for dve 
M geiienitions were taken back to Cbeu (their ancestml home), to 
» be buried there. A man of higher order baa said: ' For music wo 
» must use that of the parsons from whom we are desccndid, and 
»in oeremuniini we should nut forget those to wltom we trace our 
origin*. And tlio anciienta hfal a i^aying that a dying fox turns its 
» head towards the lull (where it wiis whfll[H)d). Such things flow 
w forth from feeling vrhicli are human”The Tto cA^we/t and the 
twenty fpur Standard Hiatories relate so many instances of persons 
who wiao earned back to their place of nativity after their decease, 
that the concliuiion is enfonxd upon us that this matter has always

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Iwoii c-onaiilei^ » sacred duty of th* living, h duty the fulfilmtait 
or which flWdritn m particular might not neglect in jL-gaid of tlioir 
parents. Chen Shm\ a high gTimdoe of the third eenturv, who 
i» eapecmlly known us the author of tlio Memoirs of the Tljnsr 
KingilDius, the fourth of the Standard Historiw, » said to have 
been ^fegraded by the Govcnimimt m a punishaient for Iiaviiw 
overlooktsl this duty on the death of his mother, though he I,ml 
done so in obedience to her explicit behests. » He naigned hU office 
» hy reason of Jier detniM. She hml ordered him before her death 
bmy her in lah-yaug, and ha obeyed her will in this; but 
» he thereby rendered himself guJJtj' of not conveying n mother to 
» her native place fat burkl, and was condemned to degnulalion" *. 

[l sfieiiis, indued, to huve boon an established opinion during 
many iiges that perron* who bud nut forwarded the botiea of their 
(MireutH to the family burhd ground, were unu'urthy to necitpy a 
post in tliB service of the State. The Official Hiatorica recount, for 
iiistflnce. tlmt in the fourth iijentury one wTing Pien, Governor of 
V Yen-cheu, Jiuving bec-n murdered by Ting lung and Tib Liao, 
» hia corpse was not sent home, and yet his son Sieii temained in 
ft office and did not resign his post, so that those who diseussed 
»the mattor blamed him for it*' *. Mentimi is also made of one 
ft Ku CirangdiQen from the country of Wu, prefect of Wmih'^eng, 
ft who in the third year of the poriDd Kien y uen (A, D. 4S1) was 
ft guilty of not having taken boiijc ihe renuuns uf his hitlier Fall- 
ftslij, who had died in tlic period rai shi (A. i>. 465^1? 1} dut^ 
ft ing the reign of the House of Sung, while engaged in subjugating 
»the northern regions; he iiBveithehisa horl indulged in musiisi) 
ft Icstivituis and pleasure e^citnduus, like a uian La ordiniuj dreuui- 
ftstancfw uf life. Ilentx an offiLier petitioneti to lie charged with on 
ft invcHtigaliun of the mutter and to project, after dctilH*ralifiu, oet- 
ft tain nicajun:‘e to la; tahen in regnrri tfioreof'Again, the records

Tlie cttstom of conveying the dfswi to their imcrstral home 
laiing influeiH^^d iti partiimliir by the considtinition that they ought 
U) rost when? tlimr offspring live, in urder that these may take 
proper caire of their graves and soub Fur all agija to tsorae. the 
lugiral cunB«|ucnce is tlmt there umijit hove lived poapb wlio^ 
having lost tJifir father while residing with him alinsid. ami being 
prevented by druunisbiitccs from conveying liift remains to tlic 
original hcimft nf the family, have resolved to settle for goo<i in 
the vicinity of llie spot where they had buried him, Chang Pa ’, a 
native of 9huh *, the present province of Saie^jhVaq, »wajj uppinlcd 
» governor of Hwui-khi (in the jjrovinco of Chelikiang) in the [leriod 
*»lnng yuen (A, JJ. 8W—105), and died there at the age of 
n seventy. Hefore hU detniao he gave the foliowing inslrurtiotis to 
»Uis sonB; 'At present lha road to Shuh is ditllcuJt to imvol, and 
» long. Hence yon must not convey my bofly to our humestend for 
» hnriul, hut you may Ijiiry mo here, confining youtiieir to preserving 
little hair and a lew (eetb of niine'.

Yang 
Wang-auii, Lu Chib and JJwung-fu Mill, who deaiied to Iw hnrii^l 
even without a ijottin or elulhing, we an- nut surjiriHod that them 
then also lived juiraoiiB who ohjected to being conveyed to their 
anccHtuil home idttx their death, deeming it not worth while that 
«> much^ trouble sLoulil be Ijoatowed on their wortliU'SB bom». Of 
such soeial Chinese anomalies we have an intereating instunoc in 
th« pt^son of Tia*Qx YiieD*.

evil influences from the spirits which inhabit those spots, and 
from the corpse (ace page 156). As a rule, the colFitt tiangs from 
a rafter, both ends of which rest upon the shoiddem of the mr- 
ricre, and which is tied leogthwisc over tho hil by means of ropes 
ptiseing underneath the bottom. One or two mala, or soma largo 
slieete of ailed (taper or other chiap mntcruJ, urn planed over the 
coffin, to protect it from sun timl rain. We have never seen n ior[»iP 
oseortod on tta way home by a ceremonial retinue of auy kind, or 
description. 

When nearing its ileatiuation, tho coffin is met ouuiilo tho town 
or villngci^ or at tho fend ing place, os the case may lie, by tliu 
neoreiit relations, drissird in such monruing as is (ireacribtid for 
their sevcml degrees of kinship. The chief nmong them pour forth

Sending tlie dead hack to their outiva soil u gmemlly imderatuiMi 
by the people in China to be a matter for tlm t-are of ihc Gnvom- 
iiient in so fur as soldiers mv cxincemcd who have died in distant 
garrisons or in the dependencies of the Minpire, It is doubtful, 
however, whether the Govemmemt really deems itself bound to do 
anything in tliiii respect or to make it incumlxmt iijjon tho uiiin- 
dnriiiate to assist it In the discharge of such a ilnty, Itut, .siting tiuit 
in ancient times an esamplc wiis set by ono of the most renowned

In the roreffoing pages it Ims been deiiion*tKiitwl that tic root of 
the custom, flo gunemlly observed bj tho Chinese in nl] itgcs of 
cnrriring the daui b«ck to their native soil, U no other than a're- 
cogiMssed necessity of taking the soul thither, which the people have 
always b^ij p^rfec^y surr* does nut sepwute from the ijoHv after 
iltath.

And do vronder, 
for Dothio^ ii no intitnatidy connfiCt<al with tho doolrinea of the 
hiao as buriJtls ant) fbneTal oliiwrvaniscii. Mauy ChirnwJ em)tT»ct!il 
tlic views of Fu Sliuiij luaintfliiiing that a diaombodied soul, when 
tlie hotly k not rttjovemble, oitgiil to l»6 lodged in u tablet, nntl 
not in a tomb, Othoiaj howovoi , likewim' aftfr mature deliheiation, 
held Uial, as l*urying tho dead ranks amougat the bigbeat duties 
pteseribi.'d by the livao, nobody can tikpensa witli it, even though 
tbe corpse is not at hand, unleat lliere exist unctirtaiiity ns to thii 
death of llie (lorson in question. Some of those who have viewed 
the matter fniui this point uialcfl, we find, mucli of the advau* 
tnge that, by bniyiag the Mail, a iixed date is obtained from whieU 
the dUferent stadiums in Uio period of mouriihig may be cnkulnted, 
and also tlie sundry sacrifices ami oltscrvances which cmrtom requires 
to be celebrated at fiie<l timtse after the burial. 

Chinf.'ia! mondists Ijeing far from unanimoue in regard to the 
prnpiricty of the custom now under notice, it ixmtinuod to be 
[unotked in ensuing centuries. In the year 693, two C!t)naorts of 
the emperor Joi 'ftung * of the Tang dynasty, respectively l)tair- 
ing tho family names Liu * and Teu *, were put to death by t>rdcr 
of the enipresS'dowiiger Wu*, who hud u&ur]iod the thnme; and 
» when Jui Tsung Teauuicd the govcTuraerot (in A, U. 710), he evoked 
»their souk and buried them to the south of the walls of the 
»capital”*, it being unknown what hud become of their corpses. 
In the same year, tlie Indy Chiio*, oouBort of Cliung Tsung' who 
bud preceded dui THimg on the throne, liiccaniD tho object of n 
similar ccretiiouy. j»On tlte dendae of Chung Tsung, they perforuied 
vfor her the rites connected with the burial iif a woiimn at her 
» buslurnd’s aide with evocation of bor soul, as nohotlj knew 
»where oho weu faEiricd. P^eng KIiigH.'hiii, Doctor in the Gmrt 
w of Sac.ificial Worship, hud presented to the emperor a memorial 
Hof the following tenor; 'Anciently there existed no such cerc- 
wniony as burying evokctl souls. Flcnoe it is not allowtil in the 
w present caiae to use a ooffin, vault or hearse. But, as in ancient 
»times when, aicoordlng bo the Record of the Suburban Suetifiees 
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» trhtt^h U oantnined in tbi? Bookii itf ibe Hnn l^tutatj, I JwaQg^ti's 
» clothes tiDil caps were biuicd in mouni Ktao ' ^ tlio soul of this 
K> Eruprcais should be invoked in the aaiu’iiiriul tetiiple of the Mnu- 
»soleuiii wit]) tliD aid of her surrificud robo; thea thin robe must 
^ be placed tiu 0 soiii-carrui^o« n great suoriQckI victim (huUock) 
he u&red tmd an snrioujieem<tnl of this he made to her} tlien 
« the ilieas roust be takco to the aat^rifiebil hull, be spread out on 
»the right side of the Imperial resting place (i, e, the place where 
M Itis tablet stands), be covered with u oorpao'pidl, mjd lltinlly he 
» htiriud at the side of the Etuperor*. This advice waii follow^ *. 

In those timi», burials of evoked soqU were in vogue even umoogst 
the people. We read c. lluit cue You Shyun who lived in the 
sc!viTril]i iMintury, revoked hia ktlieKs sou], buried U and, out of 
sorrow that he had died on the frontiers, settled in ashed upon the 
;»> tomb” wAad Yang Shao-tsiing'a wife, whose maiden name wtts 
V Wang , a native of Hwa-yin iu Plwii-cheu, liaving lost her mothor 
» while she was still curried on her hack, her step-niothor brought her 
e up with the utmost love. Her father died when he was quartered 
»with the army in the country of Liao, and her step-mother dc- 
»partial this life when Wang was fifteen years old. She brought 
»the coifins of her two mothers together, erected an iiiiege of her 
XT father, culled upon hU soul, and placed tlicm ell tltrce in onu 
»grave, on the left stdu of which aim settled, in a died. In the 
» period Yung hwui (660—666) it was decreed by the Emperor that 
» an luiperifd donation of sundry things and riee should lie bestowed 
9 upon her and the cnlnuidc (to her house or village) should he 
adeciinitad with a gateway. In eoneidcnitioa of her having, on

The Utstorj gf the 
Ming Dynasty relates that, at the coaqtieet of the Metropolis Nan« 
king by the rebellious king of Yea ^ in A. D. 140^, the wnqueror 
issued orders for the capture of the wife and two daughters of the 
minister Hwang Kwan *), wishing to detiiin theiu in costody us 
bostagea of this faithful champion for the dynasty, who was then 
lending out troops iqpdnst. him, Iliit these heroic women with more 
than ten membere of their fiimily got the start of liim by drownmg 
thetnaelves from a bridge. Yet cro tidings of thdr death reached him, 
Hwang Kwaii ^idj lo’My wifo pnssessea so mueh hrmness iind acli* 
»sacrificing ottachmsnt that she will oertainly liiivo lost lier life already , 
juind be evoked her soul and buried it on the banka of tlie Yimg- 
»tsM river” The Code of laws of tbu tlynasty now ^tod on the 
throne espUtfilly ordains that violation of a grave in whicli on evoJ^ 
soul is intorred shall Ijo punlaiied just 03 aevetely m the violation 
of u gnivo occupied by a corpse (see page 808), which showB that 
the Govarnmedt reefognizeu sneb buriiila as a good custom, deserv¬ 
ing the protection of law and Jualice. Connecting this wjlli tlie 
fact Umt they have l>«en of eomtuon prevalonoo for at least eighteen 
oenturies, we cam acarcely doubt of their oocurrejice oven nowadum

Tliv cniitomH and conceptioos relating to thu Crave, whiisb have 
been deecribed in tliiu work^ iinve no doubt fullj <Nfnvmcod oqr 
itsderv that in tJie Middle Kiugiloui graves aru luokei.i upon in 
quite atiuther light than ntiiongst onraclves. On yonder side of tlic 
^obo they btb not a mams to rid one's self of useless tnortal 
remains in n way consideral the moat decent; nor ore tb<^ merely 
rendered amred to the memoiy of the dead. In China the grave ia 
sacred, but in quite a difierent sense. It is ^rod csjiecudjy as an 
abode of the soul, not only iiidispcnBabtc fur its happiness^ but 
also for its cxistenDti, fur ttu disembcklioii spiTit can lung escape 
destruction unless the body co-cxistB »itb it to serve it as a natural 
support. Hotk the body and tbe sool require a grave for their pre- 
Bsrvatian. Hence the grave, being the chief shelter of the soul, virtually 
txiamies the principd altar dedicated to it and to its worship. 

Such ideas still prevail in China, and have prevaiteJ thoro dnoo very 
ancient times. Couacqaently the j^ple have alwnyB regarded it as 
a elite calamity to be hiuicd in un incomplete manner, and the 
greatest possible disaster not to ho buried at oil. Is has been stated 
in our chapter on n offins and Grave vaults (pp- 231) that to Im 
(fommittnil to the earth without a oifflu waa of old regardc<l oa a 
omae; how mueb more tnrritdc then must It have been to be de¬ 
prived of a grave, the liisembodicd soul being thus wretchedly 
cx[a>9ed to all the inclemencies of the weather, to tJie soutnliing 
summer sun, tho iiiorciless raina^ snows, frost and we which tin: 
various seasons bring 1 

Tito uoDcctptinn that souls are doomed to a pitiable condition 
if their bmlies lie laiiUy tiiterrcd, is brought out in sharp lines 
in the fullawlng legend, to be found in a work of the fourth 
oentuiy. In the optnian of the nation it is no lugundf but on historical 
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evflnt ^ Chinese civUmtiuK not jet having rciutleHl lliiit jiitcli at wliich 
riijtii and truth i»n b(? projicrlj dhitinguidhtid. Under the linn' 
j*dynftstj, Wen Ying, abt* named JJhuU-cIi'ang, was invested with 
^ the digni^ nf prefirct nf Kan-ling (pn}vinL*e of Chilili) (luring the 
» peried Kien ngno (A. D« 196—220). Spending tbo night some* 
» when; after having cro^d the frontiers of that country, he beheld 
V in i( dnttiui, during the third watch,a human being who, prostmte 
before him, s^dd: 'Ere now mj parents biiri(;d me ht^reabauts, 
» but when the tide rises it flows over mv grave; tio coftin bebg 
snlinicrged, it beewmes half full of water, so that I pussesii nothing 
»» wherein to keep nivself warm. Hearing that you, nij Lord, are 
‘»ht>ro, 1 have coiuo hither to take refuge with jon. Bent down , 
f exprfss the hope that jnu will tO'Uiarrow deign tu prolong 
»your stay a tittle, iu order to repair to the place and tronafor me 
»»to a high and dry spot'. Wherea|M}n the spectre lifted np Its 
dollies, to show Ying they were all wet through*', 
r Moved with (x>mp;ission, Ying itiimediately arose from his sleep. 
* He told his followeis what htid hapjicncd, but they said; ^Dreuine 
»»ttre faUekiKKkj arc they deserving ijf concern?' He thereupon Liy 
>down again to rest; hut when uliout to fall asleep, the spoetro 
^appeared os liefore. liuvc informed Your Lordship of my lui- 
»Beries *, it said, * why do you not fed coiumiscnittun for me ? ’ 
» Ying drowsily asked; 'Who are yon?" *T was Iwro in the country 
»t}f Chao’, wot* the reply, 'but am now one of the spirits of tlio

Iiisutbciaiil and cloven Lmriiii catisiD^ stivaca sufFcrinfir to tbo jmjiiI, 
it was ofton inflirted by way of piLmubmunt upon di^ntoci] gmiiilees 
vrlio were ileeinL<i to have d^rved no bettor. Aiany mstanci% huroof 
arc to be gleaned froui the Staudanl Histories. We leitd of 
CbiiDg 'Tang* one of the bigheat dignitaries uf the Empire in tltc 
tint (lentojy before our era, who incujrred the high displeasure of 
the Son of H«iven: »tle thereopon comtnittod suioido. At tiis death 
H his whrdti posaessioDs amounted Ui no more than the dve hundred 
» pieoes of muiioy he had received from tlie Em[Mror ; this was all 
nhe Left. Jlis brothers and sons desired to give him an expciunve 
w burialt but bu mother auid: ''Tung has died after having been 
M accused of evil things by the high miniaters of tlte Son uf Heaven ^ 
>• why should we give him a in^stly burial?' So they biid him upou 
fan ox-cart and gave him a coffin only, but no vault The Em- 
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j»p(!mri on hearing thiii, «;&iil: 'If «he nut .hiieIi a tuiitlitsr, she 
» wuuld not ha»e givei* birth to awb u son *. 

Chinosa hooka also teach ua tiiat eTn|»rars them selves have often 
farbiddcn ilisgrnced officen whom tliey Ueeittnl to punish after IhLur 
death, to he biuicHl decentlj, and that the kiasintia q( such dead 
men were Eiitble to be repriuianded. shooJd tliej presume to buiy thorn 
properly, Cunoeniing' Mu Yuen *, a oalobtal^ military cuminander 
in the first centuty of our era, we rtaid:" Formerly, whan iio|puriihig 
»in Kia(M!hi (the mtyjern Tongking, to quell witli u military force 
» a revolt against the Chinei^ smseralntyj, bo bid steailily swallowed 
**tlie soeiU of a phiot known hy the mime of 1-i, which rondent 
M the body light, tampers the animal paeaions and subdues the inIIu- 
»eaces of tojikrioua vapours, Tliese seeds being huger m the South, 
!* Yuan took with him ii full Giirt-loiid when bis army returned, 
» for the purpose of sowing them. Though tho |X}opJe at that time 
» considcpcd them to bo romarkiiblc and jin!ci{»u)i Boutliem pruduoia 
wand every man of wadth and influeaee covotwl them, nobody 
«»matle any report of the nsulfcor to the Throne, Yiion being in the 
» full enjoyment of the imporlal favour. But when he died, some 
» one caUuudiaUjii Jiim in an aiJdross to the emperor, stating that 
»what he had bought home In that cart was nothing leas than

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in the StAiid^ird UiBtonee of thoae tituea reiiouiits thRt Liuag Sung \ 
maternal graudfiither of the emperor Hwo ’ and patcmaJ grandfather 
of the magnate Liai^ Shang mcntiutied on page 4it, In A. 1>, 83 
liAving diLfl ill prison, where . he was detaini^ imder a DUse im¬ 
putation, vriis letit unbuiied j but ntiterwarils, when Hwo had osocndeii 
the llirono, this motiarub allowed the famitjr to conrojr tiie reiimms 
home, uud even iirdored that tht^ should be dressed, and oultituid 
in II ricli st^le and interred with pomp and sliow 

It was, indeeil, the ndc in the drat iigcs of our era to refuse 
a decent burial to people who diatl in jail, it being on record 
that the Bmparor Hiao Won' of the Woi dynasty in A- D. 4T3 
issued an edict, stating that »thenceforth the criminals detained 
win the Metropolis and elsewhore in the Euipiro, who du^ in 
wprison before sentence had been pronounced Hgatnst them, should 
»be buried by tliu authorities in n oolfiii and with grave clotJies 
won, unless they hud near relations (to provide for them in this 
(^wiiy), and that tiieir reTuiiins should no longer l>e left expoiicd 
» bi the open air" *. Even as kte os the Ming dynasty people who 
I lied in (saptivity were not otherwL'ie dflatt wiili, os the Ibllowing 
episode proves, » When Mr. Id Tung-kang uf Kiui-mih (in Shantung 
» province) was Govemur of Kiiusuh, he happened to porcoive in 
1 * the tvipUal of thot province, in a comer of the walls nf the jailor's 
» hoime, a heap uf bleaclied bunca, imd was informed that they were 
»the remains of convkts of long years ago. Moved by oommiiiera- 
» tion. he flaid: 'Uut tUaso dead meo have already atoned for their 
»crimeaj why then are their bonea exposed to tbe airP' He laid 
» oat a public tumotery outside the city and burbd them there” *. 
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Hw mlBeniblu sonditma to wliich, as tho Cbineso believe, sonla 
are dootuwl whuae bodiias are not pnnwriy liurieJ, mny placo 
among tho chief reasoru for their giving decent internient tn their 
parents and relations, and tor this being oonaideml one of the very 
firtit duties imposed upon monhind by their social Jnwa. Fmthisr it foDy 
expbiins the &ct that burying ii noti'interred or imperfectly inters 
fed ourptse of any individual to whom one la not rcl&tod, b consid* 
flriid by the nation iisi the greaLest sersdev tliai Crm ho mnderei! 
to his soul and, consequently, lu u charitable deed of atich merit 
tliflt il cannot fkil to call down hlnssingB on the penaiti who per* 
toruis it The gooil that iM^folls a tiian in this world , os well os 
the evil, are iucloed generally iiii(‘ril>ed tn spirits who rewanl or 
punish him. Already in the oldest of the Standard Hitttorit», ua wo 
have aerm on pogo 283, the burying of the most depnvved tymnt 
that ever lived is represented m an act of merit deserving die 
special recouipense of the high. Ucavena, Books of subsequent ages 
lilst) contain sundry tales concerning rewards, distributed by souls to 
thfKio who hod bestowed upon tlieir iKHlips tlio greatest attention 
that cHti be paid to n dead man. A few of thcae talcs wo will 
qufitc, to give tlio readers an idt^ of their gaucrut tendency. The 
oimplt: fiu't that they are set down in Iditck mid wiiite, stamps them 
in the eyes of the Chiacoe as histarieal events, to doubt thoveiiacity 
of which would never occur to the minds uf llif gimtest seapttes. 

wTs'ui Hungs Acoount of the later times of the Kingdom of Yen 
A (which existed in tin; fourth century: comp, (uige (153), niiikes 
» mention uf one Chau Chih, a native uf Ch^io^ko (in the province

It woulil he easy to glean doxeng of such tales from Cbineae 
boeks. They pass nroong the people as hatoriod troths nml are 
handed down by oral ttudition with endless vnrintions, exercising 
n wide indvicnoe apon the line of conduct {lursiied with r«(peoi to 
tiegleoUnl liuinan retuiiins, liopes of reward andno less, fear of the 
wrath of the souls uoncernerl if they be rontorselessly left in their 
forlorn condition, give rise from time to time to charitable societies 
for the distribution of coffins and lbs repair of the graves of the 
mdigent. Such coflln-soaieties arc, as a rule, corporations of long 
standing; but most grave repairing societies only exist for a short time, 
being diastdvcil when the restoration of a certain number of graves 
has Iiceu oampleted, or u certain sum of money, Itxed upou before¬ 
hand, bus been expended in that work of cLurity, 

Owing to the circunistancs that each family and each clan 
consider it their apiiointcd duty to help the poor amongst them to 
procure the reqnisites for burying the dead, verj’ few poople have 
to apply to public charity for ootHns. Cbusequently, the curponitiuiiB 
that distribute them are not very numerous. They are espBcially 
found in towns and cities, clan-fellowship being weaker then' than 
in the countiy. In lB8d tbera were only three in Amoy. 

Gofffn-distri I luting societies are argonised in ii very simple way. 
9onie men of means give a ffxed smu, thus creatii^ a fund which 
ia maintained fay aonual or munthly contributions. Out of this fund 
the expenses required for the charity are defraycii. A salaried cash¬ 
ier, who ia at the same time the book-keepar, is appointed to 
niunngc the daily business. When a poor niiin applies to a niember 
uf tlie society for u coffin, a uiisscngcr is sent out with him, if 
nucessBiy, to inquire whether the conditions nf the lamily are really 
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such as tu reqiiiM owistaiioe, After this, a tiokot fiirnishetl with the 
sciil of the society is ^fiven to the appUciint, whom it entitles to 
receive n coffin nt some coffin shop the owner of which iios wntnuited 
with the society for the delivery of n ceftiin niunber. If the society 
hns the tepuistion of being well mnJiaged, its funds aio constrintly 
supplcmejittjd by viiluntarj' doimtions frotn chnntable nicn, aiuticiis 
to gain a slock of merit for themaelvca by tlii» mioootiring the 
deed. Moreover, there ero many men and women who conUibiite 
in fulfilment of vows, madH to the gods with tlie object of oUbiming 
u cure &om sickness or rescues from dengcra cither for themselves, 
or fur memlieia of their fanuly. 

Some societies work in this way for several yesim, being dissolved 
only when no more money comes in and tho funds arc exhausted. 
iVLmy have but a short ortHtonce , being founded by men who desire 
only to distribute a limited ijnnibur of enffins. l*ho formation of 
such a temporarv society is announced to the public by bills posted 
up in the streets, rind speciiilly by long wooden aign-boiirds in front 
of the houses w'hcrc the poor in need of coffins muKt apply, stating 
in big characters that »The firm N.N. will distribute so-and-so many 
ooflins", or bearing some other inscription of similar tenor. Wlico tho 
last colfin has been given rtwny, the boards are taken down, and the 
poor have henceforth to look out fur sncirour elsewhere. Occasionatly, 
some wcI1-fa>dii peraon in a similar oranner distributi^ culfins entirely 
at his own eipeose, chiefly with the object of gniulng jHipularity; 
indeed, reputation, rospectabilltv and prestige, or, as the Amoy 
people aay, fi is eagerly csivated by whoever has money 

enough to iiaplru thereto. Tn 18S0, and {luring many years previ¬ 
ously, a rich oiHucbant of the mime of Ych Tch-shui * stood fore¬ 
most to Amoy among this class of philantruplsts. He also deserved 
well of hia fellow townsmen by gnituitoiialy providing the pour with 
medicines. 

As a rule, such charitable institutions and persons add to thmr 
charity by supplying with each caslSn they give away a small 
Slim of money — people say, half a dollar on an avenige — to 
help tlie family to defray the funeral eiptmses. In many cases they 
give aim a certain (luantlty of lime, to l>c mixed witli the day which 
is pluced orutnid the ooliln at the interment (comp, page 
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Somo eocieticis ev6a go bo fuf as to iuve Siijilhifil innsa p* celobnitod 
at ragiiltf iutervala of a few yeais in a lempie iji tlj« town or its 
dcighlwniriiotxj, with the object of comforting the aouls of the dead 
to wbom they hnTe lent Buocour, and tlrna iMiTcring tbutn out of 
the pangs of hell 

Wfl now come to the temiwmiy aorixurntiona who desire to 
save from suffering thn sonle of the multitude of dead of tJie 
lioorar classes by rapairing their gmvfs. Such graves of the iudi* 
gent, being covered only with a very' low turn ulus, ate genemlly 
soon lost sight of by the hiinily; they disappear without leaving 
n tmee Irehind, and are thfin itestroyod by others, dsuruus of burying 
their own deuil on tlie spot. To prevent this Is tlie oliject of such 
oorpomtions. 

liach gtwve repairing socioty is represented by a few men con- 
stituting a oommittoe of manogcuieat. They spend tJip iitoney chieHy 
upon v;ial burial grounds in the environs of Htles and towns, barren 
hills or plains unsnitod for productive egricnltural pursuits, Tliesc 
jmrU teem with the graves of the poor who have Iweu unable to buiy 
their dtad in luoro favourable spots. The work of repair is usually 
let out in lots. The contractors begin the work only on such days 
us are appinted by the nlmanac ns fit for digging in the ground, 
for it they act olherwiso, their workmen will be visited by arel- 
deuts and disease be sent dowu hy the wrathful spirits of the soil 
(comp, page lOii), who uever patiently Kiiffcr any reckless dtsturbanLic 
of their rest. 

In the island of Amoy, siarcely any better material is over used 
for the repEiirs tlmii bits of broken jars or pots, mid Iregnieiibs of 
tiles. The numorous boles formed in the graves in consequenoe of 
sbnllow interment and decay of the oo9in wood , are covered by the 
workmen with such>like rubbish; some earth is apreiid thereover, 
and then the whole surface of the graves is plastcretl with nuuiturc 
of lima and clay, and finally with a thin coating nf lime only. 
After such a ivoutd-bo riKtonitiou great prudence is required in 
walkiug over the graves, Seat one’s feet sink down at every step 
and render the re|raira undone. But in a conn try whore the belief 
prevails that treasures and furniture of jiaper eniicfa tbe daul, and 
paper houses are perfectly tit to shelter th«ui , n rotten cofbii covered 
with H fra^le byer of potshtirds and plaster can hartHy be deemed 
insufficient to luirboux their souk. It ia unnfM:4SSsaiy to sav Unit 
within 8 short rime such repaireil graves show as many openings 
aa before, made by the hoofs of Mtmycd cattle or runaway horses.

Tke great emc bestowed by tbc Ctiineec peuptc in all ages both 
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upon Liietr own ducvfkMsd roUtioiw iinil the neglected dead of othere, 
almost necessarily pre-eopposes tliat the Government of the Empire 
can never have beun behind hand in its ooncem for the proper 
burial of its subjects. Govemuient ctiuld not^ indeed, follow any 
other lino of conduct, st the risk of belying its owu devise, adopted 
probably nt the foundation of the State, namely, that the whole 
nation Is one single family and the rulers ore mi intrinaio part of it. 
Moreover, should the Government neglect this matter^ it would 
commit a groat incoiiscKiaence, ioHsmueb os active nthiation to 
burials forms a natural (laTt of the Religion of the Dead, whicJi is 
intimatuly bound up with tlio hiao; indeed it would thus fall short 
of a thorough enforcement of the great national virtue which, os 
our readers know, has always held a foromust place in its oon- 
cems os beiog the substratum uf its policy towards Society. 

During a long series of ages down to tho present day, the core 
bestowed by the Chinese Government upon tho corpses of its subjects 
has had many and varied aspects. With one of them our readers 
ore already acquainted , namely, tho rules enacted by successive dy- 
luisties for the disposal nf the deail of each social doss, that is to 
say, Emperurs, meml»is of the Imperial fomily, nobles and mon- 
ilorins of all grades, the gentiy, and the common people. Theso 
rules form part of each dynastic code of ritual institutions and 
rcscripbi for the exercise of the Religion of the State. A few par* 
ticulars on this head have been given already in the First Volume 
of this work (pp. £35 

Besides these ofiicial attciupts to ensure to everybody in the Em¬ 
pire after his fleath u treatment in ooeordonce with Iiis mnh, dignity 
or social atiiiiding, probably every dynasty has made severe laws 
against the violation of dead bodies and the dcsccmtion of graves. 
Unfortunately, only those in force at present, ns laid down in tlie 
Code of Loots, arc accessible. Inasmuch os only a small portion of 
them liBB ovtu* been translated into any European language, we shall 
give idl thetie articles in tlie following (loges.

tins ahull j without the number of times they have conuuitted such 
an Bot being taken into fionsideration, at the aiituuinii .1 reviaioti of 
their eentoncB (by the high provini’itd authorities) Ix) ranked among 
the oriminaU whose cases ora property verified (n&d whose sentence 
consequently ncetl not lie sent up to the Metropolie for Imperial 
confirmation). And those who , without having been actively engaged 
in the orima, have been present as spectator^, ehall, if they have 
been present on one or two such occnslons, be iiiuked (at the said 
revision) among the crimluaU whose execution must bo delayod, 
(their senteuoe having to be sent up to Peking for cuufirtiiutioti); 
but if they have been present on three or iiiorv occasions^ they 
shall 1)0 mokeil among those whose cases are properly verified. 

»And in case gruvw have licco 0 |)eDed, tite ootfins rendered

wTf the grave of an ordinary person has been dug up, ao that 
the mffln or vault has become viatble, tJie ehief culprits shall be 
tmnsjxrrted for life to a pro^nce not far distant *, hut if thry ai« 
fifty or over fifty years old, they shall he transported for life to nn 
adjacent province. The aommpilot's shall reoetvo one bunilred blows 
with the long stick and he lionishcd for throo yours (Comp, the first 
fundamental article).

»lf ft person has onco or twice stolen a wftin containing a 
cjorpse, wliich was out yet temporarily burie*! or buried for gW. 
and has then mwn a seam or maiie a bole in it, be bIibII, if be 
lifts acted tts chief culprit, be puniehiid with one hundrwl bbwa 
with the long stick add three yrara baniehnieiit. Should he have 
committed such & crime three tiroes, he shall be liamabed for four 
years; if four or live times, he shall be baiiiahial lor life to a 
(listunt provinoc; and if be has committed the oftonce sii or more 
times, he shod be banished for ever to th« remoteat proviftiw whtre 
a mrtln .riniift climate reigns (Kwnngtnng). 

i^As for the uccomplioea: — if they havo joined in the orime 
onccfiT twice, they shitll be liable to ninety lilows with the long 
sticTi and banishment for two years imd a half. If they have rliijie 
so three times, they shall receive oao hundred blows and be 
banishetl for three yrana, and if four or live limes, the baniehment 
fthidl last for four years. Should they have joined in such a crime 
»x or seven times , they ahall bo aent into lifelong Ixtnlshment to a 
distant proTince, and if' they liava done ao eight or more tirafis, 
they shall l)e sent into lifelong btuiiehmenl in the roraotost pnivinoe 
where b malurioiiii elimate reigns.

»If , in tile above cubcs, then; Iw iimang the chief cidprits and 
the )iot.-umplic;es elders of the fuLiiily of the dead peraon, tjr superior 
aud inferior rcLitions uf his, nr membuis of other fiiijjibes, euch ime 
must be sevemlly seutcnced, in lik capacity uf chief culprit or uc' 
complico, lo nooiwdancx: with the mourning which iie must observe 
for tluj dead poractn, or in lujcordjincx! with the eircumstance of hk 
licing no rebitioD to the same.

vShoiild there, bowovor, bo no ofTapiing of that dead pjrnott, 
ctt no imxintciitable proofa esiat that the old gnire U really that of 
iwine pehion of former dmi», and it ahnuld appear that pooplst 
aoeing a burial performed in a place wbeio tlierc was a heap of 
Gurtk, have pretendeil without good rcflaona that it was a grave of 
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a remote wiocstor of theifa, bringiiig with ibum bud folk* of the same 
eort Rfi theimiclvca to lodge n cottipJolot io ouncert witli them nntl to 
boar witness with them, for the purpose of plungiog tnnocenl folia 
into grief mid trouble — in snob n uiiae, after the truth bos bwn 
properly awer^mod, the ohief culprits shall l» Bentenwd aoeorilmg 
to the law which prorides for cases of falae aocuauthm ngainai otborv 
wben the Benbenco of deuth has not yet luien exocnted, that is to 
iwy, they abali he pimishud with, one hundred blows with the long 
stick nnd traasportnticiii for life to a disLmoe of SOOO milea \ Anil 
their tiocomplicfis ahall isch bo seotenood In accordiince with the law 
which con Inins provisos against acoomplloce in false complaints. 

But, if the grayo be reaby that of ii remote tmccster of Ibu 
party ooncumerl, and this imoestnr has betm dug up by othera and 
miother oortHe fraudulently bnriod in hie pbee, — if then this 
second coftin be dug up (by the original owners of tbu grave) and 
cast awy, ttiey shaJl be punished with aisty blows with the long 
stick, in accordance with tlie hiw against sons or grandsons who, 
should their grand parents or paronts be killetl, do not enter a 
complaint with the. authorities, but, taking the law into tbair own 
hands, slay the murderer. 

Should the jairtire who have buitjed the corpse in a fraudulent 
manner not have unearthed the old Dorpse or done any dsniogc to 
^ same, but simpiy perfanued the biiriel in the inmiedinte prox¬ 
imity of fJia tumtdns, then the originul owners aiiidt, if they Lave 
dug out the second corpe wllhontauthoriaaition, lie sentenced uwird' 
ing to the fundamcntel tew which pruvidia against thiMa who, when 
H person is fount! dead within the precincts of n place, do not 
inform the rangwtrates thereof, but arbltiarily transfi!r tlie corpse 
lo another spot (abth fundamentnl Hri). And if tbcjcnfter the corjiso 
or the skeleton be mutilated (by others), or cast away, they shall 
lie sentenced according to the fundamGntn? law which provides 
againsi those who, when n pen>on in foond diaid withiu the 
precincts of n plsw^!, transfer the oorpsti to another spot, in con* 
soqttenoQ of which it is mutilated or cast away (see the sixth 
fundamental art.). 

»If the fraudulent burial has not been performed in a liurial ground, 
but simply in a field, meadow or garden, and the owner of this 
ground lijii dog up the grave, opened tlie oodliri, and rendorei] the 
etnpse riuble, he shall be condenmed to strangulation, in acixnd-

Tlie local authotitii^ also 
ahull, uccording to the HupplementEuy urticlcii, he includcsd in the 
cose and punished, should they have hushed up, evadetl or connived 
at such a edroe, or neglected to investigate it with promptitude.

desecmtiai] in erciy ininginable fbrni. Probably we do not go 
beyond the trutli when wq say that no people on the face of the 
cartli possesses a Codtix on this head of like extent and severity, 
and this ag^iin suggests that the Religion of the Human Corpse 
is nowhere so highly developed as iu China. And still our reailoru 
moot not suppose that tbeae laws include everything which the 
present dynasty lijaa cuucted on the subject. An arti^, the teal 
of which has been given on page 133,. forbids the people to leave 
the dead unburied for over a year; others, which wilt be reproduced 
in the kat chapter of this Volume, forbid tbeir being thrown into the 
water, or their being burnt*, Even to rorpses of executed criminaljs 
the Code gives its protection, prescribing that »he who after an 
^ exticnitiun mutilates the corpse shall lie punished mth fifty blows 
''►with the short bamboo stick'**, Elsewbero we read: »He who 
M mutibtes or spoils in another's sopulclial ground inscribed stuns 
»tablets or atone tuiimals, shall lie punished with eighty blows 
» with the long sh'ck”*. s And any person who, within the precincts 
• of ati imperial riiausolovun, has caused a fire by accident, shall, 
o if tho fire ilid not spi^d, receive eighty blnws witli the long stink

If it ba admitted that tiie Cieu H is a work aclimlly dating 
from the Chen dynasty, we may infer from it that already in jire- 
Chrisdau times the tlnVOTimeiit of China was not indifferent ohmil 
its subjects licing iimpcrly buried, and even went so (hr as to 
charge itself with the duty of committing to the earth hamirn 
retntuns neglected t)y others* Indeed, this book oontainfl ccrU^ 
rescripts concerning the buriid piftcea of the people and the offiriiil 
csintrol to be exenisod over tliem, rescripts which hiivo beeu rcpio* 
ducad hy ns on page SdO. Moreover, we read therein:

That the founder of the Han 
dynnsty ordered the wiirriois, who had died iu arms, U.» bocuflined, 
carried" hutno and buried at the expense id tho Government, wo 
hrive slated idrendj on page 64B. Of Npn on emperor of the 
same family, we read; win the aeconil year of the [jcriial Yuen 
)»ch*ii (A. U. 108} he oommissioiicd bis officers chargeil with the 
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wruception und i^titartAminent of guotitB, to ooUflot and biuy the 
Jt^ rcmainA of the ^tninj^era who had dud in the KlctropoUa, and 
further to preaent aacnficea to all theac who had no kitufolh, 
» or whoso coffins or vaults were decayed. For those who had only 
»poor family rektions, too poor to defray a decent burial, they 
j» were to give dve-tltouaund coins a head” It is also rettorded

Droughts being more dreaded in China than any other calamity^ 
because they often entail biul linrvestaj dearth iind famine, we cannot 
fool surprise at fliitUng in the books many instances of dry bones 
being buried by the authorities with a view of putting a stop to 
the terrible scourge and conjuring down the mins. The Standard 
History of the Biin dynasty makes mention of a certabi »Chen 
wCh*adg, whoso cognomen wa.B Poh-chH, a tnim poasesaiid of a vtsry 
» humane and compasidonatc uLaructer, When he was Governor of 
» Honan, a drought prevailed in the summer of the second year of the 
wpcrioil Yung ch'^n (A, D, 108 ). Pniyers luvving been offered up 
»in vain far a Jong tinm, C h'ong hud the hones of over ten thou- 
wsancl stmngers, wlio hud died ontBidc tlie city-walls of Lob- 
picked up and buried, whereupon the rains came down in 
w quatititii'a qiiitB adequate to the needs of the season, so that the 
j* crops were veiy abundant that yeBr"^ In another work we readt 
» Til the filth yair of Ihfl iierind T'ai hwo (A. D. 4 Sl), in the 
w fourth month, the emperor (Hiao Wen) issned a deetee, running 
» 05 follows; 'The rains of the season do not trickle down, ao that 
»the tender sprants of spring hang heavily. Wherever human bones 
»lio, orders nmsl be baued by the antboritiea to have them buried, 
»and none may be left nttcovered, in order that the spirits may 
» become awaro of such act* and the catustrophe be deprocuted” *,

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To (luote a third Uisltmca, reUiting to Ho-ian Suing’, in tlic fibth 
century governor of King-olieu *. in tlie present pmvinoe of Hu[k1i :

in keeping berewitli to read that one of the principal momituhs^ of 
that dynasty, viz. » Flucn Tsung, in the sceoiic! year of the period 
wKhal yuen (A. D, 714) buried mn-burnt skeletons, bL-causo 
» drought previiiled Lnsido the Muantain Passctt"*. Of Hi Tsung 
it is rncorded lliiit wm the third year of the IChicn fu period 
»(A. D. 87fl) he buried sun-burnt skeletons in the tliird month, 
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» lieciiiDMs of a (irevuilijQg drought” Still during the Ming tljroMty 
emperors followed the same line of eondnet in tinita of liiiuiiie. So 
Shi Tsung*. about whom we rvatlj nin the thirtv-second year 
^of the i«rio<l Kia taing (A. li, 1553), in the ninth month, he 
tusked Yen Sung: * What are We to do, whorauA ao many of Our 
»subjects are in want of fixal?’ The reply was: *Froui the four 
» piiiiits of tlif (iamptss starring i>eople are pouring down upn llio 
» Metropolis in search of food, so tbit m on hour’s lime the prieee 
»of rice have risen conaidembly, 1 humhly propofie that several 
» ten-thonaand etoucs of rhsa may be sold out of the government 
granaries at the usual price'. The emperor gave bis eunaent, and 
wadded: 'We supprae that some of Our ptHiple must liave died 
j» on the roads and tiiat their rcnuiiits, eipnsod fis they are to the 
» burniiig heat, ought to be given a shelter Bomehow’. Giving his 
w adhesion to a proposal which Sung mads to iiim to this effect. 
i>he ordered that, in the streets within the Metropolis, the Cea- 
» sora for the five iiuartois should inquire whether such were the 
» case, and bury any such remains, find that the same ahottid be 
» done outside the Metrojiolia by the provincial Qavemors and all 
»the uScera invesited with administrativo powtir” *, 

In the foregoing |iages only some few of the pissagcs are given 
which we have found in Chinese books, conceming emperors and 
grandees who, since the rise of the Han dynasty, have ordered the 
burial of the neglected bones of soldiers who had ]jcrishud on tho 
battle-tklds. or of victims of inundutiuns. opidemica, famine. tost, 
or otluT sixjurges. Dozens of lastances we have onjitteJ for brevity's 
sake. Seeing that such otficial outs of charity were of voiy freijuimt 
occurreniM during a long seriis of agea. it is not Burprising that 
the present reigning dynasty, which, like all the families of sjivereigns 
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the staff of mnndiLrins to provide with in e'er tarn Imyits tor tlie 
burinl of iodividiJflU whofic kinafoli am too poor to folftl their 
oblkationi in thii respect. An otticiai rweript, ndmittod amon^

Nn doubt it is oscribable to such like duties being iuip<i 5 ed upon 
the mandariniitep that, sinco mimy yeora, there erista in Amoy, un¬ 
der its control and patronage, an institution for providing the poor 
with coffins gratuitouflly. It U administered in a similAr way to 
the private coffin distributing societias of which we have said a 
few words on pp. 8fi8 eeq. The chief nianagHment U intrusted by the 
local authorities to one or two so-called or »inanngcni of 

the business", genemlly liternTy graduates* who have to prc'Stmt to 
them every year tm iicoount of the income and expenditure. The in- 
coma is derived chiofiy from tlie rent of hooaes owned by the in¬ 
stitution, and further from interest on a smdl onpital invested in 
a mortgage. A coffin shop* kept by n carpenter who has contacted 
with the managers for the delivery of coffins, is connected with the 
institution* and it » to this ao-callcd »gratuitous stor^-boufla of 
the authorities for tha diatribudon of coffins” * that the poor who 
cannot afford to buy rcoeptaclea for their dead, have to apply. 

The Memoirs conc^^^^i^g Amoy contniu the following parttculnrs 
relating to the foundation and history of this institution t w In the 
n twenty-fifth year of the periotl Kin khing (1820) an epidemic 
winge<l* which induced the Taotai 1 Siu, the Lieutenant Colonel 
»of the Centml Marine Hattalion of the Banner I'^mces Yang Ki- 
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»hiun, and the Alaritima Sub^profect of Atuoj Hien ChHng, to 
raise bv aiibi«sriptiQn a Biun of 4.170 foreign dolkre , by means 
»of which they started without delay the work of distributing 
ocsodina and burying the dead. In the ninth yrar of the pi>^rioii 
j^Tbo kwnng (1829) they ordered the nmiuigera lang Han and 
Ling Ynng-pHiig to establish in the Quay street the gratuitous store* 
chouse in question, and suKeeding provincial Military Cotamantler*- 
«>in-chiuf, Tootais and Maritime Suh'prefeota have con trihuted mouey 
* to keep up the distribution. In the spring of the twelfth year of 
»the same period another terrible epidumici prevailed. Kwoh K^tiing, 
j»B momber of tlie gentry, gave eight hundred dulkrs whidt ho 
#had inlieritd from hk father Kwoh K'uen; his son Tsuagdicn 
»also contributed two hundred silver coins and, thanks to their 
»initiative, 3230 ilollars were put down on the subscription 
»list. BoiWficn the fourth month of the eleventh your and the 
^eighth oiunth of the twelfth, J05W cof&ns were gwon away to the 
»poor, Iwiving & surplus of 1007 dollare, of which 1741 dollnra 
»were invested as capital in shops and houses, at an interest 
»of over 200 dollars annually”*. In 1S90 wc were informed hy 
the then managers that shout one hundred cothns were at thiit 
tiiue given away annually, at an average cost of li to 2 doUnra a 
piece, and t^t the Taotid and the Maritime Sub-prefect both 
T^ularly supported the institution hy making over to it a great 
part of the fines impused in their tribunals. 

Although we are unable to say whether such oHloud cbnritable 
institutlonfi, fi nancial ly supported by the people, eiist in utber 
towns, there can hanlly be a doubt that such is the case, as we have

Still lea doubt is there that the authorities have in vonouB parts 
of the Empire, fispwialiy in the neigh bourhoed of towns and cities, 
public ocieetories in whicli llie \mr ore allowed to inter thmr dead 
without any payment for the grave, and in which neglected remaroa 
(iTo buried by thoiuselvea in pious imitotion of previoiw sovereigna 
and in obedienoe to the Ordinances of tlio present reigning dynasty, 
As to Amoy the Memoirs * cnnraEcnte no leas than ail graveyartls 
which have been laid out between 17117 and 1832 by the loed tna- 
giatratea, for the Formosan aoldiers stored ui> in the Convent of the 
Seaclains and never ciairacd by their rehitic>nfl *, and one tor Llie 
Yictima of the epidemic of lf^30, which, ns stated alioVB, gave 
nse to the officsml institulioit for distributing ooilins. Moreover, the 
Momoira give the names of thirty places where puhlic burinl grounds 
for the pour bad been establidisd by the authorities in etill earlier 
times; but no paitieulars about them are record otl in that work , as 
its authors did not find any oouimomorutive iuacriptionJi in stone 
there. A description td such oemeterifia will be given in Chapter XV, 


O^ciai Care of the Graves of Emjiersrs nxd of /amous d/ire 
of fonner Dynasties. 

To provide the mortal remains of avejy individual, even of the 
lowest birth, with a auLtuble resting place under the earth, having 
been recognised in China, through all nges, as an important duty 
of Government, this duty has naturaliy entailed the obligntion oflie* 
atowing offioial care cm the graves of sovereigofl of former dynasties, 
and on thoso of their princes and mmistore. Seeing that care of 
neglected graves and bones is chiefly prompted by the hope that 
tlie forloni souls, tharchy benefittesd, will become jiropitioua to 
mitn and ccaw? their revengeful resentuitfnt, it netuially follows 
that such care is bestowed in the hrst place OD the graves and 
bones of persons who once wielded the highest power in the 
State and, in virtue Ihnteof, are now oooupy'ing the highest pom- 
tiona in the world of spirits, oonserjuuotly the moat dangtirous 
enemies of man, or his most powerful frienda and protectors, iic- 
condlng to curcumatancoa, Snell illustrious dead may lieifiuie espe- 
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cinllj linrtufu] or propitious to the rtvlgriing dynsst^; for ilipj’ 
naturally keep their eyes jealoutily tinted upon the tlirouo, tliul most 
procious heirloom of whieli they thetufielvea were oDce the happy 
posseiisors. 

Tlio first BovereigTJ montioacd in tluf IxbjIcs w linving given 
protootion to Ihe toiulm of moimrchs pretaaiing him, was the founder 
of the Uiin dynnsty. On page 447 we have (footed frotu the Starithird 
History of his reign the statement, thiit lie urdcrod fatnilwa to be 
appohitoJ to act as guardums of the niausolea of some half rliaen 
IKdenlatea of former ages. Of the emparor Ming* of ihe Wei 
dyniuty it is recorded that win the second year of the period 
wKIng c ]i u (At D. 238) he urdiiincd that ploughing, piiituring 
»cattle and coUecting fire-wood within a distonoo of one hundred 
>»pu on every adn of the nmQjmU*a uf Kuo Tsu and Kwai^j Wu 
i»(tbt' founders resspectively of the Early and the Jaitcr H/vn dynasty) 
i>shuuld no longer be allowed to the people"*. .4nil Min* of the Tain 
d^ittsty e ordained in the tluid year of liw reign (A. U. 315) tliut 
»in Tung-chen hiunan bones and putrid retniuns should be oorii- 
n inittcd Ui the earth, that the mnusolea and tombs located there 
»should be repaired^ and that pooplc wlio violated them ahoiihl 
»bo pul to dentil, together ritli their ralativea unto the third 
» genGration” *. 

WTnm the Tsin ilynjiaty had lost the throne, the first emperor 
of the House of Sting, which saccuxdatl it, derroed in A. D. 42<l, 
Jtss than three muntha after his acct^ion, »that rules should be

the dynwties of Han. Wei and T»in vithiu a forbidden ciniuit of 
»mti hundred pu. nor otoo to set foot upon them’**. Twenty y^ 
later, his gnindwn Iliao Ming^ »ordnmed tliat it shotild he 
»bidtleu to till the ground near any mmiJkileum of im ancient 
»emperor within a distanoo of flHy p n on every side *, W« ^d 
aho that Shun-yu Liimg *, B high funotionary under the Cbm 
dynasty, was dismissed from his dignity of Impenol Cliatuborlatn 
for having sold trees growing in tho mausolca of the Lmng djimsty, 
and that Sino Ki-khing prince of Kkng-yin *\ was deprived of 
this lugh dignity tjocauBc he hud aoted «* an aocompUcc in the 
matter •*. 
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Instances of emperora taking to Iiairt the faite of foriutar ocoii- 
panta of ilio throne retsturing their mauHolfsi find enacting re- 
soripta to provide iigaiiist the violation of the ^mei are on record 
in the HiRtorie^ of aubsecjuunt d^vnaatuia. Bui ive cannot give trane- 
Utiuni of all tlicae paBaagew, wliich would only weary the reader 
by thdr endless repetition. Let iia simply note that, 8|jart frotn 
the- Cases which tnay have escaped *iur attention, sncti tueasures 
are stateil to have ktui taken in A. D. fiOfl by Yang the 
second monarch of the House of Sui*i in (he year 630 by Tai 
Tsung*, the second emj^r of the Tang dynasty, who, tdote- 
over, ordaitiia] that othcinl sacrideeu should lie oflered in spring 
and autumn to all the sovereigns, Btatesinen and worthies whoso 
tombs had lieen repauwtl'- by Hiien Tauiig* of the same Hmm‘, 
who issued an edict for that pnrjMJSB [n 745 *.

Related ns it U in Chiiu, in the Qist mstanee, by 
the wuids, which bring dry or jiuny weather, acuording aii they 
blow from the North in winter, or from the South or South-west 
in eummor. FuRg-abiii consequunlly dunotai the utmosphiuical 
iuduencea, which bear absulute sway over the fate of man* os none 
of the principal requirements of life can be produr-ed without 
fiivourabte weather and mins. In n hypcrbuUral cense, however,

theories, are uimninioiis in ronsidoring Enng-shui to be almost its 
ancient aa China Itself. 

Tt foUowii from the above thot building graves, bouses, villagai 
and towns in acconlanre with tho Fung-shui tbcories is looked upon 
by ibe nation as an abaolnte neceaaity, as ind'isperr«ible bmiuac it is 
iin[y»aibl(i to withdmw one's self from the sway of the powers of 
Nature, No wonder then tliat Fimg-ahui bolds the mirion m 
grip and toigns supreme in the Empire, tbruugb its whole 
and breadth. It derives prestige anil sanctity from antkiuity, which 
gave birth tn the principal dogmas and oonceplions upon which it 
is based. The Wling ideas being the same as tboM^ of CluneM 
pbiloaophy in gencrel, it mmmamls the symimthy of every one 
ua a system which embinei» wlintevcr corabined human wisdom 
and sagacity have,'during a long series of ages, siiggealcd as pme- 
titailly useful. It is considered in Clima the greatest benofiujlor m 
mankind, though in rodity, tm we sUalJ fice anon, it is otih of 

ihflir greatest scourges. ^ 

The hijio, fclie piQua reverence which, every Chmiiuiun notjura 
to hitt ileoeased pareufai and ne*i*ettt roltitiuns. tiHtuniliy oDnetiiiica 
bitii to place their gmveft in suet a altiuition that they tnay And 
theuiaelvtis under the :^inie good infiuenccj* of Nidiire whicb he 
would desire tu concentmte upon Ids own dwelling. In thii way ® 
not uniy tnsurtss their rest and comfort, but also rendera thcin 
disposed tf>wardi> himfielf, arausliig in them feclingB of gratitu e 
which cnnst necessarily hear fruita in iho slia|ie of viirious blessings 
to be shiiwert^d down upon the otfspritig.

Thus, as [)r. lidkitiJi hua jndiciuiwly remarkeil *, »tilifil pioty 
which, in ol>edience to t!ie Icasoufi of ancient nnd ruudem mentora 
of the nntioiL, tiikai good cure of the grevoa of parente and gm»tl- 
parentfl, Las a niatariid n'ward i on the other liiind, the want of it 
invites a retributiun involving poverty, ajckiiflis, loss of ileHconihintH, 
dflgradatiou in the itoutul ncole”. Uy Fuiig-shui the graves art) iurnEfil 
into mighty instruments of hlefsing or punisl^njent, the tipirits of 
tlie anueetots, dwelling therein, being the divinities of the nation, 
with wJuise protection ami goodwill all iiuciul happLacss is IntiiniiU'ly 
hound upi lint soixb do not ilwcll in gniveji iinly. They iiku reside 
in tablets exposed for worship on the domestic altins, nnd in temples 
specially croctiHl to tihultci thorn. There, too, predsaly for the same 
roasims, they ought to lio mmle to live under tha hivcumble bfluences 
of Nature. Consequently, Fung-shui is firmly entwined with house* 
htulding and the coustruction of aucestrul temples. It phiys an 
important [tart evon Ju the erection of altars and juuiclitarieB dediimted 
to gods and saints of whatever kind or doscnptlnn. 

Til us lieing uu essenthtl part of the ChluDse Hollgion in its broadest 
aenjsc, Fung-shui duntands a place miiong tJie auhjt'ota to he treated 
of in lliU work. In the present volume wn must, however, eontlnc 
ourselves to noting the jinn, it pkya in gtave-buildlng, imd reservu 
for an other vuliunti musi of what we have to say on its inlluonct; 
in other bnuiclies of the Religious Syeletn. 

Niiturc having never been studied in Cliiiia in n scientific uum- 
uur, Futig*flhu) is ni>l Ijuscd on iiny soimd ideas acquired by an 
exjierimental and critiad survey of the hiiavonfl und the earth. 
Starling wltli the hiny notion that Nature is a living organism, 
the breath of which [icrvadtis every thing and prrMluccs the wuied 
cumlitiona of heaven nnd earth, and witli some: dogma tic formu* 
luB to (>ti found in the aneteiu works und confided in ns vordiobi 
ot the most prufound human wisdom, Fung-shui ia a mure rhiioa 
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of oha.Ji.1i obouriitiB ond r.m«i ni,rtioi.m «oW«i topto 
by sotibiiitic ittWiningB, into n Bystcm* wbvch i» in rwlity n ndi 
cLus^cttricnturt- of «cirtnJ0. But it is highly instmotive from on 
ethno-mphioal point of Hew. Tho abumtitiria into vixmh the liumnn 
mind'’iiiHy sink when, untutorod by pmcticnl observation, it 
after 0 reasoned knowledge of Untoro, om mom dourly mpouaded 
by it tliftu by any other phenomenon in tlm fife and history of Hiitions. 

(t fully shows the dense cloud uf ignorance which hovers over Iho 
whoie Chinese people, it exyUita in all its tiuketln^ the low enu- 
dition of their uicntal culture, the fact that natuml philosophy in 
that part of the globe is a huge mount of learning withmit a single 
tnice of true knowledge in it. 

Embracing, as it does , the whole extent of Chinese nutuml phi¬ 
losophy. we hnvo nut s|iftoe hew to ley the Fung^shuf ^tom befare 
our remiera in detail. Suck n work would riKiuire many yeats of 
puinstiiking study, uud yet produce bat meagre ttiaulta- m iiict, die 
cobwebs of ttlMurd, puerile apeculutbn. built op by the systom, 
nre liiudly wortlvv of fiorions stmly. All we mu give our ruadera here 
i» fl vfliy brief outline, n rough sketob, chiefty drawn up from in- 
formatvon received by ns at Amoy from professiomd experts ami 
supported by evidence gleaned from the native literature* 

Hesldes, to thnrougbly understand w'hat Fang-sbui w, it is 
unnsMrttssiuy to icrutinizo and iintiivcd the furmgoof at lanrdities which 
constitute its dobdls. Some knowledge of the inmii jirimtiplia upon 
which it is fotinded will suffice , if those principles be underatyiK 
in tho sense in which tlm pople and the prefi^ora of the art 
nnd nititjuid aud practiKillv apply them. Fung-ahni m [wtnt o 
ttet, a practical art, Ita tlieorics, oa expounded in the Ww, 
uro wldom taken notice of, even by the moot distinguished prefes- 
sora among the initiated* Being a (jmm scituice, it ifl jinictifiod as a 
ipiofii Bciciiee, that La to Say. as chailaUioiam. Every mornher of the 
learned class considers himself jui adept in it, on tho solo ground o 
Ilia having mode sonic study of the Classics and of his umlerslan UtB 
the leading princtplos of the natiorml philosophy. The people 
conridcr themselves morally obliged to possess so me cxjicrtnesa in 
Fimg*shni uinttcra, and the current luhige mas: »No son of 
iihould Iks ignorant of niattera minting to grounds and mountain*, 
nor of medical art** ^ Indeed, bow lam a tilial son properly observe 
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the tender enre he owes to hjs parents, ualess he be able to control 
the professors n ku lusigu to thorn tbotr ^ves, thus holdttiig in 
their hands the iveal und woe of their souls, and the quiuik physi¬ 
cians, who may hana, nay kill, bia parents by oil ministering wrong 
medicines to tliem? It is no wonder then that even the Ifiaat edu¬ 
cated iiniuug the people show an Hstnunding amount of knowledge 
of Pung-ehni. Women and children may be heard rhatteiing and 
tidkitig about it with gre&t aulhorlty; and when theru u an alter¬ 
cation about imaginmy injnries done to the Fuug^ui of a grave or 
B house, old iBatrons are geuDmlly loud^t in expretising a decided 
opinion. 

Every Chhi&niBn being mure or less initinbed in the secrots of 
tile system, a practical idteraonrse with the i>eople is sufficient for 
A fotcigniT to gain u tolerably clear idea of whet it is and of the 
|Mrt it plays in the several branoheit of religtous liTe. Our exposition 
will be found to deviate but Little from that which was given, 
twen^-two years Hgt», by Dr. Eitel, in a treatise entitled * Peng-ehui, 
or the Rudiments of Natural Science in China. Insignifiamt dif- 
fennioes which our leaders may observe betweffn the t’cnclusioDS of 
this distinguJilied Sinologist and our own, ore to bo osciibed chieSy 
to the uircumstanco that bis investigtttiuiu were made in Old ton 
ur Hongkong, nnd oura in the south-eastern port of the provtnoe 
of Fuhkicn.

In China, the people are not bound, either by law or custom, to 
bury the dead in grave-yatda Eveiy one bos full liberty to inter 
his dead wherever he chooses, provide<l he possesses llic ground, 
or bolds it by some title acquired {lora the liq^ owner. Tlie question 
whether a apot be siiitnldc for a burial ground is decideil by the 
Fung-shoi theories. 

Pung-shui, or ajcoording to the local pnmmicUition at 

Amoy and in the suriounding districts, is JcnotL<d by aoinc other 
names. The principal anmngst these is Klian-yu', prunounced 
KAam-u in the Amoy loaguage, and spcdally used in literary stylo.

Gaps or breaks in Uie iiiOLinturna being harmless to b grave if 
they mei iriViMblc from the place wberc the corpea Uea, it follows 
that the danger may lie avoided by burying the corpse BUdielaatly 
deep, itiit this eij)alicnt is nut very often reforted to, m, in muet 
cases, it w'uuki cause the dead to low; tJie pmtecting ridges and brows 
of the mountaina from view and thus amiiliiLitc Ujeir useful elfects. 
For, as Fung-shui couihraca tugtc with wiarlnm. It cannot but oon- 
clude that, whereat unseen dongcre are uo ibmgcrB, unseen pro¬ 
tection is no proteotion. 

As a mutter of course. a grave sumitinded by mountaina without 
either gaps or dcUcieiitrint is hardly obtamtible. ^Jor is it easy to 
Itnd a B|)ot trom which the who is buried there, cun sec a 

surrounding ruugc of hills. These difScidtics are ingeniously overcome 
by building around Lbti tomb, at the bacls and the sides, a well 
hnisliod artifleiul ridge.

The attempts of the Chinese to control the winds which strike 

the gmvi-si of the (trad, tho temples of the goili ami the huliitations 
of living men, are by no means muiply intended aa a jnotiHdmn 
of those beings from tiie inclememdea of the cljinnte and its^ i® 
mcciiute conseejnences, such as sickness and indis[)Ositiim of all kin s. 
The 8C0JMJ of the Pung-ahui system uxtends much farther. Tits i 
mate being rulrd. bv the winds, the winds Ijoootno the cause o 
all tilings, good or' evil, which Nature showers down upon thw 
earth, llentse , the grand art of controlling thoir iiiflueiicea ^ 
art of n^gidating the fortunes and happiness of mankind. Wim a 
blowing from the North and North Fiust, iw they generally oo m

Wiuda itt the yiiey lirst xjjiitnnee coiniunudii]^ the infliiumxts of 
Nature upon i^arth, Fiiog-abiu profcisoni ure perfectly correct in 
oonsiiloriinj them tu tin* iirat unfl prindpul elcmonL of their ayNP;m. 
They do not, hoirever, go no fur os Lo attnbute eonetunt InitietioLiJ 
inflaunceg to eertaiti [xiluta of the Goiopnss. ami periutrioiifl iofioencjcti 
to others.

Sfelther a wet nor a dry watercourse is allowed to run straight 
onwards to a grave, a human dwelling or a sanctuiiry. Othorwi^, 
this hmlding would hecunic an obstaele in tho way fif the deacending 
aqiiiitic intliienwa, nay, ii rude detdiiTMtion on the jiart of the llTing 
that they do not (lesirc to have niiything to th with iheae influences. 
Witliout a doubt the insulteil elcTneut would avenge itsolf by lUJim- 
tniilatlng evil on thi^ spot, or, in imy case, hy llowing away to the 
right and left without benolUing the place in the Uflist, A gix)d 
Fung-shoL rimy ^ he obtained when the water flows down tram the 
right or left, either in front of the spot in question or iit the l^k 
of it, and then, passing along the front, fimls its outlet in a 
lateral diroction.

sLiiii This dfX'a tmt meuu tliut motititains in front me always 
harmful. They nmy even exeruise a aalutuiy inlUtence, if they are 
located at u aiilTluicnt distance or answor tu ('tii'tiun cunditiunu; 
and it U the ppofeiiSUR who tbrnide this by their wise caloulationB, 
liad t'fFecla may likewise be tixerclBud upon u grave by walls, 
htiUBts or buuliiens uljstructing the prrjept^t in front. For this reusoD, 
tba wells Hurrrmiiding the gardens and grounds of European houses 
in some of the Treaty Ports huve not sddoni a ajjot nf open-worked 
niiiHoiir)'. ur u few small holes, made therein at the tanmiat of tbe 
uwDer of suujL- grave behind* for the pur|x]He of prtfserving Ijoth his 
prosperity and posterity from destruction. For the eamc reason, 
in the provriice gf FuJikicn triJes or efiruljs are banUy ever allowial 
to grow in front of a grave. Every thing that luijtpens tu strike 
root thcro is ruthlessly deatmyod, ati<l guomaticera, with the remark- 
ahlc Hcutenesa and wit which disthiguvsh HuTtii, aie cunstaiUly point¬ 
ing out herbs and Bhruljy which are iDjurioiu. Tn?e« growing at the 
luiek or tlio sides of a grave ore* however* gt'iierally cousirterecl 
ns IwncrfieiiU. they having the Bimo effect as a 6u»y tutM, Yet, 
as grounds <](jemed miif4tblL' fur huiylug are lisuiiliy studded with 
graven* i-uch trees arc nwie, owing to the fact tliat they might exert 
laid itiiluertet's ujwn the gravta* of uthars. As a eonsficjuenoe* grave 
grounds in. the niuuntidnuu*. Soutlt are generwlly draary woates, spar- 
aely imvcred with gmas and weeds and louking but little aduptOil 
to Borvu the iktid sa an agrtHaible resting place, especially in suiu- 
11101 . when they wre burnt and eiTOPchwi by the truptoHj hrsiL But 
such coasideriitiotis dft not seem to occur to the minds of the 
Cbinese when tlia question is a^keit: where bIuiII we bury uiir dead. 
This fact is nbo to he ascribed to the duairine that Fung-nbui may not 
be cramped in front of a grave, via. tlmt atone ituagta of men and 
imiinala hiive seldom, if uvor, ficen erected fhure in recent timua. W'e 
have called atUmtiim tu this point ulfuaily on (Mvgo S2^, It proves that 
nhjecib imwiulnyg cainsidercd bariaful lo h grave, were nut so teguirled 
m former times, and it illiifftmtes the puwBiTuI hold Fitng-shui 
iiua upon the nation, sincu tlio highest claasca have now given up 
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in ubodience tUenitd n timo-liiiIlowiK] [irivitcgo wtiicK, bemg iiun-

conatructing n Iniik in froni of il, to receive the wnier whicli flows 
down from aU aides wlicii it ruinsj this tank hettmna a reoeptaolc fot 
uqaatio rartneDt.^*s, whctit* they ostcml tUameoKcs benefimaUy owrtlie 
iinmedmic aurroundiiigs. In the ca» of Urge mansions. paluMS and 
temnina, llw tank la aitimtol in the centre of the oemrt-yani which was 
andontly painted partly or ontiroly rwl, mid bimoe sneh tanks a« 
gunorallv atvbd tan nh'i vcrmiliim wiurt.ynnU . As a rule, they 
ure enmd on one aldot the opposite atmight side tuna panillel with 
the front line of ibc grave or building, and the curved aide w tiiTtieil 
owny therefrom, threat teinplea and >paliK«i liave llie Imgcst and 
dccpcflt, which aro gcuemlly paved at the bottom, and lined on till 
aidefi with wpiaro bliaika of gmnite. m.irhlo or dolijmiU!. Uvtm iti 
Ihmt of groves imi amall. hnrtily ever deejicr tJmn one or two feet, 
tind of pliistored njuflonry, or uf earth mixed with lime (comp. 1 h 
XXTV and XXV); in romo few oisea they an? square, fiomotimw 

clrcnki. 

The Fung-ahui doctrines prescribe that tUo gnyitcst fttUmtinn 
shuidd bo litslnwwl n(Jon the oponiug ihrough which the waier 
Imves such a tank, for, ns our readcra will caiiily undcisUmd it 
coroiuands entirejy the influences of the shni shen lUjcumulnLBd in 
this latter. It may noithiir lie Um Binall, nor too large, or, in other 
words, the vrnter must not flow away either too slowly or t«> 
quickly; the situation of the opening is also calculated with Iho 
utnioat nicety and aiust, at all events, be invisible from tlic site 
whern the corpse li® or, in the wise of u temple, from the taber 
nade oocupied by the ancestral tablets or the images of the gods, t 
makes no difference if such Umkii stand dry. They do not 1^ 
their efiiciicy tberebyi any more than the hrouke or gullctH ^ o. 
Tliose in front of graves aro often raadu without any intention 
of their Iwing filled with water, the grave being thereby kept drier 
and less e.vfiosed to the attajf?ka of termites. 

Grave tankw and grave brooks eertainly do not date from rwsJUt 
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tiQica. Ab Bliitod on Jjp, lati fljifi -J.'jr, tiiuy life tnenlioimd in Chiii«e 
Htoretufc in oontietftiini will* (lie rniiufiolca of Jluh La imd his 
daughter, who lived in the Jifth oenlury befqra Chi'ut, end oIbu 
in ceirniii accsouirtB of the huml of Shi Hwniig nati tljp ittiperiid 
nuiui^oleii of flic Itnn dvaftnty, U nioy lie Hannued thut the custpui 
of tliiB fniiiiiy to plnco mch of I heir Bcpnlclires In on ejccavatod plot 
of groiiticl (eon pogo 41)5), ie to bu usoribed to n, datre that wntor 
might flow towards it &Qtu inany ndea and be coUtioled in a 
bink or bnxik dug In itt imroediato vkiuity. L’onds ond moats 
worn ulso coiistru.ctcd tmor tho grave of the magnate Chimg Poh*^ 
ogiij wdio lived under the iian dynnfty (see [Nige 440). It la a 
question whotliei theif origin may not oven bo traced up to tboso 
misty ugo9 of iviibh we have e^iohun on page 370, wlicu, as u 
eomtequenco of the custom of burying the dead in the houstis In 
which they iiad dwelled during their tifotime, buriid grounds were 
liotual vllkigi;;! occupied by the iliaud und, in imitatian of real 
vill'igea, wore pniteuled by widls and, on the chief or front side, 
by ruuning vvutcr, — nncLviliml nnm geiieriiUy having chosen the 
bunks ot rivers for ii dwelling pbee. 

We umy note here by tiio way tltat the curiouB custom, men* 
tioned on jjuge )f)l, of adfinlng the dead at flood tide or while 
some piiiis of sen water, taken at high tide, are Gtnnding in thu eame 
BjMtrtmcnt, likewise belongs to thomo procticea wliittb piirputl- the 
cuuccntrntiug of aquatic LnUuairoca in the gnivea. Nobody doubts 
but tliifl water, drown ut liifif tido, will /«% work upon the eoipso 
while it U Iwing enciifiined, and its influences arc thns, air to say, 
euoluscsd in the OLiilin and nfterwurds deposited in the tomb. 

Uanbtleadly it is with tho flame object of imbuing corpses with 
aquatic influences, that the Chinese of Amoy place them, while 
they aro being conveyed to their last abode, under a cover em* 
broifltircd with cloinJs and dragons, dragons having been in China, 
tinct) Very ancient times, the emblems of fertiliiing nuns (Sfii p. 181). 
Wc may, rurtherniuro, ugninrefor to uur atfitomentmadeou page #13, 
that it is considen.'d a very nUBpicious onicm when min StlJs whilst 
<t grove pit is Iwing tilled up: indeed. Nature itself then Bhowera down 
its most bcntiflcdid intlueneflu, which caunot but yield premous frmts 
of felieity to the offapriug of the dowfai(.*d mun. 

Phe foregoing juigcs siirticUmtly prove that luonntains and hills, or, 
inoro oonectly spetiking, the ewntigurations of the earth, arc tm idi- 
ttaporbint eletuetit in the l;'ung*s}iui i^tam. Indeed, controding, as 
they do, tho influences ot the winds, they t^fulals the priueipai 
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bisntJtly of Niiture, tiflp«oiall/ min nnd wntur^ it w fnnn 

the rooimbiins that wnter^sonnefl take tJiiiir rise anil eany the l>en^ 
ficial influcnoea ot the |.rinciiMl element of Niiiurt- fur away on all 
side,, through VHlley-s and diilricta, oven tlmwglv entire provinum, 

kingdoms and cinpipes. , . 

The conliguratioiM of the ground nre iiiiportaiit abo in anolljar 

resiiect They are bearem, depoaitories uf the influeiirca of tfie 
lieiiTcns, and as such can work rnoal benalicienlly upon tlie fata 

of man, . . 

Oiir readers know already what these inlluetice-s art, vu, tufl 

so-ealhjd t'ien klii ' or ^Celefitial Brenth'*. tlm energy of the Yang 
or highest power of the Universe, specially identified (comp. 
p«gB 22) wiLh Htavt-n, na it etoHmajs Light nnd Wiimith, It 
shiires the supreme sway in Natim' with the sTerrestrinl Breath 
ti khi», or the energy of the principle Yin wliich roprceents 
Dnrknettt’ and Cold and is idanrified with Earth Cpgc 22). By the 
cvMjpcratkm of llicse two principles life is creaUd; in ullicr words: 
Yang and Yin aUerootety liearing sway in Nature and bUmding 
their infliwncra lugethcr, arc the causci; of constant growth anti 
decav, of life ond death, of tlie anniiiil rotation of pnxlactloii 
and U^uctioii. Indeed, the Li ii (cH. 38. 1. 11) explicitly shites; 
j* Every thing which exists i^ engendered after Hraiven and Eurth 
»have joined tngether''*, «Ur! fch. 20, 1. 37) »when in the first 
» man til of the vcrdEil settson the Cekistiiil Brentlj dea^ci^ilA una 
»the Terrestrial Breiith ascends, Heaven and Earth unite hsir- 
»iiionioiislT and the vegetable kingdom is disclrewd and set in 
» motion"*. The YiA Unj also declares thnt: »When Heaven and 
f> Eurlh erart. their intliicaces, idl things are transformed nnd vi^ 
» fied” *. Lii Piih-wei in the third century before our era pronounced 
the same opinion: »T}ic first causes of prodnelion", he Vp'roto, “are 
Iltiiveu and Earth''-. And Chu Hi. the aulborttativc phUasopher 
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who livoil in the tweh'ti'i tienturj?, foniiitlly eubaoribei] tn thBAJi* lU)- 
cienl doutrintai, ilytlnring Umt wtha Two Brciitlis unitiiij; und

As II mivtlcr of conrse, in every piirt of tlie gnjuiiEl, io evcjj' 
chain of munntnina, in every binlT or ri«k, Nature hflA Iniil down n 
certain i|nrintity of Yin or TarfcstTlil Breath, Butj noconling to 
tlie above dwtrines, it esinnot exert any life-prtidncing infinenoL'S 
unless it be at the same tiujo iiniiuixl with some Yang or 
Cclcstini Braith. Oeouiunoers nfoiie lira uu|>nble of deciHing whether 
this latter lie representeil in an iidcijuate proportion, lujd whether 
the grntintl has any value for bnlhUng piirpost'A anti grave Uiaklng, 
Tliey tlerivo their coiiehtsiuns from I he outlines and forms of the 
surruundiugs. Starting from the fact that the celestial sphere 
lias, since tmeierit times, been dividcil into four ijuarteni, vix, 
the Asdure Dragon i tlie Red Bird, the White 'IHger mid the 
Ultiuk Tortoiae, idcntilled r<*p(«tivcly with the Hast, the Boutli, 
the West and Ihe North (comp, page 817), their wise prcdc- 
oeasore have tanglit, during a long series of iigea, that no lairt 
of the soil nm lie fully impregnated with the bcucheiai influrm* 
ces of Heaven unless those four (juiirteni opcnite upjii it con¬ 
jointly, that is tu say, nnlcss it be surrcniiided by mountains j 
blullsj Imuldera or buildings which lam be ideutlficd with those 
symlxjlin aniiuids, Graves mnl ediiices being, in theory, turuial to 
the South, they' minsl liavo a Tiger on the light or Iheoreticid 
wtstom aide, ii Drtignn on the left, a TortoLse at the Uiek, mul u 
BirtJ in front, All-iin |»rtatit is the presence of a Tiger and a Dragon, 
her, these animak represent till tluit is expTcsa4<d by tho woril 
h'ling-ihui, vii, Ixith Beoiian nnd nijuatic inlluenccs, Confucius being 
reputeti to have aaid that ♦’the winds follow the tiger"* iind tiio 
Dragon biti'mg, since times immornorablc, in Cliimisc ci^inol4,^ciil 
mylliqlngy plnytd the part of chief spirit of water nnd min. 

So, for inatanco, Amoy is annnimonaly declared by nil the wise 
men of tho Uiwn to be indebted for its prosperity to two knulU 
fiiiaking till* inner harbour, bihI vulgarly stytod jp/a* * 

or »Tigitsr-htmd Hill" and Liny-fan or M l)Tiigon*li€iid[ Hiir\ 

' Itlutlrateit DbiiirtiilJrjn on Uie Cnml tlU 
timat« rrtnei|>ls'‘ ^ ^ nunW in Ktiiuij;ia ttkiiuitsry, f« .

Similarly, Peking is protectiHl on the Nor(h*wettt by the Kin-slian * 
or Golden Hills, which represent the Tiger and ensure its prosparity. 
together with that of the whole Biupiro and the reigiung dynasty. 
These hiUa raataui the aourci's of a felidUius water-ijoiuso called 
Ynh'-tio * or u.lade river”, which eiiteia Pckbtgou the North-wcist and 
tlowa llmuigli lliB gruatidfi at the back of the Imperial Palae*!, then 
luicuinulatos its beneticial influencia in tliiTio largo rtSMorvoita or lakes 
dug on the west side, and finally Bows past tlic entire front of the 
inner Palace, where it biairii the iianio of The fdolden Water (comp, 
piige BH'j), Its unuTBc UicrEfore piirfectlv iiccorihsi with ttjo principles 
which are valid for grave biwks and grave tanks (comp, piigi* t> 

lo thus making naa of the uonfigurutiona which render the re- 
lutivc |iositiun and oitcnt of the influences of the four OclestiHl 
Animala favonrnblB or unfavourable, there b iwtm for oouutlcsB 
couibinutions. Every niuiintam, rock, bluti’, house or tower may 
form a good Animal, and at one apot nerve for a Tiger and at 
the same time ae n Dragon, Etnl or Torfinsts ior another spot, 
thti fancy and itnuginntive ingoauity uf geomanoers being allowed 
free Guopc ni all cases. With endless manipulations ot their 
cumpnss, consisting of n Binnll rtiognctiu needle around which nil 
the elements that enter bi their calculations tiro iosonbed in wn* 
centric eiicles, these men 'dclU>ctutdy point out whether the 'riger 
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Hnd Dxaguii unite Iinriuoniougly, or, Ht» llu^ cal] it, f^Jte in a Ikjw- 
eliiiped Ihje in tiuitiKil emhoioe” or wlietlier tlieir for ms aw spoiled 
or done awuy witli by ntlior conjimetions, finally deciding with 
iin uir of profound wiadom and a flood of technical terms which 
ovemwe their olientB, whether the site to he fixed upon for burial 
or hiuldmg purposea forms »a purfect oomplex”, ch^lng kri k*. 
If 90 , the h’ung’shui is good, provided it answetis to tiertain other 
Rxjuirrnienht wliich we muHt still pass m roriow. Every son of miLD 
who buriia tin nneestor in Bach o spot, or builds bia house there, 
shall be rich, prusperoiis and blessed with u numeroua otbspiing 
that ahidl not die out unto the laat djiy. They shall rise high in the 
aoeml scale and gain glortotts positions in the dvil and militaty ser¬ 
vice, for the Dragon sym hoi ires the Emperor and his buneliciul civil 
government, nnd the Tiger martini jjower and intrepidity, Sad to 
stiy, however, the value of such predictionB is gener^Jy somewhat 
detrectud trorn by the (liversity of opinions prevailing atnoiig gi?o- 
uiunceni, trach of wiioui is imbued with protiiasianal jcalum^ and 
cherishea the ratheir arrogant conviction that his own wisdom ia always 
necessaij for the corrootion of the opinions jironounced by his col hagacs. 

Dnigons and Tigers are by no means tsjuidly important tn the Fung- 
#hui syatem. Professom are wont to say: »Any spot is folicituna 
that has II Dragon and no Tiger; but ii spit is not of a eertainty 
unfolicitous if it has only a Tiger mid nu Dmgun" TIub pre- 
ponnetiet* of tho Dragon is due in the finst place to its heading 
tlie list of the four Celratial AnimaU and to its Ixsing the emblem 
of spring (atio p. 317), wiitcli is the first of. the seasons, and 
further, to its idundfii^adon with Water, the oll-inipoFtant dement 
without which all Fiing-shui is null and void. Praetieally, Fnng- 
fihui profissui's are aecustomed to speak of u Dragon when tofeir- 
ring in reality to a Dragon and Tiger; in short, the word Drnguit 
cmtiipriseH t!ie high grounds in geneml, and the water-streama which 
Have ihuir sources 1 herein ur wind their way tlirongh them, Deuce it 
is that buoka on Fung-ahui romnumly iummenuD with o bulky set 
of disserhUioiui, comprised under tho heading; i* Rules concerning 
the iJTngoa” *, in reality dealing with the doctrines ubont tlie 
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^ititutiun tiiui contytins of niotintiiiHS iiml liillit miii the fiiroclioii of 
Wftter-ctiujBCfl. Tn these ovettj imitginfibljs eumbinulion 

of hills ami peflktf » aiiiplv ilm:iw»'cj and illiihtmletl by etsiwt! wood- 
coU Siwh i!on>biniHioii8 goimnaiy uro iitillfjitod by siKxriiJ faiwy

The doctrine thid the conllgiiriiticm of llio groutvd is a sore index 
to the preseoec of celsstTiil itiQmmWi is belter uiidoFitiHjd wlieti 
wo btfflT in uiind tlittt uhjeots, such ns sold tnbleU nnd iniagea, 
vvliieh call op b<ifiire tiie mind spirits or so-mtled sben/nre gtiier- 
ftlly believed by tlio Chinese to be inhabited by ftueii spirits, and 
are consoqtieFitly tuade for Ihc dead imd the giKis in order thnt ibe 
hitter tuay radiate their Imijcfieiiil infliipma^i therefroTu over tunrikind. 
Such shoo being composed of V'ling twimp. irage lib) or CidesUnl 
Ert?aUij the Cliinese bavo every reaBon to bidlovo that the shod 
of the four Anitiiids or qnartors of the spliore will ijettlc in ubjisetn 
sofih ns bills, monntiiliis or other (jonfigurfitions, vvbicli by thdr 
shniie and situulioa cull them up before the iirinil. 

The iietive o|]enitioii pnalwcod in the eJirlh by tbe Calestjid and 
Terreslria! Bnsftth properly intermixing, is ilenoUid by llie tarm 
shnn ling', »flirLt;tlv'o operation of high ground**'; we might enU 
it the living nnd tictlve nnimits of a miifiguinliun. Eiteh confignnition 
is H ooitipiox of merc tlTnless forms when tlio two EriJiilhs, euiifliiod 
in it, arc Intenl nnd inactivo.

Like ft current of vital ijower, the shnn ling (lows in every 
diroction through fitvoumblo sites, especially throiigli ledges and 
edges of hills which gimmanfflrs cleverly identify with lint limbs of 
Dmgons, Tigers, Tortoises and Eirds. Thanks to tho wisdom and 
experience of these men, it is posaible to Itstrn which liitilra iirc 
thoroughly iuibncd with shan ling and ansordiiigly the most pr*.*- 
fcmhlo for making gnvres or building houses on. Sloping lirigea 
ttiE goncnilty considcroLl to be favourtiblc Bjwts in this rfsjaJct! 
iudeeil, even a child can imdcrtitftml tbnt shun ling will] n do- 
sconding motion must develop great vigour and energy, pirtkiilurly 
at the imd of its downwiinl course. Moreover, it acoaiuulabcs wher*

{x»es. Iti inakiug graves,, attention should be |Hdd to the {net 
thitt levnl, rctoky soil is bimthless; cotnpiu:!, reddish loam on the 
oontniry is full of liroath and lift* and conseijuuutly [trevenls a tjulek 
decay of the ct>Uin and the corpse, rendering the Ironott hard, 
white, Htid suitable for binding the soul for a lung time to the 
graya. Besides, white ants nnd other vnmoiuiis iusects do nut liarbaur

GoumBneem in their theories also give a pljice to other group 
of stars which they briieve to correspmd with ctirtiiiii parts of the 
Hitrih and to determine the fate ihiueof. U is, in fact, ironstantly 
on thnir lips as an aiinm of thfir systuin, that »the stars of the 
tlenvens above, and the coiitigunitinnfi nf this liartli IxiixHith wr^ 
respond with ettch othor" *.

gmatiy enlarged an<l dilated ujiun by [authors of renown. They 
eoi^quontly afford auij^jlje means to tbo Fimg-shui pnifessora to 
define minutely the proprieties of idi the spots aitimted near any 
given place, and to derive therefrom sage cotielusions aa to tho 
deairubili^ of coustructing dwoUingB, tcniples or graves there. We 
must now have rraioutac to the other oiitlcs of the compass, to 
penutmte somewhat deejxir into the cumputations of thoac men.

Tku above niuthoit of representing twenty points of tbo iTompfl^ 
by characters derived from liie dmary and the duodenaiy cycles, i# 
very old* as Liu Ngsn. us^ it in enumerating the twenty direotionB 
in wliich the tail of the Groat Jkaxr points during its appawiit 
yearly revolution round the pole It is used also in the Ilistoriisd 
Recnidsj in the tweniy>lifth clmpter, which is devoted to natural 
scitmcc for divining purposes, and which denotes the cycles as etna 
Ten Motlurra”* and >*lhB Twelve Children***, 

The second drcle of (he oomposs likewise ountains eharnoters 
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dmwn fruui thust) Himtiged it) aii oHer the Wiing idea of 

which wc cfinnot gTiiap, Some cbAraoten npjjcar in it two or three 
tuuas. The £)urtli circle givea the ehiinicters of the denary cycle in 
nlteroalc succCHsion, in twelve ooinbiimtiuiiB of live; between evetj 
two combinations a bEank is loft, two cbarBCtere being skipped.over 
With this ciiclo the tenth corresponds, but the iniicriptions on it 
are ebifted slightly to the right. 

The fifth circle pves the five olementg twelve times, m varied [ler- 
mutatiotLs. It coimbinog the inflncnoes of the elements or plineta with 
the points of the oompoKi inscribetl on the tbird and fourth irirclL>6, 

The sixth and the eighth cirates ore identical with the third. 
They do not, however, like this latter, indicate the centre of each 
of the twenty-four points of the compass, but their extreme Umita, 
thus insuring iioeuracy m taking bearings, h’or some occult reason, 
each chiirnctar in these circles is cuniblned, through the next cycle, 
with tlie charectere ~f ^ or borrowed, from the denary cycle. 

The eighth circle contmuH, moreover, the twenty'four anbdl vi¬ 
sions nf the year, iind is therefore a calcndur indicatiug the season 
during which a house, temple or tomb, fur which n favomnlilc 
locality w asHigoed by the oompaas, ought to be built. According 
to the tmtioual pliiloaophy, these scosode are wreiiglit by Yang 
and Yin, the two p breaths'* which through the course of every 
year hknd toother in vonstimtly varying proportions, Yung having 
the upper hand in the hoth?at wwither, and Yin in the coldest. 
Hence they are logicnlly colled taieh kbi’, jpbroath& of the 
divisians {of the year)'*, or simply khi *, »breaths'*. 

They ore arranged on the cirele in such a way that mid-spring 
cMrresponda to due East, midsummer to due i^outU, mid-autumn 
to due West, and mid-winter to due North, this being, as steted 
on page |n perfect accordance with the apcculativo philusophy 
of the ancimts. Also in the writmga of the philrreopher Kwuit l-wu, 
who lived in the seventh centuiy !)efore tnir era (see page 66Ub it 
IS stated that »tlie seasons tippcTtnlniug resiMJCtively to the Host, 
“South, West and Nurtli are the spring, the sttiumer, the autumn 
“and thtj winter*'*.

name Emergence of hibernating Insects^, and also the Wintar soliitkie. 
fn Hio writings of Kwan I-W'u * the appalltitions Pnrc Hrightn^, 
Gi'eat Heat and Slight Hetit am employed to ilenoto curtain jxirio^ 
of the year; and tlie KteoA yv* ot » Hiscussiona about the Stated » 
A narrative of events in aoverol feudal kingdoms during the Cbea 
dynasty, said to have beea composed by the Author of the Tto 
cA^weit, idimtions the appellation Limit of Heat as having 
used by one Fan Wu-yu*, who lived in the iUth centtuy before 
our era*. The section of the Li Jti known as the Monthly Prooept* 
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0ODtnin9 thci esprcssum^ Hegmning nf Spring, of SnrnmBr^ Aiilumti^ 
and Winter; it also speaks ot wKain VVutrt IjegbiiiDg to iidl in 
»the month of mid-spring, and ul thi! uutecls in tlieir boirowB 
j*then nil coming into motion’*', nnd fnrther sajps: »Slight Heat 
jncaruL'B in the month of niidsimimor *, White Dow descends in 
V the Bnt month of antiininnnd Roar Krosl begina to fiill in 
1 * the lost month ol tliia seiier)n'' \ All the abore fheta morelj servo 
to prove that many of the twenty-four appeilntiooa of the seasons 
ware in vogue before the Ran dymulyj but they do not give ns 
liny certainty that they lormed in those timos a senes like the one in 
present uae. Slight evidence that this series really was used iluring 
the ntign of the House of Chen, we liave in the hict that it is 
given entire by the Books of the Cheu dynasty obtained from 
the tomb in Kill” fees p. 41tf), in the section entitled; n Eiplana- 
tion of the Dootrincs about the Se&sans’' ^ But it id far from 
certain whether this work is the product of tlio time oppressed in 
the title, and it may prulmbly contain spunous rofcieaccs to mat¬ 
ters of posterior <iate. It iudictites the Hctuona by the stirac word 
khi by which they are at present known. Liu Ngon, Bumniing 
np the principal p he n o n i non proper to tha succestilve periods of 
Meeu days, which he culls tsieb, gives these twenty-four sfasons 
ill nearly the same $e<}ninicB in which they aro placed nowiulays*. 
'They ore enutuemted ftl^o in tlie section on ohronology containod in 
the Bfaiks of the Early Hnn Dynasty % and have probably had an 
odicuil status in Cluna ever since, down to this day. 

ReturniJig to the geomantio coiuposii oftar this historied digress 
sion, we see that the eleventh oirtde is divided into one hundred 
and twenty eompartnicnta and coiisiitg of two lines of choractciv 
of little interest. The inner line oontains the same chonictcrs oh 
the seventli and the ninth circles, but they ore shifted a little 
into a different |KJsltion, and the open b|hiccs bctwomi them ore 
tilled up with other characters of the denary ^'cle ; ■— the outer 
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liite iliviiles thn oompiss into IitgIvc jmints, indicnting these hjr 
the cliflttKiters of the Uuodenary oytile, each rwpmted four times 
(comimre tiiis with the third cin'Ie)„ The next circle, the twelfth, 
is !iiom ita[K»iaiit, It is divided into sixty portians nf uneqiuil 
sizes, inscribed wttli the names of the live oleuients in vmied 
sequence, so that «8<‘h olcmctit reetint twelve times. Thiij useful ciicle 
enables tho gooiimncBr to judge by which element or planet any 
spilt whatsoover isi induieniced, and whether Lhn adjoinlog places !» 
dominated by eleuienta which might work either pmduotively or 
desti'uctively upon it. Suppose, for instance, a oortnin spot indi- 
laitwl by the compuss us representing water, is shown by this 
Instrument to have the elomont earth at its side, its nsofnl elhicta 
may be greatly rodnoed. nay, rendeml null aiiri void, liocauso earth 
neutralize?? walcr (see puge 057), Should, however, metal lie close 
by, the nqiudic effects will he greatly invigorated, since iiietal 
produces water. Thus clover guumoncers are competent coritinnolly 
to discover fiivcmrablo and unruvcuruhic cunjnnotians of utl kinds 
and descriptions, without torturing their hmins aliout the question 
as to whether a leading idea underlies the arrangement of the ole- 
ninnla on this circle, or whether these latter are merely distributed 
arbittnrily u|)on it. 

The same circle is nUo very useful in nnother respect. Enabling, 
us it dues, geomtmeers to discover in tho surroundings of a place 
the clcinents by which they are itiflueiimii, it reveulii to them 
at the uanie time certain of tho idiosynemsies of thafio surround’- 
lags, viz, those which the Ixmks on philosophy, and the venerable 
Siu (hay in |jnrtii'uDir, iittriliute to the clemento thcniBclvcs. This 
Classic con tains the fallowing profoundly wise remarks: Water 
11 may be described ns moistening and descending, fire as blazing 
j*and ascending, wood us Iwlng crooked or straight, metal us flexible 
*> and cboogealde, while tho virtue of earth is seen in sowing and 
»reaping. Tlitd which moistens and ilesocndi produces a salt taste, 
lethal which b crooked or straight produces soumesa, that which 
a is flexible and changeable nn acrid taste, and liowing nnd reaping 
» produces sweetnnss''

The chief use of the geoinantlc compass is to hod the hue in 

which, according to the olmanm?, ft grave ought to bo nunle, or 
a house nr temple huilL Imhitd , as baa been stated on jHige lOD, 
In this most naeftil of all books it is every year deindud between which 
two points of the com pass the lucky. Una for that year lies, and 
which point ifl absolutely InauspicrlouH, This ciiuiiuistaDoe not only 
entails a postpone mtiul of wany buiiiiis. seeing it is not al way's po^ 
siblo to find a grave, answering to all the geoinantjc requirementfl, 
iu the lucky line uf the Jiair; but it nsgulmly compels the owners 
of houflcs and temples to poflt]ione repaiia or the robuilding of the 
sninc until a year in which the Une wherein their projHirtiM 
are situate is dtslarwl to be lucky.

Iheso c a- 
nmtem being firmly believed to determino hia fate for ev(^. 
uo burial pLicc can answer lu the gtjomoiitic icquimmenta if the 
cyclical chimictors expressing tlio year of the birth i>f the weup«nt 
ttiuid in the wiiipoas on the lower end of the line whmli the 
almaauc haa decnjcd as auspicious for tlw current year and m 
which, of tttunio. the raiflin is to be placed. Suppose, tor instance, 
this line runs from south to north, ho that the longitudinal oiw o 
the grave should fall within the segment defined tm the wmiMSi by

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Anotlicr geamtintie law of imprlann? is, that no road, no tow 
of trees, nor any waterKsiursfl may run b a atmight line tuwanis a 
tomb. Straight Ibea, georaiuiLTre any, are like dangerous darts whicli, 

Btiiking It grave in its core, may btlict a deadly wound. They 
alau show tlte way to tho noxious inSuencoB which the fXJculiar 
Fung-aliui nonieiicktiire denotes hy the word shah {comp, page OdlJJ, 
and boflideSt as luu been stated on page 95iJj they indicate that 
the surrounding oondgurations are devoitt of breath and vitality, 
it is, indeed, not tincummon to hear people who make a jire- 
tence to some knuwlodge of Pung*shui matters, declare u grave to 
be of no beuedf to the deeceudEuits of the man or woman buried 
thorob, because it is. ns tiny express it, »vtolatcil by the shah 
of u path or a rtwd’*in other words, biaatuse a path bos been 
accidetitally formed in tlie front or at the side by Ihe feet of pae- 
8erB*by. It is to bo a.qcribod to this superatition, thn( the avenue 
to the mausoleum of tho founder of the hting dynasty near Nan¬ 
king, itnd tluit which leads to the sepulchres north from Peking 
in which his successors are buriail, desmbo a curve in the part 
which is lined by atone imtiges of men and animaJa. 

Tti respect of towns, cities and viUagea, their own shape is 
deemed a taetor of great aigntlicance, a factor indeed which has 
as much to do with their ties tiny lu the tarn tours and configiir- 
fttioiL« uf the environs. Prure(i«i)rB of geemancy in Ta'uen-cheu-fu 
art quite in eariitHt when they rdate that, b tiinca ofyora, this 
cily, the contours of which strongly retumd one uf 11 caTp, fre¬ 
quently fell u prey to the depritaJatians of tho pixipJe of the neigh- 
houring toum ot Yung-ch*nij*. because thi* is shaped like a flwhmg- 
act. Fortunately, the ano&^tma of the present [ajpalatioii about a 
thousEind years ago neutralised tile evil by ereetbg m the Eomtre 
ot the town two pagodas, which tower above it, tcj the prrstmt 
day, thua preventing tho imaginary fijihing appuratus of their im- 
friendly neighlioiirs from being haiilnl over llicir heads. There aro 
toaijy towns b Chinn which have eoiue to grief bccau.se of their 
uuibous shape. It is rcliiteil^ for instance, in tho j!cA jsVir* *, 
n smiill work writUm in the twelfrli oentiuy^ by Ghwnng Ki-yu *, 
that »thf {fcofile of Cti'u ahstom from iq>eaking of the hoad uf 
“n black tortoise, pretendbg that, when the capital of thjit deport- 
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which was built ia this silwpo of a tortoise, ww onc« 
i»upon a time attackMl. some expert of the oooult nrto toiight the 
» u^iilerH to bind the heed of the eniiiiiLl, in ooaaequcnoe of which 
»the towo wsi# taieti. Ucacc ito people avoid that uipresssiott" 

A autural outgrowth of the thief gcuiuiiJittc nxiom tliut nuspi^ 
ciosie influoncw conasDiretod upon a grayt prodnee blesisa^ which 
the oflsprtiig reap, in the dogmu, alnauijr put forweid on ^ 57, 
that things of good omen, wheti pieced in e tomb, will causa 
thu blesainge they express or sjmbcilliHS, to fait to thu share of the 
deecendnota of the dcceasid. It is therefore a settled funeral uustom 
to place at the bottom of ootfina and graven sundry things which 
express a nuimireus progeny mid Hbundanoe of food and wealth, 
such as iron nails, hemp, liens, vrliont, millet, paddy and coins^see 
pp. 18U imd 209), nay, even good wishes are sown tlierein with 
the same object, ito, also, the clothes and body onsamenta of the 
dciul are dcuiued to work nitspicbusly on the fate of thuir offspring 
if they symbolize blosaings, and for this reason they geitemUy do 
ao, as shown in our chaptar on Qruve Cloihiai. Tills same dogma 
explains why the peuptu are so jmrtial to drehsing thoif dead in 
nlongevity garments" and the roliea of a mandarin, a lung li& 
and offichd dignities liuing the things most coveted by the Chinese, 
Again, this dc^ma aeootiuts for the belief, mcnlitmed on page Uh, 
that five suits of grave clothes, or any odd nnmbcr thereof, may 
work duastruusly u|wa the prind|Hd family members of tho dead 
man who is sent to hia hut resting place so uildly om baled. 

On the snmo line with these cuiiouB outgrowths of gcomantic 
iliitaion tuny he pinned the nnerient dtistom, mentioned on pp. 813 
and 819 of ndurning the grnVat of ompcroni with atone image* 
of uoioorns. As these animals portend the birth of excellent itover- 
cigna (see [»agi! 834), their imagEs may, through tho graves ujwii 
wbldi they stand, work hemiflcietitly upon the fortunes oI the 
nation, and, moreover, preserve the imporiol line from dying out, 
tliua securing to the dynasty an cvcrlaating possession of tJie 
Throne, 

Symbols being phtoed in and upon tombs in order to create the 
reiditita which they call up before tho mind, it b very luituraJ

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that maiij tuoiba bear inscnptionn exprosamg felicdh’, euch us tho 
ch&nictora ^'huppiness and prcjsperj^”, **au- offieio] position 
with u large income" and ^ wn long life" (see Plata XXV^l), 
that is to Boy the siiiue blesajngu which, lu oor reiiilBra know, are 
sown inside the graves by nicana of tlie clothes in which tliedooesfled 
are dressed. Often also, anitnuls symliollzliig the same good things^ 
spch Jis UtUa, stags and onmos [eomp. pp, 53 imd 6a—aT), and even 
uuicorny, arc carved on slabs of gtimita forming part of the tomb. Many 
graves t>ear ulsu tlio eight kwa, evidently in order that the Lnllu- 
cnces of N'oture, which th^ represent« may be twacentiated njmn 
tho spotj in Plate XXVII they are phiced iu a circle above the 
toDibstone. Probably for a similar reason j. over two thousand years 
ago, the sepulchre of the mighty potentate of Ta'in was, as 5xG-mn 
Tfe ien tells ns (see p, “iOO), adorned iritJi stars and eunstellations 
and with the configxrnitions of the earth, Wc read also tlmt the 
grave of Li SsC-chao a cerFoin prince of imperial blood, " wlien 
» broken opm hy robbers in the year ki-ssa of the Chi tig t'nng 
{Kiriod (A. D. 1449), was fonnd to contain a sepulchral chumber 
»of chiseled stone*and^ moreover, representations of the sun, the 
emoun, the atnia and the Cniat Bear”*, For the same purpose 
ol attracting the beneficial influence of the Universe unto the grave, 
coflins were, during the Han dynasty and in sub^quetii ages, 
piiintod with u sun, a moon, conatellnliona, and with the four 
Celestial Aniiouls; and the hoairl representing the seven stars of 
the Great Bear, with which cotflns have been furnished since 
many ceutnries, is prolmbly used for the same reason (see up. 
fllfl 

The Fnng-sliiii doctrines being a mere woh of speculative drcHma 
and idle ubstmutions, the jiroduct of a erednloua faith in aliaurd 
vugaru^, we am not surprised to find that, in deciding whether u 
ftlJOt will bo n lucky burial place, luucii value is set on prognoa> 
tics of all kind. So, for instunni, os wc have stated an pago 313, 
if min happens to fall while a cuflin is being placed in the grave, 
this is deemed a proof that the fung-shui of that grave wdl 
work l>eneficiBntiy, Njilure herself showing in this way that the 
influences uf an element which holds it pkee of the highest sfgni-

In the prriud Siiing fu (A. D. lOOS—1017)» a tiativo of Lien¬ 
s'eheu (province of Kwangtung), called Liang Ship while divining 
n uhoul u plot of ground in which to bury one of big purents, 
»beheld on a certain inoiititain n man who was settled there, anti 
»who told him that^ Ian days before ^ sevoml tens of tnrtoi&ea 
^ laid carried lliither a big tortoise on their bocks nod linricd it 
xk in the monntain. Being of opinion that tortoises are animals of 
#a spiritual nature, Liang surmbod that the ptaue where they 
hud bnrie^l tliat beast might be o feheltou^ place, and therefore 
»he climbod that mount with some of his people ^ in order to 
look for it. Perceiving something reftembling a tumulua, they dug 
s^it up, ajid discovered a di^od tortoise. After having taken it to 
Vanother spot imd buried it there, Lhing iwti^tred his purant in

»spoken thus, he vanished out of sight. Khan now wont in

»there and actunUy becaiua governor of a province. Alter him,

3 . rPha Hlatorr ot rung-atinl « 

Our exposition of the Fung-diui system has shown that its , 

leading prindplns hove their origin in ramote antiquity. Its first , 

embryo, indeed, grow out of the worship of the dead, n'liich 
oircudy in tho mist of ages wi« the religion proper of the Chinese. 

The Joccased ancestors were then their prinoipal patron divinities, 
who iniluencod Uie fate and fiirtunt^ of thirir diissoendants in every j 
way. Every one propitiateil them ^stenmtically, and from IhU 
worship a tendency gradually arose of placing the dead in sneh 
suhturmnetm abodes as would ailbrd rot, comfort and felicity to 
their manes. And the answer to the question: whicli grounds are •' 
best suited for buiiul places? was naiimLlly sought In tha furnis 
and characteristics of tho surToiindiiigs. 
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That the elementary prinoiples of the Fimg-flhiiisj'stein were praeti- 
callj applied tdreailjr under the dynimty of Chau, eannot reiiaQmblj 
be doubted, sdnoc we iliul that nlnsuly in the fifth ceuhiiy befoie our 
era gTHve-<jiteit werc^ improved liy the hand of mnn by means of 
rirtifieiitl hiYxik^ atid tank^. [ustauc^ of this iijre givwn in the 
doscriptive of the mniiAulee of king Hoh LA and his daughter^ tniDs< 
ktiona of whiub have been iii&erted on pp, Sm mid 411> of iHa work, 
Anutliof great step whieh the Eiucionta tuok in the directiDD 
of i ung-sahui, wua to oonneot the qualities of a grave with the 
intlLieDL'os supposed to bo ojtertad upon it by the eelesttal canopy 
and the cardinal pointa thamif, TJua cuatom. too, mn he traced back 
to tho time of Huh lu. On page SifG uiir randora will have noted 
that the sepulchre of thie potentate was called the Tigere iJill^ 
B white tiger having settled on tlio -siimiULt ou the third day 
after it w<n* finbhed. Doubtless this slatetuenl ia nn oUosion to the 
Whita rigor of the sphere^ the westarn quadrant, the intlueacea 
of which were supposed to tuive eomintfuccid 0 [>ciatli]g upon the 
royal reinaina soon after their entomb me nt, 

Thk view ia Huppe^rted by the author of the llcoords of the 
countiy of Wu (stfC pige 2D0J, who aaya tliatp j^aeeordJng to the 
Annals of Wu mid Yueh \ three days after tlm burud of tim king 
^thi? eaoence ul the olcmont metal oBsumed the ahapo of a whito 
#tiger and crouched dowu on the top of the grave"*. Now, in 
the pre-Ckristian era, Mct;i] wiia identitiod by Chin^^ philuauphm 
with the WenL Kwan-ta 2 ^ wrote: pThe breath of the Eaat ia wind, 

^ and wind croates wood. The breath uf the Soath U Vang, 

^ which ermtoa fire. The Centre is earth. The breath of the West 
Vib* which gives birth to meud; iind that of the North is 
* cold^ by which wiiLet ig priKluced" Liu Ngan also iitatcfl timt

From these and other pti^ages the Chinese gcMsmlly draw the 
concImLon thiit the hoiiaes of the living, m well its tlic graves of 
the dtaul, in thuBO ancient thixm tuetl to fiice the south. This 
peculiar method of building has* been touched ujjoii islready on 
page Ifl. As stated on [)age 1143, it is ^till injuntaincd at the 
pr<'acat day, though, in by fm die nmat cnBea, only theoretically. 
Of course it is not prolmlde that this rule anciently cstended to 
buildings of minor importance luid to the tlwcllings of the common 
[people. Perhaps it was then chiefly in force for [mkit'ca of rulcfB, 
and manaious of grandly who assisted them in the odftnnktnttion 
of the renlm, il being noted iti one of the appemliceB of the TiA 
tinff (ch. 17, L. 7)£ i^The trigram Li riipre^nU light and rondcra 
»all things vi$ihlo to eacli other; it k the trigram of Ihc 

»South. Sage rulers face the <jonlh when they give audience 

to all under the sky, and they tuns thcnisclvea to ilmt regioti 
JO of light in administering government*'* ^ This rescript htia always 
been observed to the letter by the emperors of succeeding dynasties,

From tbe &ct limt the utidcnt Cliiniae cqoaiderwl the South

Aooo^nglj, the Annals of Wti and Yueh lead m to believe 
that this combination of the Branches and Animnk was in vogue 
in the ^th oontury before Christ, the book imintioniiig the Dragon 
in connectioD with Ch*^eii, and the Serpent in connection with 
the linuieb Szb i. e, the South-east {see pugc 905). But, ua Btated 
above, the work was written in the ^t ocatuiy of our era, 
and the whole episode may owe Its existenoa to the imagination 
of the author. Yet, at any rate, the conduninn is allownbl© that 
the Bmnehes and Animila used to ba Gombined fur geomanttL- and 
nouroiiinntic purposeii when its authur lived. This is ooaflrmcd by tho 
wet that in a conteraporaneous work, entitled Lam or w Dia-

Rctoming now to our oitnirt from the Annals of Wu and Yueh, 
must give onr readers sKjtne information nbuut rhe eight Coleatiol 
and the winds emitted by the rnyatic fintes shut upon the 
effulgent Smd^hi, in order that a better insight may lie obtainbfl 
into D'ung-shnt in its earliest stages.

hiinscti to the inHnonces of the Univer^. The ancients tavm wont 
so fiir as to autfer the heavens themselves to decide about the location 
of Llie graves and dwellings they intended to build. Far this purpui^a 
they nvnijed themselves of the rbilks of n certain plnnt, called 
shl®, which they believed to be imbned with an eitrnordinarv 
supply of vital tbree or scM^illetl sbun^ composed of Yang sub’ 
stance (eotnp, p, 110), and therefore more cupiihlc tlutn nnything 
else of divulging the will and intentions of the heaveils, the greut 
embodiment of the Yung, Those stidks were iso munipniuted as to 
give iJio lineal dgiires or k wa^ and tJioac hgnre^ were sub^qneatly 
mtflrpretcil hy the aid uf smtenoes a>ntamcd in the FiA and 
other hiN>ks of u similar chanieter. 

In its setjtion on the funeral uf'remcuiies for ordinary officers and 
their nearest rehttJvfss, the / A" rontjunc. a very lucid ac^imt of the 
way in which this peculiar method of iXinsulLing Nature took place 
when a gmve had to be iiiAdc.

then most iiommonly prevalent. 

This method of the ancients of sufieriog the heavens thcmsclvia to 
assign their graves through the medium of tortoist's and shi stalks, 
has been adopted by subseejuent dynasties and incorporated into their 
ceremonial institutionB* Tlie K.hai ynen Ritual coutains nisortpts 
on this head which, in the main, are the satne ns those nf the I A'; 
but they ileclare that only for ofTioiirs of the five highest dugrecs 
n tortuise-aheU may be consulted, vtz. at the same time os the 
stalks art! being used. Moreover, they state that this double augum- 

ai.EiSSSA, 
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tian Hlirtll lie followed bv o sacrifice to the G«xl of Eiirth, and they 
give detailed rule* lbr*thi6 tJcreaiony. That the dynasty wUieh en- 
ueted tlioiie rescripts also practised tlieui el the ilcmise ot emiMinirs, 
tniiy tk) soeu I'Kifu the description of the ritual which was inatitntod 
for the liiiriul of Tni Tsuitg in A. U. ISO ^ The funaml riu» prth 
scribes 1 by tho Ming dyuns^ for the use of the ofiicutl cla^ 
mill Liid'iloivti iu the Yn Mttjf ham iim\ do not, however, 
make any referent’e to the ancient method of selecting gnives. 

TIte devotees of goDmancy themselves are fully wuivineed that 
their art has Iwcn praclisod from the earliest times on record in 
literature. If nsked for proofs ki support of this belief, they 
unanimously upp€;td to a certain pnsfsage oeourritig in odH of the 
Ap|)endtix^ of tho Tih (cliaptur Ifi, 1. 12), which bays: »By 

looking up, in onler to contemplate the hoavenly botlics, and by 
»looking down to examine into the tuituml inthieiiL'es of the wirth, 
*» iiittn may acijuire n ktiuwlcdge of the causes of darkness and 
n liglit*' *. Yet this passage in itself U valueless lor ascertaining the 
andqul^ of the system, even apirt bom the fact that the Appen* 
dbk containing it bears internal cvideuce of having been wntten 
after the time of Confucius, though native scliohini pretend that 
it is a product of the sage's pen. Nor is the fiict that tlii.' kwa, 
cydoa, eonslellulinns etc., which play apniminent part in the systeni, 
ha VO been used for chronologic, Dstrologio and horoacopic pwr* 
poses since very early times, any aigumenl for the antiquity of 
lAtngHihui, the established ujiiniun uf its adepts and profesaors not¬ 
withstanding. 

The early tnwes of gcomantic superstition assume sharper oiitlincfi 
during the dynasties of Ts^iu and ilun. It huA lieen already ramarkod 
that grave brooks and grave tanks were then iiidisfionsable appurten¬ 
ances of royal sepulchres {p. 51-17); thitl Shi Hwang's miuisoleuiu 
was adorned wilh stars, cuiibtollationa and the configumtiona of the 
Earth; that coHina used to he pointed witli heavenly Inntinnries and 
1\gun*s of the four Celestial Animals (page 11711), ad which practices

The »Memoir on Skilful WritingB" * in the OtKcial Histoiy' of that 
epoch mentiotia, under the liimdiDg; vAuthura on the Hve liHe- 
iiicnts"*, thirty'One titles of works of divination, one of which, 
entitled: The Gulden Khan’y'u TheBRunu, in fourteen Chapters*, 
leaves no ruoiii to doubt that it was devoted to gvomnney. The 
same Memoir auitis up also ant works of »Aitthorfi on thu Rules 
^cunoeming Forms, who treuteil on a wide licalc ul the condgui* 
>»atiunfl iu tile nino subdivisions of tJte Crupiro and derived there- 
»frubj the sba[ie of cities and dw'ellmgs; tliey also treated of 
" the dimensions and nanthers in the osseous system of man and 
»the sill donieatic uuiinals, and uf the forms and espocity of 
"Vesselii uud impleiiieiita, tliiut dxiug of everything the reapective 
»sound and breath, the value or non^value, the auspiciona or iri- 
xr auspicious operutiou*'*, Among these sbe works one was probubiy 
biuie apeobtlly devoted to geomancy tlmn the otheta, lieing entitled; 
On the Cundgnmtiona of Grounds for Mansions and Houst%, in 
twenty Chapters *.

Under, or porhap shortly after (bo Han dynasty, there existed 
a work, called; The Canon of Uwellingy*, which k generallyconsh 
derod to be the oldest expnent of Fung-sUni extant, itsatiB practised 
at the present day, Its origin was ascribed to Hwang Ti\ a the 
Yellow Empt?for". n mythiml sovereign of the 27 th. century before our 
era, for over Jaraons os the father ofdvtliiotioii an<l ihoartofgovem- 
ment. VYe con scarcely suppose this osoription to have treoii an idle 
aitom[t| to give the book a ^intly odour of antiquity. VVe liiink 
it must he taken simply as an ladicatiun that tho doctrines laid 
down in the book wore hnscit upon the pure, unalloyed orthodox 
cunixptions which h^ul been in vogue from tho dawn of oivilisatioil 
aliout the Uni verve and its influenDo J|kiu the fate of man, A 
umaJ] treatise under the same niime Btill exists; bnt it is kr 
fn)m certsiD wheliicr it is not a production uf mure recent date*.

sulted with advantage by those who can afford to waste more time 
and labour upon a stcidy of the develuptuent anc) growth of the 
Ptmg-sliui vagaries thtui wc can. 

The development of Fung-ahui and its UtomtuTc during the Han 
dynasty oaturally ooiiicidcd with tiic revival of tlm atudiis of anti¬ 
quity, which iiitirked that epoch. Under iiupcrud uuttpices, eveiy 
written relic w'hjcli had escaped Ih® iocendiuiy caprice of Shi Hwang, 
was eagerly eolhfcled, studicil and expoundiNi ^ the Clnaidjca were 
in iJieir present slnipo^ and during the rsvivaJ of a genend 
mterest in literature, philutiOphcrs arose, who indulged in wild 
speculntiona on Nature and its Too or imaltcmlde course, specula¬ 
tions for which tlicy tound ample material in the Clasiatcs. Thus a 
literature was created, abounding in cosmogonic vagnrieii, ustrology 
and alcheiiiy, and ever supplyiiqf food for new spoculation of tbo 
same kind, which, being only guided by the traiiitional notions bor- 
fowod fro in the andenta, was gradually oonsoUdateti into the Fung- 
slmi ^tem in furce Ht the prusent day, a ^stom dcatuicd, it wuuld 
^ciu, to crush Ohina iimlcx its weight daring the oiistemjf of its petri¬ 
fied culture. Aa the fundamental ideas and practices of the ^stcin can 
l» traced hack to very tmcietiE times, am! tlidr devdopnient is inti* 
tnatcly bound Up witb the enlargetnont of the scupe of early sficcu- 
latioDs on Nuture, the history of Fung-^mi bottimes the history of 
Chintise philosophy iu gcnornl.

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Tbt' (wrt wbidt fuug-sliui suporstition jjlwvLtl in gruve-bnUding 
during the HrtQ i« t4m:iiltiUfd by thv two foUuwing epi* 

sudcs, said to have occurrtfd respectJvuly in ttie first luid the tstctind 
century of tnir m, w Wben Yuen Ngun's fother Jiiul died, bw

wnjud be mot with three literary men. wht» iwked him where be

x> VYheii Wu Hiung was a lad* his fiimity was so jKH>r that, ua 
»the dmth of hia mother, he cast his eyes upon a plot of ground 
win which nobody uiiuie gniv^, and thert^ lus selected a place 
j* to bury her. The burial he ptsrformed with an much hiistu, 
»without ini|uinDg whetlier the hour or day were favourable, 
»that the medicating apiritisl mediums imnnimously propliaabd 
»that it must entail the externiinatiou of his clan. But Hiung to^ 
* no notice id their talk, and three genemtioos of lik feinilr, Tia. 
ff himself, his sou Yin and his gmmlson Rung, bwauiu Coiuman- 
o dm of the Paltioo Ciumd, mid sigmiliaied themselves as famous 
H writers on legkUtioir* 

Prom these episodes ive loam that, in ihuac times, geomain^ 
sliarpcmnl ltd wits More ospeuially in the discovery of graves whioli 
would iiiflure to the oilspring of the occupimts |notm>tii>a to liigh statfr 
offices. This cannot surprise u&, since in vestment with itHidal digni¬ 
ties teia always slgiufieil in Ghinu the same thing us wealth, power,

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honour <uid gluiy in thia world nnd tlic ucAt, in short, the jxjrfeot 
realisation of every Chinnman's favourite flreani. We lay stress uq 
this main feature of early geomaaey, bBeause it has chanwterufetl 
fiiDg'sJnii throughout all ugos, and is at tlita day its prineijial 
festuro still. 

That graves could produce the liighest offices to the liesoeniTanta 
of the persons liurietl therein, ntiy, even the iiii[)erLiil tlignitj, wna 
daring the fluii dynasfy an orthodoA article of faith, even among 
the most learned. Liu Uinng hiiueelf. whom we have tiitroduccd 
to our readeis on pp. 5tS, 4d3 and 745, though one of the must 
oelebmtert authors the Middle Kmgdom has peuduued, a man, 
moreover, who occupied a foremost place amung the scholars cm' 
pluyed in the tush of eluiidating and expounding the ancient texts 
and who bold the highest offices of trust during several yetirs — 
this mjui Ijelievod in it na firmly as the moat supemtitioua child 
of liis nation. Tim is evinced by a memurial he presented to tlie 
Tiirone willi the object of lireahing the power and iuiluenoe of 
J» n hunity Wang, twenty-three memliers of wLieli drove about in 
i» decomteil cars with verniilion wbeels; u family counting it* mem- 
» bera wearing blue or red sable fur by numb^ like unto swanns 
»of locusts, and standing anajod around the Throne wi thin the 
w imjierijLl mansion like scales iirouiid a fish” Insinuating that 
many of them, in spite of their high dignitlas, inJulgocl in bad 
biihaviotiT and nefarious acts, he wruto: 

Under the Emperor Uiao Clmo, a atone roBc up o|' its own 
» power on the hill Kwuu on mount T^oi, and the same thing

tind it nwjrtled wlieUior the etoperor turned a willing ear to this 
hint to cxteruiijiate tlie whole family. 

The third oentmy of our ora, sigiudiwJ by the downfall of the 
Han dynaaty, {a ujurktid in the Jiistory uf h’uiig-sbui as liaviag given 
birth to the liral prophet of geomancy who has ever touiniued 
ftuuous for his high attiiinments in this art, via, Kwan Loll *, one 
of the gmitest latrologers, BootlisayerH and fortune-tellere l^nr Cathay 
has ever produiatd. 'tlie marvel Iona acntcucsiH this man possessed i« 
clearly instanced by the following es'ent, recorded in hie hiognipby in 
the Siimdnrd History of the dynnsty iimlcr which he lived. » While 
JO travelling to the west with a liivision of the army, he passed 
ifby the foot of the uepulclirH of Wo Ithiu-kien. Redining agaiust 
*»a tree, he begun to hum a verse in a waihng tone of voice, 
iwfjuite out of splriti. Being ^laked what the matter was, ho said: 
»'The copse and trees hero gn>w liiiiirianlly, but thosw ctmfigura- 
li tifjna m^esaary to secure a long eiistcncc to the oflapriiig of the 
jp burier] man are wanting. There will ho no descendants to guard 
»tbo eulngy eugniven on the cpitnpb*stone, however flattering it la- 
The Bliick Warrior (i. e. iluc Blank Turtaiae) conccala hia head. 
»the Azure Dragou has no feet, thu White Ti^r holds the corp* 
»io its jaws, and the Vermilion Bird U wailing piteously i iho 
•tgruve being pluved undtir the protection of four iniminenldangcrtti 
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j>it must, sarelj enUiii the extenniimtiaa ot the cIaHj and ihis 
Imppcn within two j^enra ’. Thifi piopliiKiy wob litemUy lul- 

Kwan Lnh'^s ^alDa, gtmt tlmugii it is, ui nlmost aitirely eelipbod 
by tlie hnlo tfurroiuiding the name of Kwoh l\»lj \ Tim man, who 
lived from 176—ttiil A. D., wiit a aabokr vf high attoinniante, 
and bis name aa such b inaapnnilily connected with seine worka nF 
antiqDity which he unnetatad and commantad upon. Not only te he 
ranked innong the highest aiitliuritiee on unti(|imrian subjects, hut 
all the prefidenhi, prafessors and adapts of Fung-shui lock up to 
him as the gnat patriarch uf tlteir oft, my oveti as their p^itron 
dirinit)'. He was at the atmu? time a drst-rate aouthsayer, tho art 
of fortune-telling being, as our rind era know, intimately ooDiicckd 
with gisoniancy and practised with the aid uf much the same fiicttira 
Mid eyclea. His biography in the Standard Hbtun' of the dynasty 
andcr w'hieh he liv^ recounts that p there lodged in Ho-tung (his 
» native pl&cej ii gcntlemati of the aamo surname as his own, who was 
»Teiy clever in drawing prttgnustics frum tortoise sheila and divining 
• atniks; he followed that person, le^imcd from him the secroht of 
p the art, and having received fium him a 'Book on the Uontents 
a of the Bine Bag', in nine cimptcra, he thuronghly understootl 
pthe nrtH relating to the Five Klcmeuts, Astrology and Uivinution, 
B knowing how to expel oak mi ties, hew to avert diuaatera, and how 
V to liKng couiplete succour in ho|!ekss cnaes< Even King Fang ■ 
pttnd Kwan Loh did not cicul him" *. 

His geomantic skill savuura of witchcraft, and the reourtls repre* 
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fiont hiiu tu fact iw a <inm»itig iiiBgifliim. »Having lost hia mother, 
» ho resignod Ws oliice, and with n tartoUe shdJ sought out a 
j* bittiul plaw for her in Kuyang. Tlio spot i>eiiig not hulhoi- from

»gossip abrotid about its being too near; hut Poh dailared that 
V tho water would soon betsome drv' ground. Afterwards stinrl was

i>Wlicn Poll had matle a grave for a certain man, the emperor 
» disguised himself and went out to see it, ■ Wiiy have you buried 
i»the corpse in the horn of the Dmgon?’ he oahetl the owner 
wof the grave; 'this must cnase tlie destruction of ,^'our ctnn'^ 
0 'Kwoh Poh has declared', the owner answered, 'that, wheteas 
»at this gmvo the ears of the Dragon nre not visildf , it uiiisl 
»fjntse a San of Ueaven to come here before thras yi-ars have 
» elapsed’. ■Shall it produce a Son of Honven?’ asked the emperor, 
»* It possesses the hicntty of c&nsing n Sen of Heaven 1« tsonie 
»»hither to ask qnestiona', was the reply. The emperor sUmd struck 
» with itmawmeiil” *. The ^jiewre of this geomnntic tour /'ofce 
consists in this, that tho Dragon is the eniblem of the cmjjcror, 
HO that, if it has no ears, llio emperor hairs nothing, and mobligwl 
to conic out and ask for information. 

» Wlien ChHng, the greaUgrerndfother of (Ghnng) Ytl, had to 
» bmj* his lather. Kwoh Poh thew prognostics about some spots, 
jvand said: "If you buiy him in this plora, you will livu to be over 
» a hundred years of age and attain ono of the throo highest oHicioI 
j# dignities, hut you will then nut have a nutiierous offspring, <Vuil 
wif you inter him in that B|jot, your lifetime will only be half ns 
* long and your oflicial career will be cut off on having iittamid 
» the ilignity of Direutor of a Court , but jour isnuo l>e honoured 
wand illustrious for a series of generutiona'. Ciring jierformed the

It might Iw csjjticted that n man of Kwob Poh’s skill would 
first of all Imvc Mlechsd for himself a grave so perfect os to raise 
his utfspring to the liightait earthly glory.

»jiever otnitted to cut oft’ and bury his naiU and hair wlierever 
whu found an tuiapiciotu spot, Ln uonsetpiEnCB of whieli giuvcs of 
# Kwoh Poh arc to be found everywhere" •; uaid yet his biogmpher 
only jiiakcs mention uf ojje. of his sons whn whs callnd to nu 
ofticijd dignity, vir. that of prefect of Ltmho *, in the present province 
of Kwangsi. It does not , however, appew Ihut this plain (hot has 
ever, to thu present day, sliaken tho milional behef in the eihracy 
uf Fung-shui. 

The biographer of Kwoh Poh TelnU* thjtf. » his disciple Cliao Tati 
» stoic the Book of tho liluo Bag, and thut it foil n prey to the ftiimea 
»Iwforo ho cm I Id eommenoe the study ot it” It must not there¬ 
fore l» oonfoundecl with the work fiwiribod to K.woh PolVi wliich 
is cumuit at this day umlor tho title of w Canon of the Blue 
ami the Comers of the Sens, rovtulod by the mysterious Virgins 
of the nine Celestial Splieras"TJjis title desigtidea u troupe 
on the heavens, which are in<leed a sort of blue liag comprising 
cvfitything, and dealing, morraiver, with the oartb, girt at the 
litur poinU of the comptvss by ociatus; it is, in short, a book on 
nntuml philcBuphy, Inised upon rcvt'LitiDna given in thu good old 
time by ueitain mystic Iteiugs about thu evolution ol tho Dniverse 
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from cluios or ptimury notkinjfQtJHs. Stiirling from tho origin of tbs 
Coiinu»t the nuttibricul proportiodA supposed to Ue 

8t tbe bssia of tha laws of Nnttira and to Iw oxprtsattd by tho 
cbiuiijctots anil oycilejs with whicb our roadors aro now uC4}aciint43cL 
It pliioes thtne fornmlic in I'onoontric drclea , and oondiinoa these 
oirtdea together in sundry wnys^ as u still done by goomancoEe 
nowadays. It oipatiatea largely upuu the kw», miOQ the influen{a!B 
which the Ucjity-eight stall^ tiiatistons avert on this earth, and 
upon all the either factors which we have iia^ised in review, eon* 
neeting the iii(luencc=i of the live KlcracBts or planets with the out- 
wnni forms of hiiln and rnuun tains in the manner set forth by us 
on page 050. 

Kwoh Poh ia also the reputed author of a treatise which, iiodar 
the title of The Book on Burial takes rank among the pro* 
ducts of Fmig*abui literature as a standard work. There me, how¬ 
ever, good reasons for Jouiiting whetbar it really b from his haad. 
!No Work of that name is mentiuned in his biography in the Books 
of the '{'sm I^nasty, although it gives tbe tides of three other 

works he wrote, and of half a doeen books he commented upon 

and annotated. Nor does the Gatnlugue of dosaical and other works, 
contained in the Benks of tbe Sui llynasty ^ mention n Book on 
Burial; nor is it cartnin that (he treotise ccemring In the Catalo¬ 
gue in the two Official Hbtones of the Eousc of'TnJig* under Uio 
title of » Book on Burial and Canon on the Pulses of the Eiirtli, 

in one Chapter” * la from Kwob Fob's band, os no author’s name 

is uppend»1 tu it. Fur the first time the work in question apfaurB 
in tba Catnlogno of books in tbe Hisiury of the Snug Dynasty, under 
the explicit titlej sKwoh Pub's Book on Burial, in one Chapter”*. 
Probably this is the seme treatise which la reprinted in the flv 
fu ^hu taik pA'iny, under tbe title of p Kwoh Fob's Canon of 
Btiriul, based on Antiquity”*. 

Without doubt we may consider the age in which Kwoh Poh 
Uvod as tbe golden era of Fung-shai, os the epoch in whidt th*r 
ascendency of ita power reucUed its apogee and its vogarles struck 
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inenidiMble TOoUi in all cIrbsoa of audflty, involving them fur good 
and all in it* intrimte net of error and delnaion. In pnim uf bxet 
the f^b of the Taih Djn^ty refer to Pung-shiii miittore fitr oftenar 
than tlie Annals of earlier tiniw, and tsertninlj imit a* often ns those 
of sobsefjutrnt flynnaties, The beliof that even am|wrora unil nrinoea 
could be produced hj the selection of proper gtavea. then wasod 
strong. \Ve naid, for inetnncse, of the military grandee Tang 
llu . who livoil in the second half of tlie third oenliuy »The 
>»etc of his grandfather's tomb was dodured by a man who 
»WM clover in observing the properties of gnivia, to possess a 
» hroatb whjeh could prrxJuce emperora and kings, bm the ooou- 
» fNUit would fBioRin without issue if it were hacked into. Hu there- 
?» ore hacked in to li, whoreupon the other, on perceiving what he 
)?liiid dona, said it would now still prodnea a Atinialer of iftata 
» with ft broken arm. Finally Hu fell from his horse and broke bis 
carols and he became a minister, but begot no sons’''. 

From nothing does it appear that, sinoe those times. IIih belief 
JO he etnea^ of Fung-sbui has over been seriously shaken in China. 
It has borne undisputed sway over the nation down to the present 
day. Nevertholesa there have existod some minds which, though 
not disbelieving in the ^stera, were far from placing implicit 
confidence in all that the proficients und experts dished up for the 
public os genuine giMinancy. Ten Chi-t'tii, for instanro, wrote in 
•0 siitli ccntiiiy; j^The art of utilmng the two Breaths of Nature 
having sprang up with Heaven and Ktirlh thnmaelvts, confidence 
** must Ijc placetl in the indications of that art with respect to good

In the seventh century, the oinpcror 'rd Tsnng' of the rang 
dynnsty appjmUsti a couimieaioti of more than tea sclinkre, with 
arders to sift, under the presiileiwy of Lii Ta^ai’, n fuinous man 
of lottcirs, tliL* esnsting litenilare on divination nnd georanni^, and 
to glean from it everything orthodox jmd of real praclicnl value. 
The result of their kbouw vraa n work in one kniidred ehaptMS, 
which was publishoil by order of the emperor. They |jasi!«d a sweeping 
aenteiice on the then existing littimtiiro on the subjects ia ijues* 
tion, (latly coudeuining all such aclwtion of niUipicioija gmvoB and 
lucky times for bnrud as is not sunctioned by antocodonts from naii- 
quity. An ample account of the way in which tbiist) acliolnrs acquited 
thcroaclve!} of their task is given in the two Stnncknl Historiei of 
tlifl Tang dynasty 

This iraperiid effort to chuck the boundless expnraioii of uii- 
niithcntic gcomantic theory and gnporstition was entirely without 
elfect, and the literoture on the subject has continuod to swell frotn 
age to age. Tlic Catalogue of litenture in the Books of the bai 
Dynasty gives only some dozen titles of works and trentwes; the 
Catalogue in the Books of the Tang Dynasty conUiina a mneh 
larger nuiuhor and in that of the History of the House of Sung 
we count over a hundred*. It is nnneoessary to say that under 
every dyiuisty the books contnin numerous names ot geomancert 
of renown, {iiiil sundry stories illnsUnting their napuoitiea and mar- 
vellutis iittaiiunents. 

These authors and experts generally based their theonee upon

jt^lhc tluusea^atid-DwelUnga UcLliud" U Is ruore iittaclied to the 
use of the compass than the Kan-chcu School, this latter using 
that mstrunicnt only as a soGondary aid, viz. to sound the infiu- 
ences of the country around after its Ibrnis ancl uun tours have been 
pronounced to ho iavourablc. 

These ttvu schools have shared the predoiuinance in the Fung- 
shni ^stem down to the present day. So far as we know, no other 
school of significance has risen up beside. It ts hardly feasible to 
define the present sbitua and relntivo ptsition of each, together 
with their infiucnce in the various parti of the Empire. Piofessora 
of gcomancy unanimously assert that there atill exists u distmet 
lino of duiuarcution t^ctweeu the two schools, but that they ore 
in on far fused together that nu gucal expert in either ever 
neglects to practise the motiaxls of the other school as well as hia 
own. In due mountainous southom provinces, the School of Forms 
obvkiuiily predominates. Even in Fuhkieu no geomaiicers arc so 
highly esteemed as those who pretend to exercise their vocation in 
strict acconlonce with the Kiimgsi method , and in every town of 
that province there ore houses with aign-boards to decoy puLiuns 
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by stating tbul tbo inmate is nn adept gf that stibunl, or baa im- 
proved hia telenta by the teaching of a genuine Knn-oheii profes¬ 
sor. Many such accomplished ejperU are ncctiatetuBd to introduce 
and rc(«mmend lliema«1vea to tha public by means of placards stuck 
up in Sf|nnred and at Htpeet-comets. 

The Piuig-shui literature is at present an rich na ever, Poptdnr 
expositions of the theory and its practical upplication are on sale in 
every bookshop, mostly ofconsiderahle bulk, and illustrated with wood- 
cuts. In g*!iiend such products arc aub-livided into thtuo main sec- 
bona. The first deals with the j» Rules concerning the Dragon" that 
is to wiy (see 951) the situation and eondguratious of moun¬ 
tains and the direction of woter-coupses. This sEotiem often corameneea 
with a dissertation on the doctrine, set forth by eminent expo¬ 
sitors of the system, thrU the whole Kmpire has a Dragon which 
rules the fortunes of all its inlmbitnnts. to wit, tire immeMurable 
Kwun-lun*, a range of mountaina io tbc north-west, between 
ar^y and Tibet, the J^prugenitor of all the mountains of the 
world* and the ceutio of the Earth”*, in which the great rivora 
that carry the beneficial influcnpcs of tim Dragon to the south and 
touth-eost, ti^e their rise. Often also this section contains dissertations. 
lUustrated with maps, on the Fung-shui of every province us a whole, 
such os the -Authors on the Rulos cunoerauig Forms’* had olreody 
imlten two thousand years ago (see page 095); further it generally 
gives ostrotiunucfll maps olueidating the rektioijs between certain 
parts of the canopy of heaven and tlmir oounterjitirts on earth 
(comp, pige 954) 

The second section dilutes on the five Elemctits or Planets, and 
the art of discovorii^ their presence or influence in the forms of 
hdls, mounteins and temalriiil objects. The third section is pmcticatly 
the most important, being dovulcd to a technical application of the 
Ooctniira ci|K.unded in the firat and second seetjons; that is to say, it 
giva djrectiuna as tti liow « h u c h \ i, tf, a favouKtbk site fora gmvq 
or mlding uinidat gwal and Iwl Burroundingis of every sort and 
^esonjition. is to he found atiioy given plime. GcoHrally it is profusely 
masfmlcd, aod ^ves illustratod insfimces of graves of grant renown 

lirt *r^ ,??***^ Fung-shui; besides, it contains systematic enumcra- 
nii o uimgs ihnt nro detrimental or dangerous, and wise rules 
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estubli^hed lij profeufurs imd pfoficiL-nts of Itigli Ftrpiite. Id maoj 
bouL^ tliis seetioii ia subtiiTid^ into two ports, entitlod »RuIm 
oouc-ciming Gnivcl or Sand (J* f. tho grountl)" ^ and w Ruloa con- 
ccmipg Wntef * *, rtapfctivety ttaicUing liow to utiilife for ptirpofies uf 
oU sorts ov'eiy part of the conligamttoaB of roountains or bills luid 
lakes or watf^jv^oiirsea. 

It now remains fur us to give some informEitinn nboni the Fung- 
ubui profeHsore mul tho way in which they work atnong the people, 
which T^dll ooiivey to our readers some idea ua £o tho extent ot 
tlie iofluRncB! gooruoniy {Msaeasea over socitd life in Clunn. 


4. Tho ProfesBorA of Pims^olitiL Tbo XcEumoo Oi Pting-ifihiii 
QU. PruoUoal Llfo. 

As stated on pp, 933 sej?., cveiy member of the educated class who, 
by leamiug to rend and write, has picked up ii sdinttering oi 
knowledge of the clBsaiitnl works and the principles of phiJraopliy, 
is in Chinn, to some extent, n geoincincer; nay, even men and 
women with no litcrnty eduiXition nt all pretend to know mneh, 
if not all, about Fung-rshni. Bui the Inia profeKior of this art, who 
earns his living by it, is distinguished from those dilettanti by 
many chaincteristica. 

He ossumes all tlie iutb of the literati and the gentry, ilre^ea, 
us they do, in a long gown, wears a pair of largo spectacles, 
though not short'Higbted, and awes hid patrons into intniiratlon 
and respect by scarcely ever opening his inouth, except to utter n 
few wise words, or a classic phresa burrow'ed from the Iwoks. 
Others on the contrary establish and keep up their reputatiun by 
loquaciousness, overawing everybody by speaking a mystilyiiiig, learned 
jaigoii, and by upouulyptic utteruncas of which the ordinary Glunainon 
uufterstand next to nothing. Many professors are very dignlTu^ in 
their habits, wear a gmva and lianghty look, and strut aiojut lik*i 
peucucks anjong the ignoble fowl around lliem. About all tbeir 
III live me Ills there is on dr of chtssm dvcuruui; and it U no wonder, 
tlierefuie, that tho masses regard the geomancarB na fountains of 
wisdom, marveU of Icurning, capable of fathoming all tlio myBti!rie» 
of htBiveii IIltd twill. 

Yet, truth to say, scarcely any of them have acquired their skill 
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hj profound und sorioua srudjca of Die books written hr the 
sagca oniJ pldJosophers of the nntion, A gcomnncer lids, as n'rule, 
l^nil to read and to write at scLcml; bnt. for the rest, lie has 
pifkfld lip almost all his wisilotn bji strolling about In the open 
countrv for « few yeim at the hesoU of some profeasor who had adopted 
biuj as his disciple, ciatching from liis lips n krge supply of empty 
pkiHses about dragons, tigera, lirancLes and other luviteriea of the 
oompnss. Though ho lias the naiiio and outward iippeunmce uf a 
lileraiy man, yet he ia, like Chinese soholars in general, ejuite 
ignorant of his national iustory «nd litoraluro, nor docs he possesa 
the^ slightest knowlerige of the history and literature of the art of 
which he calls liiuiBoIf an expert. At beat he may have oirasulktd 
one or two handbooks badly printed; but he seldom looks into these 
prrxlucts a second time, finding it easier to rely upon his own 
iaventiveneM and eloquenoe. which both he himself and otheia are 
readily enough inclined to regard as wdsdoni and iniiiite genina. 
Hut his ignorance casts no shadow upon his reputjttian. For, after 
ftll, he knows more aliout the art than the bulk of the [jcojile j 
moreover, he is ejitreinely smart in bewildering his employera 
hy bullying them, whenever he tliiiiks fit, witli a flooil qf tech- 
laicat eipressiona and liany utterttnoea aWut tigers and ilraguns, 
branches and Jswh, elements, and spirltmii influonces of all sorts 
Mid dtscriptians. 

Qever FuDg.4hui professors are flccustomwl to resort to other 
duvtcea, in order to keep np the reputation of their cjiUing and 
that of their own persona. The names of the ancient sngta and 
savBreigns, revered by the whole nation as the liolitist and most 
|wrftiot of creatures the Umrersc ever produced, arc constaolly on 
their lips, especial ly ihoao of the reputed in van tors of the kw'a 
and the notlmrs of the ft A h'm^, vh. king Wen, and the Prince 
of Cheu, bk son (see p. 001 i; freijuentiy also they iippcaf to tho 
ustnotu Ohu Hi. the fnthcr of mudurn philosophy and an niilent 
votary of good, orthodox Futig-shui, Tlimi they alily contrive to 
gBt themsrivtis associaled by the i»opie with great and famous 
xiau^ in Jiistory, They further enhance the general admimtion of 
unr wisdom by oondtiding each rtow uf words from their Ups 
*»th this refrain! ^Yet many other arguments could I adduce, were 
t oy not loo numetijus to he sammed up". 

The people are [xjrfectly aware that geotnanoeri are not only 
ui. hut also ^gerous, Inde«J, iheM miin can supply theni with 
graves muj dwelling* which cstabJiah the pn)8|iflrity of whole himiliia; 
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hut tbc^y hura iiko tbu power of p tuning fii tail Left Lnta wne nod 
ruifteiy by uiidolng gmves and houses of good Fung-sbm by 
their running urttikes. The professora IhemstilvtM mko giwd cure to 
keep up this ttoubla repubition by atmulily aprtwding bdes tmd 
oneodotcft which lUustrttto their twofold power, uiid by which tho 
|ief»t>le ft»w miutsiilly remindtHi huw advisiblo it. is to ciiUivale their 
friendship nnd to propUiiite tinnr guwl will in ull eircumatflneei 
uf lilt!. They frequently rehita that, oneo iqwa n time, ihera lived 
ft fumily, which was rutitlered very rich and proaperous by the in¬ 
fluence of a grave sought out for it by a geoiiiftnctar of great 
reaowD. He, on disfKJvrrkig this priceless spot, had been mo aware 
that it would cawt him his eyefiigbt if anybody wore buried In 
ilj ftnd yet Im had not hesitated to itsaign it to that hnnily, 
on cundition they should lodge, clothe and feed him to the end 
of his tbiys, and give him a decnnl burial after bis death. So he 
lived with them, quite blind, but happy, and free frnm worldly 
core, leading an cnviable lit* of leisure and idleness. One Sne day 
it came to jtass tluit a kid l)e1onging tn the fiuiiily full into an open 
privy and was sufTocatial. The Cliinese are a thrifty jieuplc, ftnd 
even the weiilthy classes arc averse to throwing useful things away, 
lienee the fan^y, as nout! of them chose to eat of the kid, 
r«t»lved to cook it for the professor, who, being blind and not 
aware of Che circmustance, would eerUunly enjfty the savouiy fodl. 
Tills was donuj but, iinfortunately, ii loqnacioits mittron of the 
fitmily told him in secret how ignoiuiously the others bad ftbuaed 
his helpless cuudition. Our reaileia tan guess the end of the &toiy;—- 
the profctisur without lueroy destroyed the gwal i'ang-shni of the 
grave by giving wrong advice roganling it, and so lie brought the 
tamity liack to the same dire poverty from wliich he had estricatad 
it. We are nut, however, told whether he tenovered from his blind¬ 
ness, after having thus avmged himself. 

In spite of snob prufcasiunal tales, ftnd nuiiici'ous accounts about 
gnives that have rendered tbeir ownent prospen>uft for many geacr- 
iitions in aucceasion, aocounta wliich. whether or not iUustroted by 
woodcut iigures, iwe uppendeil Co many handbooks; — m spde, 
also, of tho fact that many a gootuancer ia bo sluirp and clever 
a» to be fthic to make out at a glnncc from the moss nr weather¬ 
beaten spots on a grave stone whether the Fiing-ahui of flie gm^^ 
is gou) or bad — yet there are laany person.^ bold enough to 
refuse implieic trust in all they say. Such sceptics an;, jawhaps, 
mofa nunicrouB now ihan they were Lu times gone by. To none 
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nmong thoni does it evci- occur lo doubt the pcTfectnesa of the 
pnaciple,! of the sjatem. these forming the chief corner stone of 
nettinil phihuwphj hs ejpoujided by the boliest md wisest men. 

the bore fact that immy who, tn the hopes of buying « grew 
that luust nsntlef them rich ami prasparoiw. pour half their wealth 
into tfii? wp of the profeuaurs, nod yoi become poor, while others, not 
wealthy enough to employ « professor, risetu wealth iinil dlstinotion, 
acts ns a peat check upon the cnxlulity ol the publie. Among the 
educated chtsaes it is an open secret that the predictions of geomaii- 
oew are all guess-work, and that aU they have to disiiose of is a 
little experience collected in the courae of their practice. It is no 
wonder then that, in Amoy, people often make fun of their geO" 
mancers, and deride them in the foLtowing tjuatraini 
T^U nett-ttJtp ioaM rtw/ iotiy.

A Fung-shui professor would be a nonentity among hia oolleaguea 
if he had not an amount of wise sophistry in tftoro wherewith 
to oounteraut^ the jiopuhir prejudice. We, gBomancers, thus ha 
wgiiBS, con in r^Uty thoroughly hithom, by profuund study, the 
SHrrets of the Tt li or natural influences pervading the earth 
tsoo page It+Oj, und thus we onn discover means to lead human hap- 
pitiuBS into any dosired chiinDol But these influonca* oie in cveiy 
n»|^t dominiitcd by those of the henvetu, vix. the 'J’^ien U*, the 
licing swayed by the supreme celestial powers embracing it. flenca 
A IS that our calculations must nocessartly lidl, utilesa backed by 
wo direct emiinatluns from the htsavena, whicli human power amnot 
control, viz. the happy destiny of the individual who invokes out 
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services^ und, secoddly* the fnctor which, through the hnnd of 
hnifen, liestows auch u di^tinj upon him, to wit, «i virtuous chap* 
acter, manifestiug itself by merilorioiw rtccds. U it not act forth 
as a'golden pfiample by all tho authure of goomnjugf; wNobwly 
should neglect to ciiltirate secret virtues, the aecuniulotion of 
virtuous deeds being llie only firm buse fiir all Bearchiug atter 
felidlous grounds”? * Should a man without virtue octiuim the 
moat jimpitious gnvvcs for his dead, and the heal possihlo dwel¬ 
lings for himself, their fung-shiii ran profit him iiothing, stseing 
it is duouKHl to imjwtcnco and inactivity because of the refusal of 
the Tien li to co-<ipornle in making him happy. From which we 
ace that Fung-shul is not a creofor ot hiippinesa, but merely the 
indispensable medium through which ii happy (iite, held in store 
by the hmveiia, is forwarded to its desttnatioti. 

Of course it seldom ocoms to anybody to invesligute his own 
merits and inner qualifications before squandering away bis posars- 
sions in search of spots for building or grave making. What man 
in this world ever ontertuiris tho least doubt of Ins own axceUtJtiTO? 
Who would presume to anticipate, even by u humble investigatkn 
of his own denmrits and unworthimas, the decrees of the high 
heavens in respect to his destiny? Not until the working of ^ 
grave or dwelling has been watched for some time can it be 
decided whether the virtues, reijuired to imike it yield profit, 
are present or absent in the persons ooncemed. These theorira, the 
logic of which no Chiiiiiman ever contradicts, hns the advautiigo ot 
discharging the jmrfe^wir from all bhiine in case places selected by 
him bring no blessings. He cun, moreover, makti tae uf them to 
exphiin the fact that children sometimes rise tn wealth and dia- 
tinctiun who have buried their parents, for want of money^ to pay 
a professor, in a site decried as vulueless from a gcomantic point 
of view, ur even in a had sput from which others, by the advitt of 
clever exports, have removed their dcaik In such a dtiae it is the 
Tien li who, moved by the virtues of Iho persons in question, 
virtues which they themsclvra were probobty uncotiecious of [lOssiSJiingi 
have compelled the Ti U to set to work in their favour with ad 
their energy. Even the doctrine of the tninsmigmtion of souls is here 
brought to bear, an evenU fliii'b as the above are often declared to be 
rewariU fur deeds perforuitd in soma previous incarnation. But most 
generally they are aticrihed to long foigotten merits of some an- 
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cestor, it. being a settled doctrine tlmt gnod acts iwe not seldom 
requir'd in the iifisprin'g of the individual who performed thetiij, 
jnsit fta Itii^ crimes and sins must be atoned for by them. 

fTtim the above otir roultirs will perceive thiiL the Fiiiig^hiu 
doctrines, when handled with dexterity and eloquence, cun ei- 

phiin oil the phcaomcnti of human life and hius. Thanks to tlie 

iBijfe and useful theory of the supromaiiv exerted by the T^ien ti 

over the Ti li, no smart prufeasor can ever be brought to bay. 

When asked why he did not bury his own relatiuns in the eicellent 
gntvee be boaats of having found for others, h« is hurable enough 
to confess that they would be of no avail to him, Ids virines being 
so few and insignificant, his natural Cite consequently so btd, and 
his chance of prosiierity in thus woHd so small f neither havu liii 
ancestors laid up a store of nieritii huge enough to Biiublo hint to 
reap the piufits of bis geenuuntte attainments himself. This shows 
ihst gconnmoers can also assume the airs of humility, when itservte 
their turn. Again, when asked how it is that ronner geuemtiona 
have not used up all the good grounds, they having produced 
BO ninny myrtiuls of f*erfect and virtuous men, the unawer isi 
»The Tien U do not Dowadsys mwmd the virtuous any less 
t un they did in bygone times. As in days of yore, they irnbne 
on Iheir bebulf aundr)' parb of the earth with bonigiuinl influ- 
cn^ thus continnoualy onaiting nutw fiivoutalilo sites for building 
nnd burying pnqioaeB. It often occurs that entire valleys, quite 
devoid of gooil geoiiumtic iufluenoe, are converted into inex¬ 
haustible mines of I'lmg^shiii by the T*ion li. when an ultem- 
turn m the windings of n wateivtreiiiu is niiidti by a shower of 
ttiin, or by a atnall earth-slip, or the downfoll of a ruck through 
tho Ktiun of the wind iiiiJ ruin. How then oiu there over bo a 
question of the mthunsHon of the supply of burial Bites?" — In the 
tieiglibourhood of every village and every town thera are in fact 
nuiu^iii niiknown spots, the favourite drifjims of the inlmbitente, 
which pruniisc »□ income of ten thousand gold coins, and promotion 
Wifi veiy highest litenirj degree into the bargain t to wLi^DiAQ^i^ver 
Ufjes hiis fiirhur or mathi^r E:hcre.

e subjected to profound ciitieifuii (comp, page 1006)^ but even this 
e tueo&ure could not check its influence. Sons and grtindsoos, 
i»iimlcd by the talk about felieitj' and mishap, invited the grave 
^professors to search after propitious grounds, and those uien 
then set thennsolvcs to work, hacking and hewing into the pulses 
» of the earth, reasoning aliout forefronts and Iwujka, and soleoting 
j* auspicious yean, months, days and iiours. The pi^or could not 
*» afford to select any grounds at all; the rich selected them with

wages. All the e,xp«nBfS entailed l>y such excursions have of eouwa 
to be ddiayrtl by the faintly. They niuat nlflo prtwuro pulaukeens 
and bearow for the professor and theuwelvei , as walking is vulgar 
work^ unbocuming people of distinction who possess the iiieuDS 
of avoiding Iwiily fatigue. 

While wise dLaiussious ate hoing held on the oontoujh of the 
country, and the hands are continuously moved up and down and In 
all the directionb of the compass, the party ktwp themselves under 
the shade of umbrellas ot paiwr or eilk ; tor around most towns 
scarcely n tree or shrub alTurds a shelter against tho scorching mv , 
all v^tatiou having in course of time been tndiodly destroyed under 
the direction of geomoncors. Now and then the pntfosaor hringj forth 
Lis oam[)8SH from a linen hag banging from his shoulder, and 
lying full length, or creeping on the ground , he takes the hearings 
by placing over his instmmont a so-callod Aitn-Mm \ »thread for 
subtle iiieasnrcment'*, which is a red cord , from each end of which 
dangles a cupper coin to keep it atretched. Ilia judgment with 
referenoe to evoiy given spot he pronounces in a tenrnctl jargon; and 
though his daci^na may B(*tuetiincs he objected to by those who 
acooutpnny him, yet they are, aa a rule, received with respectful 
awe and supeistltions dread. 

At length, after the professor has pocketed many bountiful reron- 
nemtions for his pains, a spot is dtscfiverod upon which good geo 
mantic influences are ooiicenttated to any extent, and which nts.t>rd- 
ingly promises lo realize the boldest wishes of the fiiinily, Many 
days are now lost in bargsiining, through an agent or broker, with 
the owner trf the ground. But in the end this man is prevailed 
upon to accept a aniall sum of earnest money, in exehimge for 
which he allows the family to make an eipennumt as to die 
properties of the soil, and binds himself not to sell it to any' 
body else until they have declined the purchase. Without delay 
a imall quantity of pig'a bones are bought at the butcher *, 
and intend on the spot in a small boa of wood or earthen jar- 
After about a year, tbe family exhume and examine them. If tlifij 
come forth hanl, dry and white , the soil k appruvctl of, as showing 
tliat it po^csses satbeient preservative power to keep the osiWMi# 
reuiiuoa of the dead in a gotid imndition for a very long time to come 
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Dud, oi}n,<)CH]uently, to uttnch hla oianea Tor g^jod to tlie spot. A 
slioftcr cxpt!rmBnt is to tniiy sotuo duck’s ond {iftcrwortls

Iq Amoy, these procsediugs are called m >, »hidiryf expi*- 
liments”, or vauiioduig esporimeqts”. Should the soil 

he found to be hiul, it is, in some caseis, resolved to improve it 
l)y digging away the earth aroiiiid the place where the coiliu must 
lie, and supplying the void with earth of a better quality, 

It is by no nieaiu rare that a fjimily, after having made the 
cxpcTiniGiits, ooiisult a second professor, Lu order to verify the 
decisions of the first, lu nitio cases out of ten, this new marvel of 
wisdom with a flow of natute mtioal mmorks eantradieta everything 
his colleague has dotie, for, though Fung-sbui profossors are digni¬ 
fied in their demeanour, they are subject to thu influences of pro- 
fcsaioujil jealousy just like the rest of mankind , and constItuU' hy 
no means a mutual-admimtiun society. 'Iho new adviser of the 
&mily ii not long in discovering, for instance, that there is a 
dangerous bed of atones or solid rock under the soil, through 
which it will lie inipo^ible for the Terrestnal Breath to break its 
way and nsich the corpse; some diggers arc set to work immediately, 
Md no sooner do they find h coiiple of atoitea than.... everything 
has to he done over agtiit] from the laiginning. The enm^t money 
lost; the outlays for the numerous excursions into the mountains 
have been mmlo in vain; nor can either the payments made to 
the professor, or the advnncea he luis obteinad, be rtMovered. Even 
be expenses the family mtidc to propiLinte tlie (hingemus man with 
dinner ptu-ties, now become a dmil loss; indeed, they still buuate- 
o^iy regaleil him many a time, for ftau* he should t^ountemet 
their whole futuro destiny hy putting them off with a grave entirely 
vidimless from the geumantio point of view. 

Now the now marvel in turn puts the famity to expense. He 
D]^W8 money of them whenever an opjwrtunity presents Itself, 
claims |uiynicnt tor eveiy trifle of work be dues, and is most likely 
mirigue with the proprietor of cticlt plot of ground he declares 
to j^wer the purposes of the family; for why should he despise 
houest share in the pumhium-inuDay which he enables this man 
** ■queeze o ut of the family? [it abort, there ia piubibly not mueti 
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e]ti»|®cr«tinn in the assertion of the Chinese themselves that immy 
tvell-to-do families, umible to testmio their poffibn for Fang-sbui, 
are either mined, or brought to the brink iif (lovertj by geomiinccti, 
Pending the acquisilion of an auspicious grave, the dece^ 
parent remains unhuriwl. either in the house, nr sotiiewhorc in a 
shed or temple Although, ns onr readers know' (see p|>. 132 up,), 
public opbion decries long postjjonemcnt of burial ns the height 
of unfilinlness, an<l both law and goveroment threaten it wilh 
severe punishment , yet these three mighty factors oanihined stand 
powerless in the matter, and regularly every year thousmi^ of 
dead are deprived of a timely burial betause of the exigenoiw of 
Fung-ahui. L’p to e (artaiu pomt thin phenomenon may Iw cxplaiBed 
from the circunistanwii that postponomeiit of burial was a legal 
custom in ancient China, hiiMtl on the thBu prevailing ideas of a 
resurrection *. so that the Chinese cannot but rngard^ it ns Jier* 
fectly defonsibltf on the gronnrls of orthwlavy and fashion. It may 
be also eaplamed from the fact thot the ancients nacd to depose 
the dead for some time in their dwellings before conveyiug them

Cases of long jjostponeiucnt of burial have undoubteilly 
numerous in China ever aima^ Fung-ahni boro sway there.

have cited on page 133 , so that the now reigning dynasty has 
simply copied it> As we have stated on the same |iiagc, it has little 
practical eftect on the ovU, us written laws in Chinn ore generally 
a dead IcFttor, unless tt suits the manduniis to put them in force 
for the maintenunce of their authority and tliat of their ItupcrioL 
maatcr. 

Much time is lost in aeoking a grave esjweially when the tUad 
man loaves many childran. Our readers know fttmi pp, 4 eq, 
that era of the kwa ore identified by the J'tyS laith with six 
points of the compass and with sons and duughtcra Conautiuently, 
the fortunes of ^ the members of ii family cannot ho insured 
by the grave of tbeir father or raotlier unltjss the forms and con¬ 
tours of the surroundings are iierfet:! <iu six aides thereof; and oa 
aiich a perfect sepulchre Is hardly ever to be aetjuired, even by 
the abteat prufessoni, it follows thiil some of tbo children are 
excluded from the hcnelita yielded by the grave. It ia unncceaaaiy 
to say this gives rise to domestic diseurd, csjiecudly wlam the 
children thereby prejudiced ore the ufTspring of a jealous second wife 
or of cuncuhinea, fur llirec women instigate the dear frnita of their 
loiua not to stoop to such wrong, but rather to oppose it vigorously 
to the end. Happily, hmiily ^mirrela arising from such tung- 
shui questioub are mudurated to aome extent hy the fact thut 
Interests of the daughters are little attended to, they being destinral 
to enter aniither cbm by aiurriagc, after which their own fete

cord arises, whereby the liuridoftlmolii mau ia postponetl for mouths 
and yeora^ to the jirejudice of his manes, No wonder therefore that 
uumy a well-to-do Ikther, if blessed with numereiis sons, cndeavmire 
to elude this catnmily by having bis grew made during bk life¬ 
time, with the observation of oil the rules of geornantic science. 

This custom may he placed on a level with that of precuriiig. 
during life, one’s own grave elothea and ooflin. It saves many a poor 
soul trum the gloomy fate of hovering about b the other world os a 
Iwmelaa jiaria, un outlet without a shelter into which it cuu retire 
from the evils and nukances of the spirit world, Aforeover, it is

Tilt! answer must in the first phufc be nought in the nducntionnl 
system of the ntttion. This Ims always Iwen ground«l upon an 
unbounded icvorcnce for everything which could claim an iincient 
origin. Whatever the ancients thought, taught and wrought alway# 
was in everybody's eyes tho highest truth, aatTotl and itiviukblc i 
bcyuud it no other truth over caiistod. Thus tho cslassiiail laioka, 
transmitting tlie ideas imd actions of the ancieufo to posterity, 
natumlly became the exclusive starting point of iuBtriicdon, both 
public and private. And the Guvcmmcnt being recruitadL, regularly 
awl systematically, from the olnaaes thus edu^ited, it never wtulu 
do otherwise than disparage, nay, ibrniaily forbitl any doctrinwB and 
studies arUing Ironi other principles; on the other hand, it tievor 
oiwurted to any one among the ptjopto to puraue another linn of 
study, betfluse only the old t]icthu(i opened up any prosp^-t “ 
being admitted into the ranks of tho rnling party, which b t e 
highest ambition of every true Chinaman.

The Fung-shui of those dwellings k so solid that 
the inmates ntietl no such cabolktiu umulets end tnlUrouns as the 
niitivt^ are forced bo affix to tlit^ir own walk and to wear about 
their hollies in ounsidertible immlwrii; they may ovon regularly 
olcan their houses without fear, whilst the cleansing of a Chines 
dwelling wonU inevitably expulse therefrom the ts^al khi ' 
or H w^th-pruduciug hreeth’*, and so cause the niin of the in- 
uuites*. Last, though not least, it k the good Fung-shiii of their 
huiliiinga which oXHUipts foreigiiera from tha trouble of selecting 
auspicious days and hours for their anterpriscs. They never consult 
ti (Lty professor, nor cast u look into an almanac, and yet, 
even in the hottest auiuiner months when hoste of obnoxious 
spirits and dangeromi breaths innumerable decimate the nntivei 
by cholera and other diseases, they look halo and hffalthyj and 
though they tecklefialy spoil the Fung-ahui of many Chines© graves 
by erecting buildings fur trading purposes, dweilinga and amuse¬ 
ments, they ate wonderfully exempt from the disasters sent dowa 
by the irritate spirits. How is it then to be believed tlint foroigners 
do not know niore about Pung-abui ihiiu they arc willing to tell? 

However firmly the foreigner# riiointnm that they ore quite 
ignumnt of the urt and only characterize it as ridiculous , the Chinesfl 
aro astute enough to underatand Ihat they do so simply to 
rid themselvea of Importune questioners anxious to ferret out their 
valuable secrets. If they know nothing of Fung-sbiii, it is asked, 
why do they ky out the graves of ^1 their dead in one plot in 
KulangBii, a plot carefully scloctcil on the alopo of that marvel- 
luuB Drogon-hood Hill (p. U4U) whicli commands the Fung-shoi 
of the wholo island, the low'n and the harbour? kVby do they

flhui. We hiivo now to oanBidcr this luattej b detail, and to dial 
with sotDB other oases in which ro-hurial takes piece. 

Whoa the b'uag-Hhtii of a gnive is holioved to l>a detrimentat to 
the lortnnea of the femily, the eihuniation is seldom long delayed, 
and is even done before a new grave has been found. Tlic reasoning 
is, that an ancestor ^ing in a grave beyond the reaclj of the good 
mfltwnoes of Nature is entirely at the mercy of evil, as then tlie 
evil is neither oountoracted, nor destroyed by anything whatever. No 
doubt then his wrath wilt descend upon his posterity, unlesa he be 
forthwith delivered by them from hla painful position. To dwell b 
n had gruTo is but One degree worse than not to bo buried at all. 

Ab a iiinttcr of course, a Jong time must elapse hefbrB it con be 
hold to 1)0 £3onvincmgly proveil that the Pung-shui of a gmve is 
«id, boctive or dead. Ilonca it sekluiu omura that a corpse U ills* ( 
interned before it haa become a skeleton !tnd the cotBu is too decayed j 
to Ijo used for tli® second grave. 

DLsinternieot being once nosolved upon, an auspiciouji day is 
selectiid for tin? work, for reasons explained on pp. 103 tyq. When 
this day arrives, sotue grave-diggere, under the guidance of a few 
JUetnliers of the family nud the Pung-shui proftssor of its choico, 
open the grave and then the they take the bones out of it, 

cummoftcing nt the feel, and ornuigB them in their natural order upn 
large tmy of wicker work, auch as is in gonenil use iu Cljina for 
Winnowing rice by throwing it up tn the wind. The hair and the 
cue are thrown away, being mugidered useless, iLi no gub&tamx! of tba 
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aoul ot the deoensed dweik thuwiu. Puring tlieio (irtMX'edingi^ 
HI) open nmbfolb belongln# to the family ^tanda at the head of 
the pit on behalf of the soul, ahould it dosiro to take slieltar 
ucderneath; and when the wcirkumn have dukhetl liieti taak, 
they mtiy lake it tor themeolves ae a perqnudle. Finally all the 
bones are plaewl in their mtujiil order in a high, Irirgii-mnuthcd 
earthenware jar, the Hkull, whieh comes hist, btung flret wmp- 
jwd up in paper daubed with the retigh outlines of ii luoutlt, nuee 
anil For the better preservation of the bones, the jar k 

not unfretineuUy filled up with bits of ohureoitl and closai with 
an eartben pan, thla pan being batened into the ini>uth by uieans 
of lime. 

Should the hones, when dkinterti^, be solid and hnnl, and 
Done of them jniasing, and the grave, moreover, bear do vf^tigos of 
termites, the family genejally como to the conclusion that the Fung* 
shui is by no meana so bad as they have bean lod tu believe from 
the professor's description* Pained at the idea of having to give up 
a grave so doaiiy bought, they bury the jar in the sanm spot, if 
they can anwoed in pemuading the profesior into thoir opinioii, 
selecting for the purpose a felicitous day and hour with tJic usu^ 
Chinese foresight. But in by fiir the most coses another grave is 
sought for, and the old ground eold. Tliis sale does not ueot^Bsarily 
cause a peeuniniy loss, for, as the geooiantic doctrines nfhrm that 
a Fung-shui, though dLsadvautugeous to one, may bo extremely 
beneficial to another, often eager huyera are eaaily found. 

The well-to-do genondly huving high demands in respect ol 
groves, a new huriul place for the renmins of a dkinforred isurpse 
is, as a rule, not m soon found.

Chinese works show lliat in diEForent epochs it has been eus- 
tomory ia various parts of the Empire to enhiincCi at re-bivriois, 
the felicitating power of the bones by wiiahlng them. \n the fifth 
centnry of our era Uiis cuatmii prevailed in Heug-yaug *, « ^ 
of the preseat province of Hmianj os the biography of Ku Uien- 
ehi*, a gnwidBC living at that b'jue, teaches us, »It wiis a local 
»cnatom there among the moantainoers, when imy one among 
wthem fell ill, forthwith to sayi 'll is oar doeeused parents who 

# visit us with misfortane'. They thou eonjointly set to work to 
»open the graves, bruko the crjffins open, and washed the wither^ 

# bones with water. They called this 'averting calamity’, In a lucid 
»ijTOclnmatiou Ka Hien-chi expostulated with them, saying tluit 
» matteri! of life and death, bebg of a nature entirely different. oould 
M not arise from each other} and tho result was that tho oustomi, 
» was modified" *. In a note inaerted in the Jik tHi /uA by Unjing 
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Jri-oh‘iDg *• the following statement oronrs: »Of late t1ie{<e still Itvod 
»iii tho entire couutr}' of Kwang-sln^ in Kmngsi [>rovinei{« piKjple 
n who observe a oustam which they uill 'btititii of wiishetl txjtiea’, 
» Ttri> or thrra years after the interment they open the oofhns 
* without any palpable reosoDB, wash the bones till they ate ctmo, 
»place those of cadi eorpse soparatdy in an oortben Jar, and bury 
»the bitter in the ground. One. ixmscq of this custom is that 
i^ [K^ple , in quarreUing for feUcitous grouiids, not soUlom render 
vdiemselvea guilty of the theft of huimm bones» which* if dia* 
covered* gives rise to litigntion"*. 

This extract is evidence that re-buriiik connected witli a washing 
of the ueseoua remains still prevailed in Chino scarcely two centuries 
ago. licQcc it is not improbable that it exiala ihoivt to the present 
day. This s apposition is supporl.fld by the fact thiit the (^e of 
Laws contains an article prohlhiting it* vhi>. the one of which wo 
have given the teat with Iraufilation on page 89^. Like most of 
the tupplemenmiy articles of the Ltiw on ButIbI* it was pmbahly 
enacted in the present century. It suggests that hnmnu bones are 
aometiiiies oxhumt5d for tho^ special object of drawing prognoatica 
fruni tbcia. To our gmol regret we have not been able to glean 
titiy particulars on this head * either frotii actmd Chinese Ufc, or 
&um the native Utemlurc.

Such n work ns the present, which purports to give an nccotint 
of the principal subjecto, cuatotus and pnictioes connoctcd with the 
rostirig plnoea of the dead in China, rartainly ought ahwe allthings 
to contain porticiilnre nboot the shape and oonstruction of graves 
Riid torahs, from the sumllest and iiieoncst built for the lower clnssea, 
up to the large, nay, gigantic mauatileo which protect the iMidiesaad 
Bouk of magnates, noblaa and oraperors. Though the dataiU colleated 
together by us on this aubjccl and laid down in this chapter 
or® numerous, yet they do not embrace the entiK! Middla Xing' 
dom, our peregrinations having extended over six provinces only. 
Rut we hope to make dear in the following pages all the prin¬ 
cipal feotuieft of grave building, especially those which conic out 
in a comparison of the tombs and graves in Fnhkioi and the ad¬ 
jacent roonnlainoufl regions with those in the central and north- 
western provinces ef the Empire,

but we sbiill often intersper^ these descriptions with information 
drawn from works of older date when such can be of service m 
tracing the antiquity and history of matters ooniioctod with graves, 

l. Caumnuns Oravas of ttm Common people, Uie IfoblUty 
and the Handarinjite. 

Tlie ciiamcter nowadays luorc commonly used than any other 
to denote a gravo^ is tiio. It is found with this nicunins 
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already id the SAh in the luxioiidt of the achieveuiGnts of the 
rounder of tho Cbou dynastyIt ooours (duo in the SA! 
but a more regular use of tt h tmiile speciAlly id the Li JH, the 
C4eif It, and other ancient books. Another denomination no^r ofveiy 
ooirtmod use Is m. f'”- This likewise oocuts veiy often in the 
literature of pre-Chriatian times, though itlriiOiil erclnaively iu the 
sense of an eminence or mound, and in that of lieight and abe; 
hence, no doubt, the eignification of »grave” has boon nttacbed 
to it at a later period, and ita drat use with this nuinning whs 
restrieted to graves with ii lumulus. Tlie /A H confirms this, 
by stating in a passage ((iiotad by us on page 064, that w an¬ 
ciently mo were made, but no fen”*, that is to aay, graves, but 
no graves with tumuli. 

Mostly, however, the ancient books denote graves and sepulchres 
by the clvanicter oh^nug. MediiOvaJ and muilem autbors, too, 
moke tt very eatenaive use of it, but they often place tho radical 
4" , dearth”, at its side ( m). to bring out its meaning more 
sharply. We have stilted already an page 443 that this word origin¬ 
ally signified an eminence, and that it conscf^uently denotes, 
correctly speaking, a tumulus. On the Mine page we have given 
four other terms of ancient origin, denoting both a height and a 
grave. Still we must add to the list the character jitgi the 
use of which on an extensive seals seems to data frtnii the H im 
dynasty. In tlie literature of that time, and also in that of all 
snbsei|uent epochs, it occurs chiefly in the souse of a tomb of con- 
sideniblo superficies, or a grave with its circumjacent grounds ami 
appurtenant buildings, ora family grave-gmued, a monsoleum. Some- 
limea we find as a synonym tho expression fung mo,

Nevertlideas, gravaj in the eclcotion of which no Fiing-slmt utlcu' 
btiona have hiui part or lot, cidjit in consiilerabic iiumbers. They 
ore thoflB of forlorn pooplo without oSgpring, on whose last resting 
places noliDiiy's fate depends, end whom benevolent men, anxious 
Lo collect B. store of mtrit, have oiuumittcd to the earth in urns 
or poor ooHins, without muok ceremony. Neither do the Fung^ 
shui theories exist fiir the graves of young ohiidren, 'rhoir corpses 
arc placed in w jar or a |x»ur wooden box (see pjigc 330), which 
a workman luacercmoninualy carries on bis shoulder, or in somo 
other way, to the open country, together with u hoe to dig the 
grave pit. Nu rchdiona escort him cm his wiiy. At Itest tlie sor* 
rowing mother sees him out Inin the street, giving vent to her 
grief by piteuua wailing, and loudly protesting agolnst her child’s 
leaving her. The cor[»se is buricil any where at a depth of a few 
ineheSj and the rest uf the earth heAficd up over it. Within a 
short time the dust returns to dust, or, as is very uflen the case, 
the remains are devoured by dugs und crows. No property in the 
gruund is secured, nur is any attention paid to the spot aftcrwurils. 
Many babies are not buried at oil, the um or box being merely 
set Dsidu in tbe open country, where it likewise aooti fitlls a prey 
lo birdfl and atnrving dogs. 

Some care is, however, bestowed upon the graves of children 
appruaebing the iige of puberty, especially if they belong to the 
ujak sex. Indeed , thetr bones being solid enough to long witlmtand 
decomposition, they may he advantageously made ui$(.i of for drawing 
down blessmgs on the ncurest icktiona through the milium of 
t'ung-aliui; and it is thenefarc worth the trouble and espenae of 
burying them with a oercttionial approximuting to that for adults, in 
grounds the owneraliip of which has been duly acquired, and in 
graves oummimsuTatc witli the wiiaUh of the family. The ense ia 
neatly always treated in IhLi way when it concerns an only son 
on the verge of manhood, his |.)aronts being then coustroined by 
the laws of social life bi adopt a son fur him fur the jjcrpctuatioa 
of his line of decocnl and the uorship of bis ancetitoni, and 
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wnsoqiieiitly, a grave being wanted for iLe said Continiiator aa n 
|jnlbdEuiii of hie own furtnnea and those of hie ufEspring. 

Already when Canfiieius lived, it was oaatomary to bmy non- 
adults in u siipaliod way. There ia evidence of this in the interestii^ 
passage of the I A M, which wc have tninslatod on page ilO; 
moreover, the same Clasaic nnmites the folbwiDg Lnoiilent troin the 
life of the Sage (chuptor 27, L 40}: 

asked s 'Cliihiren dying between eight and twelve 
» are bni-ieil in the fields by imbedding them in earth on all aides; 
»atid if the relations follow thitlior IwUud the contrivance which

'I'lie right to use a groimd for a gnwe is generally acquired by 
piLtchosc; that is to say, fora oerttiin sum the proprietor, who may 
be either a person, or a fiimily, chin or village, cedes the ownersliip 
of it to another mail ami hb oEfepring, or to some family with their 
descendants, either for ever, or for so long a time as tho ground W 
used Ibr the purpose fur which it is cedefh This latter coudition being 
itipuktod in almost every tsiiJit;, or silently understood, time a&a rub 
oaucels the transoctiou after soine generationa, when the grave sraks 
into oblivion or ta swept out of eidstenoe for want of repair. As procif 
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of the cession, the bargainors hand to the baipinfiiaH writ tea deed, 
called at Awoy Jtoa* kosn wa deed for land", or Woe *, 

»a deed for a grave”, The wurdiiig of siici'h a duemnent is as£iim{jie 
as the tnutsactiun itself, farmalttjr tuid citcuinlucutiuu beiitg dtapeneed 
with AB sujMriliiuus, as tlie univeraiit respect for the dead, and the 
laws protectiiig their abodes, are deemed to he sadkieiitly efKcaoious 
in safeguarding against any attempt of bad chameters to swintlle the 
l^gal holders out <if their property. Here is the text with translatioii 
of a aNw* koan, the original of which la in our pc^essioit; 
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» I'he family Clung, owners of a fruct of high ground inherited 
»from their ftnccstam, which is sitnated on the hill known as the 

* lion of Ten Thousand Rocks and extarals up-hill as fur bb the 

* ^nterpeuk and other places, have already ceded by contmet

Tn times long ago, before paper was invented, or, at any rote, 
before paper was in tmiveml use, deeds and bonds of all sorts 
were, in Chinn, caeve<l on small boarrla of wood, whirh wo Bod 
denoted in tho nativo books by the chnraeter khden. This 
word oectiTs utieady with this meaning in the Shook weit, so that 
it is ourtnin tliat Ijonda on wood were in vogue in pre-Christifin times. 
Of course it is not dubitable that, in ancient times, bargains for 
grave grounds were written in China on woojI , just the same <13 otliw 
tranHactidiis. In imy owe we have docuiuentaij (iviilenoo of tha 
having there been customary still in the fourteenth century, nlthoi^h, 
WB are pretty sure, |nper was theu manufactured on a large scale 
and was in general use; hut old usages ore very tenacious of existence. 
We road in the Kvxi fin /mh siih, a work compoacd at the begm- 
ning of tho fourteenth century (see [)agc SfJD): 

Nowadays, when people make a grave, they do not neglect 
j» tho making up of a written batgidn for tho ground ; and they 
w mtiku it of Rottlcra wochI , upon which they write in red ohiir- 
aacters that suah-aiuLsuah a plot has bean hough l for a sim of 
» coins, etc, etc. This is a custom prcscrilHid by viiluge- 

priests, and ooose<|tienlly cxtrcnioly ridiculous. In the CooUnuatma 
» which Yiiim Lahan wrote to the / kia eii^, wo And it state 

t TK* I pA' H Bl ^ ^ dapteni. o^iapMea in 
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»that somT pt<apIo in the cuiintij of Kliah^jaiig (pramce of Peli- 
» cbihti), wtien digging tip a gnivct on the Ts^Lng-yimg tiiubnnknient 
»in r found thurein an iron contract, «in wlitcb was 

»engraved io gilt clianictons: 'Wang 01i%-ta^iin, a loyal officer, 
» buried at the cost of the fimperor; a donntiun of DU.Uffi) string

» buml having taken place under Ngai Tsung of the 'Fang dynasty 
—-HUS) ^ the custom in question is of undent liete" *. 

We are not able to give the reasons for thU queer pmetieo of 
stating in such ceriilicatra the amount of the money in a sum 
exclusively composed of the cipher nine, not having foniid any 
expliinatiuii thereof in Chirieae iiooks. The wording of the above 
extract, iiowevor, intimstca that this pnicticc was for from univeraat, 
AS the author gives it us a mere cariosity, ludicraus in the ejea 
of the many. The eomervative spirit of the Chinese with respect 
tu everything cunnected with the treatment of the dead, rendBrs 
it probablo thut it exists even now somewhere or other in the 
Empire; hut we have never during our atay in Cliitm heard the 
people s]>euk ol it. As to the custom , also mentioned in the above 
quotation, of placing in the graves bargains engraved in metal, 
no doubt this must have been of rather common occurrence, as 
the Sung dynasty considered it impartant enough to sanction it 
officiiilly. Indeed, among its statutory rescripts coucerning the futieml 
among the mandarinate we read: wTliere shall be u^ed, besides 
»a stoim bearing a record of.the life of the deceased, one stonn 
* on which the deed is engmved, and one copy of this latter 
»in iron" 
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Tlio est$entinl pnrt of ovviy grftve in Amoj itnd Ike countij 
arounil [» n tixmulua smootkl^ roimded on tW top, a little longer 
it Mil broMlcr tliiin the tsiffin wludi is buried under it. QmveA 
without It mound nre lixtretuelj mre, though the tumuli of those 
of the poor are often ao low to bo Imrelj distingnishabb from 
the aarroundings. In nmny cases, the collin is buried at a 
sidernble depth. Much oftcnur, however, it is scnrcelf below the 
level of the soil nround, nay, piirll}' or entirely above it, Imviog 
only the tumulus to cover it from view* and this method remindi 
us uf the way in which, anciently, encallineil corpses were stored 
away under a layer of day in the house (pp. 303—3dS). But such 
diallow fanriaU, or, as they ore culled in the hooks, » b uriuk by 
hooping up the earth (around the (Xiffm)” > stand in no connection 
wliutever with those house-burials of bygone days. They are aimply 
enforceti ujam the people by geomnngy, enlightened prophets cf 
thU art having, many centiuries ago, revealed the romarkahle 
physical hiet that in many ports of (^tern Fubkien, and in tko 
departments of Cluing-chcu and Wijiiii*cheu in particular, tlio Ter¬ 
restrial Breath (see page 9‘IS) )oia floating on or near the surface". 
Shallow burials have also the advantage of protecting the ooflin 
from the water of the sub-soil. Moreover, they are frequently 
ordered by geomimeers beuiuse, accutdiug to their theories, the 
outlines of the memntains and other oonligurations only are of vako 
for a gmve if they can be seen firoin the spot where the corpse is 
placed. 

At almost every burial, it ia the Fung-shui profoBsor who deter^ 
mines the depth of the grave. Ho iiiea aUo the direction of its 
longitudinal axis in ootineiion with the decree* of the nimanao and 
the bearings ho takes (comp, page and regulates the coo- 

structioa and finishin g of the tomb in all ita detaik, geomantic 
art having in the course of roorB brought its theoriea to bw upon 
every mtegrat part, of tbo dwellings of the dead. 

On page il3 we have stated tliat coffins in the grave ore gancr* 
ally covered with oiled paper, straw, matting or Buch-like material, 
and thereupon imbeddctl in a layer of eorih mixed with lime, 
which, beeoiiimg hard and solid, forma n vault which keeps out 
rainwater, and protecLs the coffin from heing cmisheii is, when the 
wood mDidders. No solid aubstralum k placed underneath the co&s, 
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for no aalutaiy cffccb can lie cxpectod from a giav« unless the 
TerreBtrini Hrculh liavc ncoess to the cuftin and fao freely exert 
iU influence upon Ihe corpse. The earth of the iiiumlus, too, is 
often mixed with lime, particitUrly if the grove pit is shallow. 

In many families the (XtuvicHon prevails that it is the duty of 
the mairied daugltero to piiy the cost of the lime which ii roqiiirotl 
for their parents' gmves. Indeed, they having to nitmm for their 
father and motlier in the scooud degree (see page 55S, no. 13), it 
is nnturolly hecoiuitig in them to provide the second covering in 
the grave, the drat one, vk. the oolBn, tmving to be bought hy 
the sons and the other moumoro in the first degree. The same 
cansidcrations render it incumbent upon the married daughters 
to give the second layer of grave clothes, as we have stat^ on 
page 6S. 

The books tciioli us that lime was used for the construction of 
graves already many centurioa before the Christian eru. In a posoge 
(juoted by us on page 7^5, the Tgo cf^wen relates that lime pro* 
pared from sea-elams was used of the burial of Wen, a ruler of 
Sung, who died in 597 11, C.; and it is interesting to rend, in 
connection herewith, in the Ckeu lit »Thc Officer for the S«i- 
» clams has the direction of the gathering of bivalvular animals iitul 
aelums, and thus to provide in the need for clams for closing 
« burial pita”*. Til nic.H.liK^val agrss, employing lime for groves must 
have been very cuiumoit, otheru'iae it oouid hardlv have occurred 
to Chii Hi to make a formal rescript rendering the use of it 
almost obligatory, VVe read indeed in 1^ Rituals for Romily Life: 
n Moke a partition wall (of boards oroutid the cxitfin in the grove) 
#for the lime, then put a (wooden) cover into the pit, and fill up 
»thc spuco around with lime, finally filling the pit by means of 
»earth(jomiuentutors, expounding this passage, say that a layer 
of oharcool dust mnat lie placed at the bottom of the pit, anrl, 
over ii, (I thick layer of lime mixed with sand and ciny, and that 
a similar double protection against tennitfs, moisturo, roots of trees 
and robbers is to be made around and over the uiffin by the help 
of wooden boards. Bui thesa directions ore far frciin facing obeyed 
to the letter by the Fuhkiancse of the present day. 

TfVe believe it is no ronggoraiion to say, that at least nine groves 
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out uf ten merely ounaini of u tuinulm;, rtt host witli u qiiailrilBtorHl 
talilei of gninit&j eagmvcd with 'cliarncten;, fitending perpendieulDi 
at tlic *horteat sule oc fuot enti. By fur tJie majority uf the people 
aie Indeed too [loor to do moiti lor tlieif detid- atid many of tita 
well-to-do use no hotter grares when the exlgencios ofFung'Shut uompel 
them to fullow the #stealthy*' metlinti of burial, nf which we have 
6|)okeii on page 1033. At many graves of thia simple doscriplian, 
the said inaerlbed grave atone is fixed into a small wall, which, ns 
a rule, is ii little lower and alopea down by a curved line on both 
aides, as may be seen from those represented in the hack ground 
on Plato XXIV, inserted at pagn H41, Genemlly, this wall is a 
cotnponnd of sand and elay, well mixed with lime, battered lute 
a solid Riaas and pkatered over with white mortar. In n fow onaei 
it is of white-phistered masonry. 

Only the graves of the batter class have an umegu-abaped ridge 
of ear^, the rauieA ti'dfre uf which we have explained un page 04S. 
indeed, such n nioa ombnioes an area of ground which is much 
larger* than the small plot recjmied for a tumulus alone, conse- 
<|uently demiinding on outlay which the punr cannot afford. On page 
h42 we have also stated that some graves have ii double bank, one 
of granite or brick, and one of earth on tlie outside. This latter* 
if it hi liirge and brtnd, is often called vthe gratO’ 

arms", because it extends along both sides hke tho amui hnng 
down ulung the Imraan body. Now, whereas man is utterly help¬ 
less if be loses the free uao of thow limbs, it U extremely disastrous 
to a grave should its arms be y> wounded " (comp, page 1U35J. lihe 
a fortress with dilapidated dofencefl, its Fung-slmi must infallibly 
succumb to any attach of the obnoxious [jowars, always lurking 
about to destroy good influencBs, 

Qrava banks being especmlly commun in the southern provinces 
of Chbia, they are a distinctive feature also of Chinese graves m 
the StroilH Settlements, the Malay Archipelago, and other tninuniann^ 
oolonies in which natives of those pravincea have settled. Some 
explanations given of their meaning by Enropoan authora, may be 
set aside fanciful and ludicrous. Some writers have diacovored 
that they are downright reprtsiontnriona of the legs of Mother Earth, 
from whoso womb man is bom, and into whose womb be returns 
ut death I 
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The GOiumuu mmc for a tumulus is, «t Amoy, Bing 
v»{fF(ive hnaji“ or )»gmve mound". The shapa is afton eltipsoiduJ, 
which must be uscriljwl to the form of the cotfin buriiul uudumeath 
(ooriijj. piujo f)41). Whuu girt hy a bong Moa, the tumulus is 
gcncmllj low and reminda ns of the shiipe uf a tortoise, wheuoe 
it is popularly styled (iUng ku*, »grave tortoUe". Some sny that 
tortoises are ofteo thuii imitatcrl on purpejse, bimouse they ate, aa 
we have stated on page 36, a popular enibiom of longevity; the 
capacity of reaching a high age is thus concentrated upon the grave, 
and passes from it to thu udspring of its oocujiiint. It is not im¬ 
probable that wc here have to do also with an attempt at plncing 
the grave under tbo influonce of tlio Oelestinl TorUibe, the spirit of 
the northern qmulmtil of the heavens; indeed, the tumulus is, in 
theory, tho northern ]>urt of the grave, and an ancient rescript 
reqoiros the dead to be buried in the nortbem suburbs and with 
their iiends to the nortli (see page SSd). We have seen many graves 
the tnmulus of which was entirely l>f}smeared with plaster in light 
and dark colours iinituting the tinea and hgnrea ot a tortoisa shell. 

It is a custom of rather oomtaon pro valence to plaster grave- 
mounds over their whole surface with white mortar, Th<y arc then 
eallod at Amoy he bOng*, a time gravea”, in contra-distinction to 
the f4. buag* or ^groves of earth*’, w*hich ore turfelml. Some he 
bong are roimd an<l low, especially when they cover uma or small 
coHina with bones that have been exhumed and re-buried for reasons 
expounded in Chiipter Xlll. 

Complete touihs, such m the moneyed chisa in Amoy nro aceustomecl 
to build for their dead ralatlona, are iu general bid ou[ on the same 
plan as the dwellings of the living. In the first Volume of this work 
wb have, op|)osite page 10, inserted n Plate, showing how, in accord¬ 
ance with the opinion of Chinese authora generally and Ghu Hi 
in particular*, mansions used to be built in ancient China. Moiit 
ptduoes, dwellings of tlie rich, and temptca uf tlie gods are simihirly 
planned at the prasent vlny, ond it can therefore h^dly be doubted 
that they have also l>eeu planned eo during the whole scries of 
oenturies wliich separutu ancient linam modem China, If the ran<ler 
tioara tti mind the outlines of that plan, he will underatand the 
ixizuiLTu^^tii^n of ChiiieHti in -Gvi^ry Plut^a XXIXXV

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and XXlX, whicb Pepresent »ompkti} tomlis of tku ajinpleafi Mndt 
may Iielp him in tliifi timtter. 

The chief part of the girtvo, vcs. the tiimiilua covering the coffin, 
correaptiodti to the back chutiilier of the house, in trluch, anciently, 
its iuinatcs breathed tlieir lost and wore imsliod and prcjHinHl.for 
the grave. In front of the tamiilus, scpinitod therefrom by a wall 
in which tim grave atone ia fixed, we have the ’ or grave 

haH", oorresponding to the vhali'* of houses ami toiiipiea. As wn 
bavo atnted on page 5, such a house hall containB an altar botiring 
the soul tiiblaU of the anceBioni, which ia etectod agniost the wall 
opposite the door; — in a aiinilnr sttiintfon there ta an iiltar in 
the hall of the grave, which does duty at Bacrifices to the sou] 
of the buried man. It is the soH:allcd bong toi* or j^gravo iabb"! 
a square slab of granite, cither plncetl on the ground, or upon 
a massive tablcMihaped pile of musoniy; sotuelirocs it is entirely 
of granite, and carved in front with characters or cmhleiuatio 
figures, such ns wc have raeutiuned on page 970, As this altar 
is afiixed to the wall of the grave stone, it apparently bears 
the latter; which renders its resemblance to ti hcmse-altur os dose 
as [lossiblc, the said stone being, as wc shall sec imon, deemed 
to be, like the wooilen soul hibleta at home, a sent for tlie 
manesu Let us here add that in temples dedicated to the worship 
of tbo dead, or to gods nod saints of any sort, the altar with 
the Uibluts or images stands in quite a Giiuitur position in the 
ninin hall 

That grave altars can be traced back by the Chinese to the 
dawn of their history, wc have had ncciision to explain on 
page db&. 

The next integral part of n complete tomb ie a beng ’ 
or j» grave court", corresponding to tlie paved or court-yard 
of houses and tcmpleii. Just the same an this hitter, it is a de¬ 
pression in front of the »hall". Straight before it we have the 
fan a (tan ch‘i), Ibc important receptacle which, whother It be 
empty or filled, is exjjectcd to bless tlie grave with a rich ahowar 
flf aquatic inSuenccs. Having on page 1146 ex}aitiated on the part 
such tanks play in grave building, and there stated that they are 
constructed iiiao before large mansions and temples, wc may now 
pass them over in silence.

Thua tniuih 
for ccKiipIete tombs of the situplusi oorwtniction. Though RioalrJed 
on the ftiQie pliin, yot tlioy tim, na our Illustrations show, by no 
m«iu» iiD jdike in shape. A great many, e. y. that teprearatcd in 
v A\LV. have no tank, some gully in tJie vicinity rendering 
It suporfluo^! fdham hiive no court, the whole space in front 
liemg OMUpted by tlie tank. Almost ftlways, everything, innlndiug 
the floors of the hall, ooiiJt.yBra nnd hinb, is of t; mixture of cky, 
ann ^ and hme, fluttered into ii solid mass, over which cornea a 
CMtmg of wliite plaster. But in coiltmi of time this coating tamiahne, 
gwing the tomb a dirty and mined appcutnuico, unless it be kept in 
constant repur. Hence WJtne people prefer mixing the plaster with 
Qjue-gTeyiflh colouring material. 

Tipiulw such a& deacribofl ntiove are often very large when they 
me ose t IB remains of a high manrlaiin, or a person with a high 
I I ary mnk.

Tfio outward parts of 
the tomb they moke, either partly or entirely, of granite and hrick, 
ni'Jirly iilvrays plastering the brickwork, but never the granite, tn 
many eaacfl* only the low jiillara in the cumere of the tomb are of 
granite, and cbisclcdi out at the top into a lu>n , it flaim*, a lotus flower 
or sotne other ornament (eump. Plate XXIX). But it wuidd l^e iucor- 
twi Ut pretend that gmnite plajs any great part in iiitMlem grave 
bnilding. Nearly nil the gmnite gmvt^a now extant in Puhkiim pro- 
vincif were built under the Ming dynnsty. 'lliis font sirggeaU a 
coiisidurable decadence in grave biiildiog; and ihk decadencH must, 
wo IkHovc, bo nsciilKsl to a geaetal decrense of werdth, ibere lieing 
no reasons to 5Qpjn>9o that piety for the dead is un the wane, or 
thut the art of stoneeatting has declined, tlm Chmese everywlicro 
being still capable of producing eacellont thlngH in liiia bmneU of 
wurkiiiimship. 

Sin:h old tomljs of granite are tolerably nmuorons in the environs 
of Amoy. Many are in gftoJ mnditiun; but a mucli greaUT nurabtir 
arc builiy ililajndutEd, becauae the offspring luis diod out or, hiiving 
Iteojine iiripovcriiibiMi, bikea no more iiiUirLal in them, hyiving them o 
prey to any one who wantjj good piecai of atone fur building or other 
purposes. It is eorhiin that they will soon share the fate of the uinny 
thoumnds which have lieen aw'ept out of existence- Hence wc insert 
in these pages pictures of wtnm of the beat «])c(iLinfinB we have seen, 
dimpling the attfintion of our renders specially to that rcpresentcil in 
Plate XXVfl, oppofflto (Hige t)T0. which, being hidden in a munn^tain 
recesa in the island of .Amoy, far from human ken, li^ rBmainod 
iutnet and k imiloubtedly one of the finest to be fonnd in Fuhticn. 
Its gnvo stune says that it was built in 1687. 

Wfl nucil not dwell long on those ancient inonumcntBj for, as 
our renders will si» at a gknee, they iwn planned like the luodere 
graves. Put iittentinn must lie dni.wn to the foot that straight lines 
ore mope prevalrint in thurn than in the tijodcm toinha, and that 
the walls are gentimlly higher tiian those of the bttcr. The walla 
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Oil the right, and left of the gnive Imll miJ tlm gnive comt are 
covered vnth block a of stone lairvwl ijito the slutpe of ruofef whicJi 
again ahovvs that toiubs and Eiutncai dwclliiigs are clot^ely oonncctod» 
for during the Ming dynasty tt wsia, ua at present, nn cfitnldialiinl 
flustoin to placu tiletJ mofa u^khi the walls siimiuncling the cin- 
placeiufint of pnlnces and buildings of importance. The said blocks 
not aoireqiiGatly boar on tboir front a sijuattcd Utin or ii lion’s 
head in g^ne; and siwh figure are fiometiTOOs t*) Iw Hcen uiaci in 
front of the tomb, where tlicy flank the gtoimd on both sides like 
a iwir of sentbels (see Plate XXXI). 

A sjKJciid feature of many tombs dating from lire Ming dynasty 
is n ajiiaiw slielteriiig rtmeturo of grenito, raised on pilkirs over the 
grave ytoue and covering, in many cuimjs, the altar, or even the 
entiro grave hall (Pi, XXX), This strncturD is another tie connecilttg 
tombs with houses and temptiSj not to say that it renders their 
rasembhmoe almi»t perfaot. Its roof is geirerally double, which 
is likewise the tsase with the roofs of several cdifloes of any arclii- 
tectural pretensions. In many cases, the grave stone it sheltors is 
not Hied in the hack wall of tire ginvc hall , hut stands iiisnlated 
in n square pedestal uf granite, in the sum is way as the large tablets 
of stone represented in Plato XXXM at jjage' 1141, nnd like aonl 
tiihleta of wood are usually unplantcd in woodnii blocks. 

These so-called fcajf a tit ‘ or x'grove sheds" we have never seen 
on tombs conatructid during the present reigning dynasty. It can 
loirdly lie queationed that they were in vogne in times prior to tin? 
rule of the House of Ming, they boing in point of fuel small grove 
taraples, and grave tamplcs twing, os we have shown on page aSS, 
trooeable in Chinese books up tp pre-Christian times. We may findly 
oufijecture that the method of building the graves so cxaotly on 
dm plan of dwelimgs. is to be directly oounected with the anmeni 
Chinese humre-burLil, of which we liave spoken in a former chapter 
{pp. 3fi3 Even though we search in vain for written evidam* 
that might support this suggeadion, yet we think thul probability 
lorbidfl u» to fljitly reject it as untonubla,

member of the lunmUrimite or tho nobility, have atone imagtia of

HUtl Li our chapter on Fuug^hui given one of the chieT ceosotu 
tlicrcof (pngo y'tS)* Another reason we may nild hore, vi?. the 
decadence of the nJitimiiil wealth and prosperity, which, as wc have 
stated, may also account fur the hict tbit solid, natural stone 
ia now hardly ever usotl on a large scalo for the cuustniction of 
tomb. 

dust aii the tombs built under the piesent dyiiHaty (sob page979), 
those dating from the reign of the House of Ming ate souietiines 
decorated with the eight kwu, and characters oremblematin%ures 
expressing felicity (see PI. XXVll, facing p. 979). They also base, 
in muny mstauces, two stone pilhire, Hanking the space in front 
(see FI. XXXI), Fnnii the table given on page 453 our rnidm 
have seen that the Ming dynnsty only entiUnd noblemen and 
servants of tlio crown to have them on their graves. The 1 louse 
now ob the throne liavmg inherited this institutiun from that 
dynasty almost unidtered, w the extinct given by ns on pp, 831 
and 833 shows, such pillars ivUo uto often spsen on modem gmvos 
of conKiderablo sue, even if the oocupants arc mere coiumoncrs 
with a titular olliciul rank obtained by pnrehosc. In the oilictal 
reguhttioDs of both dynnstiea they are callctl wang chu\ » pillniB 
to l<K)k at ‘^ This appelbtion lictrap their objeel; they are to aKt^'c 
the soul as beattjnH, by menus of which it may find ita way bock 
again to its resting place when it has wandered froiii the touih. 
To make tliem answer l.his purpose the belter, the top is poiuted 
in imitation of n fliimc, an tniEiginury light buing thus eniittfid, 
which has, mcieover, thk udvantiige of intensifying the vitality of 
the soul. Accordingly, the part the pilliira porfumi at the tbiiih is 
this same as that of candlea or lam [is burning near a death-bud 
(comp.

It Is not unruisunublt; to connect these stone grave-iighta witli 
the atone torch-beiirers which, according to an ancient lujok quoted 
by us on page 8f l , stood in the mypt of a king in seventh 
century liefoTC onr era lUid, no doubt, were at that time phiwsl 
in tunny graves uf people of distinction. At lutj rete, they are 
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iniceublu to vety wly times. We find them mentioned in nn old 
descnptiou of a irniusoleum of the Han jjoriod, which wn have 
t^led .ni pp. 445-44a. and this oonolionites the statement 
of Wong Jui thill their use dales Inom the ‘I^'in tlvnasty and that 
of Han (see p, 823). In writings of later Lime# they are mentioned 
regolurljr; as e. in the deseription of a mrtusoleum of the fiftli 
eenliny, which we have tmnslated on pp. , and in an 

annotation tonrhing the sepulehio of GIjho Sin, who lived in the 
mth centmy (p, 814), besiclos sundry other passage# wliM it k 
snpffiooiis to tinote. But it must be observed that their erection 
was nfiiciully sahjecl to rules in tho sixth century of our era, which 
IS nvincttl by excerpt, quoted hy tu nn p«gQ 814 from the 
Books of the Sm Ilymisty, In mediteval limes tliuv dooirledlv 
occupiftl a place among the ornamentetiun# of iniperiartombs for 
w wo have shown un page 816. the emperor Tni Tsu ottlained in* 
his tcfltenimtery dwfmsition# that the pillars to he erected on hk 
tauil* should t>e of hrick, and not of stone.

In the main, ns wc have stated before fp. this is owing to 

Fung-aijiii, which, oondemning the prcaonee of trees in the front 
of i^ves, only allows of their bdng planted thefe«jn if there ate 
no other tombs behind. Besides, only a few tombs hove adjacent 
grounds so hirge that trees may grow thrrciu without the roots 
sapping the maBteiry and destrojbg the corp«i. Most professow 
set very litUo vaioe on the trees as fenders, for, unless they be 
planted in ooasidemble numbers, so as to form » foliage of great 
density, they can Hcarcclv prevent the obnoxious effects of the at- 
inosphere from [lenctnitiiig to Ihe tumulus and the grave atone. 
In many cases, grave tree* are pbmted on nocount of geomantic 
s]H!culntion about the elements, when culcubtitins hove made out that 
an increase of Wwd is urgently damandwl Iw the coiifiguialions 
nround. More and there the traveller oomca aenws a grave built 
under the Ming dynoety, wbidi, owing to the cans of dfitfv^ndantB 
w'bo regard it ms the psdJndiuni of their prosjjerity, is ahicldcd on 
bith side* of the avenue of animals ami at the hac;k by copses iind 
underwood of u considerable extent. But such mausolca am rare, 
and wo have not seen bJf a dozen b the course of so many 
years. U ©truck our iitteotioii that graves planted W'ith trees aie 
more numemna in the northern hall' of Fiihkien than in the southnra 
puts of that province. 

Apart firom the nlxive reasons, it is not improlmble that the 
total Hliseace of trees from the graves of the common [icoplc is “

This description of totubs imd graves being dravvo from thusi;

because the umsonry. iMtliinil which it was originally hidden, was 
rlihipidated and crumbled away. Holes chiseled ill the roi'-k undet^ 
dentil IhU grotto showed that u scntfolding hurt been ueed to place 
the caffln in that engle'a nest. 

Not cvciywherc in the Empire are grave raounds shaped alike. 
In the north'Western districts of Pulikicn the cciijr.al form . i s 
the moat couituon, and in Khuigsi province iind the environs of 
Nanking vrv have seen such tumuli over threo metrea iu height. 
0» tombs of this desicription we hardly ever saw any coniitmctUins 
in atone or brick, nor a protecting bank of earth. In Shimtang, 
U», conical tumuli are oomoion. Many graves in this province 
have a vertical grave stone standing detached in front, and, more¬ 
over, a grave table, whiob is a acpiare slab lying on the ground 
or reaiiag on two or four legs of stone, uiid either plucofl against 
the grave stone, or a few feet off. Soiuetimea it Imjwts on incense 
bunmr of stone, flaoked liy a pair of candle sticks and flower vasi# 
of the isunv mule rial. In other essca, those objects are placed on the 
ground in fiioiit of the table; in others again lliere is nothing hut 
a conacT. All these implciuonta being uiuasive, they arc unfit for 
iiise, and iiierrdy serve for decoration and to keep ulivo llie idea 
of parpctunl sacrificea ofiered to the soul in ihc grave. Such tiimiib, 
grave atones and uppertaining decorations greijtly vary in dimtnaion 
ocfxirding to the wealth of the fiimiiies lii whom the graves bcloi^f. 
Wo have seen grave atones over two itfftrtra in height and mounds of 
four, thuagh the uven^ height of the latter does not esceed one iiietM!, 

Apart l^ni the conicul sluipe, large nniubers of grave mounds 
in the central and northern provinces me semi-glubukr 
nsemhle standing cylinders vaulted at the top . Thea«! hitter 

urn a duirncteTiatic fuaturo in this tmtnorous aepulchns und icnusol^ 
which stud the plains around Peking, harliouring the IkhIics and 
souls of nobleuiOD tmd niiiinhirins who spent their lives in iht 
si.‘rvice of the Uuaitls, Courts mul Offices grouped around the Son 
of Heaven for the mamtemnee of his glory nnd suprauic uiithonty 
throughout the Binpiro und its Ijoundlcsi) dependencics. In general, 
these lutauli arc entirely turf-clad. Many are [ihistoreil with limfl; 
othera lire girt with grey bricks, cither up to the top, or to a 
certain distance from the ground, to prevent the earth from clipping 
away. In .same caseai, a fihih is liiicd in the frantside, carved so aa 
to represent a cloecd door, which is a survival, perha|», ofuncicut 
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timfts, when the dweUmga of the livmg wore used to bury the 
detul in; but we have spoken hereof already on piige 374. 

The eepulehreti of those Pekingese grandees nre specinJIy {leaerving 
of 8 diiseriptioi] because they differ grautly froiu the gntvea in the 
South* of which we have tried to isonvey sn idea in these pages. 
They ore remiirknbly simple, though the area of the gruuiid they occupy 
ta consuierable. There are no stmeturea of brick or stone about the 
tumulus, but it stands insolntcd in an unpaved plot, mostly with 
n few mounik of smaller size on the right and left, which cover 
the remains of the wife and the principal descendants. A Imiik of earth 
runs in a straight line behind this row of tumuli, protecting them 
from obnoxious shah. With two amilar bunks* respectively on the 
light and left , it forms a w^Iod square, open in front; in many 
cases tlae bank runs in u curved lino* ojubtucing the spot like a 
kms won and gradually diminishing in height at tlu! ends. These 
hanks v&ty much in size. Many are scarcely nno luetn: Ingh, but 
we have seen others of over five metres. 

So. when such ying (see pge 1973) contain more than one vi)T{iae 
and one tumulus, they are in reality family gmvo». The princiiia) 
ftqiture hy which they aro distinguished from the graves in the 
South, is that they are richly ekd with trees. It k* indeed* by 
niDtms of trees tlmt gcouianocra usually tiy to remedy the evil 
of the absence of mciuntains, liills or rucks* which elsewhere 
protect the graves from evil influtmcos. A shady copse (if pines and 
i^pnissito, planted in pamllel rows, forms a dense protwtiou at the 
hack of the tumuli and at the tianks. Lines of ouka and other 
trees gird tlik copse on the outside, enhancing its protective eapa- 
citiea. Id front, too, tliera is a rectingulur arl»r of pine und cy¬ 
press IrceB and , m miuiy oiisca* a second copse of aiiuilor shape* 
the mnuaulcum thus having the aspect uf a quadrilnteral park, par- 
ticulEirly beautiful, if it k old enough to contain trees of stately 
idae. Tho row of tumuli* concealed in a somber grove of ever- 
gives the s[)ot a dmidical aspect, this illusion being uAen 
onhanoed by grave atones, a stone table with SucrifiinaJ implements, 
standhig dctacltcd in the midst of the open plot in front of the 
tuoinli, and one or more large tablets of stone duiplaying the names 
and titles of the buried persons, Tcnred on the spot on stone 
P^alesPds, or oii the backs of huge tortoises of the same iiiatcriaL 

A catch drain uxtends along the four sides of tjie park, to keep 
It dry. Beyond, in the small landmarks ot difDOte

I^ounds Bt't ttpurt for the sut^encince of the fomillra who not as 
keo^pors of tJio appulolin* in tlio nutubt-ra lixcd by the instil utiooa gf 
the State. TJiey rt^uhirly till theac grounds, dwelling tUereuti in 
mean huts which eontnist strikingly with the spbinhiur of the 
adjnrant pork uf dentil. 

Thetm iiutiierous gmve (loi'ks of evergreens agreotddy break the 
monotony of the Peking pliiins, especially in winter nnd early 
spnng, when they reaembb oountlesa Otises in a boundless, dreary 
desert. Their attrectiveness is enhancml by stately ]iii*c» w*itii milk- 
white hark, which are a peculiar featnre of the tiintl8eii|io in this 
ptirt of the world. Hut ninny ying are mere types of neglect and 
ruin. They can lone tlicir geOTnaiitie value for o hundred reasons, 
and the owners consequently feel no mote interest in keeping them 
in gootl conditioni or the proprietors nauy be reduced to jwi'crty 
uud sell the ground, this not Jieiiig forlmldcn by law if it docs 
not entaU the destruction of the groves (see p. Sli6)i or they may die 
out, nobtaly preventing tlie keepers and the formers in the environ# 
froiu gnicliinlly felling the trees and con verting the grounds into held# 
for themselves. In China, too, the dwid among the great of thi« 
earth and the most gorgeous monumenta erected in their honour 
are hnuLly engulfed in the abyss of oblivion. Thus it is that many 
Lumuti atarul alone and desolate in the raiilat of eultivided lielibi 
surrounded only hy a siiiull ojmn gntss'plot, nothing testifying to 
the former grant!eur of the sjxit racept the large lablete of stone 
and the detiris of the grave altiir. 

Among such sepukhral parka there are many the central jiort of 
which, contniping tlie tumuli, the gmve .stoma, the altar, the stone 
tablets and a part of the trees, is surruundwl by opt;n-w<irked walls 
uf lirick, that Lake the place nf tJie eartUon banks. T'hefic wall* 
geiuimlly run in straight lines along the front and the sides, or along 
the front only, and in ii curve along the back. Somotimta the wall 
in front has an upi^ning in the nitddhi, doing duty us an entrance. 
In point of #i/x; and grandeur tinmo sepulclireB stand neit tu the 
most gurgoous mnusoica ever erected for the subjects of the Sons 
Pleiiveu, vis. those of princes of Imperial Uncage, the descriptinn 
uf which we defer to the third section of Ihia chapter. We must 
now speak of the official rmeripts regulating the tliracnsinii# aim 
tinutinenmUoii of graves. 

It ia hardly ^necessary to call Ui mind the characteristic ftsitiu* 
»rf' the Chinese nation, traceable throughout idl nge# ol which 
have aiiy knowledge from ita hooka, uf burying the dead in gnivoi 
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vaiyin^^ In avxc ncconijing ta thidr social position, and of ptiicing 
tbeni under tumuli of a height lil:evvific fixed by thoir digriity tirid 
rank. Wo have da^ntifd muny lutgiAi b tliis subject in Cbnpter V, 
and oIko shown therein that already in pre^liristhm times, and at any 
rate aiiioe the Han dynasty (pp. 4-30 and 440), laws and roacripts 
Imvc been cnnctetl by the Governoicnt, fixing those dimensions. 
The dyniisty now on the throne, sticking fuithfuliy to its cardinal 
device that the [Zistitutions of the ancients may not be swerved 
front, has likewise enacted reguhitions to thra same offcct. In the 
Ta TwMff it wc read: 

V For officers of tlie llnat rank, the grave ground may have a alee

These regulations fire not laid down to forco the nation to 
make the graves of noblemen and olBcnra of the siie and height 
stated; blit tlu^ give the maxima which may not be oxeoeded. 
Our tendeiK have seen that only a small number of those sepul¬ 
chre, in tho South scarcely any, are wnllcd in. Neither ia it 
obligatory to erect the Mtone figurfs which, noeonlitig to the onlinunco 
tiHfifihdod on page 821, may be placed on the graves of dist inguishiid 
nobles and public fimctiuiinriGai and our ranilnn know th^ have 
hardly ever bi«in pLiccd on a tomb during the reign of this dynasty 
(p. lUS8), But the prcMgRtive, likewise warranted by the mstitutionB 
of the State, of having in those grounds a Urge stotir tablet, inscribed 
with the name iind titles- of the deeiauetl and, occasiamdly, with 
»nie prtfculara about his cjinier, is seldotu neglccteil. Wd ahull 
diifil with this subject in tho neit section of this Chapter. 

On page 412 vtn have made mention of a enstoui of Ghinu's 
wiciciit nilerii of Iwjstowing upon deceased etatismon jiroiieuts in 
llie ihitpe of buiia! requisites and money, in orrkr to enable their 
ftmily to eommit them bo their gravea in r way worthv of their 
montif utiH eareer. Niimaitjus ptui^s in the books show that 
PfijMTOis of later agea have not givon up this custom; and they 
wva finally come to consider such solicitude for the buriul of tlieir 
iwnanta nut n mere bounty, but a stringent duty towards a cliisa 
^ nien whose lives have boen dovotoil to supporting their sovereigna 
jKiwcr and iimintainiug tliem on tho throne. During

^e other nations that have made progress in tbo nohle art of 
writing, the Chinese attach moch importance to deoirating tiioir 
tom s with inscriptions, Churncters intended to Attract felicity to 
me horiet] person and emit it through him to bU offiipring, are 
u^iuent on graves of considerable dtuiensiona and solid construction 
M we have stated elsewhimj (page Besides, even' tomb, except 
tho« of tbo poorest, who cannot aflord such expenditure, and ihooe 
of infants and negloctal individuals who have no one to lare for 
tnam, has a granite slab at the foot of the tumulus, on which 
are carved some chiimctera, Bometimea piiintcd red, or partly rod 
T raenrion the mim or woiuiin buried behind 

K. VVe have spoken of such stones on pp. H)S2 and 1034; but we 
must stai givo our readers some details respecting them, to climrly 
cxptiim the unportant position they bold at graves.

Most poor people enn 
only afford to have ii stone of veiv smiill ditiiension, hardly one 
foot higb« bearing nothing but the family iiumo, followed by the 
aborncter 4^ or ^, wbujb reispectiTOly correspond with our Mr. and 
Mrs. On large, subalantin] grave atunea of good , solid tombs elating 
from the Ming dynasty, we have nlso found iuscriptiotia of like 
simplicity. 

Graves which nee well cared for, and the owners of which ran 
afford the c&jjense, mostly hove a atone about two feet in bright 
or a little higher, bearing an inscription that more pra^iaely 
idontiHea the occuiiunt and etpusiats in one columa of cliaractem 
running perpendicularly down the mtdtlle of the stone. Here ore

U is an established rale that grave 
stones of civil and militniy digmtaries in 
actnal service, and those of parsons with 
a titnlary officiaJ rank obtained for merit 
or by puroiiase, should display in a few 
ebaractors thoir official quality, and the 
gnivo stones of thoir consorts, in an abridged form. tho cor- 
titles of honour which , in acoirrtinnee with the insti- 

oti nwardod to those vruoien 

uiuir husbiind's promotion. Low ranks hdjig cheap, they arc 
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pnrcliBfieil in ™ry great umnbcre. ConBCftuentlj, the title jfi-jen ', 
wkich pertfiins to the wivei) of titlo-bearei* of tlie throe lowest 
degieea, occurs oftcaer on grtive stones for women thnii imy other, 
nnd the more so becauM the people are acenstoraed to place it 
on the gnivfs of women upon whom do rauk was m-or cenletred. 
Tim custom of rendering the groves an exhibition of ranks and 
titles has led to a gioat variation in the i ascriptions on the grovro 
of the Iwtter diwa, with which the soil d the Empire literaUy 
teems. It is iinnecessaiy to B*y that many n grove atoue, if placed 
on a tomh of consldarohle dimensiona, is seveml feet high. 

Grove stones which mention both the dale of erection and the 
names of the children by wljose care they were reared, are, com¬ 
paratively speaking, rare. More nuraeioiifl are thuee which oidy 
state, on the right side of the central column . that ^'Che iilial 
sons So-and-So have erected it". The hirtli-phice or ancesitiol home 
of the deceased U hardly ever cut in the stone, whan the grave 
U situated within the locaUty or close hy. 

Ou page 1084 attention was directed to the (net that the grove 
stone, owing to the position in which it is placed on the altar 
of the grove, is an actual pendant or counterpart of the w^en 
soul tablet of the buried man, which is exposefl for worship on 
the altar in his home. Another important point of affinity belwnea 
the two objects is, that the inscriptions they b^r are almfirt 
siiaibr. Our rendoiB mil mate this out for thcmselvos by relsrriiig 
to our description of soul taidets, inserted in the Second Book of 
this work. On account of the insoriptions, both the grave stone 
and the tablet iirc, according to the popular belief, iuhabited by 
the manes of llm defunct for whom they ore erected. It is, in fnet, 
the inscripliou which, describing the deceased, idfatijics him wi 
his grave stone and his soul tablet, rendering cither of them im 
aller eyti of him. an artificial body to which his frail, vapouiy “to 
mav cling as to a firm support that chall prevent disimluticu.

cluActers; should it eousiat of throe, four or five, the fiuuily will 
Ittf visited with aicknoa, death or woe. Si* cbuActora again bring 
diUdbirth. seven loTigevitj, and so'forth; in short, the number 
ought certainty to be fbeed at one or two* six or seven, eleven or 
twelve, sixteen or seventeen. In most coses, the atuio mle is 
observed with regard to the columns on the right and left, if there 
be any. But many aver tlmt they do not influence the felidtaring 

qu^itiee of the gruve, us only the ceutAl column ipcpresenta the 
buried man. 

This wise urithmoncy expkina why so many gAvc stones of the 
poor bear only two cliainctere, though there may be room thereon 
for three, four or five. It also causes tlm gAve itiscriptiona in 
gmcAl to be mure varied in tenor than would be the if ft 
did not prevail; re<jiiiring, for instanoe, in some coses tiie placing 
of the name of the reigning dymwty at the top of the column 
It may also hapjjen that, m onkr to obtain the requisite iminber 
of choractcA, the birth-place , otherwise gcnemlly carved in the top 
oonjErs, luis to be placed in the column; or tliot, as in the second 
grave inscription, ^ven on page 1103, the cIuiActerg|, i. e. »the 
poreo^l name wlifth may not be pronounced", must be ahiftod 
a little to the left, so that it forma no easentinl [wirt of the columa 
^un, the number of cbiiActoA may have to bo restricted by 
simply writing ^ or Jifc, »deceased father or motbor", inatc^l of

Though birth and old age appear in this scrmnti at the a^ 
of the miseries of life, in perfect ketsping with tlm^ iseculiair 
ideas of Bnddhiam about mdatonce. the Chinese consider them. 
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tts wi* bnve seen, ns great blessiugs. Altearly duxiijg the Miiig 
dyuisty the qiiioary dirhuen of the fete of wan was made to boar 
upon the composition of gni^o atone insoriptiona^ m the fuflowing 
one, copied from a slab nearly two metrea in height, praveo; 

»MHnfifdeum of jMr, Uwo Xkng-fii, to 
whom the title of Inspecting Censor waa 
awarded during the Imperial Ming dynaaijj 
and of Mm. Ltu, bearing the posthnnioiia 
name Twiin-tsing, on whom the title of 
Grand ju-jan w‘aa ecnferrcd after her de- 
raise", “ Those of Ottf rewiers who under¬ 
stand the Chinese written language will see 
at a glanoe Umt the two chametew at the 
top, meaning jrlmperkJ Ming dynasty" 
virtually form a part of the two outer 
columns, each of the&e ennao^uently eon* 
sisting of eeven cJiaracters, or the numl»er corresponding with old 
oge. But they are also combiuable with the two inner columns, 
the chaiucteiB of which thus mi rubor six, and consequently enaure 
childbirth, or seven, if onnibined with the chaiucter emausoleiira" 
at the hottum. 

Likewise, the inscription on the tomb ropresenled by Plate XXVII 
fopposite page 070), bearii evidence of having Ijeea cuuipcaed with 
observance of the aaiue rules. It runs as followis; w Longevity region 
of Mr. \V^u from Ch^ing-nnn, and of Mra. Hwang, who Uv^ undur 
the Imperial Ming dynasty. Tliia stone was erected 
in the year ting-hai of the period Wan llh, 
on an auspicious moriung in this firat montli of 
the vernal season". 

Both these instances teach us tlint , during the 
Ming dynasty, it was customary to give a nuinitiil 
couple, when buried m the saiue grave, one 
ifrave stnne in cuiumim. This custom still exists 
at the pr^ent dny. On such n stone, the in- 
scnjition fur the wife forms a aeporate column 
of oharacteiB, invanubly placed to the right of

apeAldiig, Ibey are rare in Fulvkieu, profcasorH of Fung-shiii there 
finding it dilheiiJt t(» dUeover spote tlio geomuTitic ptupenflitiea of 
which agree with two diB'erent horoBcujieii> beeid^ they cQtertaiD 
aeriottv feore thul, when u grevo is opened to recelv'e u eecond ourpse, 
the maiKt) idteady Bettied thorcin may ho diaturbed, and the Fung* 
sbui »wounded" or »killed”. Still rarer, thdefore, lue graves in 
which a husband rest!) with his wife tiiid one or more oonoabim^. 

The itnporbtnce of the grave stone as an embodiment of the 
soul is openly avow'eiJ by tho Fung-ahui dootrinea. No less than 
tJie corpse, the prtnci]>al scut of the manes, ought that stono to 
he a focus in which the good celestial and terrestrial influences 
converse{ and from it, eonsoiiUBUtly, the geoinantio hearings are 
cliiedy token. If It ia ihimagie<l or broken, the Fung-shui itself is 
maimed , and doomed to tiiactbuty; for how cun a human soul pos¬ 
sibly display tiny endgy on behidf of Its ojh:<[iring, if tbc body which 
it inhubits be seriously Lmpsivred? Uonuu it is that, to destroy their 
grave stones, is the worst blow an enemy can iniliet on a family 
whose fortunes he desires to ruin (sec page 1039), On the other 
hand, likewise on nccount of their being inhabited by thesonl,such 
stones can Im made use of with great advoutago for the improve¬ 
ment of the Fung-sliui of gravea. The jirofessors , indml, frei^uently 
have recourse to them to rectify the influiODoes of the Five Ele- 
mimts or Planets. Should one or other element be insnfKciently 
represented in the coudguratioiu! surrounding a grave, they simply 
give the top of the stone the shape of that element, in luaiord- 
aiicu with tJm theory about forma, of whioh wo have spoken on 
page U50; or they moke it represent an element which, according 
to nndent philosophic specoktiou, Has the capacity of prtalucmgthe 
inL^ng one (see 067). And if, on the txmtraiy, a certain 
element prevails too much in the configimitions mnmnd, the stone 
is given the form of an element that deatroya it. Such iranafor- 
Illations of the grave Stone have a mighty effect, the chief working 
(Miwcr of the grave, via. the soul assimilated with the stone, 
being immediately alfectcd. Very often, also, the wall in which 
the stone is fiicd is given a planctiuy form, and two ulementa 
comhiuetl are thus set to work for the rectification of the Fung-shut 
uf the spot In counection with these gcomontio artificiis, the di- 
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menaiQiifi of grove stones aro geaemllv determuied to an inch, 
after a meet careful coloulation, fajr the professtire, 

Eulogutit Bkt^ophiea in Shne, btiried in thd Tombs. 

Grove inaoriptiona of <|uite another kind, but of no lesa importance 
than those tkscrilted aliovo, aro the so-called m<j chUming' 
(Am. bony »sepuldim1 biographies with inaciiptiona". 

They ore eogroved on loctangnlar slabs of smooth ahita stone of 
etjuid size, often tiiensuritig idiout thirty ocDtimctrea by twenty, 
and two eentimetrea thick, and consist of s chi nr »biography % 
that is to Ray, a Ruinniniy of the chief events in the life of the 
deceased, and a ming or ^Lnscripttnn’', which is a eulogy of his 
good qualities and excellence, in grondiltxjuent, flowery knguage, 
snoh as Chinese literati consider to be the height of elegance in 
style. The characters ore of the same type as that of the beat printed 
books, and daubed over with red paint, or gilded. A mo chi¬ 
ming generolJy covoro more than one slab, sometimes four, hvc, 
or even more; the inscription ia regularly continued from one akb 
to the next, covering both sides, so that, when planed upon each 
other in regular sequence, the slabs form an nnhonnd hook, in 
stone, of a few loaves. This resemblance to a lx>ok is by no meona 
aopidontalj it is mtcntiunul. Like the title-page of many good 
books, the first side of the first glut) liears the title of the biogra¬ 
phy, or the so-called »cover”*, in tall eharoeters of the oh wen 
writing *, which is sap[Mis»f to have been in vogue during the Chen 
dynasty and k knowledge of which k now cunsldered a proof of 
high literaiy attainments. 

The stone book is placed in the grove of the petsun whose life 
is described therein. As we have stated on pp. ICO ami Sid, it 
should, in theory, be conveyed thitlier in the funeral pEuvesaton 
by a special vehicle, and it is bulled between tho eofiin and 
tlic grove stone; in some cases, hoivever. it is pkteed at the head 
of the coffin, Before sending it to tho grove, tho rclarioua have 
a nmubcT of fhc-simlle copies made hum it un paper, in the fol¬ 
lowing wayjX — a wet sheet of white paper is kid out over 
the surface nf\the slabs, pressed down into the chometero with 
a soft dab of \wci linen, and rubbed over with black ink; 
after removal frmn thfe^tone, tlie sUmt heore tho charactero in 
white on a black ground. It is then folded up so oa to resemble 
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a thio Chinese book with AuiMo leaves, us may Ixj seen from 
Plate XXXV, which is the exact njpttaliietioti uf a Bj[rt!dmBn. 
Such tHc-similfs otl’ iiiadL* for distxtbution among relatives ntid 
friends, for the propagation of Uie faiuu of the doctsafied. Genertilly 
they are also sold in the IxKjk-slnips as uiodcLi of style and Itund- 
ffriting* being miicb sought after by stuilents and sobooll>oytt} 
indeed, aepulchml biugrapbies are always ixim posed by local scholars 
ui high repute I and written out by rcnownetl oiligrupliiats; utd 
the carving in the stone is likewise eninwted to the ablest hands 
to be foimd. 

'I'he employing of men of pmmiBent scholarsbip and 
reejuircs a oonsidurfiblo outlay in presents and piseuniary reitiii* 
neration. Hence only people of wealth and distinction are able to 
have sepulchral hiogmphita CQiu]aised. The jioor have to content 
themselvcsi with tiles or flat bricks, on which they write in ink a 
few dates of the events in the life of the deceased, (xrvmng tha 
tome with a coating of lmns])Hreiit vamiiih, to prevent tlmiii from 
being eflaced by the moisture from the grave. 

The great care bestowed by the Chinste on these necrologies 
in stone, indicatea their belief in their imprtjinee to the dead, 
la fiiot, the reputation of their ancotora is dear to all, and 
devotion deinamla that the living should eateblish the fume thereoi 
both in the realm of Daitli and in this world. Hence thoy phus m 
their tombs an indelible record of thoir ooinniendubk and gliirious 
I'eitB, nt the sume time blaring ubroad tlieir hirao by 
difiiri'hulion of copies on pajicr. By dius giving vent to their 6M 
feelings they also gr^tly iKtnedt thuiiistslviai, for the uacestora 
cannot do otherwififl than reword them ThcTcfor by showering 
down blesaiugji. These blosrings may be shared by the compos^ 
t)f the document and the caligraphist, who hove done iheu 
work so well. limjW), to direct tho attention of the dearl to thtiff 
persons, they tiike good care to place thm ruinies on the stone, with 
all theb officlul titles. their Ijotist and glory, either at tho hciid 
(if the >» biography", or at the end of the »inscription > This 
much to the reputation of the Eamily of the deceased, showing

The above tmnslatiotuj nhows that oven caram of little signi* 
fwanoo, or of no slgnifiamce at ail, muy be comraemoraUNl in atone 
ill Cliina, if the person ooniu-'roed fias held an oiiioLal pt^tion* and 
his fnnniy him money eooiigh to defray the costs. Consequently, a 
groat many m o e t i^m i n g are devoid of interest for fnreign atndenta; 
hut it can hardly U denied that some of them mny tw useful in 
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triwln^ out iioporlaiit umtiure of Ciiinoso society utid fhinily lUc. 
It would thufiBroro be very luttuJkctoty if huuo Siuologist would uia^e 
a cUuicti selection of such dtximoentennd edit them, after coroM 
sifting, with ccii-ruct imnslatians and explumtojy uuLos. 

Phteiug eulogistic biogniplueit, vugruved in stoue, in the gmvea 
of the dead is by no means a cusUim of modern times. The com¬ 
mon opinion in China, apparently weli founded and supportod by 
dociunentHry evidence, is tliut it rlutuit from tilgh untiqui^, being 
bused upon a usage, frequoatiy mentioned in the Clusaios, ol 
iimking eulogies to glorify ^o dead. 

Originally, Jiutuage ocoitia to havo been dune in this wise oi- 
diisivdy to office beurcre of ounsidemhle mnk. We rend, indeed, in 
the lA a (ell. it, I- 3B)j i> When tliu Ruler Chwnng of the king- 
4 dotu of Ln fought n Imttk ngainst die men of Sung at Shing- 
iflhiu, LUen Pen-fu drove, and Puh-kwoh was the man on liU 
» right The horse toot Mglit, the rope broke, and the Ruler fell 
» down. Hicn Pen-fn said: 'On no other day did tlic rapes breat; 
}»that such a dkastcr occurs to-diiy bi owing to my want of ixmntge’, 
It Rorthwith he wna killed (by the king?). When the groom was 
9 Imthing the hfjiise, a mndom arrow wos found fticking in the 
A* dash under the dank, on whbli the Ruler said: 'It was not his 
» Dtull', and he forthwith honourod him with a eulogy. The pnuitiro 
V of making eulugicfi for lower officials ilatea from this time^' 

This pnasage tcaohes ns tlint thu enstum in question was in vogue 
aa early as the seventh centiiiy l>afore our era; the battle of Shmg- 
khiu ^dng fought, according to the C&^m *, in (hSd B, C. 
Tliia is condrmed by tlic drcumstance tliai funemi etilugiea arei 
uH WB dhail seu un page 1124, mentioned more than onoe m the 
CAnt ft, which ancient constitution dates, according to the prevailing 
Chinese belief, from the thirteenth contuiy before our era. 

In all the works eumposed during the reign of the Chen dynasty, 
futicnd eulogies ore denoted by the character nowaday6 pro* 
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nuunMd i ui. liilto tliL'm IhK . or culDyiea prop^, an tbe present m o 
uhHuing, f'bey were compcitjedi of a few lituiH only; ami ttieLr 
coron]endiitc.ry eliHrncter apjianmlly consi&teit b that ihef expres- 
Bcd the prtjfouiuJ grief, felt by the survivons, because uf the tie- 
pirtuw of the defunct, They were, in feet. ahoH elegiaa eneoinmins, 
eulogistic diaith-dirgea. This may he seen from the lei^ umde on 
the death of Ctinfuclns: »On the ilfttlh of Klnmg-kliia, which 
» occurred in the fourth month, in summer, the Rukr (Ngai ofLu) 
I, eulogised Idni in the following words t ‘ Comptiaionate Uenven 
iJTouchsiifea me no ct>mfort and bos not left me that imKino old 
» luan to support and ehiehl mo, the One Man, while 1 am on 
Mthe throne, Quito dispiriterl do ! feel, and in great diatreas. Alasl 
-woe is me! Oh. Mer Nil there is no one now to guido my 
»conduct’" ' In the li ii (ah. 11, L 52} thia eulogy is givensoine- 
wkvt difTorenlly: »Heaven has not left roe that old man; ^

The homage, paid to the dead by such panegyrics, chiefly cou- 
eflatmg of of grief, it nwessanly fullows ihat tUttir vtiine 

for the dtaui kept regular pc« wHth the pKition of the intii who 
ourapitsctl them. [Icccaned man could, indeed, nut bo better 
Lononred than by ptofo;uid regret Ijcing openly exprassed, because 
of Ilia departure, by men of much higher muk. It is therefore 
mtnnd to itaid in the Li ii (eh. 27, 1. IS): mA man in a bw poai- 
»tion makes no eulogy for nnotlier in a higher, nor does a younger 
# man compose It for an older of hia family this is tlie rt e. 
»In the <aao of a Son of Heaven, Heuvon alone can be applied to 
-for his eulogy. It is oven against the iieremotuid institutions for 
»feudal Princisi to eulogiic each other * — it apjiortatniog to the 
Son tjf Heaven, the only man above them, to do so. Our raiderahiivc 
seen that, even to this day, this reaoript is followed in reapecl of the

cxclusivdj hj inandiiriDS unit grtulujitcs, It doea omir, in pint of 
fnctf that popte of humble puaitiou luiike them; but in sucli catsca 
the names iiud titjps uf otliccrs anil liteiati are, mth their uonsent, 
pnitled mi the Ktyim, tisifthe)' were really the oumpnserB and writers. 

It is quite natural that the funereal eulogies in ancient Clitriii should 
have played a part, whenever and wlierever it was dtwiued proper te 
du homage to the ileeeaaed^ us e, j?. when prayers were cbjuitad or 
recited at his burial, ond at tlie siicrificea presented to Ills soul on 
that uf^cnsion, In the ii wo rcadj »The Qreut Invoker makes sii 
^sortii of formukrim by which intercourse may hu kept up with 
»the beings uliove and below (f, e, of Heaven and Kartbj, witli 
V the near and remote ancestors, and the spiKts ukr offand dose by; 
>* the siitli sort cmiiprisea the funeral eulogiesThe Great Annalist 
ft recites the eulogy nt Groat Fimemls on the day when the corpse 
ji» is sent away”* — that is to suy, as the extracts ^ quoted on pp, 
IBl —155 from the f and tiuj Ai Jh, show, at the farewell 
saenfiee pr^^sented to llie deceuseil before sending hiro to his lost 
resting-place; — »and at the funeral of ti Fomlal lord or a Great 
jtoHicer, a Suit-Annalist delivers the iKHthumoiifl Damn and n^eites 
» the eulogy " The uuJygitia thus evidentij being allocutions formally 
recited, in tuouruful term»i at the moment when the dead were sent 
to the ti)mb, we may stylo them ^mourning addresses'^ ur ji»funoraI 
addresses*'. 

At In]|x:riid funetals daring the Han dynasty they also served this 
purpose. They were called at that time Hclegiuc liambuo slip” being, 
no doubt, scratched ur written on luimbuo, the usual writing matoi^ 
in tliode times. The Imperial remains being placed on the bier or 
hearse, thus we read in the Record of Rituals eontalncd in the Standard 
Hiatoiy' of the Han dynasty, slhe Qrmt Annalist, holding the elegiac 
«bamticiu slip on the palms of liis hands, pLauea himself behlnil 
!• the heane. The Gmiidmaster of the Sacrificos kneels down, m* 
claiming $ ''CumG forwjirdl’ The Emperor oli^s this order; the 
Commander of the Army reads off the bamboo slip, engraved 
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M with the pnathumouii luimt;, nmi [ihites il in li ims, wliwh 

jitbo Empemr inapectii, and whinh ia then put awnj in the unncstral 
»tumple. Now llie Great AnniilLst, currying like uli^tucalip in a baaket 
(*«f rnshe* on the pnltiis of his hiiutlB, injudni to the gtnve bill; the 
»OmiiJitnifiter of the !iacrlfices kiieelii down, and eiflauni: 'WaiJ! , 
j»imd the Minister for the State Ctjremonijil hjiving rejjoftted this 
Border, the fifteen musical imtrunientn atop, those present pur 
»forth their wailings, and the Grandmiuiter of Sacrifii^ea piirfuniiB 
»the aiicrifice of sending the decaiaed away. All ttnjse prfoninmccs 
Bare gone ilmtugh in iiccordrince with the riteaj and the orders to 
» wiiil and to stop wailing are likewise given with oliscnfaiicij of 
B the cerenioniol rnles" 

And on tlio same tlay, when the corUge of lietith had arrived at the 
ontmnee to tlic* orvpt, *tlie Great Invoker brought forward must, 
w and offared it [to the defunct) with observiuioe of the ritual rt'iscriptB,

*> funeral car. be pleiwcd to stand still'; and thaGrwd Annnlist reiuis 
»the elegiac slip from the south shio of the llier, turning hiniscU 
tn the north, during which cenemuny those in chiirge of the 
" obset^uies stiind arrayed behind hinii Having thus hiuieiitcd the 
» dead, be howls. Now the Gnindmaster of the Siicrifieea kneeU 
B duwn, {ntclntming: 'Wuill* — the Minister for the State Gere- 
»tiiun'iid repeuG this order, and ail thisse present obey it in ncoopd- 
» ance with the cuaUtmaiy rituals, Tlicn kneeling down, the Minister 
B of the RovHsnuea says; ‘I roLjUflst Your Alajesty to descend fruni 
»Tuiiif sotil’p ujKm which (lie mnitary officials of ibfl Eastenj Park 
“ take the eofiia down from the bttsT. Tho same Miiiiatcr having 
?* cickiinod, in a kneeling attitude; 'Please to dtacsud into the 
»cjyptfivery one c^scorts the military otEcials with the bier into 
* the crypt, the Minislei' of the Reveaues and the Great Annalist 
'• cortying respactively the slip with the posthuiuous luniic and the 
*one with the elegy” ^ — to dopoait tliera in the gmve for ever.

As was the cuss in timeB more remote, when, ua the libove 
cxixucts from the Chen li tweit ns, Ainenil eulogies were awar<lisl to

nwujiled to the highest nohilil^, »In the soctmd year of the poricit! 
MCliung yuen fUS U. C,)**, thua il ia stated, wtlie ]i!m[}eror 
»(Kiiig) onhtineti thiit, on the demise of mi Imparud Prince of the 
» highest rank, or on that of an Imperiul Prince of lower ra nk , 
» recently invested with a fief uDd dejiarted ulremly to his princi* 
»* pality, the IVIinistt;r for the State Cerernuiiial ahuulrl offer to the 
I* Throne the tiuiuhou ah'p, mscribed rtspectjvcly with the [Kiathum- 
I? OHS'name anil the eulogy; further, on the dcmisfi of some 
» other Imperial Prinoe of lower rank, or of the highest Minister * 
»of II I'rintiC of the highest rank. If ho had reHigncd his functions 
wnot long before, the Minister cheigod with tlio enturtaiiiraont of 
» Imp^rriid guests sliuuld offer to iho Emperor the Hlip with the 
"posthumous nmuo nnd that with the eutugy"'. 

Thot funeral enlogics, mourning oiidresses, elegiac paiiegyriea, 
eulogistic elegies, or whatever our rcadera iiiuy like to call the 
let, played an important jiiirt among the [kojiIc during the Han 
rlynasty, is vlearly suggestetl by the foct that the histories of the 
time moke mention of some men of letters who comjjosed a great 
tnaiiy of them. Of one 8u Shun \ who lived in the first and smind 
century' of our era, we are told that *»hia poetic drstiuhitions, 
aeulogin and degiac writings and DuscalJanh^ formed together 
"sixteen seolions. Among tlie mnny men of lotton who lived at 
»that time in Samfu (see page 434), one Ts'ao Chung of Fu* 
» fudg, also named Poh-ehi, poesessed talent and sdaoLarly attorn- 
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Kiociits, niJfi cuuijioscd a disquiaititin on eiilogifis, in four uection*” 
And of Ouing Shing* it is utaUxl thut fhia pwitic eulo^es tiod 
Iftgdfltorv 6pignipii» fur fitune tubluta tAJUiprisad aiitj siictiona" 

Nor did the lei fall into disuw: in subatsfjucdt tiges. It ia fwsordccl, 
for instiUice, of one Kliib Ch‘iio ^ who IsTwl in tbe fourth cnutuTy, 
font » on the itny of ilia ilotnisn, men of nil rnnks nnd conditiona f;niaptid

.waildl, nod atnniptid hia foot without jregtird to [UimlierB, and du'd

In books of liter timia, efogioa commonly uppeni under the name 
of ffBacriJkml writings’* \ i. e. otferturiesi ndilriitesed to the dead 
daring the celebration of the fiineml. That thia term, in point of 
fuel, nlTHwiy denoted an ehigy during the Liang dyn^y, ia proved 
by the folfowing oAtmot; aWhon Sii Ifoi diini while bolding the 
^ office of prefoct of Tsui-ngiin, Ida corpse wiis sent htick to the

147 ntiJ 225 . .fust liku the lei of the iiuubits, 
Ihiiy Ijoir the two-fold cbnmotef of elegy Jind eulogy, nnil urn recited 
at tliu luiiemi- mnl the fdot tliiit they arc thereupon burned (ace 
jip. 149 iitiil 23 ( 1 ) also cunnoebi them with the leL Indeed, these 
hitter were, iliiritq^ the Hun dyniisty, [daced in the grave (see pngea 
1125 and 1131 ), and, os vre have demonatrated on pp, 711 
the ancient custom ot burying artinlea with the dead gtaduallv 
gave place in later times to oSciing them up to the miuiea by con"- 
verting them into flames and flinnkc. 

Also the songs which, as we have suggested on page 169, were 
chanted in annent China hy the ga^ed drawers of tliu heunie, 
were, according to the opinion psf native scholars, tKithing clso 
but elegiac eulogies, and. as such, most closely allied to the Ibj. 
Ihe Record of ftites uf the tJan dynasty* states that, during the 
reign of this House, there were in the funeral oorti^eofiiu Einpeix>r 
no less than threo hundred fio-csdled wiin nr wear JrawBra". in 
sis rows of fifty each, who dragged the cumbcraoiue hearsn by 
riiiuns of six thick ropes of white silk, thirty c tiling long. All 
these men, and ahai Lhc utfiniidf (ictttuii|ianying theui, luid gngs 
in fJieir uioiitlis to reduce their ehiiDting to a luouutunom hutu^ 
besides, there were six files of ten singing men, ami taicli file wn* 
preceded by eight military otKcens, airtyiug clappers. In the thini 
mifuiy, while the Tsiti dynasty occupiod tliu throne, it wiis, as we 
have shown on page tSS by <i long extnud froni the Otflcuil Hisfory 
of that epoch, allied into que^stion hy high tarrvanta o|' the Sliitc, 
whether such singing at the hicr^m^a's should, on archGologic grounds, 
be allotted a pisex! among the ritual Ltistitutiona uf the Govcrnniont, 
and it was decided to maintaiii it. No douht it is to a greiU ex¬ 
tent owing to this hu|)eri)iJ decision that it luis kept iu pki» in 
the inslitutitjus of later dynu^tica.

It has been seen on page 1136 Unit, at Impeniil humls durmg 
the Uun dynasty, the elegiac eulogy, inscrilHd on iwimhoo, was 
depoaitod in the crypt. Liu Chao*, who lived .limng the laang 
dynasty, informs m in the commcntaiy he wrote to the Ifooks of 
die foitor Han Dvnasty. that »under the reign fif the Houee of 
■ Tain, there was'found at tho foot of mount Song-kao a slip of 
* bamboo, insoribed with two eolumns of frog-ahnped chanmtere. 
wThey passed horn hand to hand in that toble^land and bayoud 
Mt. people showing them to each othen but noliody c.'ould under- 
-stand them, until Chang 11 wa. Superintendent Works, con- 
» suited the foamed Bcholai Shuh Cheh. who deokrwl he bad to do 
» with tho slip that had been placed in the Hion-taioh Knumeum 
-of the Em[fflrQT Ming (who died in A. U, 7fi). On further in- 
-yealigalion tlib was found to lai correct in point of foot . 

It was also during tho Hon dynasty, that there lived a muu 
who, as recorded in the Standard Histories, had an engra veil stone 
put into his grave, which strongly calls to mind the prese^ mo 
cbi-ming.

remote times. But, even though botli those raytliu denote those inucrip-

Sung cfvnuHtyt bitl died at an early in A. 1>. 45S, wtho Kra- 
npercfr^ iMiing vviy mueL ufflieted at liu loss, liitti««ir hiijlIis u euu 
»< ihi'iiiiug for hun"^ In the noxt ct?ritury they were evldunlly 
uaed oil iiii oxtEiDsive tnile, being nteiitifined ecverrd times in tlie 
hUUiiiaa uf that e]>ocb. So, for instauco, on the death of tbo magnate

given by this pltilusoplicr &n to what thoeo biogmphies ought to 
contain, aie interosthig, as they ahnw thnt for many agea, daring 
which Ilia work has Iteen the oommon vndomecum of the nation, 
they were coni^iosGd in much the same way as iit the [iiesent day. 
»Two slaba sball be used. The one, forming the 'covar', shall Ijear 
wtim inscriptinn: '(itnve of Mr. Sthund-So, who Uve<i under this 
Ivor that dynaaty, and wns invested with such-and-such an office';

» men. On the other slab, wbich fortus the ' hnttotahis official 
a dignity shall be engraved , with his family nanje, his pt'otonal 
»name that may not be pronounced, his oognonicn, bis dupart- 
ument and dhttiict, the name and office of his father, the aumame 
wand hottuiury title of hia mother; further the year, month and 
w day of his birth; the nfficioi posts he bos successively been tnia»- 
wfoneJ to; the yetir, month and day of his demise; the village 
» or ward where the buriul takes place; his ago; the name of hln 
w wife and that of her father; further the offices hold by his sons, 
»aad the offices imd names of tho tnen with whom Ills ilaughters 
i»ace married. Oa the day uf the IntertnEmt, the iUBcribetl sidee 
»or the two shiba must bu placed upon each nther, and the 
»slabs be fastened together with hindings of iron Thus they shall 
» be placed in the fore-port of the gruve-pit, at only three or fear 
wfeet from the surface uf the soil; for if the undtilatioiiG of 
ff the ground should afterwards have assumed other aspects, tha 
grave may ho disturbed by miatuka, in which case thesa

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Tlin Ming tiynasty enaeUsU reecripts ataurefy differing &oui the 
abQVCi.

Knowing now that the oulogb biographies, pbiced iu the toiitbs 
of the dead, liave been evolved from a stwr^ institution of the 
ancients; knowing also that they lirive been ti mutter of concern 
to the State fur over a ihoasantl years, rescripts relative to tbeir 
use having been laid down in the oodioes of rites of four of the 
great dynasties that have ruled the Hiopire sinee the aoventh cen* 
tury — wo mar iu; sure the present Chinese, too, consider them of the 
higliost iiiqiorLanco in tbo disposal of thcii dead, It k remarknble 
that none of tlii3«c four dynasties has allotted to such bJograpliics a 
eulogisbe chorncter; inde^, tlieir otikial rescripts designate them

Never- 
tJielcaft, HS ive have seen, the wbolo uiition has always miule the stone 
biogniphitB serve the pur[) 0 <i« of iMinegyrking the dead; but this k 
prokihly to be attrilmted to the eunnivance of the Government. 

Cliineae authors have prciscrved in their writings many sepiilebml 
hi ograpliJL'ji of bvgooB ugea. Some uJ these doeUnnmts tint! trutn the 
hand of Cliu Hi . the idol of Tmaiom aoholam, and tharefore luokixl 
upon with speoial adminition. 8oriie of earlier date also have found 
llinir way into the Ixxjka; hut it is doutitfid whether they are all cor- 
irectly repreaetitcd ns having been plaotid inaide the gniveai — many, 
rnleed, may have been exhibited ij[>on the lotnlaj, on large stone 
tfllileU, to u'hich we shall presently devote a few piges, None of 
tlm Bopalohnil htogTnphies of thuao earlier agcB, which we havooome 
licroiis in the books, consisted ol both a e li i and a tii i ng. But thuru 
exists utimistakuhlt! cvjdeiico tiiiit soiDfi of lliat kind wore eoniposed 
when Chu Hi Uvwl. I’or we nru told in the pt^ *, 

the fifth or la^t colloctiou of ii aeries ol miacelluniia puhlklied by 
Hung Mai», who lived from 1133 to UU3 contemporaneously witli 
Chu Hi, that in IIU? a atone eIjjIj was iliscoverqd in the ground, 
tmgmveil witlj a nutiee of the life of one Ts*bo Yin *, the son of w 
ociurt-offieiiil under the first Emperor of tlie T'ang dyniisiy, whiuh 
notice was foUowwl by a tuing, readingj »He lived in iifiwnlamai 
«» with the principles of Heaven, and ha dieil in lamformity with 
" tho SIU 1 IU} — ho having thus thoroughly identified himself wilb 
a those priuutples, why shall wu waste any wonls to mouniitully 
insdl iHUjk hifl aoul?” *. Thu truth of this tale is subject to 
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duubt^ quite u wjnUiiT dUcovery being recorded by tlin T'tjji t^Snse* • 
thouglj with u ohurigv of n&iuna niid date; but it ib evident 
Uiat it w'utiJd not ImvD occmroti to tiiie mind of lluug Mai to 
vrtito such n tale, untess sepulotnil biographies followed by a 
ojing did Bsiat in Ida time. 3tUl we roooUiJct, iw statHl nn [jage 
il-di, that an Eiujioror of the iilxth oentury U Kitid by the books 
of hiatoiy to have oompoaed for hk own son a chi foUowad by 
■1 m i n g. 

After idl* it can hatiily caenjMs the nadur’a notice that the tno 
chi-ming ore allied to the grave stones. Indewl, they contain the 
name facts as these hit tor, though in a mote oloborarto finmj »rnt 
with the addition of many particulars, In some parts of China the 
similitude k vnry obvious, lor instance in the province of Kiangai, 
in the regions around Po-yang lake. There we have soan many 
grave stouts of the same ahite stone of which the mo chi-ming 
^ made, anil displaying, in addition to the ordinary Inscriptioa, 
in stnaU-siscd cbnracterB, the dates of the birth and death of Uio 
defunct, and the chief partioulare concerning hia otfspring, hia age 
and the sitoatiun of his grave. Of course, these hiqgraplijcal grave 
stones, as we may call them, are of conaidomblo siae, so many 
chamctitrs being engraved on them. We havo seen many the tops 
of which wc coidd scarcely reach with our bauds.

We now come to a third category of sopulohral epigraphSi to 
wit, the so-called pel or pi*, roatanguhir slabs uf gnmite, dolo¬ 
mite, marble or other niittiraJ stone, high and broad, shmduig 
a^t, in an upright position, close by the tomba of actual or 
titular odive-bearerB and thotie of their wives, either exactly in the 
middle of the open ^und in front, or a little to the right or 
left. Thty display in big characters the numsi and dignities of the 
occupant of tile grave, or of the oucoptmts, if husband and wife 
arc buried together. 

If roismi for ao officer of one of the tlirt-t highest ranks, auoh 
a tablet Btands on iJie hook of a huge lortoise of stone (sc® Fig. S6), 
called »n tortoise pedestal*’ In all other eases it is ffxed in a so* 
called a square pedeUd " *, which is a monolith, the four aides of which

If 
r-used on the tnnihs uf ofBcem of the six lowest ranks, they have 
niufeiy a so'called around head"', that is to suy, a crowning 
liurdei which is rounded at the top, In tiie omntiy firuiind Fekiug, 
where the tablets arc especially naniereas bcnuiise this dty teimuid 
of old with nobles and diguipiries of every oinss umi rank, such

Impcrinl Chenceiy tNoi-kcili) or the Hand in College, in case a 
pcMthunious n enifl bo conferred ujKUi the deceased by the Emperor*. 
We need hjinlly sny that Ihis honoar, joat ns all others lastowed 
either by the Son of Heaven, or bis chief dojjnrtmtsnls of central 
ndministrotion, is oonaldiTed by the whole nation to shiid n 
brilliant Unlit of glory urttund tho memory of the deceased nnd 
around hk Hiinily. 

Tbo poi and h i oh being getusmlly ruared in front nf the 
tombs, they often stand on the spot where the path leading to 
tlic ^vc hranclica off from llie nearest piibUo road. In the 
UUfl of Amoy and other jyarts nf the TsTien-cJicu depurtnient. 
the said pth is called b&jiff fo*, i^gmvo road'*, imd the tablet 
is also denoted by this word on account of its indlmting the 
place where the paths b( 4 iinf; and it is very common to see 
there this word carded in the stone, as n part of the epigmph. 
This for instance is the case with the kieb represented in Hate 
XXXVl (fftciiig imge 1141); its inscription readsj »Rtiad to the 
grave of Mr. Lin Kiiin-hwni, on wbum, after hb dtsnth, the 
Imperial Ts'ing dynasty (xinfcrrud the honorary title of Genersl 
of the Hwai-yuen region; and of Mrs. Wang iW-king, hnriw 
at his side, on whom the Imperial Ts'ing dynasty liestow 
during hot life, the female honorary titlo of the third ilr^nse . 
The words (slmperial IVing dynasty” are phiced on the crowning 
border. Tliis is owing to the consideretion, that respect requires toe

In aotno iniiiuolea on the Peking philns, the pei is sheltered 
unclernentli a pavilion. Bnt the right of liftving the tomlM tlnia 
decorated ia, as we shatl see on page 1176, n preri^tivoof Impcml 
Princea of the two highest ranks, granted them by tho written in- 
Btitiitions of the State. Consequently, ancli toblct-hous^ ate very rare 
in the provinces. Of the only specimen to Iw found in the environa 
of Amoy, Plate XXXVI1 h n pietnre, Jt k enrirely of granite. 
The style of honorary gates ia here repeated, as Jimy he seen at 
a glnnee from the picturaa we have given of thase tnonuiuonts 
in tha Second Volumn. The inscription on ihc tablet shows, that it 
was built for a married couple bearing no higlier tttla of honour 
Ulan tliflt of the fourth rank. Hence we moat infer that a liaaice 
to erect it was for some reason or other granted by special favour, 
or that pavilions of such small dimension and plain con struct ion 
once were, or still arc, connived at hy the powera that Ihj. Tire 
Ntructnn: henrs some inscriptions. On a tablet uphold by a dragon, 
placed underneath the bighwt roof, wc raad; »Glory conferred by 
Imperial favour’**, and on the lintel, under the lower roofj i*Ini- 
porial favuura he has received over and over again *.

The foot that, during tho Mitig dyrnuity, the pei and kieh were 
things of grent aolidtude, they bobg subject to minute otlickl mlea, 
Jcuds ns to believe, they were iti that cj^ich deemed to date fmin 
anclenl timcjs, und to deserre, on this ncctjuiit, a pbice ntuoi^ tlie 
inatitutioue of the State, side by side with whatever was of an~ 
dent origiii, Tliey are, in truth, as old aa the Han dytiasiy, and 
traced by CbincBe authors as fiir bock as the reign of the Uouih; 
of Cheu. 

In the Li JH (eh. 13, I. 34) we read:

It 
apirears from there two extrocts, that is was customary duriiig 
the Cbeu dynasty to lower princes and tiiagiuvtes into their greves 
by means of posts, culled pei, planted at the orlgc of the pit. In 
the BCtiund century of our luu, the lUinoiia Cbing Klkang-ch'iiig 
wrote: »The ‘great pel' were out out of targe trunks of trees, and 
vsliuped like the poi (tablets) of stone. They were iraplaated «t 
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ptlic tbur (»rutira uf the vnult^ via. in front and Iwhintl. A noteh 
» uijidc in thetn^ sorvi^l ni n the culHd-ropeH being stung

[t is from these wooden or stone jicets that Chinese authors un- 
animoUidy derive the origin of tho synonymous atone tahlcts. which 
uro reiErod nn tlic sepnichrea of nuhlenien niiil luiindarins down to 
this day. lii the SAii wtiii^ t&ee jiago itlj), a vucabiihuy nscribed 
to lAii Hi *, whu is supposed to have lived towards the end of the 
Hitn dynasty, we read: 

wPei Ctablcts^ nro things which begun to he erected in the 
h time of Vfiing Mftiig" — that ia to sny, at the opening of our 
era (see page 3M). >* Pulleys were uiuile to them, and the rop^ 
wslnng over the bame^ and in licit way the mffiu waa luwered.

It i* aluioiit superiiuou* to sfiy that the iiMcriptions an soch mo- 
DuiiiCDts wenj oIutHdy connected with the auuo nociejut let that 
gave liittlt to the atooe oulogtc licigrsi>hies buridl in the tombs, 
to whiuli we have idrttajlj devoted our attention. 

Jn the tirat ccjiturics of our era, the cxectmy of stone pei ud the 
gnives of tho great (d this earth scorns to have generuUy prevailed, 
being referral to vory often In tlie boohs of ibow timos. Apart 
from the aepiilcbro of Cliuu Puo, just mentioned, the W'liter Classic 
Coromentary st^ites in the passHgea tranHlatod l)y us on po^ 440, 
that there wore three snoh inonafnonts in the muiisalcum of Chaug 
Poh-ya. and n lito mimbcr in that ul Yin Kien Wui Shih, a giuudiM 
of whom wc have spoken on page S37, is stated »tti have sold hk 
» fields and hw dwelling m his finher'a d^th, in order to build 
» bim u bepukhre and to erect tliero a pei in his piaiacf and when 
»he fell sick himself and ditd in Ibo iieriud Ktun ning (A, D* 
» 166—171). Yuen Wei, Minialer of the State Cereronnial, set up 
ma pei to oomniend his vlriuea"*. According to an epUodo from 
the life uf the geomnneer Kwaii Loh, recoimteil by us on page 
lOOO, u pei inscribed with a beautiful eulogy stoml on the grave 
of Wu-khiu Kien, a miljtiity cummandcr of great repute in the 
thiitl century. And Liu Hieh*, a statesiuan who lived two centuiics 
later, declared explicitly in hi» writings still cilant: vSince the 
js Later Han dynasty, the poi and kich have made their ttpiwtiraiico 
j» in tiuiiibere like iiiito the clouds, anil are cut by gravers of 
» talent”*. Wc often read alau of tablete erectixi in palaces, tom plea, 
streets and public places of every kind: but they need not engage 
our attention at preaent. 

Also during the iMn dynasty the erection of honorific tablets 
upon graves held u prominent place mnung the funeral cuatoma of 
the natiuii. The Standard Histories of the time relate e. g, of Luh 
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Yiiu’, im olllt*!* in tiie fourlii utmtury, that, vwliereaB ije had only 
rriwo dati^htera luul lui hour, the iiineml ritea were perrumicd Tar 
)>liiui by hia tiisciplea and former auMtorus, whu buried lum in 
eT^’ingdmj rejiairiiig liis tumb, they eretJted a poi upon it, und 
* aaLTifieHil on the Bjiut in the fguraiiaiions”^. Of Hi Sbaoti digiiiLuy 
of high position , the sutne work atntes: » When Yueb, Princt) uf 
vTiing-hoi (flee page SdS) uinrchtsd through Yung ynug, after having 
jvretiueed the Uu-ch'rtiig region to aahjoetion, lie pa!^ his gnive, 
» wailed for him with n great dispbiy of grief, and croclod on it 
pei of carved stone”’- It fleamfi that the use of the word 
kith ns a name for eerbdti stone tnlilets dates from tho reign of 
the same fitmilj, the historical books of tliat time being the that 
in which the term occura in this sense. W© mad, for ©sample, that 
wlien Li Hiitg*, a literary man of great ronown, i» resided in tho 
V prefecture administerttd by IJu Hung, this dignitary, wishing 
»to nufio kieh to Chu-kob K'ung-mlng” and Yang Shuh-lsza 
»told him to prepare the inneriptlona for the satiie"** 

But the character kieh ia confliderably older,alder, perhatis, than 
the character pei, for it uccars already in the oTribute of Yu"*, 
u ©Btrtion of the S/ia relatiug tu tho eiotliL mythical founder of 
tlie Hm dyruisty. This documont, one of the oldest the ChineBe 
possess, mentions, under the namn of tCieh«»hih a mountain or 
hlU prolutbly located near tha mouth uf tho llwang-ho, which at 
that time emptied itijolf somewhere in the gutph of Poh-chihli", 
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Tliouj^^lv the real meaning of this geographical name may be entirely 
different from the Esignifiimtloii of the citaracters hy wluch It is 
dfluotwl, thtijie luttiT suggesit that it aiimnt a roek or bluff (sliih) 
bearing ii kieh that may hnvc been a post, oolomii or other 
objeet ID stone sen'ing aa a knit murk to imvigatorB. or soine^ 
thing else; and Chinoao authors do nut geom averse froin regtinling 
it LEi tbk sousej for the author of Iho S&aeoA w^n wrote: jaKieli 
i^uieans u atone ercotetl for some &jK3ckl purpose. At the Eastern 
there k a innimtain^ ealleil the Kieh-shili'' *, 

Sd Sh^tairngj an author mentionetl on [>jige Oil * who Hval during 
the Ming Jy nasty ^ says: » Unridg the Tain djTjasty and that of Snug p 
the si^puldmd pel began to be csUlnd 'pei of the Eoad uf the 
n Spirit', becauso tho geomam^en$ at liiat titne were wont toconflider 
»the east nnd south side of tombs as n raid used by the soul^

Creommrtie ivisdom being bi its apogee durmg tht? dynasty of 
Tam (see pp. lODt it mnnot cause any surprise ihiit the pro- 

fcasoig of Fnog^hui theii itidnded also tlin large aepulchnil tablets 
ftmoDg die factors on whkh they hnili up speotiliitions about 
the properties of graves* We read indeed in the faii^riiphy of 
K!wo!i Poh, Uie gtetii eoiyphneus among geomancers of nil ages; 
win that year, Yii Yih died, and Ping* hk son, told kwoh Poh

In the Books of tile Hjiri Dynristy m nientiun is nijide^ ao far 
Oil we ktioWj of my stepii token by the Govmiinant to regulate 
otKelidly the erection of sepulchral tahlfsta. But in the epoch iuime- 
diatelj following the downfiLll of that House p rescripts to this otfEMijt 
isoeui to have hoen eoneted, tunl midulained with a lirui Inuid^ 
Since the Hliu dynosty, the dead all over the EmpirB have 
jffbeen s™t to their gnives with ejtlmvogant prodigolity”, thus we 
nvid in the Hooks of the Sung Dyjumty, v Stone huUdings, atone 
animals^ culogio mbcnptiou^ curved in tnbleU^ and other luonu- 
» ments were niude for them on a large smle. licnoe, in the tenth 
»yHir uf the period Kien iigHn (A* D. 305)» the Emperor Wn 
wof the Wei dynasty (Wao IVao), inking into oonsiderutiou that 
the resourotw of the Empiro were being exhausted^ issued an 
border to tlie^ ofiect that it should no longer be allowed to bury 
the dead at great expense ^ and interdloted the erection iii 
It dtone tablets. Uadtr the reign of Kao-kwei-bitmg'kuog (of tJto 
j>sainc dynaskt)’), in the swoiiil /eur of the pciitxl Kuo lu (A. D- 
xp 257), tke GenomlU^uio Lun, Prioco of 'Pm-yuen, clieil, und Mi 
» elder brotlier I'&un CMiupojssil ttn eaauy for Uie glorilicatioii of Ms 
» vutacs , wuhitig to [oit on reoord tke finno be bed left butiiiiiL 
» But, apprebeiitliAg that tbe stiituto reguktiouH, onaoted Jbr Prlnoei, 
»did not authorise hiui to engrave an eulogic essnjr in stone, be 
x» ouDipMcd a simple desoriptsoa of tbe dead luan'i career, and bad 
>»it engraved somewbere on the northern side of the tomb. This 
V event suggests that the said prebibitiou respecting stoue tablets 
j» WHS at dial time sGiiously tntiinlained. 

»Aftervt nrds, h peritai of rclaxatlou set in. But under the Tsin 
a dynasty, the Emperor VVu issued the following decree, in the fourth 
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»yeiir of the i»erltitl Uien ning (A. l>. S7S): ''Fhoac stone 
anil those mark# of disliiictlon in the ahape of stone 
» tablets serve for untlcrhiind gloritiwition und to esalt froia of no 
veaseutb] merit; btaiides, they iite moni injurioiui to the people 
anything else bectmiio they Uupoverisb it; Lhorefotts they 
jf ahull he entirely forbitlden, (tod. those who pmiime Ui trani^Tuis 
vthis prohibition shiiU r«»ive orders to deincillsfi those things, 
» even in otise a pardon he gninted them . Under the reign 
wof Yuen, some officers reprted in the Hnst year of the period 
»T&i hlng (A. n, 310) timt a former GiVidry Coronmndor and 
j» Archivist, intending fo bury Ku Yniig, his ancient chH, whose 
B favours he hftd enjoyed, liml itskcd leave to erect a tablet to 
■ l.;>n mid a licence wan granted him by specinl Imfieriol edict 
» After this the prohibition in question gradually foil into disuse 
M Kg ain , iK] that Miniatera, Chief officara tmd otheia all erected such 
jit tuoiiumenfo of their own jiccord; and this lasted utitil the period 
»l hi (4JJ5—jm»), when the Minister Fci Snng-ohi, President of 
v»th© Board of flites, proposed that the prohibitioii should he ag^in 
»enacted. From Unit time it has mnained ro force to this ifoy '• 
In fact, on opaning this biography of P'et Sung-chi in the 
Stimdftrd Histories, we read: »Considering thut the ttien custom 
» of erecting hanorllio tablets witlicmt official utithorisation, rested on 
sa wrong principle, he presentwl a nuuiifost to the Throne, in 
Bwhich he expounded his views, giving it us his opinion that, 
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^wliocTor cJeaifcil to rtar such » ttililai, oviyht to niitiuitly inform 
»t}je Tlirona tbtirauf; which should tlico gnmt a UceDce, tifter 
»the Coimcxllors of the Court hnd given their ii]>proval. lit tins 
wUe, it wuuJd Ita possilda to cluvk Lhuso t;Qses of glariticutiou 
» which were liiiifwl on dtiuhlful groumk From that tiuiOj such ii 
vmoiujarc was everywhere enforced"*. Still after the UotiBD, imfler 
whidi F'ui Sung-chi lived, was de&tr(>yc<], tablets were not uilowed 
to bo frcettjd, even on the gmvta of luon of the highest mult, 
except with the Impenal sanction. It is stated, for cianipie, of Siu 
Prince of Ngan-ch*ing-kkatig seventh san of the father of the Em- 
perur Wu of the Lumg dyniistj, imti a man who bod held the highest 
dignities of the State: nllLn'heu Tan and others, his former aiib- 
j^nitems, requested the Fiiiperur's leave to erect a pei on his 
»gniFe, which refjueat was grunted bj Ttiiperial edict" And 
of Su Mien, the grandee iiitintiomHl on page HiT, a favourite of 
the same Son of Heaven and ilkcwiso invested with high dignities, 
wo read that, on a rcf^uest Ijcing presented to the same effect, 
»a decree was iasued liy the Throne, allowing the erection of a 
pei On his tonih" *, It is also rn^cunled that, ugam under the same 
limperor, vli. *in the sixth year of the period T^ien kieti (5117), 
»thu rescripts lieoring n[!Oii biiri[ii were offidnlly expounded in 
this sense, that neither stone images of men or cLdlmida, dot 
» pei, wei© to be erected on ordinaij groves, iiml that only pUkrs 
»>of stone might be placed thereon, as also a tablet bearing the 
» name of the defunct"*. 

The Sui dynasty was, so far os wo can make it oat by means of 
the books, the tirst to ;dluw the entire class of mandarins to erect 
tablets of stone upon their tombs. Its first monarch stipulated, in 
the same year in which he laigaii to reign, that »to his officers 
»>m the Melfopoiifl helongiog to the three highest ranks and buried 
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i*nt Bttven or nittre tdUe!I from ttio citj-walja, n pai \dt.li a hnrDless 
j^dnigon at, the top, rind a tortoise iia a podistiil, might be iireotofi , 
Tjbut it simuhl not riBe room IJjbii nine feel above the jicdostal. 
*Ty officats of the seventh lanlt up tto llie tliird), a tieli four 
afeot Uigli iiiight be nuse<l, with a top rasombling that ofnsccptm, 
It and with a fiqimre jicdeatnl; and far persoiiii who, though not li^reni 
» of oBiciul dignitica, hud obtained a reputation for perfi.'otion b 
it nii>deat sobttide, or for abipb and pure filial devotion and ^nse 
»af diitj, a |)envut to ereot n kieh might ho ashed of the Tlirane, 
»aiid could he grn tiled Iw it" ^ LI ere we have, I lielbve, the oldest 
printed reference to stone tablets with a tortoise as a pedestal and 
a hornless dragon on the croHroing border, and the ftmt jjassage 
also, m which saeb tablets are oflioially distingnisbed, by the mime 
of pei, from the kieh with u simple sqmipo pedestal. 

This distinetion lietwecn the two sorts Ims evidfintl),' been 
maintained ever since^ and both the pei and tieh constantly 
made b the same shape, and simihirly omaniEnted, tis at present. 
We read e. that in an instfhptinn whiuU Liu Yu-sb *, u poet 
who lived between the dates 772 and 842 , irrote for tho tablet of 
the grandee fli ChiJi this passage occurred: »TIiis crowning 
» hobur, adorned with a hurnleffl dragtin, imd this pedeetiL slitiped 
»like n tortoise, rooord tlu* mdauit glory of his virtnoB''Su Sb- 
teeng stales categorically, that »during the reign of the Tling 
dynasty tho kioh had a square pedestal and a ronnd hend, und 
> were erected for olheers of thu fifth rank and those of lower 
udi^roe"*j an<l finally wa read that the following distich was 
graven in the kitjh of one Vao Sui*, a gnindce of signilicanoe during 
the Yuen dynasty: »Square ta its padestnl, and sculptured its 
# crowning border j the place where tho kieli stnnda in the pavod 
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)»Hvefiu<v to tncnb slial! not Afxnj, C¥i^n wtion h tliousaiid tixcriflaea 
j»hnve< been offerefi to tbi'i aoiil"* Thnt tile Ming (Ijfmiflty -tbariilj 
diatingnishecl Llie two kitid^ fmui cneb atbflfj h uvinml by its 
ordinances reprodneed on |Tflge 114l>; nnd Uic ]irt?snnt roigning dy¬ 
nasty, which, lift wc liBVofitiitol, luaintameJ thoseordinimuee without 
ranking hardly nay uiotlilicatimi therein, the iiamo. 

Or*litiances of the same tendency having been enacted, by auc* 
censivc dyiuuitioa, aliuost from the veiy ikwo of the custom of 
fiTccting Buth tnblflbi, it ia evident enough that the nntion mid iti 
Llulcn have always regarded these monument as tibjects of the 
highest importance for the worship of the dead. Nowadays, the 
Government certainly does not regard them (Tom a less seriouB 
point of vle^v, eveo going so far ns to delmy, in the caw of 
certain noblw and public fiervnnts, the exponsca connected with 
their erection, apart from the allownncna which, os stated on [ifige 
llUl, it grants for the ocmstructiDn of Uieir gravcsi, »ln the second 
»yeai of the period Khang hi (100*1) it was stipulated thnt, to 
»the case of offictnU to whom a pOGthutnous natue was granted [by 
»the Kinperor), the UoHnl of Works shuiild depute an-olfirer to 
1 * erect the tablet. And in the foiirtceatb year of the same pnrtofl a

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Wo must now dmsct attention to the fiict, that a grniill number 
uf the-se eiipuliThriJ tnhlota nbo rontain nn account tif tin* life of tho 
decesaed, and for tlib reati^in an* closely atlicd with the mo chi- 
ming. This account jb raootly gravon on tho nsvorse of the atone. 
It aeeius that suoii biogniphicat tablets did nut come into vogue 
befoto the sixth contuiy, and that Llie pei and kieh, previously 
erected, only displayed the names ond titles, either with or without 
on etilojjy; for we have in the national hiatorics the following state?* 
inent coucemittg Pei Tazt^ydu Minister wIld died in A. D. ; 
V When he was buried, the Prince of Siaiig4ung made ii mo chi* 
vming fui^hitu, and placed it in his grave; besides, a scpul- 
pchml biogniphy tmo clii) woe erected by the Prince uf Shao*Iing 
on the path leading to the tomb. From tbis time dates the ctistoni 
If of placing biographies in such avenues" '. In eunneotion with 
this pRsage it may be remorhod that, in the early xflfmcnce# to the 
tablets, the epigraphs coirved thoreon arc often culled wing or 
lei, but never chi, find that the rescripts of the preaent dynasty, 
quoted on pp. 1147 off., explicitly decUtu that tho tublets shall only 
bear the names and otficuil dignities of the dianl to whom tli^ 
are elected. Hoiice it seems probable, that the scanty hit^rapbi® 
prcaen'cd in the books ns copies from sepulcbrul tablets of bygone 
ages, ora exceptions, and have appcaml cm the graves by specloi 
Imperial licence. 

The poi and kick the inscriptions on which are commeniorntivc 
of the celebrity of the dead, nre, from the very fiiat, often denoted 
in the bcxiks by the name tno pint)*, naepulchral marka of dis¬ 
tinctionWe rend, indtied, of Yen Tnh, a dignitaiy of whom 
we have spuken on page 030, who lived in the second ccntujT 

of our oni; wWlten he bud aTtived in the eountry the adminis- 

»tration of which was entrusted to him, he erected an eulogic 

w inscription (tning) as a mark of ilbtinctioii to the grave of

»might be made for office-bearoTs and non-official persona indis- 
criminntety p iiml were not, like the poi and kich, subject to 
^ reaoripts concerning grade and rank, feing erected on tlie Hoiid 
» of the Spirit, they were also called: ' marks of distinction on Spirit- 
w roads*'* * Another iianifl for anch tablets, likewise of tutbor friH^utat 
use in the books, is pei pinu^: vatone tablets serving hb marks 
of distinction 

In coDclusiun, we note that the stone tablets, nrectod on the 
tombs, are mentioned in the books of every period by two temii 
alluding to their origin, vb:. wgrent pei " and v marks of {bstinction 
in the shape of wooden posts'**. Both these terms are derived from 
the extmet of the fJ I'i, which wc have given on page 1162, Even 
the T*h9^ /r of the presant dymiaty denotes the tablets erected for 
the principal membors of tlie Imperial Family (seo page 1174) by 
the name of vgreat pel**.

Thus far our ilcscriptioa of to mbs and sopuJchml jiarka Itas uot 
touched upon the sepulchres of the highest order in China, vis. 
the mausolea built for members of the Imjierjal House. A few

The Princes of Imjffiriiii linenge ara divided iuto twdve classes, 
tlie titles of which oru givon on page 453 of this work These 
cbisses ct)rrcs[K]iid with twelvt- gensnilioiis in the nmle line ot 
descent. Their uiHiiaolca are spreiid over the vast pblns nround the 
Metropolis, and. over tlie hliLi wliicb hound those plajos to the west 
and north. Some htb altunte clsewJiorc in the Mniplre, but not in 
BOy great nmnhers, os the general custom of mnveying the dead 
linci: to the place where their ancestors lived and their cradle etooiI, 
is observt'd with epedal strictness in res poet to the mo in ben of the 
Imperial Family. 

Anicitig those maiisolea, the largest and grandest are, of course, 
those of IiniHirial sons, Princes of the dnit nr IngliEBt rank, entitled 
Ts'in wnng’, » Priiietas or Kings of the ncuresit Geiiemtiun, nr 
of the nearest fikiod*'. They cover rniniy acres of ground. A vast 
quadrilateral plot of about two our^ in sixe, sorraiinded on the 
four Gtdes by a thick, solid wall, forms the main pari, the ao-callcd 
ten yuan * or grave enolosurEr'*. The wall, called wei ts*^iang^ 
^malosing wall", is, in totiny ciisos, over four motnis high. It con¬ 
sists of hard greyish bricks of cottsidtuable Mta. Over its whole 
length it U covered with a narrow spriD-rcof with glased tUea of a 
hcantifiil green colour, glistening and glaring in tho rays of the sun. 
An idea of the slinpe of such wnll-roDfs ts oonveyed by PlntcXLVI, 
facing page 12IT, where the tvuder can see them to the right and 
left of the gate. As is the cose with the roofs of large temples 
and palaces generally, a layer of tiles or a ridge of limcstoiu: 
runs over the top, end on both &\adea the eaves rest on thick 
wall-platr^ of white limestone or painted wood. The tiles are of 
couj;^ porcaltuD, very srdid and pondorons, tind of the sauie 
kind and make na the tiles which mvor many huildinga within 
the vast Itaperinl Altor-gniiinds in the suburbs of the MetrapoUs 
end iimny temples likewtiie connected witli the State religion, 
lociitefl within its walla. They are slightly curvwl, anil orrangofl 
in rows, the intervals bclwean wliinh are covered with reversed 
semi'tnbntor tiles, so that the roof looks like a Itle of parallel 
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tu(H^ stretched betv^peii the ridjje anti ilia eRVi<a. Tlic loweriiiniit 
tile in eveiy row ends in u mntuled bonier j Hdnrned witb hii« 4 iy 
ortiuoieiitHl ligiircH, these hordora together forinuig a b(!autifiil 
BtadJojtMi etige aluiig the caves, Tiie reailer will better utidentatul 
sutih tiling work, If be glunce at the rtxif nf the MierihdHl rurniute 
represented in Plate XXXJX , oppOiiite pHge 1170, the ilibipidated 
(Hindi tiun of which showa the conatructiuii with speuuil uleBmess. 

Actxau Uj the incliMnrc is gained thrungh a broiid nufed gate. 
»iI!(h 1 tji men ♦; :»great gate, or main gtitc", exactlv iti tlic niiddb! 
of the side which, cither uetunlly or in tlieoiy, faces the South. It 
U of the same type or the chief eutmticc to large mansions and 
pulilic edifices, it stands on a tuised rcotangnhir aubstruntunt of 
tliielt ainbe of tnurbla or dolomito of (Hinaidenible length, whiob 
greatly aids in bringing out lU stately uppcnrmice. Itoth in frunl 
and at the Iwck, this styluliatc has alcpa for nacent, prolcctcd Home* 
tiinea by elaborately wrouglit baluatmdea of limestone or miirbla. 
The gale has three opmitiga, ebisod by folding-duors of wood, and diHH>- 
rated with pmiiit uf many ooluurs. The high spon-ruof is aupported 
by wooden pillars, and covered with green glazed tiles, aimiloT 
to tliuse which adorn the walls uf the eticloeiuro. The caves, which 
project cnnsidembly, rest on each side of the gate ii|>un a bing tow 
of supports (see Mg. 38), each of which is a slTUcUira nf wooden 
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brackets or cantilevcra, piled cijorn tuiothcr in the following manner: <— 
a bracket resting crosswise on the woll-plate and pmjtH^ting from iti 
carritss some other bmekets, placed erosswiae over the brat , one near 
to its end and the others more backward; over these hmokets three 
others are placed crosswise, jutting out further than the lint, and 
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again suppfirt hrackijte longfir than tlie sfajond anti UliRWiBo 
bstcnecl at right angltx over them, one lying near to the entlj 
nnti so on, till the eavia uns R'ni;hi!iil. increthKd bnindrii im the 
tii|j biiug tliiifi givraj for tin* sLip[t<irt of the roof This cmniili- 
cated titnhor cnijitmotion is the most omnmonta! portion of the 
nx«f; it is piiinteil In rod and other gamly oiluum, and the enils 
of tlie hmekets iipb ndonuNl \rith hiindiuime carvings. It prodaces 
a ttiiissive utid lit the sune tirao eh^ganl effect, and foriiis a 
markcit feature of ClitncBe nroliitectarc all uvur tin; Empire, all 
Unildings with nny protensinos to beauty iieing adorned with aunh 
II peeulior fneze 

Passing through the gate, the visitor dtids himself immtHlintcly 
in the tMug" or cniiii-yiirtl. nn the oppusite side ttf which he 
pereeives tm insulatt'il udiW, cnlled the hiniig Pang* or hiang 
tien *; the »saoriliciuI ImiH" (Consult Pig. Hit]. A road paved with 
slabs of marhie or stone runs in u straight line from the gate to 
that temple. Over ii small iirokL-d bridge of marble, with handsome 
Imliistnules, it leads across a Fnng-sliiii tank lined with rectangular 
blocks of stone, which k situatcLt in the middle of the oourL Two 
liondtke mnnsters in stone, aipuittcil down on pedestals, walcb 
over this bridge on either side, their jnws being tumod towards 
the gate, os if to drive away all spirits ihat might attempt to 
approach the Unupla or the tiiiiiuli with mkehiovDos intent. Pines, 
cyprcascs and other trees are pliinted on the right and left of the 
coart-yrm), and enhance the inipressivc aspect of this aliodo of ileiith. 

The Icmplo k of wood, and recPingular in fomi. lu fore¬ 
front, which fjtcea the court-yard, k ransidenibly longer than its 
nifle walk, in soma cases almost twice ns long, and contains the 
main entrance mtoetijr in the middle, ivhich k straight opposite 
tho bridge. Wlmn scfin in front, tiic toiuplo beam o great re>^m- 
bknee Uj the i»grait gate*', being built in quite the same style, 
and likewke standing on a rectangular platform of stone with an 
asi^nt of steps in front ami nt the baoki sometimes it h just os 
liroiid os the gate, in other Cdse# it k considorahly brundsr The 
gh^en-tiied nxif, supjiortcd by wmwJcn pitliua arrayed within the 
building, and by wooden pdaster^i set within the walls, liiWetv nut 
Goosidnrubly above tlio gate. On evffry sido , the eaves rest on a 
linicket cnnatnictTon pnickely resembling that of the gate. On en¬ 
tering^ through the uiaia iloor, the visitor htccs on nJtar which bears 
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the wul tulilets uf On; j»i*t>otii Imrictl in the gpuiinHs, These tulilete 
arc nmangerl in tile aamo order iis the Lumiiti. An uhJurij; tahK Mtantiing 
in front uf the altar, hears n mt of sumrihciul implcinenta, vi*. nn 
tneenee Imnicr^ flanked hj two t^dle aiipportcia imd two flower 

vases. TLoib in hnnlly any 
lumiUini worth nientionhig 
in the hall. 

The coiift-j'urd la hound' 
wl, lieliiiiil the temple, hy 
H gate, ^instructed jn^t 
in the midtUe of n roofiisl 
tmusversol wall running to 
the right and lelt aa for ua 
the one w biob surrounds 
the whole area. ThU struct¬ 
ure it culleil ]iIt'll hwn 
men', vgute with glnxcd 
omuroents’', Ijocausc of tlio 
blue tUos that cover the 
roof, and the vnriegated 
flgnrcs In gliiml porcelain 
with whidi, in tome cnees, 
certiiin porta uftta WDllanro 
iricruated. Mnstly, however, 
it hna a much plainer uapeet 
ttinn the main goto, having 
only une o^wning, just in 
the middle; generally also 
it is not raUied on u platform or termco, only n brood ledge uf 
stone slabs running along tlie frantispicoe and the roar wall, 

A [tatfa, paved with slulis of atone, leads thruiigl) this gate to the 
liindinost part of the mausoleum, in the book ground iif wliich we 
poroeivo the tumiilua of the magnate, flanked by those of his consort 
and pitncipul deacendonts. This poi't of the enclosure wo need not 
nnw describe, as it oorrespunda to the analogous part of the grave 
p^ks of nobles and mandarins, of whieli a description hoa been 
given on page lOflS, Sepuicbtal trera grow luxuriantly to the right 
and loft. The wall at the^buck of the tumuli is gimorally st^rhtly 
curved. 
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Tablet House of the Maueoloura of an Imptiriiil Frinco. 
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Now oar itejiii, to tiiko n view of tht; ndjiictot p&rlii 

outBiito the wiillj our nlUintion ffi nttnictecl to a et|naro, |ifivi lion¬ 
like Imililiag:, nused Btniiglit in float of tile main gute. It in the 
pci t ing * or »tublut-iMivilion'’, Injilt nn a low tcimoe of liriuk or 
solid BtonCf that has an osoent of a few steps on all sides. The 
rsd-plasterud brink walls, ulmut i>ix itictres tong^ have each an 
arched on trance just in the middle, without but sometimes 

closed bj a wo4id(ai railing; in many tiiblet-hountai these entnineeii 
are furaietl by a tviiiplc of wooden pilhim, plooed mn either side 
like duur-|HHts, and sening tit tlie same time as supports Lr the 
roof (see PI. XXX VIH). The walls luive a inasism! btise of bigskliaof 
liniestoiie, and bear on tho d)p carved plates of Jim estoiiB, on which the 
rajf rests. Thi* latter is gcnemlly itouble.nijd the eaves projeut Ixiidly 
on all sidiai. In it llie priiiciiKd attmctioii of the huilding is concun- 
tmtetl; indeed, the blue, glazcfl tiha ocmtrust charmingly with the 
double woiKlen nrehitmve, elegantly oniauienttid with ambcsi|ues in 
paint of vnriegHted culomaj and with the briglit r<al of tlut super¬ 
incumbent hnickut friiiTO, 'rhe marblo tiiblut is visible thtough hU 
the four entnmeca, being plaocd exactly in the centre of the build¬ 
ing. It is a iiirga monolith, inscribed with a few ehaiticter!» that 
state ih« iitiiiie and title of the magnate linried in tho immsokuin, 
us, for instontu}; jtfMien Illcn, Huniior Prince of Shut and Hwm, 
of the nmnast Ijupirial kiu'" *. Tlie tortoise, on tho buck ol whicb 
the toblct stands, is likewUc cut out of one single pietsunflimi-stuiMj, 
and of laigf! dimendons. We have seen such stone monsters nicsi* 
nriiig fully four tiictrts from sniiut to UiiL 

The grounils, in the midst of which tlic tiihlet-housc djaphiya its 
glistering roofs, constitote n vast foro-yanl, planted on nilsidea with 
stately evergreens. This yard nhuts in front upon an artificial tank 
or moat, built uf stone bluets, and pusaabk* hy luotma of a stone 
bridge whieii lies exactly in the satno line with the tablet-housi!, 
the n tflin gate, and the temple. A couple of lions, sijuattad oij 
their hams, flank this britigo. In seme insUuices, the fore-yard ia 
Aumiunded by n low wull of simple eotutructinn. A large tract,cltul 
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with cypresses, pities triid oaks, thu estflUftion of whioli in not limited 
by any dyntuttic tftws or rescripts, enclofitiii tin* nmiisoluuiii on all sides. 

TJifi royal funcrul jiurkii of cvergroeus, (imidst which bright, 
grtea-gliowd roofc chiiriuitigly spiirklo in the rays uf the snxi, ilo 
not always answer in oviiry respect to the above Bkctcb. The 
tahlebbouBfl, for miatnpb, ufteii stnads inside the main gate, and 
is botuetiiiies ndurned with ologimtly carved hiiluslradtis, extending 
along the borduTS of the platform and the foar ftlglita of steps. In 
the eiourt-yo.nl between the tmiin gate iind the temple nioy Ixr 
seen, "moreover. two pLtin, one-atoried buildings ot wood, oiic on 
either aide, the meannesa of which, when tDiitrHBted with the gnte 
and thn temple, proves that they were not strictly erected for the 
glory i)f tile niaaiai. They aerve fur the acconunodatiim of tba kins¬ 
folk when they visit this place to worship tmd BJicriliL'c, and are 
styled, itispcctively, fan fang's »cating*rHioni”, and ch^ii, fang*: 
»apart I j lent to take ten in". 

In the name lioiirt-yanl stands, in muny ensca, on the left of 
the temple, a Twjtangidar liao In’, i ir. in an indmirutioQ I'unidoe ”, 
inteiiilcil far the burning of silk slnifa ami [^nper muck muney which 
are ^irtacntial hi the temple on sjicrifietal duysj these articles am 
lliTOwn into it through an arched opening in the liont. Tlie solid 
stone buflement and the wnlla of this btructure arc, either jKirlly or 
entiiely, incrosted with briekAHod plates iif glared |>orculain, dbpluyiiig 
bossy figures of sunclty oolours, among whieh green prc{Huiddmtea. 
The roof resoniblas that of the temple and the main gate, hting 
coverul with Liloa of the same form, (julmir and dimensions, and 
even the hinckel coustructiun being rniMated in porcelain. An iidegujitn 
idea of sucli fEirnocca may be obtained by tko naider from Piute 
XXXDC, thuuglj they arc by nn moans always so large otid beau* 
tiful, Tbe maximum height averages between three and four metrisa. 

Some uiuiiaolea of Princes have n couple of stone pillars in frunt. 
But at no ouo have wo seen any men or nninulls m stone, the 
bridge liotii* excepted. The cLty Imte of the wnnlers are in the 
outer grounds, nem a small door oontrived in the wall, which thtg" 
are nut easily persiiiuhul tu open to foreign tounsts. Tluj mnin gate 
alwap remains clnsetl, excejit ivlieu the fiimily visits the plncc to 
worship and tu siimfii^, 

At first sight it wouUl appeur that these gorgeous sepulchres of 
tnijierial Princes of the naarcst kin differ foi^ cof/c fruiu the gnives 
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in the SoutJi, descrilji^d in tic tirat section of this chnpter, A little 
flllmtion, liowoVRj:, sii(1ic!» to cimvinw mb tliul jUBt llie uutitmry 
is tile OASCp both categoritis Imng iuid out on the plsu of Int^e 
Duuisiouitf [Mikces imd templcfl. Out renHcTS mn^ tiasily jiscermin 
thiB by perusing what is writtuii on pp. 10S3 A coiii[jtm*>n 
sliows that, hut for the tuwuli nud the tahlet^houao, n Prince’s 
dAUsoleuin rcsouibles a moLUsIou or A temple nlinust to perfection, 
inasmuch as the li^ieriKciAi IiilII ourrespunds ^ both In locdtiun imd 
dcifinntinn, to the uhkr building of a dwelling-house or of an 
ancestral tetnple, such a building being likewise furnished with 
on ultiiT And soul tablets. 

Iking now neipiainted with the msusolen of the highest Imperial 
nobility of the present day, the rcHder will Is? much Iwtter able 
to unduistiind the ancient native descriptions of some mnusolea of 
gnuidcca of tho Dim dyiiAHty, of which we have given iransUtiona 
□a pp. 445 Tiuletid, these desoriptiiiijs show that those ancient 
huriiihjihioQB must have reseTtiblcd the present mausoloa in nlmcAt 
every e^ntkl point. Consequently, Chinese monarchs; in building 
graves for the mom lairs of tlieir family liave not greatly swerved 
from tho fnilh tmeed out by tboir ancestors; and if any novaltifs 
have been introduced, they only alicct matters of secondary irn- 
portance. According to tlio aiimc iloscriptiotis , Uie orectioii of temples 
on the graves of high grandees was in vogue at the Iregtnning of 
our era. But tlmt tlieir origiu must be sought for in predJhristian 
times I baa Ireeii stated already on page 

'File imitiBoleit of Princes of tower mnk arc genorally not so large 
and beautiful as those of Princes of the first rank. Tbe Govem- 
meut has, indeed, onuctod a slidlug'Scule fur tbeir diuiensions and 
odominent, Thusa of Primiea of the four lownat degrees have no 
temple and, in many cases, no walls, being in wmsequcnce bardly- 
distinguishable from those of nobles and mandarins between which 
they lie STiittcrcrl about, su that a regular transition from tbe one 
category to the other U tiaceiible. They itre by no rmaiDJj all kept 
in cqiinlly gcaal iirid coustiint repair. VVe have seen many, tho tomplo, 
gate mid walk of which were but heaps of desolate ruins, overgrown 
with wctiiia am} entirely btre of trees. 

A piirt of tho dynastic ordinances touching the naavuioleit of !m- 
periivl PriaetB and Princeuaca was given ia a fnbidar form on page 453 
of ihia work. VVa give Ibcm now in timir ijntircty, arrungisig them 
again in a table, to afford an easy surveyi 
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of tlie nign of Shi Tsuthn Brat Eni|ffiror of tliw liyjiiiflt)', tlint 
it to JMiy, in I (J-1-t, The TV/ iwiti /ien * and the Rules and 

Regnbtions of the Ifoitrd of Riles*, preacriim tliut the gate i^ihaJl 
be ttjvojred witit green glazed tiles" * id iho enao of Prinoes of the 
lirat or !Uu»nJ dugreu, »iid with ordinal^' tubular tiles' fur the 
lower nutk^; further, that the itiaiis$ol«i of Prineea of the eleventh 
or twelfth or^ler ahull have o wall of thirty ehudg. All the above 
n!9i.Ti|)ts, except tlitae iitfei^ting the tea-room and the eftling-rooui, 
are also to be fuiuul in the Ta IViug ttaif /i*, and almost oil of 
them, oemir in a i^Supplementiiry Revised Rilitiou of the Ta 
htaui A'tf/r*'*, published in ISIS. 

Sovereigns who, we have stated on page 1101, have the graves 
of their hlinistem lunl ofiioeri built at their tipense, may reasonably 
he r:xp«^:tefL to chnrgu tliotii selves with the coats of the mausnlea of 
tliulr own kindred too.

Bpociai matisohm Ibr Princesses uiuat be rare, it being, as our 
tenders know, an olil lalnbliiihed custom to bury women by the 
side of ibeir buslimula. It iniist further be tiuleil, tliat not every 
sou and daughter of an Eiiipexcir tepusu in H inuimoletim liuiU in 
accordance w’iib the genond statutory rnlea. Occusionally, speeml 
urdinaJiot^ have been Ustuid for their aepulclires tiy the Throuo, 
fixing the dimeusions uf the temple, Ujc gutca, llie furnace and 
the apartments for the ivardera, and regulating some other points 
cm which the atatutoiy mlea are silent. The length of the Hvdl 
uf the enclosure was in nwirly all these Biaxial caste# fixed Wow 
the sitandanl maximutn length of u hundred chung; hut n 
length of 130 cliung was prvsorihod fur the wall of the mau- 
eoleum in which Twau liwui ^ bejr*ap(iflreDt of Kao Tsung, was

Aprtrt from those of the T^Mog tiymAly, now' m the ttmjne. 
which, m being the dweUing^plaafti of Imp4?riRl ancebton^ on the 
lu&istance and favnurB of whom the weal and iv-Ofi oi the Crown 
and the Rii^iLm ilepnd, aJfo» of iioLiT^ i kB|it in good repair 
with pious solicitude, only those of the nf Ming, wliich was 

dethroned by that of TsHng in 1644* ram h«ir a description^ being 
still in aucli a eonditiiin m lanibles m to obtain an atleqtiate idt^ 
of their uriginal .shape and mtigniSconce. All those of earlier tJiins 
have either been swept out of lixisUmcei or reduced tn a mere 
flhtulow of what they onoy were, only some parts of them being 
ptchrcl lip by the present Government « m oonformanoe with the 
example sot by proviuus ilyoiuities^ The bare Diet that only ihoac 
Ming Eoiubs hove outlived time so well, fully ODtitles them to an 
dabomte ciesctiptkm in this work. 

But still"'' they eh^iiu deseription for other neHMons^ The greatest 
conservati^?!! in matters of religion, ceremonkii iind rites haring 
dominatcii the Chioubo race through all ages, we are justlSed In 
onr belkf that those 5 ypulehr^^s wore built on tbo same plan which 
had been tmnsinitUid to one anotlier by sura^essive dynasties aa a 
heirlooizt from the iincientis, ro that they hold up before our eyes 
a elciir image of the Irnpcrml tombs of every ciioch, bogiUMng 
with thiit of Ts^n Hud llnu- Tbia fact, to which we have already 
ilmwn attention on pago 4^41» staitips them as monuments the 
historical and nruh^lugta values id which it is hardly possibles to 
overrate. The dynasty now migning having taken them an u proto-

Ilc^ides, seditions, or pdtiticnl oonsidemlions Ijuscd nn the 
Fu»g-shui theories, niny nt iiny monient enfjuil their douiolltioit, or, 
nt any rate, reduce tiiCTu ki such a oimditiun ns ^ihall for ever 
render it impossible to describe them jimperty. 

T'lii 7^11 \ the fuLtniJer of the Ming dynasty, w'lis buried w ith out 
the walls of Nanking, which city wju, iluritig hk reign, the rcsi' 
dence of the Court lunl the Metropolis uf the Kinpire. His msti- 
soliiiim cutmut be of uriy service (is u raodcl fur description, being 
entirely in ruins, except the avenue of atone figures, of which we 
huve given it abort mucuiiiU on page As such u model we 

must take the mitusoleiim of Gh*iag 'fsuthe third monarcli, 
who, having lamovud bis seat to Peking, was buTiml almost dot) 
north from this city, iti the dcp^trlment of Ch'^Kiig-p^iiigHis huruU 
plaro there became the centre of a vast fpimily cumetery, in which, 
in tbo course of mure than two centurtt^, twelve other Eiupeinrs, 
all direct ilesixndants frutu him In the nude line, wise (vinsigned 
to eternal rest id sepimte ceijotnphs, built in the niirnc style, hut 
in sTiialler dimensions and with less gorgeousnoss; bestdea, u much 
gniiitcr number of Eiupresues, Iitipi-rtal Concubines ami PrinctswerB 
interred there. 

Pur the second Bui^ieror of that dynas^, known in. hisloiy by the 
name of Ilwuino mausoleum has ever lawn built Ho wiw a 
grandson of TTai 'Psu, and the son of tho Heir Apjoirent I Wen* 
who died in *, six ycoxs before he could be called to the 
throne by his father’s death, Pour years after Ilwui liad ascended 
the throinn in olwdiemso to hb appointment by his grandfather, his 
fourth patcnml uncle, who was cnfooffctl with the principality of

sgave out to be the Emperor of the Kieti wnn period (/. r, 
M Hwui). Ch'^en Yitig» prefect of the department of S*e:-ngen, 
e apprised tho Court thereof; he was put to triiil, und tumocLottt to 
rt lu! one Yung Hing-^iiing from Kitin'cheu, a man over ninety years 
to old. lie was sent to jail for further exumination, and died m 
to the fourth iiinnth of tliat ycur.

olives; may ho saiine out and see whether he recogiiixea me?’ \Vu 
i» liang feignisl not to know that such things liad happened. Report 
w was turidc of what liiid ootno to puss, whoimupou there aime an

Wliulcver niay have huen the final fate of Hwiit, there c.'cistod reasons 
enough for Gh'ing T^u anrf liis successors to deprive him for good 
of the honour of hoing buried in an Jmperiid tnAuanleum. Fmt of 
all, filial piety and the bws of nncostur-wniihip never prescribed 
that an onde shnuki buiy his nephew with the same honours as 
cveiyono has to bestow upon his own father. Ami suhseqncut 
Emperors never regarded Hwiii us a lawful heir to the throtte, 
da their stubhom refusal, mentioned nbovo, to gnmt titles of 
nobility to his descendants, proves. In this respect Ch*ing Tsu had 
set the example, even going so far iia to disavow the name of 
Kien won*, which Hwi,ji had adopted to designate his idgn. 
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VV*? ruud itideeti, that idriaidy in tim monlli ofttjr that ia whicli 
bfl hnd dothront^d this unibt-tuniite tnonotch^ nhe dturrcod that tbu 
j(i> ciurreot yeiir shoidd bu chronicled na the thiFtj->tifth of tlio period

la the fourth year of his reign [1400) Ch'ing Tsu took the first 
steps for the totnoval of the Cuitrt to iVking, the captuU ot bis 
former princi[jalJty, # delegating sonio of hia high m a rn Lai in B to S'aS- 
.(.chVen, BukwHng, Kiangsi, Chehktiing and Shansi j then? to ooUect 
timbtir for the construetiou of paltices in that oity’**. And when, 
three yeaia afterwards, in the thinl month, the transfer laid heoniiie 
H lout by hie own arrival in Peking *, one of the very ftrat mat¬ 
ter he attended to already in tiic fifth month of that year, was 
» to mcoaiirc out a placer for his mausoluum in the Yellow Clay 
•.UilLi in the dUtncl of Ch^uig-iilng, and to bestow upon thoae 
# hills the name of T'fL'ii-^haa Shrm:' Hills of IrapiTial Longevliy*"*. 
Bo was prompted to enoh spml by the oircuniafiinco that bis ounaort 
Jen tIhiL)*, the mother of the Heir Apparent, hiul departed this life 
in 1407 • and was still unburiod, she having to be placed in his own 
tomb, in occordauee with ancient Iiiipuriat insige. sFour years after- 
swords the mauiKdeiim was hiiished, and they buried the Empresa 
s in it"*, one month after tlie arrival of her encof&ned remains from 

Ukitj^rr or tliit DynikiLy^ th. J. 1 . 
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Nnnkin^ She was nttordingly the liral peisumiga biiriiJtJ bi Ihe 
Cb'tttig-p^ng Cemctety. Nearly rt doicn yean were Ut elapse before 
lier baahandfi corpse and manes joinud her thoe. 

It [Hthily flliarecterizes the bmindkss Bvrey Fung-shiii exeniiscs 
over Ihfl Chinese nation, that even IhU ImpemI biirw! gnmnd 
was aelectod under the guidance of geomnniic experts. Yeli Shing*, 
nn atillKir nnd atiitesman of eitraordmarj' mental abilities, who 
lived from J41it to 1474, n-latsi in nno of hw worts: Wang 
»HiBn, a iifttivc of Ning*yang (u department of Ycn-oheu *. in the 
# province of Shantung), made acquaintance in bis youth with aa 
X* extraordinary indivklual, wUuw niHiialant he bcoatiiB and who,

-oSices, ami oven attnineii to the digaity of profeut of the 
-department of Shuii-t*ien (in which Peking lies)' 
l^iao Hung *, another diatinguiahed scholar and olficiai, who

"Ordered Wang T'ung, a nublcmnn of the thinl rank liir niditaTj 
n virtiiB, to Buperintcud the workmen \ nnil cunfiured an otlleial 
j» dignity on Lino Kiun-kbing" *. 

Our renders might readily be tampterl to lielinve that the mountain 
iHDgo WHS thus dubbed by ChHng Tsu with the object of incrcBiiing, 
by the power of the name, its capneity to Iwstfjw, through the graves 
til be laid out at; its foot, longevity upon his line of descend tints 
nnd to thus perpetuate the dynnaty. But his inteutioudul not. extend 
so Ihr. wTlie name Mounts of Imperial Longevity", says Su Uioh-mu *, 
dates from Ch‘iug Tau. When he sojourned in that locality, be hold 
" a tlriuking^buut; and as tins day happened to he hia hirthday, so tliat 
wall hill ministers ollered hitii their good wbhea for the prolongatiun 
wof bis life, those mounts were thus unmed by him. The flotion, cur- 
» ront nowadays , that that appellatiou was given to those hills beoause 
* they were to aerve fur the burin! of Imperial eoipses, ta atroiieous" L

As stilted on pitge 1177, the inausoltia of the Ming dynosly own 
their preserviitlan exdusUoly to the cure of the now reigning 
House of IVing, It has, since the conquest of the EinpiiB, in¬ 
cluded them among the numerous aepuklirus of Rulers, states¬ 
men, BOgca and other paragoiw of the nation, which it miaed to 
the rank of objocla of attention for the SUtc, respect forbidding 
their lieing left u prey to ruin and oblitemtJon The von- first fim- 
perur, Shi already nn bis sccisilon to tin* throne in Ifl W 

»ordained that an Inspector and miiusuletiiii-fAitnlieii ahnutd be 
j« appointed for the twelve tombs of the Ming dynasty in the Gh'ang- 
>* p'ing department, and that an end should there be made uf 
»the gallicring of fuel and the imsturing of cfittlc’* Three years 
Inter he issued another edict» stating therein Ihut, on hts visit 
to the tumiis, he had noticed that the edifices and wuUs were in a 
dcpbrahle state of dihpidution and great hnvue had been mwleumung 
the trees; for which reason ho ordered the Hoard of Works to uiidcr- 
bvke their thornngh repair, and that the gathuiing of wtxid should 
for ever be forbidden, that the number of families for the gmidiDg 
of those momimonta should he increaflod, and that the magistral^ 
nf Ch aiig-ji'^ing should carefully see to their Iwiiig kept in n preper 
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conditian \ 'rhf) Siia^ iiMit ouatRim u dt^irrec of the aamc cuntetitii 
and wording, piibliahal in the sixteenth yiair of Shi Tsiia reign*. 

Shing Tbu tfia ant ESajperur, in the fourteoiub jenr of his 
tei^ (1075) ordered the Board of Rites, by speciaj edict, not In i>e 
retail^ in Imving the mausolaa anefidly * looked after. That his 
8Dceee»or, Shi Tsong, tikewiiie took tJieir jmriiervution aeriouslj to 
heart, the reader uiiiy Bfic froni the doareo isueil by hire in 1720, 
of whicti we have given the irnastiitiun elaewhcrc (soe p»go 0it2). EiUcts 
in puraiiit of ttie saree ohjeat were [mitnulgntetl in 17SU unci 1737 
by Kao 'Psireg*; and sucscceding Empetora, down to thin day, have 
followed the example, 

Perhapa the ipttatitm riaea on the lips of our retiderst Wore not 
such reeiisurea for the preservation of those sepuluhreii vary dan- 
gonjuB to the dynasty that took there, as, indeed geomancy tesehes 
lliat groves create and promote the fortunes of the desotredants of 
those who lie burietl therein? IHd not that dynasty entertain a fear 
that they might endanger its throne by causing ohsoure descendants 
of the former Uonse to foment rebellions, and that seditious 
uttemjits at re-establishing the Ming family might be crowned with 
ultimate anccess by the powerful help iil' tliicse tombs? 

The answer is, that the Munchu core|ueroEH could not but teeJ 
convinced that the Fung-shui nf ihiaia sepulchres was incurably 
luaiuMKl, any, hilled fur ever, by the destruction nf u consideruhle 
number of buUduigs and trees within tlicir precincts. Besides, tile 
very dethronement of the Ming dynasty had proved to them either 
that the geoman tie opemtion of its chief cereetary was entirely 
gone, or, at any mto, tliat no spuitnol power of aignificance issued 
theielrore anymorD. It was, no doubt, because of these ccresidera- 
tioDs that in 1399 , during a Icmpomry stay in Nniikiiig, Shlng 
Tsu did not re&nin from ordering the duscendaota of the extinct 
family to bo traced, that ho might appoint one of them as chief 
sactificer at its tomlis and invest him with an otbchd dignity *. 
In 172^ he endowed the man elccl, a certain Chu Cbi'lion’, with

Before the fleliiiuneineiit of the dynnsty the Biiiperura of which 
lie huritnl 1 herein, the Mvn;^ tombs in Ok'ang'p'iag undoubtedly 
formed tnie of tho hugest ond most gorgeoiifi royo) coiueteiies eirer 
laid out by the hand of nmii. They yieUi the |jb1iii to the Egyptinu 
pjmuilds in point of bulk, but oorlaitily not in that of style ond 
gmndeur. The acvtirul puUtitil buildings . erected within their prm 
eineU, nre highly inbereating for our knowledge of the aruluteetund 
attammeuts of tliu Chinese more than five buudnid yeura iigp. No 
wonder that they have formed one of the great attractions for - 

travellen iiud glulie-trotten of every iml.ioujdity, ever since Eurupeon 
eunnon and diploraocy made the comitry genemlly aecusaihle. For- 
oigu tourisU uiostly visit them on their exaitraion to the (Sreat ^ 

Wall where it ia nuirt^t to Peking and easiHil to leaeh, via. at the 
Nan-khao Pass, the tombii being bitnato unly a few miles north* 
coat of the southern extremity of this defile. Having there paased 
the night in the village of Nan-khau *, the visitor umy reach 
them iu a few hitoJfa, Hiul put lip for the nest night at Ch'hng- 
p'ing, a suudl woUed town duje smith of the cemetery, tormuig 
the capital of the dejwrtuiont ui the same on me which eiubmces 
within its oonhnes tlie whole vnlley funlaiiiing tlto tombs. 

Those .Ming tombs linving so often been visited , they have atwi been 
often duscribod in books, periodjcols aud mugiaines. [futbrtunBtelyj 
tliiite dcficriptiona ore gencmlly the fruits of hasty visits, some even 
of no visits at all, aiirt, consequently, extrenioly defective, supers 
ficial and inaceiinito. None of them convey a clear and nceuratoidui 
of the appearance of the Cemetery niid its vnrioiisdetails, but merely | 

give, in a very few ptigea, a bure enuiiieratiori of some of the 
principal buildings and structures belonging to the Ch^ang ling, | 

the niausoleum of Ch'ing Tsu, tho uldcat and litrgest uf all. But,

Tli<i reasons why the aovereiipis of the M1 ji“ dynjysty fjHvc their 
luauttolea the iilwve names, ore unknown to U4, the nntjvo hunks 
consulted by lu cuntaining nu inforniuliun on thin heiid, Bt-noo wo 
do not venture iit an nLttL‘in[jt to render those namca into Kngtish. 
Tint only thing we cun usourtam w , that all of (.hem Imve boon boran 
by BUiidiy Itiiperial sepulchres of former dynastim, Perhaps we must 
i^cr from tins fact that the monarchs of the House of Ming, in 
fixiug niiiiifca for their iambs, were guidwl by the well^hnown Bpirit 
of imitatinn of lumestrnl nets, whinh hns olmructeriied the Cliineae 
nice in nrery etjoeh and utider oveiy dynasty. The fulluvring is a 
list of aynonymous mimsoim of older date, with the narnoB sub¬ 
joined of bOinc EuijicrorH who were hutitid therein.

On leBvbg t.hi* mnHiPcn gnUt of Clt'iUig*p‘ing city, an un[mv(Hl 
roftd, oxtrenioly muddy in nilnj weallmr, but covtsitid with Amt in 
llii‘ illy flttisou, tflkcB U5 over »» flat ojiiutry, gently risiug, the 
monutUDOUA, dreary aspect iif which is bruken by uothiug whatever 
that attractfl ntteutiim. The inqiiuitive eye inatiniitivebf turns tci 
the north ^ continuiiUy ex [meeting to desety the first stages of the 
Imperial Comototy: but the rising of the ground. though hardly 
discernible t iuteuitipts every pruspect on that aide. Our itupatiouce 
is not, however, put to a trial. In about half an hour the first 
mcmumciit on the road loading to the Cti'ang ling fjiacmates 
the cyo. U b a lutge, five-span ritworativu gatoway, standing out 
stately agdufit the blue sty, right in front of us, where the horbuti 
is Ijouuded by a tisa in the grouuil. 

This gate (see Pi. XL) b Butiiely of solid natural stone. It 
rffltH Upon iia square pillara, pliicod in a straight line and con¬ 
nected at the tops by lintels or architmyes resting on stone corljela 
that jut out from the flunk a of the |ji1lars, five passages or portals 
being thus furuicil of diiTereal height. The middlemost portal is the 
highest; those on the right and left of it arc just so mm:h lower as 
the thiefcnesa of the lintel, and the two outmost portals agnin are 
Uiwor than the latter in the same propurtion. Over each lintel is n 
frisae, over which b placed a Bocond lititul, Ijettring s roof. All those 
lintels, Hs also the tops of the pillare, are uniformiy sculpturml with 
lineal bflsao-relbvo figures; tile five frisMs. biting exclusively in ten tied 
far docoTtition, arc gtmven with seven B(|Utin' figures in bold mezKo* 
relievo, and give great prominent^! to the ornamontation of the 
monument. Every pillar, ovoiy lintel, every frit^ b a .nninolith. 
Each jjurtflJ b covered with a roof, the shajio of wliich, including 
the underlying bracket construction, answors to Uie description we 
have given on pp, Jlfifl of the rno& of uiiiUBDlcum Iniildings 
in genemh But, on closer inspection, wc bhr that each roof, apart 
from a ridge of stone placed over the top, is utjo monolithic 
mass of the same white, lunrhie-like stona ot which almuat the 
whole monumeni b composed. Elevation is given to «ich mof by 
another friozs, likewise enriched with niczsto-relicvo ornnmeiite of 
sculpture! find framed iti stone t nod os thcec; Iricacs ortt shorter than 
the width of the spans over whicli they sUind, room b loft by 
them for stuuller ronb with bracket construction to crown the 
pillars. 

The square pedestals of the pillars are very attmetivo for the fine 
Ijoasy aoutpture willi which tliey are adorned. They ore the only 
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pftrta of tbo gtttc whkih »«) tiot of white, ranrhlc-tike Utncstodc; 
they era of a Hf»|>-bliie kind of stone, nicely polished, nnd very 
liard and duToble, the Bculptare bearing tin trace of ileoay or 
of tlm operation of the attnoapliere. They meuaure 15 decimetraa 
jn breadth , on nil eidea. Those supporting the two ootermoat 
pUhits are sculpt lined on each of the four faces with two liondlke 
animals, nitnping and playing with a ball; the four other pedestals 
display, OQ every faese, on Imperial Dragon, soaring in the midst of 
the uHUid embluiua accompanying tide divine distributor of frueti* 
fving ridns, namely chmila and stara. Each pedestal has a comica 
c^ved with figures that teprwenl a lotne flower and bfiaring, on either 
facade of the monunient, n quadrujjed coiichant on all fours, which 
factsa the central porlah Of thoa twelve nnlmols, thoee resting on 
the two innermofit prsleaUtk appear to represent unicorna; the othois 
are lion-like beasta with oollani around their tiecka, from wliidi 
hangs a globular instrument like a rnttle-bell. 

The two facades of the gate are eiactly ulike in shiipe and orna¬ 
mentation. as k, in Uet, the mae with honorary gates in general 
{see page 779). As tiiew is no inscription on the monument, it 
WEB hot, wc think, erected for the glorification of tha Impefhd 
oocnptinls of the inausolea; indeed, we have dHiuopstiatwi clscwbsfe 
(pp. 786—7S3), that the p'aidimg or p*ai-lctt often bear the 
cbanuiter of deourauvo rnonuincuts. Thtirc may, however, have 
formerly been some Ifiiulatory inscription painted over the eentr^ 
portal, on the highest fnoae, this latter being perfcotly smooth in 
the middle b 

Though the nrchitcctiirnl style of this quinquepartite giito « ^ot 
likely to suit our European taste, it never fads to make un impression 
on the visitor because of its sise and statcliiiesii. Its entire brngth 
is only e few inches under thirty-four uiotres, which conveys n snfii- 
cient idea of the bulk and weight uf the enormous bltxiks of 
it is composed. Its solidity is above iuspioion, Indceil, thoiJg^ 
it was erected in loW, during the reign of Shi Tsung it U 
perfectly intnrt; the block» aw not in the least worn out of joint,

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not have ihoj visibly fiiiffcTiMl frfraj fttmoaphericftl ijiflueuos. That 
the fini!, white tlolonntc ia not even browned by the weather, 
luggests that it has Iwjcn kept ilurit^ many egea mitlor h layer 
of point, stimfl faint tracefl of whtrh are etiU iliaceiiitltle in the 
omameDla] cioiilptiire. The bllor wiw probably decked ont in gaudy 
oolaura. this being (aeo j>uge 7&T) still nowadays the case with 
similar munumente at the entrance to BOitie JunieiiaJ Altara and 
government buildings in Peking. 

Tin; ground umlemeath the monntiient is carefully paved with 
large raclangulnr shibs of white Uuieatnne, funning a braud plot* 
forni with a fllBntin g a;^nt of btocka on btJth aides. The aciuore 
scalloped plinths of the pedestals of the [nlliirs rise a few inches 
above the level of the ptatforni, and ore Ibe tops of foundation' 
stones, sunk in the earth, no doubt, to a cunsidemble depth. 
Probably there bos been u time when the platfonu was laigor than 
it ia now, many slabs having, as people aver, been carried away 
from the inausulea under the now n^'iiing dynasty for the coo- 
structiou of sundry Imperial ediBeea in and about tiie Mdtropolifi. 

Beyond this monuuiental entrance to the outer avenue of the 
mauool^i, the pkiu slopes almost imperceptibly, so that the plat- 
form oi>mmnnds a wide prospect to the north, allowing us to catch 
w brat glimpse of the TiEn-shea Mounts, dimly portrayed ligainst 
llio horizon. The several umuBokum-parka along the fool of thk 
chain may lie kenned from here as sundry block spots U]ion a 
yellowish background of borren, treclfsa slof»es, 

li) Ilia Description of tho Mountains and Watera in Ch‘img*p'ing, 
Ku YaO'Wu states that v to the north of the gate there was a triple 
bridge of fitone" ». No vestjgva of lUb atmeture now reniiun, but 
tho gully still exists over which it was built. Having waded through 
it, an uinKivcd path, oither duaty or muddy according to the staTu 
of tliG weather, tak^ us thAHigh a flat cauntTy, well cultivated 
in sum tour, but olfbring n drcatyi desert-Uke asfox't during the 
dry winter season. Hardly a single tree now bieaka its mnaotonj; 
hut when Sun Kwnh-mi visited it, Ihero suxvi. says he, j^two 
»stately pines south of the bridge; Inwards the worth the eye 
»descried the flowing brook, and scvoml plnia and (yphwstti 
»planted tn six rows on citber side, so that the visitor, having 
^passed through the decorative gate, walked in the shade of pine 
* trees for more tbun three miles , until he reached thu Red 
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»(Jate”^ Ttia iMiiMmg ftini» lh« nnlrntit.'O [imptir to the (jetnatciy, 
und IB iiljoiit one kiJoiiJtitre diabint from tlifl dccorotiire gnto. It is n 
rectunguliiT struelure of massive nioaoniy, ihirty-seveu metres limg and 
eleven metres hriwd, piepeod hy ihrco arched , tunnel-like passages^ 
arid placed upon n plntfunn of large reututigular hloeks of limestone. 
The sptiri-riMjf is covered with yellow gk/ed tiles, ]u&( ss the gates 
and edifices within the Pulaec-gnmnds in Peking, and many Imperial 
buildings inside and outside this city. Stone aocketa or hinges, 
inserted in the UKutonry, indicate that each passage used to be 
closed inside, not for from the buck outlet, by muius of folding' 
doors, of which now no trace is left. The itcittral pnsaa^ is more 
apEunuus than those on the right and left, being five inetrea and 
three tentha in widtli. 

In o short sunnnaiy given in the Hiatoiy of the Ming Dytia&ty 
of tho fieverni pnrta of this Imperial Cemeteiy *, thU gate is railed 
Hung men’t j*TIie Rtd Gate”. Hy thia name it is abn denoted, 
both officially tinti popularly, ni the present moment. Ttia , in ket, 
covered on every aide with a coating of r«l plaster, and red 
is the colour predominating in the bracket constrnctlon that sop" 
ports the rave**. On either think, ii litw wall covered with yel- 
tow tiles is connected with thia gnte. These walls ore now only 
a lew metres in tongth; but they may once have cjttonded nmch 
farther , oTj mnybe, they had a prolongation In the shape of palis- 
vwlfis, the doaabk Red Gate svidDneing that the Cemcteiy was in- 
Acoesaihlc on this side. It may even he snp|ioscd that such feno* 
extendcri as hu' ns the hillocka that (lank tlm defile in the mwJst of 
which the Red Gate stands; but no vestiges testifying to the cor¬ 
rectness of this suggestion wore disucrnibte to the view. 

As the Etc*! Gate markt-vl tlic boundary id the sacred grounds, 
deference for the Imperial tunnra obliged all acn'iints of the Crown 
to dismount before entering it. To reinind them of tliis duty, twt* 
atone tablets stood in front of it, a few paces off, with this 
inscription: »Public functionaries and other persons, ilismotint 
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here” Th«H' tablets am stUl iu n perfect cQnditioa, but the 
preaenL dyausty lioa, perhapa, nstOTed theta from time to time. 
It Li a gcaetul custgpi Tot the Guvemment to pliica such inscnp- 
tions at templea and tiltaru dtdicoled to the wiireliip of Sbite 
divinities, a cuBtom apparently bused upon an nneicDt maxim , Lid 
down in the Lt iti (eh. 13, 1. 40) in these wonts: juTsz<?-lu (a 
» dificlpte of Confucius) siiid j *1 haTc iitMvnJ that, in passing by a 
wgravti, a mnn ehoald make bows, and in passing by a phiL'a 
»af soarilico, ho should difltnount" *. During the Ming dynasty it 
waa strictly furbiiJdun tti pass by or through the Red Cfete witli- 
out obeying the oommand eipnissod on tliu tablets, for »in tbo 
»twenty-sixth year of tbo periovl Hung wu (A. D. IdflJl) it 
jp was urdained, lliiit those passing by the uiausolea in carts or on 
T> horseback * os also the otiicers mid subjects cLarginl with tlin catre 
» of the luauBulea who might intend to enter the same, must alight 
it before within a hundred pu, and that tmni^ressiors of this tudi- 
snanee should f»a aentenccil for great vrrovnrence" *, Tho Taking 
dynasty has, with respect to its own Imperial tombs, the tanm liivr 
in its Codu in prccisoly tbo same wording, with tho addition that 
the punifthtnent ahull ^ one hundred bluws with the long stick h 

The scanning oye scartJcly discerns any human dweiliuga in these 
dreary, spam'ly poputattid plains. A few mean hut* nti the right 
and bsft of ilm rontl dorth of the lied Gate fonn the only 
hamlet visible, tw far as tho eye can roauh. Pwhap its inbabittmte 
are the deocrndiinte of tha families which wore onoo nppeinted by 
Imperial commitnd to live on the spot as gate-keepers and manso- 
leuin-warders, and who have aver si nee enrned their livollbotxt by 
tilling such parts of Ute adjiMient land, outside or inside the gate, 
os were siugliKl out for their sup^joTt. 

From the ulnwe-mention«l suninmry which the History of the 
Ming Dynasty gives of the structures contained in the Cometery, we 
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learn tliflt, on liehuif of it* visiturs »there was within Iho lied 
wGate a ahi-chili lien ur ' Hrill taniporarUy 1 fllte^eJ^ whiek wuf 
i»u i>bci! for their carts and hotsea, at the «ime tiuie sH-rting 
jsajt a convRniemce fur chEinguig dress"»On tai^ohing the Red 
#Gntc"* ssnjB Sun Kwuh-mi, »tkc visitor alights, iiniJ utj etiteriug 
»it ou ftwt, he has on his left a hnihiing for hruahing sway 
• the dust (frem the clotljes* of the visitor); it stands within 
»aii uuiiiured oticlcwtire, nnil eoiiaists of n two-atoritsd main hall 
» BU<1 several ttiMutmeiits containing ovar sixty pillars. It is here 
a Umt the Emperors who viait the auiusoltti change theii (Iresa. 
» H w a i trees are plimted on hoth aulca. 'riiere are alsu two liulli 
»with a hack clmmlier, surrountled by ii ael tif chambew cun* 
w taming more than five hundred coinpartnieiits iRnwiMra the pil. 
»hirB‘'k or none of lht*o odificcia doiH now a tmoo n-maini and 
we sarmiBe that they were effiiiafd already at Ike commencement 
of the reign of the present dynasty, as Ku Ycn-wu doea not 
□lention thcTn. 

fpjjg unpaved avenne now takes ils for about half a kUoiiietra 
over level ground, in the same stmlght direction, to a relnssal 
tablet-hoHse with a double, yellow-til«l root, resting on a woudeu 
brocket fritstf and jutting out wmsiderahly hoyond tlie walls 
(see PJ. XLl). In ISOO, on our last excundon to tJw! Cemetery, 
it hod suflkrod. much from wind and weather, and the timber was 
in an advaticml state of decay; tiiany rows of tilts were dbitocaUKl, 
and most of the orntimentol llgures rising alwvc the gable curnwre 
and tlio upper Rtone ridge had turn hied down,, The Imilding ia 
Kjuare, and measures twenty-six metres on uadi aide} its fuur 
facades we exactly sLuiikr. H stands on » low platform of white 
UmestuDu, tind has a massive boBcment of red-vriued tiiarblfl or tlolo- 
mite, which, wherever visible, that is to say, on the four fa(aJe9 
and in the tunnol-iite [Messages which run crusswiae tlireiigh the 
building, shows, like the pedestal of a erdumn, it plintk-like kise, 
a dio aJid a cornice. The wulU are of large-siwjd bricks and covered 
with red plaster, which ksis, however, in many places scaled o 
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witU age. They gently tiper upwardu, nuJ bnnr wall-plutea of lime- 
Btoue, upon which stuntJ roiincl woodei] luppurta for the roof, 
two in each and oiia in the oorneisi the tipace between 

those supports is filled up urith architmvea of pargeted brick.' 
work, pointed with linesi- figures in Torioiifl culour^. A siniilju 
oonatniction, phistered and painted in like manner^ supports tile 
upper roof. Proper^ spooking, the building consists of one solid 
miiBs of stone tind brick, pierced by two arched tunnels, four 
metres and eight tooths wide, which have their opeoingg in the 
middle of the four fa^iies and intersect at right aisles cjuictly 
in the centre, there forming a square sjjnce, os long and broad 
as llicy are wide. It is here that tlie tablet stnndji. It is placed 
npright in a socket upon the back of a oolu^l tortuiao, which 
looks towards the Red Gate and the length of which is only a 
couple of inches less than the width of the tunnels. Tnduding the 
grounds tone and tJm socket, this monster is shajied out of one 
single piece of fine white marble. The tablet is likewise u mo* 
nuhth of the same sort of stone, well polished, and probably not 
much under ten metros high; its crowning border is carrod with 
drogoDi. The princtpiil side, which thcea the South, is entirely 
covered with a giuvoa acuount of Ching Tsu's life and feats, 
tmdor the heading: Stone tablet erectetl at tlie Gh^'aug ling 
of tile Great hling dynasty in’iKjmtUBmumtIon of the divine fents 
and saga virtues (of the oocupant)" The final strophe reads: 
i»(^iefully drawn up in the first year of the period Hung hi, 
on the Uth. of the fourth month, by KocHiki, his huiuble' son 
and his successor in the lm{»rial dignity’'^ So this biography 
WM alreotly written n few months alter Ch^mg Tsu's death; 
but tho tablet waa not erectad in its plooe nntil 1435 , when 
hia successor had departed tliis life, »Iti the firat * ytsar of the 
period Sues teh”, says l£u Yen-wu, oin the ftnirth mouth,

jinilhlcss use was mode of the laliuur of the i>iiople“‘. Without 
plucing any trust in this pathetic vaunt of the generosity of those 
despots in re5|Krnt to the etatuto iuWur imposed ui>ctn thidr pcopUi, 
we liuim from this pajssiige. that even llnnr unlimited ccmuiiand 
of thfi bodies and lives of everybody under the sky oould not 
save them from a dearth of manim] labour in that sparsely popn- 
lated region. 

Undar tlio blooding: »Thirty elogkc rhymes tonching tk Mbig 
krtiiha"** the reverse of tho tiiWet dlsphiys u swies of poems 
whicbi according to on inscriptioti phte^ at the end, arc of 
recxnt date, vus,, the tiftietli year of the Khien lung period 
( 1785 ), Several of the tnaitsolca, if riot all, are thcniiti alluded to. 
We are inclined to believe these verses tci be by Kao isung a 
own hand, whose long and brilliant reign embraced that ep)ch; 
indeed, like his two pictU^eaMiM, Sbing 7 ’su and Shi Tsuugi lie 
waa B man of high attainments in the ^wietiD art, and protictiod 
large collections of verses and rhymes highly oBteemed by tlw 
literati. The presenw of those poems on Ch'ing Tau e gniive-tnblct 
i* ospeewUy worthy of notice, as it strongly chnnuJterhwie the spirit 
of reverencse entertained by the Emperors of the preeent reigning 
dynasty for the mnnes of the family ilcthioned by them- 

Tlie Ming dynasty b not the finit to tiffer an instance of grove- 
tablets oommemorative of ntbo divine feats and aage virtues of an 
em|)etur. We read in the llisioiy of the Liao Dynaaty, that a 
certain shitesman and scholar Li Qwan * lost the favour of hts 
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EKivcrt^i^'D and waii a-leguluil by him tn ti ninmit^Uiiy; hikI iiftiir 
hp had eiiJurwd there hardship and miBeiy lor auc ytHirs, i*it hap- 

ptiDod Lliiit the Emptimr wished to rako li tublnt in ivuitnemuni- 
»tbn uf the feats and virtues of 'Fiii Tauti^ (037—0411), and nnc 
» Kbo lliun nieiaoriolized the Throne, mtaliitg tlint none hut li 
M Ilwiin waa fompetent to hold the writing-brush for aitch a pur- 
» [lose. The Biujivror deuroid tliat thia proposal should he eauicutfid " V 
It is also recorded in tlio HUUiry of the Kin Dynasty tlmt Unn 
Fang a Iciimed Btatesiiian of liigb repute, iu the twelfth centuiy 
»comprj«etI the tnliltd coininemoxating the sage virtues and divine 
pfenU of Tai Tsu, and that this product of his Land was highly 
wcommended at the time"*. These two instance® almost warrant 
the aasumption that such peculiar tablets also ornamented the 
mausolea of other luiperiaJ families, and the more so, ns it k a fact 
sufficiently evidenced in the second section of the present chaptar, 
thiit cammemonitive tablets have ranked in Chiim among the 
luoat importatit sepulchral monumenti ever since the biginnlng of 
out era, 

As Chlng Tsii*s sopiilchral tablet bears an account of his feate 
and virtui»i, and thus embodica his Itiiperial Ufe and career, it 
tB no wonder that its erect era should have pt»|MJCtfnlly surrounded 
it with the emblems of the Imperiil dignity, that is to say, with 
images of the gtul of clouds and rains, who, by fructifying Helds 
and grounds, blesses ttiiinkinii with food and raiment in profiutoa. 
There stand, iudetHl, four insulated lofty oulumns in the prolonga¬ 
tion of the diagonals of the luhlot-houBe, at ei:|ual distances from its 
oorDera (see PI, XXdl), and the slioft uf each is sculptured with a 
gigantic dragon, coiling itself around it aa if cUmhiog the skies* 
These monuments, similar in shape Jtiid dinjcnsiotui, are octangular 
monoliths of white marble. Puriog the Ming dynasty they were 
officially known as king-f'ieo tihu*, scsslumns bearing the 
indeed, their height being considenihle, tbi^ appear to be holding 
the dome of heaven over the Imperial tablot-hoiUie. Cootomplating 
one of those more attentively, wc find tliat it bos a 
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broad octait^Ur podoHtid, ooiupuaed of » fjtinth itnd biuie, a die 
and a corpiue. Tho iippc^r border of t!ie plintli ned tbu lovfor 
border of tlie eoraice being ^^'erkeii uil iiroimd Into a luw of 
Icnves, the pedestal is evidently moulded u|]on the lotun-lhroite 
of the Buddhas, inJicuting Buddhist itifluemso in anchitectum. Its 
eight fii^adm are sculptured with aniall drugoas soaring In r,ho 
midst of clouds, nud clouds are also curved on the shaft, wherever 
it is not covered by tho driigon. The column is crowned by a 
capital wbich i ^ti^ists tif two horizontiil stoDo disks, of a diiimcter 
larger than that of the sbidt; utid wpu this capital is aujMjrposed 
u drsgon-like animiil, st[aatting on Its bind Icgif, Under the caipitBl 
we lu'lifild two flat pieces of stone, perfomtcil, and enrichcil with 
curved tigurea of stndgbt aud curved lints; they stand out to the 
right and left like u jiair of wings, tho hrofulest f.if which [Jtiinhs 
towunls the tablatdionse. They ropresent, wc think, the imogtimiy 
clouds produecd by the dragon on the shaft. 

The marble decorative gate, the Red tiato and the tablet-house 
exactly tcc Lbu same Bouthem direction, and the cimtrnl openings 
in. all these structures are placed pminsely in I lie same stji.ught line 
along which is traced thu avenue jicrtHW wliich they atond. The open¬ 
ings in the tablet-hooso not being destined to serve for paiaagta, 
the avenue forks out in trout of it and, running along tho two flank 
fafaidea, re-unites at the bfwk of the edifice, to form tliere wliiit tho 
niatoiy' of the Ming Dynasty designates by the nattie of Ts u ng 
ahen-tao\ ^tho Spirit's Road for the Mnusolea in CommOD . As 
we Inivo seen on page 1137, the author Sd Bhl-tseng atateo that 
the term »Spirits Rofid'* was already in use in the fourth cantoiy 
of our era; but it is to bo tmeed to a much older time. We read, 
namely, in the Books of the Barly Han Jlynasty that, when tho 
nobleman Ki Sin-chTng* itwaa found guilty of an offence 
»fifth year of the period Vnon sheu (113 B. C,5, the Miniatar 
jvTmng, Grand Master of SociifiDca, adjudged his Sphdt'a Biwd^^U) 
n be forfeited, and degraded him to the rank of an inferior official 
And of the fiituoua Minister Hwoh Kwting, of whuui oor readara have 
heard before (pp. 409 rey,)* hi recorded in tho same work, that 
his consort werretod a gate with three e*ita {on his grave), and there

Thu Hund uf thtr Spirit is uiie itt‘ tht: must iutemting reiturns 
ot the Ming Cemetaiy. x\t tho tnblot-hniisu the inquisitive visitcir 
perceives in the distnnoc two tong pamilci rows of figures ofnniinals 
and men, the hunliuoet of whioli nru 9U fnr otF tknt their fur tun 
lire hnrdty disccrmble by tile linked eye; a little lurther on u denil 
wall with three iqioningB {sw PL XLlll) closes this eurioufl alley, 
■pirst wo jinsa, iit throe liundrod and fifty puisaa from the tahlet* 
house, between two heingoniil columns of white stone, which flnnk 
the roiid; they tire porfoctly similar in shape and size, and ench is mised 
on a seXBDguIor pedestal ndorned with n cornico. The monolUhic 
fihid'U ta[M!r slightly upwards, and am crowned nith u stimmit, 
the profile of which iB represented by the iiimeKtnl figure. These 
Bumioits are, we think, intended to represent a 
fittinc; for, ns our renders know (see page lOSS), tho 
object of these gravc-coliunns is prolmhly no other 
tban to light the disembodied so^ along its path, 
and to intoDitJj' ils vitality.

Tlic History of the Ming l>yiiMty 
doc^s not Ejetitiorv il in ita HnumfUilion uf the BtruotnPtti in iLd 
avenue; but fram Ku Tten-wu wo It'ani lliul it positively ciiBted 
in Uis tiiijo, and that »ii wins then pnputody atylod Lunff-fung 
men: Drogaii-and-riienii Giitn” *. S|ieoinieii6 in the sntnr stylo 
and shape, either single or triple, nre a cuniman feature of dmosl 
all the Allar-giounfU of Peking coiineetod with the Keligion of the 
Slate, OB tluwe for the worship of lliinveu. liirth. the Sun, ttie 
Moou, the Gods of Land nnd tiniiii, otc. They pneralty stand 
to the four points of tiio eompnss, being parts of the single or douhk 
enclosnt^s immadiaUdy aiirrouniling llie Athir. 

Before the dfithroncment of the House of Ming, the Rotid uf ilia 
Spirit cannot have fiuted to make n deep impression on tho tuind 
tif visitors, it being then flanketl by stately uvcrgrceiifi, tjnitea forest 
of which covered also theciTCumjacentgrounda to their Inrl,lust limits. 
The tablet-huu&e with tlie fourottlumnsprobably stood in a vast, open 
square or yard in the midst of that park, offering a Gumfortable halting- 
place to the Sons of Heaven and the Magiialea <if the Empire when 
visiting Uic tomhsj indeed, Kn Ycn-wu wrote: i*There has been ii 
travel]ing-munsien on the east aido, hut it has now dlBappeaicd 
At present, of that vast foreat not a trace rirmnins, ami during the 
cold season there is luirdly anything for the eye to nal on in any 
direction, save Laud and sky, ami a ehain of barren hills in the dlstancei 
It is then blit one dreary extaasive plain, in which not a blade ot living 
grass is to be seen, But ia summer it is covered with an itiiiflt'asc 
expanse of food plants, such as wheat, liorkiy and tall millet, as also 
sorghum growing so higli that a horse and riiler is lost to sight in 
the midst of it, the plough doing its work every year quite up to 
the heels of the stone aniniab and men. 

The destruction nf those forests was diected already at an early 
date; tnde«l, Ku Y«u-wu wrote in the beginning nf the reign of 
the present dynasty i » Several Iiii&drcd thousands of aaurc pirn* and 
1 * green cypwwses, Unit studdisd the inner grounds lieyond the gitait

The Road of the Spirit rnits betw'wjn the two clustem of hi tils 
which, us we have stated on page 11 ltd, llaiik the tract of tbit gTOnnd 
that furins a hnarl noluml entrance into tlio valley in llie back ground 
of which the inanaolea art- built. Tlnw, this entrance waa prupeily 
guarded by atone men and uniimils, uinl barred on the southeni 
extramity by the Rod Gate, and on the north by the linteled Stui 
Gate. Beyond this latter, tho treules plains, gently sloping up, 
afford an uuoLetructed view on tbo row of niauiiolen scatlaned along 
the foot of the muutitaLd-chain, iind tho yellow glittering roofa of 
the widlfl and edidees are now ijerleotly diBcertiihlo am ids I dark 
green trees. Not nit the thirteen grave parka ara viaililfij a few 
being hidden from view by others. 

A march of mare than liulf an hour is still to bo made before 
we rratoh the Gh*aiig ling, the oldest mausoleum, rmd the most 
gorgeous of all. The path, strewn theiti and tlicn with the dwh^ 
*■ of a pavement of large atone slabs, leiids us over the stray remains 

of marble bridges, through three brooks coming from the west 
and north, which oonvorge further on, to form u tributary of a 
rivulet ladled 81w-ho * or Siiud River, which dlBchargcs itself into 
the Pei-ho in eloso pru.vimity to T'ung-chatt *, a walled borough at 
half a day’fi travelling distanoe eastward from Peking. Those brid^ 
have been totally diatroyed, evidently by rain floods. The ruins

The appi^xioh to the tnniisaleHrh ^ pnvcd for ii uodsitlertibte distance 
witli alaijs of stone, Icadii ibe visitor slmiglit on to a tHpla main 
gate, built esaetly in the tntdiile of Ike rotifoil watl which formH 
the &oiit of tin? enclosed urea. This gate luis a single 8p]!ii*roof, 
covBiied with yellow* tHes, bearing un tba tojj u ridgo of white lime- 
atoQo and. cloaoljr resembling the roof that covers the wallji over tlieir 
entire length, luit eikccediug it euiiaidtiniLbiy in briMidth and height. 
The throe giitcwajs are doiicd l>y wooden fidding-iloonj. A squmn 
plntforui, very long and btoud, fflctonds in front of the gutq; this 
phitfurm is built up of metnnguhir alabs, and ascended ui Uie fronl- 
aidfi by ft bioad incHno of the eatno material. On the right imd 
left, ftfiverui dozen nnyestic cypress Ireea vividly cull to mind the 
antiquity' of the nniusolcnm, many of them untnistukahly being 
mmnuntj of the fiireats wliich unce covered thti whole Cemotnry. 
Same mean huts i>f clay here forin a hamlet, tnliahited by the 
fiimilics wliicb, as is expressed in tlie linporiul edict translated else* 
when} in thie voluma (p. 1132), »are ckargcil with atiictly keeping 
the place in good TOnditinn, with offering sacrifices there, and jire- 
Tentlng people from gathering fuel and timber, and to whom ficitls 
art) asfligiied for their sustermnot:". The brickwork of the gate and 
that of nil the wails immuring the two courts is pargeted u]i both 
the outer and the mner fiitjade with red plaster, and it rests 
everywhere un a high base of reotangulfir blocks of limestone. 

The breadth af tlie ouurta is a little uver one hundred imd 
tliirty melres. The main gate opens upon a yard more than 
forty jiietrce deep , bounded on the opposite side by atiuther 
triple gfite of stately apj>etiniiic«. Tin’s is the Ling-ngeu men*, 
aQttb of Ulcsaings ftTid Fnvoure’', thus atykd because the bles¬ 
sings and favours, sent forth from the temple Iwhind this gate 
by the manes of the ucenpants of the mauauleuiu, wi^re ex|a.<cted 
to ffnd tlieir way through it straight unto their heire to the throne, 
A wooden tablet alfixcd under the eaves, ovur the middlemost 
passoge, is inscriljod with the ihrijo uhanicters which represent that 
name. The soulpturod fmtno of this tablet Juts out cunsidambly on 
either side and over the tup and rejireiiouU a dmgon, intimiiting 
that it is from an Ktaperor the blessings and favoure emanate which 
the insttription Mlludcs to. The Ling'-ynfl men hiU a ringle nxif,

This curious onitinicutatloti, iUiistnitijd by Pi, XIjIV, tulimates, 
Ti-o think, thut only the Sous of Heaven are eatiUed to use this 
flight. Tilt two other flights arc evidently for the grandees fob 
lowing in the mlitiue nf their Imperial master. The three flights 
have all finely wrought marble bd us trades of the flaiuc tbrin 
and style its those which are found at most IrapariaJ buildings 
and Alfitni ej^ted under the Ming dynusty and the present 
reigning Houae;^ Plato XIilV niay convey an iide(]uate idea of 
their shape and beauty, SimilFir balustrades extend around the 
whola platform on ivliinh the guto is huilt, and also along the 
three Btoue ascents tluit lue placed, in a eurrespondlng position. 
0 !i tlie side thiit faces the temple and which huva the fmmti sbpo 
as those in fmnt. 

But, before descending by tlicse steps into the open space which 
aeparatos the gate flom the temple, lot ns cast a buck ward glance 
into the court we have just emss^. Oo both sides it is planted 
with overgreena and other tits**, ntnung which wo observe a few of 
considemble sisa. Our attention is attracted to the laistaiduby a beau¬ 
tiful tablet-house j covered with u double yellow-tiled roof. It contaiw 
an upright marble tablet, rejtuaing on the buck ot e marble tor¬ 
toise and beiiring, both in the Chinese mid the Manchii character, 
an edict of the first Emperor of the present dynasty, relating to 
repiiiri to be made in the mausoleum, and. to some reprassnm 
lueosuTGs to take against any injury to the trees. Thuugti J:hia 
edict in dated the mteeolL year of the period Shun chi 
yet the tab let-house may already have existed under the Miog

» men" *. The frontispiGee for tlio rest consists of a series of wooden 
Lit lice-windows, ungliued, but pasted over the insuk with white 
paper, so that, when the doora are dosed, only a very dim light 
can penotmte into the edifioQ. 

As is the case witii the main gate, the tlnle of Blcsifing and 
Favours, and the walls surrounding the iMork, rod is the conspi¬ 
cuous colour of the tontplc. Its side walls and the lyick onu arc of 
rcd-plitstercd brickwork, and have a strong basement of white stone 
of constdcrublo height. On entering the eiiitice, we tieludd twenty- 
four bulky wfMidcii pilLm of a round shape, supporting the upper 
roof (see PI. XLV), ull cut out of one trunk, and avemging three 
metres and seventeen oentljiictrcs in ^rtll. Hiey are placed in 
tlirce straight rows |kiiinllel witb the long sides of the temple. 
At cither end of cnch row another wiaxlcn pillar of smaller dia- 
ttieter is inaerted in the side wall like a plLuiter and serves us a

supporting this roof forms, sr to sny, the framework in which 
the cases of the iloors and windows of the frontispiece arc fixed, 
and they arc visible on the outside of the latter.

The pillum rest on big gruiuidstunrs, the lops uf 
wbieh, chiseletl miL in the shajio of eitculur plinths, just [»e!:p out. 
from the floor, the wood being thus jierfcctly preserved from the 
damp of the soil, 

The ItnpEirud manes are represented in tho temple bj’ a wooden 
tiiblut of simple ninke, bearing the inscrtjitiun: »Ch^ing Tsti of the 
Ming l)ynnftt_v, the l^m|K:ror Wen^' It is pluoud under a square 
dftis of carved wixxl. which forms llin roof of a nwan 

koh* or ijwami pircli", e, a shrine or tubernuchi, open tn 
front with a wooden ascent of ii few stops with btiltiatTHdes. 
This shrine is now red, but may originally liave be&n decktti 
out with the Impertiil yelluiv colour. It stands in the middle of 
the hall, towiink the Iwrnk wall, straight opposite the contral 
ontmnfiwj the space lictwecn the pillars thoro is sumewbat larger 
than in any other fiart of thw rdiflee, iin<] the oeiling a little higher. 
A rrxi square niiling of wtHjti eutrounds the shrine. In front of this 
railing, just Ju the wntre of the; miildlemost row of pllliira, stands 
a large Eacrifleial wooilen tiihlo, iHiariug an incetiaiQ burner flunked 
by two flu we r vtuies and candle supports, all likewise of wimd. Fur 
the rest them is in the hall no fumitiim of any kintL 

According to Xu Ycn-wit, t*lbe four central pillars fin front of 
* the shrine) were tleuaratod with gold lotus flowers, and all the 
others were lacquered red"*. Tiuio has now efteoed the inst 
traces of point, but they look ns sound as if they were a few seore 
years old. Edkiru says, they wore brought (rum the Yunnon and 
Hinnah teak forests, and ttcoording to Lockhart they ore all of teak* 
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wood brought from Pc^, through Yunnan, and tbonm overlaitd 
to Peking; but tbtibu authoni do nol: adduce any grounds fur thia 
iiAScrtiun. BretBchneidw suggests thej lanj Iw of the eoidled nan* 
piuh’, a durable, imdecaying variety of the LtfttrM, growing in 
the tsoutlmrn provinces; and indeed we have seen an |inge llSl 
that Gh^rig Tsu oomniissionod some high otticenj to collect timber 
in SoiSchVen, llokwang, Kiiingai* Chehkiung and Shansi. But 
certain indicationb with respect to the origin of those colunms are 
totrdlj wanting. 

The toiuple having from the Iraginning served for the presenta' 
tion uF sacrifices to the Imperinl uiunea, there are in the court 
between it and the tiato of Blessing and Favours, two furnaces, 
one on cither side, for converting into smoke and ashw the ailk 
and mock money offered. 'Ihcy are of yellow glu^etl porcelain, and 
tnoTed with yellow glaicd tiles, [iiside there is no grate, the articles 
be i ng simply burned on the Ktone floor, which is on a level with 
the sill of the arched opening in front. Both stiucturua are mmctly 
of the name slmpe ntid dimonsions, nor do their ornamentation and 
coluiits differ in the least. One of them is repitjsentctl in Plate XXXlX, 
opposite page 117(1; wo also refer the reader to the description 
given in that page of such Gre-phioes in general. The said Plato 
will show tluit those of the Ch'ang lin g lire very elegant pieces of 
workmanship, from the Chinese point of view of course. The miirt 
in which they stand raeoaures about aiAty raetras between the phtl- 
foriii of the teniph; and that of tlie gate, anti k pLmted on both 
sides with pines and cypressea, A hroad stone path connects the 
middlemost ascents uf the two plntfonns nnd is exactly of the same 
width, and its centre ia biid with ci'Ofis flags that are just oe lung 
OB the browlth of the slopes carvetl with dragona. 

Leaving the temple by the ulKiYff-mentioneil uutlut in the iMick 
wall, a path similarly paved, twenty-five prices in length, lends 
us to a broad yellow-tiled gate Imj unding the temple-court on the 
north (ace PL XLVl). This hiiilding has three tuniwl-like paaiaigea, 
live metres aud sis lentils deep, which ()Orr«nxjnd in sitimtion with 
the three tiers of steps in ihu rear of the temple platform; its walls 
ore phteterLs) red, and its btisemcnl ia of white stono. A transverse 
red wall, coverwl with yellow tiica, a, wianwned with the gate 
on cither side, and extends ns fivr M the wall which surrounds the 
mausoleum, the teniple-oourt thus licing entirely sepanited from the 
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scuoDcl greal court. Thb gntu iu cailtMl Ljng^aUn lotn*, i»Guta 
of the TaHn of the Miiuifolcum”. To understand thia term, we 
tnosl nimember tliat the word ta'i n luwaicutiy denoted the iipart- 
mont in ci bouse situated behind the iiiaiti hall (conti*. Plate I, 
opposite page Id), and tliat this #back obamher’' performed — as 
mnny pfwangee cited by ns from the Li ki and the I ti h/ivo shown 

_IV moat important part iu the rites and {jeremnniia connected with 

the diaposttl of the dead* Reracrubenrtg further tbet graves are planned 
like huiuau dwellings, ami tliat a mBusaleum-tcmple with its Imperial 
soul tablets corresponds in t!onsie([ueiiCf! with the inaiu hall at home 
in which the family tablets (ire womhippei!, it is self-evident how 
the tfi^in bus come to be applied to the court behind the 

temple, to which the gate In queation gives ncoeaa. 

The aspect of this court is impressive. It is planted with stately 
crergreens and other treoa, the gnarled tmnb of many of which 
bear evidence of great age. A stiletun silence reigns in these suci'id 
pretnneta of death, and nothing is heard hut the chirping voice ot 
soniQ solitary bird and the whispering of the wind thiuiigh the 
foliage. The court Is about eighty-five me ties deep. Emeiging from 
tho Ling-ts'iu men, the eye is attructed to it decunitive gate 
about twenty inetraa ofl’, across tho marble-paved path which leads 
stniight on to the tomb. It is in thoroughly ruinous condition, the 
rnols having entirely disappeared, hardly anything rciuaiiiiiig of it but 
two square marble pillars, ooiinected hy two horiaontel cross-pitJOO 
of wood, which fonnerly bore tlio rtmf. In nnotUer mnuMilcnin wc 
found such o monument perftt'lly preaerved, and we place b picture 
of it before our readers in PL XLVIl. The two pillnrs tKor each 
on the top a scaled quadruped resembling a unicorn, and, oa 
is the case with the Xjnteloti Star Gate, tlicy are atrcnglhened 
at their base by means of voluted counterfort* of atone. 'I’he two 
oross-picccs, between which a frieZB la inserted, ore of wooii and 
painted with figurus in varinus colours; the Lriplu, yellow-tiled roof, 
auspended over thstu between the plUArs, resembles in aliape the 
roolh of the other bulhllngs and gates in tho Ccioetety, and the 
wooden hracket coostructiou reenra thrice in it. The til« on the 
lowest caves are conaidefably larger thuii those of the other two 
roofs. There beltig no tiansverac fence whatever on the right or 
left of tbia Ixiuutiful gate, the visitor is tempted to conclude that 
it has served for decorative purposes only. But, considering tbot 
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tlir betwiieti the two pilliiffi U cloacd by a foldiiig-dtMrflfitikcd 

by two woodeu (aiiit;ls, it b more prubidde tiud tlic gate utao 
intended to iotercejit obnoxioua ijifluemsai moving towunk the 
pulclire. Indml , the stone path that passes through it, leads alniiglit 
on to the mouth of the tunnel forming tke only cntninoe into the 
crypt, ami it will not have slipiied from the mEmmy of ouj*rcaderu, 
that it is an estlHWishL'd georaimtic piinfiplB that roads mnning in 
a stiaiglit lino towards a tuuib may exorcise vciy nehirious effects on it. 

Beyond tliis gate we for the drat time obtam a full view of the 
curious tower-liko building, the yollow-tUed double nwf of which, 
standing out above nil tlio other builiiings and the surrounding 
foliage, we had fretiuuntly eauglit a glimpse of, wbiln appnMching 
the niausoleuQi (H, XLVIH). It is the so-catled Ming leu* or 
j#Soul Tower", orected on tlio top of an unplastorad terrace of 
hrii-ks, built befort! the gigunliu tuiuuJua under which the Imperial 
nmisins repose and entirely hiding it from view. This tiunuso is 
exactly square amt aligliily tapers upwaiilw; on the top it moasurBS 
ihirtynuie metres on irvory side, ll has a base of white blocks, 
precisely resembling that nf the Ltiblet-house which standii at the 
beginning of the ovenue of stone Imogesi the top, which is iiboul 
fourteen metres from the grouud. hna along the front and the 
Hanks a crenebted panipet or oh^ing lieh \ ctmiposnd uf bricks 
measuring half ii metre iu lengtii. In the centre of Hie top Bteods 
the Tower; a square, red pljiateted building aheltering the gnivo' 
atone. It may bo rlescribed na n miisaive piece of mssuniy, rt^ted 
on n marble plntfortu, mid pierted at right iitigles by two amhed 
tunnels, Lti the Lntersetitiun of which the gravfr^otie is raised, 
thus resembling in nearly every respect the tab let-house afore* 
mentioned; but tt ia ooiiflidemldy smaller, being ordy eighteen metres 
long and bnaid. A womlen board, inscribed with two rharactera 
expressing the word Ch'^aug ling, was formerly suspended to the 
frontispiece, under the eaves of the highcir runfand has now dis¬ 
appeared; hut in many uf the other maufiulcu ii correajMimUQg 
oliject IS stilt to be aoeu in the corresponding plafa?, 

Thu gruve-stunc is an cnoruious vertical Uionuilth of fine lunrhU* , 
not less than ninety-fuur centimctri's thirk, one humlred and sixty- 
two eeDtUrii-ncs broad, and rising high into a vaulted euptila made 
in the ceiling. The front, which precistly faces the southern directiou 
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in ivhitli the tetnpk and the Hasenil givtea Up, Ww, taurtlj in the 
middle, a (lerpeudieulnr ouluinn of Beven large Dhiiructans. deeply uut 
in the &tuiie, muttuing: »6mve 11111 ol' Cb'^eng Tun, the EnijKrur 
Wen" draguns are iiOulpttm!d in the two vortical mitrgiiia. and the 
crowning bo^cr duplnya, in flo-cnllotl cliwcn writiug*, the iuacrip- 
tlunj »The Great Ming Dytitwty"*, enGireUnl with the windings nf a 
dragon carved in the marble. The »square [Hidcstal", eleven and a 
Imlf decimetres high, k lihewUe of marble, but quite smooth and 
unomamcntcfL, and without any insoriptiun. Ku Ycn-wu says, that 
>ithc chanurters won: tiUnd with gildings imd iho tablet wiia adoEUed 
with rod paint" *; and stains of thk colour are, in fact, still visible 
on it, giving the atone at first eight tin? agjicot of red-veined inarhte. 
The moat inlerealing part of the terrace on which the Soul Tower 
atands, a part riveting more than anything the curioaily of the 
visitor, k tin? yung tan* or i> earthed remd*^, u vaulted tunnel 
through which the Imperial ninains were iutniduced into the crypt, 
it k pierced stmight through the terntce, ejuietjy oomciding with 
the loiigittidiiml mis of the maiuvilcum. It k three metrea thirty- 
five centimetres wide, lunt the tnmith ia fireheii with largo pieces 
of limestone, behind w'hich some debris of a wooden folding-door 
still hong in aooket-lika hinges of white stone. In front of the 
mouth wo see, at about thirty pitoea ufi', an altar, standing quite 
open to the sky in the middle of the court , straight across the 
marblo p&ved path, on u brotid floor of marble which k pitrtlj 
in good preservation. It k an ubiung table uf white stone, measur¬ 
ing dx tnetics add six tenths by one metre eighty-thm* centitnetrea j 
it k worked all araund in the same style as the [ledesUtk of the 
jvaky-lKVkritig" culumns that stand around the great tabletphouBe, 
namely, with a plinth and base, a die and a cornice[ and the liJise 
and comioc are likewise carved with a row of leaves, in tmltation 
of R lotus fiuwcr. Thk altar bears five large saurificial iiupletuonts 
of stone, all rudely worked, urmyod in a single row at regular 
distances from each other, to wits an incense urn, flanked by twn 
candle supports and two flower pots, 'fbere Ijciug, iis we have

ita exiBbence to rebgiouB conservatism^ gtnve*iiltfljrfi having, as wo 
havo dcmonatnite!d in the Second Volume (pagt* dSf!), jjlnyeil im 
importflut part in the ancient Religion of the Daad, Tlie tnipknienta 
it bttira are, indeed, unfit for use, being missive monolitba. 

On entering the tunnel, we (^ercoiva it is entirely lined luvil 
pvoil with nnkajl grey bricts and rises at a gentle incline. Our 
sU?pi4 rcaound mystariously in the dim badtground, which, aa out 
eyes become accommoiliitcd to the darkness, tiin)& out to be a brick 
wall totally closing tbe tunriol, and marring out hnjies of making 
OUT way to tlic crypt. Formerly there was, necurding to Ku ITbu- 
wu, va yellow glaired screen in the tanner' but we saw no trace 
of it. This i^ive-like passags called up tliuuglits of ancient China, 
renLiuiaoences of tiie mystic loinlia of the mnnarebs before and 
during tile llun dynasty, which likewise had an undergmund passage 
giting access into the cryjit (see page 425). 

At ita bricked-up extremity the tnnnel brancheH off at right 
angica on either hand, forming two other tntmelii of tjuite the same 
euiuitruction, one metre and sevenlj-live cantimetros wide by two 
metres and a luilf in height, which leiui at a sbarp incline up to 
tlie crenelated top of tlio terTHoe. On emerging from theae piasa* 
gw, we find ourseltUH nearly on a level with the top of the grave 
bill, and perceive at u glance that this eminenao consists of a high 
wall of grey bricks, crowned with a crenelated paru|iet of the same 
tpaterlal, and entdrcling a vast area entirely filled with eurtli which 
lies against the wall as high as the foot of tlie jKinipet, rising fioni 
thence towards the centre, so os to form a top with gentle slopes entirely 
chid with little cyproHaeii and other young trcci. The tumiilufi wall 
starts at right angles from bot!i flanks of the termce at about four 
metres from the back of this latter, and the orunelles crowning both 
structures form togethur an unbrokem, uniform row, being all of the 
same shape iinil diujeiisiotus. At tlie two pints where the wail starts 
from the larract:, it slopes down iminodhitely at a constdcreble 
declinatioD, aiuiit four metres and a half in all ; snbuequcntly it 
describes an irregular circle nearly twelve hundred pnem lung, or 
aliiioat a kilometre, so that the dbuieter of the tumulus U much 
longer than twice the breadth of the two largo courts In front.

Making our way along the panttwt ot the timinlus wail tliroagh. 
thorny bruniblca ami impeding abrnlia, we perceive that this wall 
in r^lity eoii&iiits of two parallel concentric walla, two metrna 
distant from tioch other, the oiitwr one of whiiiii bears the pampet. 
No dilapidated or impaired spfits euuld we dkeover, that might 
ciiiibk! us to aBccrtain whether thi? space liotween those walls con- 
sistB ol luiuienry, or whether it is merely filled with earth. Only the 
top of tho inner wall jicepa out ail nroiind fionj the turn ill us. slieW' 
ing that it is as thick na the length of the bricks of whicii ia 
compAityl, VIE, five d(?cime1res, Tliu earth of the tumulus lies thick 
against tiie hack of the temteo of the ?uiil Towor, iheis isjvering, 
jierhaps, an untierground ptitisagc connecting the tuniifil with the 
ciypt. Hut maybe there is no aurli passage at all, and the entth 
may have been placed there suhsequenl to the Imrtal of the Im¬ 
perial corpse and the bricking-up of the tunnel This suggestion 
U raiicd by the fuct that in the King Hug, the mnuaoleum 
of Snett 'i'sung, the mutind stands quite detnclied from its wall and 
the Sout Tuwer, and the tunnel is bricked up in quite tint aatue 
way tu It is in the Ch*ang ling, without any earth covering its 
nudet. Nor lias the crypt of that mound a visible entniDcc, so tliat 
there can lie nu doubt thnt the opening affording aeceaa fw it was 
bluckeil up with earth after the burial. 

Gh'ing Tiu's turn ulna staudmg on a low spur of the 
sheo chain, in undulating ground, it ia uncertain whether it

No doubt there was a time when the Chhing ling whs. 
snrrniindcd by rjuite n jairk, some shitely trees, now growing 
outside the walls of the ouurts and around the walled tumulus, 
evitloneing it. It U even aJmust certain llntt the whoie Camateiy 
once lurmed a vast forest, big trees luelng aliH» to be scon arutind 
many of the other niausolea. At present, tho valley is under anl- 
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tivttliQO id uumj pldwai, nnd hute of oouutTy peoplo lb liciiltcml 
or ia stDiill groop amidst the maiiaolciu ’riio rebilivw Miuatiun of 
tJic lutbr may be seen from llm following aketoli, tii wliioh w« 
give, however, tlio dUtnncpii ciuitc appioiimolfllF, na we could not 
make any regular moasuretiicnb on Uie spt. 
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The thirteen inauflolea cover an area mora than ftn hour a wait 
from cast to west. From their diatrihutiun over thu vtdiey we 
see at a gbnce that they form no cenietary bid out in stiiot 
accordatico with the old ortliudux rules of the C'Afu which we 
hiive tmnslatetl on page 421 , os they are not aimngod in the order 
of family descent. No doubt we must ascribe this fact to thcfliTOi^ 
atanoe that for every Enipror the Fung-shui doetrinfis have required 
a burinl-pliioo located in the midst of oonliguratiofis of hiUs eni 
brooks specially liungrueat with hia horosuop. It b, probtihly, 
also for this rciuoii» that not all the mauiadea are on the aout urn 
exptwuro. The Kbuog ling, having the protwting mounta^ on 
tile west, almost hicee dufl east; the Ting ling and the Chao 
ling have a souttoeestoni uspet, the King ling anil the Yung 
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ling a siiuth-weateTn, the Teh ling ii Weatprn, The bilk in the reHi 
of the uiftHSKtlcii, though eoUeerivuly 6ty1*:(l tlio Tjen-«heu Mounts, 
are rliatingnwlnsi by suiiilry riiitneau The Ch'ang ling, the Hieu

Each mausuleuin had its own ^jpecinl Spirit's Road, branching 
off either directly from the great one leading to llic Chang 
ling, op from tlint of the njuusoleum nearest it, as tfl pointed out 
appro*iraately by Utuh in Eig, 4L. Moat of th(jse roads have now 
entirely dUnppeared, the formerti having obliterated iJu;m in tiiling 
tliB ground, and some luive become narTow foot-jtatha. Almmt 
nuiUBoknitn has also a spEcial tnhJet-hoiise, resembling that which 
stands south of the stone itiiages, hut of much smiJler dimensions, 
being limtlly larger than Ihoee now to bo scan in front of the 
numsolea uf lm[>urial Prineia (see p. HOW). It stands abfuight in 
front of the ruoln gate, at a short distance from it, and has a 
double vellow-tiled roof, in mrtst eases, if not in all, the tablet 
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of fmu white atoiiR does not tioir any cluirueteriJ unil la «ti|ip!jrletl 
by n. tortoisB and adorned with ft crowniiijj harder on whicli ilrttgons 
atw cngmvjHl In u few iiialanoes, the tiihfet Btiirnls nnditf the optn 
iky, the hLiiitiing oaoc sheltering it having diaappearod In ooqsb- 
(pienoo of ifandaliam or want uf eiuv, or btHamse no suah biulding 
h(i9 ever eristeil. 

Apart from the 9 kS ling, of winch wh wilt Bpealc Inter on, 
the amallfiflt and plinneiit of nil tlm miinBoku ia the Hien ling.

Succeeding EruiierotB followed his enmuple and took that 
wmausolfiura fts a model; hut when Shi Taung made the Yung 
i»ling, citnivugiint prixlignlity again begnn to ha indidgwl in to 
»a much greater extent''''- T'kis passage may ncoount for Ike faci 
that tke court hotwceri this templa and the Botil Tower of the 
IJ ien ling is not levelled down, but still contains a broad elevated 
piece of ground, so that the ptitiiway connecting thou® two buildings 
trends westward. 

The King Jingj the sepulchre of Suen Tsung, though larger 
limn the II ien ling, likewise ranks among tlie smaller nniusolcii. 
As we have noted on [eige 1*2^^ the gravohill stands nuite 
detached froiii the wall that aiimiunds it, and dora not cover t o 
bricked-np outlet of the iimnoh which may. }H:rhaps he eBcrilMd

But the ahoTo cxeerpl ift especially i[n[jortant ns a contribution 
to our knowledge iif liuperial lamily eiiatom in point of burial. 
It shows that, at that tiiiio, it was a dynBBlio tTadifioJi that the 
honour of being buried in the same grave-mound with a Sun ot 
Heaven might not he withheld from any Qinsort who bud boroe 
hint a successor to the Throne; iudcnl, iiccording to the bwa of 
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ftlbl reupect und (Itivotion, n wn liitd to honcmr Lotli hw imrenU 
in ftn eqiuil nuinncr in mmmittmg their mortiil i¥m(iin& to tiw 
earth. Bui, ns wo have; a to toil on page i-H, it hjuJ liwn ciiakimniy 
during proviuua clyiuistieii to iiuoonl hIho tiie aaiiio prert^tivc to 
Empress^ [iroper, even though thf^ had not. given birth to a Udr 
Appiirciit. JlencG, no doubt, it is, thiit m the ctiso of the I'hnpretis 
Ilifio Cliwong llm aervonto of the Crown felt it so incutiiijent iijjon 
them to jura iu a stiibliorn opposition agninst iiuj riifiiBal! of the 
last will of her own Iinporiol itfioiisv Ijeiug executed in regard to 
her. As the list on pp. Ji8tt ahuvra, it was, for enjoying tho 
privilege in quest inn, no pnj-n.'quisito that Cliicf CanBorts, or Cun^ 
cuhincB who hnd given birth to a euccessor to the throne, should 
have lived during the reign uf their huatmnd. lliao 1, in fuet, the 
Chief Consort of Muh Tswig while he was Heir Appnrent, died 
beforif fits utvcsNiou; trad the Chief Consort and the two Concubints 
huried in the Khing ling had likewUe died when their hnshand 
vrns called to the throne. I’hc hiugmphies of ttii»e women' teach us 
that Hind ] was invisted with the jKiathumoiiB title of etupreBS on her 
hushanil's ucceEsioii, mid that Hino Yuen received the samo title fiotu 
Hi Tsung when he assumed theGovornrneiit. In connection with those 
customs it may lie rcniarhed, that eveii' Concuhine who gave birth 
to an Eiii[>en>r wtui, on the uccessiun of tho latter, cntlowed by 
liim witli the title of ewpresB, whether iho wo.') still in life or 
not*, so that, cunaidored fhira the Chinese point of view, oil the

The Meu ling deserves special attentbii on nccount of its being 
aliM> the tomb of Hiao Hwai, the anastress of the oollnternl line of

»A longevity minisoleum had formerly Imvij made in the King 
»t"ai periiHl; lint Ving Tsung deposed King, the Emperor (for whom

» Mountains, so that this maufioleuni romained vacant. When Kwaiig

does nut appear in our list given on pp. Iweauae, although 

he held the reins of govcrntnifnt for seveml years, his reinnina do not 
rest in the Imperial Cemetery. He was a yminger brothor of Ying 
Tfiimg, and bore the litla of King of Ch*ing'', In 1440, when Ying 
Tauiig had personally taken thu lead iif a ciimpflign in the north of 
S*luin»i against Wn-tH^*, a powerful Mongol chief, HiaoKung, tha 
then Empresa Dowager, choiged him with the aciminiatmtioiJ of the 
Empire; and In thi! next uiuntli he assumed the Imperial dignity,

Vfluring the same name, straight in front of which wc finally have 
a tablet-lionao. The dimensions of these siiuarw and edifieea arc 
small, even very snudl whuii compared with the other maiisolea. 
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The tumalaa is a oiraulfir moirnrl of eartli, hiirdly forty metres in 
circuit tuiil ffiar metres girt all nroiini] ^vilh a wall about 

one metre bigli and made uf grcy bricks which are baif a metre 
in length; its top, gently rcuntkd, is | dim ted with a fw sniall 
pine trees.

Tiioii follow# the ■weerud 
Court of iibout the same size, which contains ihts temple. Thtscdifioo 
resembles the temple of the Clifting ling so clo^ly. that wo might 
call it a copy of it in imuiature. But the low aquoio plntform of 
soUd stone on which it is raised has timlher haliistnidiai, nor any 
flights of steps. The triple ting-ngon Gate stands on a similar 
philform. Finally we have, straight oppoaite the uitddlo tiUranoe 
of tlii» gittc, some fifteen paces off, the J^ilikt-hnnse. It 1i^ an 
entnince only in the front Invade and in iho bach, and cantaiM a 
tablet with nu ytlicir msBriptbn hat; sEiceled hy Ini penal Goio- 
tuand"', placed on iho crowning hordcr. 

Before the tlouse of Ming bad l<»at the throne, fiomo more

Uetiveji. That the tmfHirial aepukhrea have in generaJ cotno into 
existence uQilcr the same rogimen from early pa'-ClLristuio tiincs, 
and that this regititon htis not seldom been enforced with ferocloiis 
vigour entailing the loss of cxiiuUltas liv^; also, that strong military 
gHirisons have been laid in the mHOsolcii since tlie reign of the 
Rouse of Ran, and wullod eitiea and strongholds foundisd for thdr 
protection — arc all mattois wo Imve alraidy dilatwl upn in 
Chapter V (pp. 437^13«). 

MonorchB who had the buriiLl-phitioa of their ancentors thus 
cttrefully giuirdtal against intrusion, may freely be supposed to 
have bad heavy pufikhiBents in store for those who presumed to 
enter them without u valid ofHcial permit, a Those who arbitrarily 
j*enter the gate of the IiuprtuI ancestniJ temple, or that of the 
7 ^ groiunls of a inauBoleiiui’*, thus we nawl in the Code of the 
dynasty, »shall receive a hundred blows with the long slick *. 
»Xor might the foot nf llie hills ginUiig the nmusoleti he trodden 
jj for the purpiise of felling tiinlteTj making kilns or pits for baking 
»bricks and pte* or building grave®"’. That rigorous laws mid 
rescripts also existed then for the protection of the trees in the Im¬ 
perial cemeteries, we have already shown on pp, T2U7 scf.

If wc odd the i|uaiiyLiig work lu ilia Jiihcult tmiiBiJort of 
conutless unwieldy blocks to tso for a distance, over bud roads atid 
hilly griiund, the burdens laid uiioii the people in behalf of the 
mausolcii must reully have hocn iinmeasurable. It would lie 
interesting to know the jticunB by which the largest hlocks, as 
those for the elfigies of the elephants and cainck, were conveycd to 
the s|K}t at which they were placed in position and lienT) into 
shape. tTofortunatcly, Chincso books leave ua in tlia dnrJi here, 
but it ia highly probable that it wnit dunu in much the sittiie 
way os ut present; hence it may bo uscTuI to reprint hens what 
two foreign residente hove written ahout the matter.

dcgmileil to the mnk of Prince and refused a burial in the great 
Imperial Ometety. lYis mmisoleutn was bud out in the eo-ciilled 
Kin-ahan Kheu* or »Kiii-ahan Pasango”, a defile loading from the 
pliiins in a north-western dirooUyn, right across the Kin-HhEin, to 
its northern tiapea. where we find the Beh-lung r^an* or »Bluet 
Dragon Pond”i a well-knuwn Buddbiat temple much frequetitel 
bv foreign tourists. Aecorditvg to Ku Ycn-wu, »it had three gates , 
» each with ttireo passages, aa also a teuiple with fivedivisiotis,» wall

All t.ho«« HOpuJoIirua wore diatributt'^l ovei h 
vast tmot, extending northward as liir as the grounds watered lij 
thfl Sha-h(i, According to Kq Ycn-wu, ^nioro tlum A hundred 
nmuBolca uf Coneutnnus. Lleira Appareul, PriticcE and Frineessfa 
V buried in the Westom Mountnim * wero soittored over the region 
M citending froul the Sha<'ho thirty miles to the south, rlown to 
the place whore the defile of the Bml Roots (Uung-ihih Kheu) 
j>ga.vio access into the lulls; and thuse sepulchres wen^ so duise 
w together, that from ceoh the next oould be seen"*. It is doubtful 
whether there are any still extant in such n good state of preserva¬ 
tion as to attrnot attention. Chinese guides eondticting the foreigner 
throitgh those hllla do not seem to deem it worth while to direct 
his steps to these monumenlsi and even Dr, Bretschnoiider seems 
to havo remulntid unaware of their existence while making geo- 
gmphlcul peregrinations In those parts, no uiention being made of 
them in hia exhaustive egsay on »Dio Pekingor Ebene iind dan 
bennchbartc Gebirgsland*'. 

Tie Nanking Matisoleum,, 

Tins liepulchrej of which w« have Bpoken on pp. S£i and 1173, 
contains the remains of 'Foi Tsit the first Emperor of the Miug 
UyuHsty. Having wrung the Empire by force nf arms from the 
Mongol family uf Yuen, this monarch was outhroned at Nanking 
ill 1308, and boro sway there imdor the title of ruign Hung wu' 
till his death in L3(t3, in which year he was burietl at a few miles 
from the toivn, at the foot of the Cliiing-iih/Ln' or »Bcll Mounts". 

The Chung^shun is n treeless mngo of hilU to the nortli-oast of 
Nanking, forming the Blue Dmgon of the Fmig-slmi of the city. 
Nothing is known with certtiinty about the origin of its came, 
but tradition asserts, that in the first year of the Yung kia 
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period of the l^io dynasty (A. D, 307) H 1)ell deacenderl there from 
the sky, and nn IwUtg recovered fri:)Tii a brook, wns found to bear 
an inscnptioH abowing it to bo a miudtal instrument made during 
the wigw of thfl House of TsSn. The runge is still known by 
other Hnmes. One of the oldest among these is Kin-ling Shan ’: 
MGolden Hill Mounts”, or. In an nbbrovlatcd form, Kimshan*: 
wGolden Mountainsit wna derived from the mime Kin-ling, 
whbii Niinking bore in pre-Cbristian timts. Further we have 
Tsiang'shon *: » Mounts uf Tsiong ”, from one Tsiang Tsxe-wen *■, 
Governor of Nanking at the close of the ILm dynasty, who, having 
perished in an engngenient agninst nn army of ineurgenta, was 
nil object of extensive wanhip in the locality during the course uf 
many centuries- The chain is also often styled Ts?4Vkin Shan *: 
» Purplish Gulden Mounts”, which name,according tu tniilition, was 
given to it after the Emperar Y ueu * of the Tsin dynasty, who 
ctablUhed the Imperial Court at Nanking in the fourth centuiy of 
our era, had seen it in a reddish ha^O; and even tiowodHya U ia 
uatorinus, both among the Chini'se anil the foreign residents in 
the town, for ita niultifnrious change of colours, especially observ¬ 
able on bright and smmy days- Mnally, tn 1331 , the chain received 
from Shi Tsmig of the Ming dynasty the name of Shen-lJeh Shari'i 
vMounte burtdng by Spiritual Opi^ration” *, thU mnnaich intending. 
we think, to invigorEitc by the power of that name the bcncticial 
geomontic intlimnces which ha uspected tlic hiUs to puur imt over 
T'ai Trtu'a grave, to be ooiiverted there into bltsasiiigs for iliepmgetty 
of this Emperor, 

Dunng the Ming dynasty, and over since, 'Pal T»u’s jiiausiotcum 
wib) styled the Uiao ling *. Wo dure nut pronounce nny aug- 
gi»tion ns to the origin of this iiiime, the Chinese iiookii being 
silent on the point, fl i a o ling means; * Miiusolanm of Pilial Piety ”, 
hut this doee nut explain Llm secret; ntir k the veil lifted by thecir- 
cuniximtctr that the same uuiue was borne many centuries bofiirt; 
by the mausoleum of Wu ** of tlic Cheu dynasty, who died in 
A* H. 67S 

Like the Imperial niausulcii In the Cli^ung-p^iog dejmrtnicut, tlm 
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[IjttO Itng W(id ttjtai! 111H.W ofHdiil (tmtoation by the preient 
ret^uhig flyuujity. !d nn mlict wfbicb ^hhig Tuii aedt in IflSl to tliP 
Goveraor-Ocntirtil of iCianjjriiiin add Kiwugsi, we read; j# In regard 
u til tliB idaiiiwjlouin of Ten of the Ming dynnsty, aituated jit 
*-llie foot of the Chung-ahan lieJonging tu fciang'iiing, an Imja^rinl 
»n33ori]it bits hitherto been in force, unbilQing that the iiingietmcy 
» ahiUl offiir there n eacrificti every spring anti eveiy nutiimn, and 
w strictly forbid the guthering of fuel, ns also that they skull np 
»point fatnliles U> gnnril the tunuaoleurn and to go their raundi 
»there in iho morning and in the evening, to see tliat evtarlhiiig 
»is in order. But this rcsi;rl])t being of aueient date, it n eie^ 
w cated in all it# |wrta with rmnissiicfis. On the tour of inB^ieelktn 
i> We ore now iiiakiDg through the fCiang-nlng rt^ion. We have 
» ])erao[iJvllj visited tin: spt to worship and to offer libntbns to 
V the tnancs, nnd have laeen the walls in ruins, thi" troea withered 
» and dealroyed , all because ignorant people had not obeyed tile 
» rest mining reatriptii. By rutblessly tretnlLng down every thing and 
u ciuntiimally moving up and ilown the grounds, ihey have Ecriuusly 
* transsgressml the laws, ffrom this moment, you yourself as Go* 
vemfir-OenerLd and all the local Autlioritica, must make tre^juent 
»toum uf insiiection to that jiIhcc and use all your pwers to catiso 
» the keepers to take assitluuus caru of it, lest the Banner men and 
II the people of the nnighlKnirhoud prsist in treading down and 
wdeatroying it, as they Imvo hitherto tltmc^ 

Thus the State jtapers themselves tciiL-h os tltal the now reigning 
dynasty took measures fur the ppjtaction of the Uiao Hug 
airtvidy at an early dtibe, without, however, lieing Uierehy able to 
prevent its lining in a most lamentable oondition Iwnily forty yesirfi 
after it had enthroned itself at Peking. Maiiohu soldiery, puftuijig 
the oonr^uest of the provitiuea, probably laid viokting hands upon

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it with diti object of dcstroyiTig Its Fijng<«hm, Hud thenib)* breuking 
the redstmice uf the lost champions in (be cause of a family for 
tbo weal )U)d rorluni» of which it liud been )i piilladium for mom 
than two i^nTuries: And the propla, tio longer nstmined by that 
fiiniilv, did uiore. gnulually tictimliahing tho nmumSfiiim fur fuel, 
or timbor, hneks anil atone for ihelr own buihlmg-purpoacs, Sldng 
'f^u allowed slill ttinnj years to dapse before be took jite|]ii 
restore ibla monuuieut of death to sDiiiewhat of ita former glory. 
»la the Lhirty*Qiglitb year of the Khang hi period (iGOli}’', thus 
we lead, HperTitissioti was granted to delegate n local nssialimt^ 
magistrate of Kiiing-ning to the Hi no Hug of the Mttig dynasty, 
»in order to fipecLdly direct the repairs of its ruinous ports*'V But 
those measures did not, of course, resdure to the mausoleum ita 
pristine grandeur. Nor tuny we espect that such a result was 
attainml by the adiot issued in 172U by Shing Tsua successor, 
which wo have tran.dated in its entirety on pp. 9 JO In China 
Ituperiul urdora are oUen n dead letter or very bisljr ulieycd, 
especially if they tend to drain the treasuries of profincul Viceroys 
and utlier tuaudnritis; moreover, all those edicts wore certainty not 
intended tu entail a thorough icstomtion. In 1744 again ni)me rejnura 
were (mlerod. win the ninth year of thu Khian lung pertud per- 
niission was gnuitod to delegate ofBeials to make ostioiatcs of 
»the expenditure that would be required for the mauaaleuiu of 
Tsu of the Ming dynasty, to wit, for the ruined purls of 
»the Httibefda' Gate («V e. the temple gate), the walls of the cn- 
»dosed area, the audkaco-ebamber, the side buildings, the tu- 
» mulua wall etc., with orderB that the nebiiilding and nstomtion 
* should be started with funds drawn from the Protinoial Treasury '* 

It tuny ho surmised that, siucc that time, the Jiiao ling has 
been in a ptssHlile state of repair, as well os the [uausolea in 
Ch'ang-p'iug. The grijat Ta i-p'i ti g iasuprectiun was its doom. 
In an edict which the iHle Emfreror Muh Taving Usuetl in 1864 
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tn hat Chtincery (Noi kuli), wc riyiii: >»lii tlic third year of the 
wfljeti fang [HiritHl {A. iX 1S53) the rf;lMjls Uxik KmngntTig 
(Nanking) by sorpriae, gn wliieh oemaion, HL'cordmg Uj n reptjrt of 
)i*Tdcng Ku and Oitirvg Ying, the sacrihf^ial temple of the Miag 
it jiumaoleum. wi«i Imrn&rL Ere now, when the bloziiig fin* of Uin 
»insurnictioii was haras>aing the wHintry with itii tnolence, nnd atte¬ 
st cess was not on Oiir aidw, Wo earnestly boro the rpgukr temple- 
wBtorifleea of Llie aeosoiu in Our mind, lind felt venf trbtful on 
»aocoimt of tlia raamaulua uf tlie fonucr dynusty. Now the Et-d 
^Btmnet Array reports that it haa defcotod tiie reheU find ci- 
jt tirjKiteil them, ao that the dty and the comjtiy aiuund nre 
»thoroughly paeifiad; but the rcraaimi of the tenipk after the 
» mviigfts and acta of incendinriera of the soldieiy resamble a nrniH 
wof rubbiiih, even so that the plaoa cnauol serve for the pre- 
j^aentution of socrilices if no restorution i» undertnkeQ. In accord* 
}»aDcc with the extraordinary ritea, Tseng iCwoh-te'iien ia lajin- 
uiiashmod, to provleorily resort to Ihu UiiLO ling of T'ai Tau of 
jp tbe Ming dyiisiaty and racrifice there* and Tseng Kwoh-fati is 
w dnilegatcd to inveatigutu, on ono hand, the oapetit of the pluce» 
*» to be reiMiirod and restored, and to BpcoJiiy report to Ua as to 
jp the same; on the other Iiiiail, he muat ortter tlie lowd OlHoioU 
V to project measures to ho taken for the said ropmirs, and do tliuir 
» bast to rebuild eveiything ooinploto, strong, and well-finished”^. 

This sjieoioUB edict simply clouted nothiiig. When wa visited 
the mansoleurn ia ISS0, wo found it in n most desolate diltipidnled 
condition. Lmaying Nanking throiigli the eastern citj’-gnte, the high¬ 
road leads past an upright stoae lahlot, ringravod with the three 
charocters which «ipreas the otiloial nmne of the iijountuinsl Shen- 
lieli Shito. It is hero that the approach to the raanaulenm forks off 
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to ilic toft. Quite cloeo by there h n pair of stuiie post?^, connected 
at the top by a atune lintel^ ctirvod iiritli diE crhiiraolersi whiah ronih 
wOflicefH of whjiteveF ch.m or nuik* diinnijtjiit ! *'’* At the usukc 
time the wye i>choldi* ti stone tablet on a grrtdient pedestal of the 
aiitiie nititofial; it dLaphiys an ordlmuiije ot‘ the year Id ll* forhidding 
all quarrying in the mausoleum grounds^ tlie Eelliug uf trers^ 
etc., and also threatening vrith punishment all thtiae whu might 
presume to approach the spot without a light mg when a hundred 
paewfl oti’p to reverently pass l>y Liufoot, 

From tills point we at nhuut im minuW walk, the remams 
of a triple giitfl of brick: the cxuinterpart of the Red trate 

uf iho Ch'ang-p^ng imusol^^. Its walk no lunger bear any vfst ige& oi 
planter or oniumentatiun ^ nor of a roofj hot ohips uf yellow tiles 
may be picked up round about in the lave] iTclds^ I'hruugh this 
gnte we couie in a few minutes lo the riilna of the great tablet- 
hiiufie^ likowita! showing nuthing but naked lirick walls ^ the roofs 
having entirely dUappcsircd, and the huge tortoise wliich beura the 
large monolith commcuiomting T"ai Tsu^s i* divine feais and sage 
virtuiw*' being thus exposed to the upon aky above, 'rhla hmlding 
once ilnubtti^ bore ii great restiinbUmce to ita aonnteriuirt in the 
Ch'njig^ping Cemetery, its walk having on the four aidts siouhir 
tnniiel-llke apertures ^ not le»& thim eight metres in depthu 

At thiii point the approach makes ji roctnngular trend to thekfl, 
having to avoid an elevation of the ground, which luthertxi kejd the 
rriausoteuiji liidden from our View, Wading ii brook, onoe, no doubt, 
spanned by a atozie briJgv of which then'! urn now no remains, 
we aoon reach the nvemue of sloiie inmguj* ivhiidi h thu only part 
of thk cemetery that bm preserved its originsil aspect unileiiaxHl. 
Wc have ilesarilied it on fnigc 831. The douhle row of animala k 
Hepanded from the alone men by a pilt of ^time ooluiiyis forming 
the txiuntcrpart uf those at itia Ijeginiiing uf the avenue uf iuiimnls 
in the nurthern Cemeteiy (page ISdS), At the |>oinl wtmro these 
columns sitanilp die avenue makes n strong trend to the right, 
winding urmmd the above-mentioned elevation , and irntncdiatcly un* 
Vriling the mausoleum in the distance. The avenue pruliably once 
abutted on n triple gate roBeiiibling the LinteliHl Star Uate of 
the nurHinm tumba, aii Htone plintits, phictid iii n atmight line 
mrom it, showing that the ^tnu number uf gate-posla mmi have 
stomi here. 
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Only a, ffiw huntlrtal pjusea novf «op«nitc ub Etojh the rnausttlGimi, 
a distniicie tierluinly very anmU whfiii compiireil with that which 
liea in tho Ch'fiDif-p*)!!^ Cetnetitry between tlic Liiiteltiil Star Gate 
null the Ch'^ang lingv Having crossed fiOiiiu archod stone bridges 
lying abreiUit. Wi; soon perccivo tlmt the uiausoleiirn eonsiste af 
throe fluocessivc enclosed st[irarss of tliRoTcnt breadtlis, the urigitiul 
wulJs of which have disnppearod and been roploced by main wnlL* 
of debris and nihbiflh, neilhflr rtiofcd, nor plnatorod. Thoso of tho 
foTCinost sf|Uftre are only n few feet high, as if erected for no other 
purimse than to indicate the site of tho original wulU, No doubt 
this stiuare onoe oominiinicatod with the open orcri l>ofore it hy means 
of a gate; but HO trace of such a building is now to ho seen. 

From this Sf^ijiire we enter the second and largest court ibrongb 
the JXKJr, rnoflcHa rtrtnainH uf a portal patched up with, rubbish, 
which nn Lmigor conveys wi idea of ite original aspeot. Here we 
find, forty paces onward, the biign platform of solUl stone which 
formeriv bore the gate of tbo temple 5 but oven the last traces of this 
gate are now obliterated. The asoentfl, and some remainB of baliia- 
trades point nut that tbia tetmee onoo cloaoly ttseinbled that of the 
tctuplc gale in the Gb'^nug ling. Upon it we ftnil a atone tortoise, 
bearing an upright atun(* tebkt ivith this inscription; (.'His rei^ 
WHS ns gluriniis ns that of the dyniistiett of T^atig ami Siing^ \ 
It WflS placed there by order of Shing Tsii of the now nignlng 
House j who wifilieil to give the liiglirat poatible praise to Tai 
ineinory hy blowing itbnaid hU fame at his tomb. On either side 
of this eulogie monument we uec the remains of two atone tehlnts 
fixcid in pedestals uarved with dragons in reliETO; but they are veiy 
□autilous^ and lb* inscriptious are bnrdly legible. Ftehind this row 
of teblats, two similar monuiiicnts of smaller dimenflioiis sland 
nbrcait, but only one of thorn U in a good condition j having pf^ 
bably been renawod in recent timns. It records that Shing Tsu in 
tho tliirty-oightb year of his reign (KiyO) visited Nanking while 
carrying relief to the cmuitty of Ngiin*hwiii, which was liaras^l 
by treimniduiis floods, and that be ordered his Ministers to u ^ 
a sacrifice in the Hieo ling, deoralng it superfluous Ibis timo 
to perfurnt the tsiremoQy peraonnily* jis he htul done so elres^ y 
on two previous oa^tsions. Besides, the infloription goes on to 
be prescribed that some new repairs shuuld be done. opme 
that tlie uther five tablets ware erected in comnicmoratiott ofsimibiT 
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ImptJriiil visits, Shing Tau having at Naakmg ah tiravs. On 
t]\H first nml the siecond ?iz, in L6S^1 mid ICBf;^^ lie often^H 

a litmtion in the maiLsolcmn in fib evra pcmn in 1703 he 
de^juitohed a Gmnd-^cri^tiLry from the town , with orders to sQCTifii;^ 
in the tnnnaoleuEU iia Ills proxy « two y^m afterwardii he was theiie 
hiztiself^ and in 1707 he went up its far m the leinple'. 

Behind the piatform of the temple at some sixty paces' distance^ 
we find ii stone Lermee of three stagas , formerly bearmg the tempk- 
In l!ic brend asoetds in front und hi the hack we count twetUy 
steps ^ fianked by nicety wrought linJustmdea; the middbinost ascent 
has in tlte middle an inelinud monolithic plane scalptuml with dnigoas^ 
as in the Cheung ling. But the terrace is inferior in dimen&ionfl 
tr> tliat of this nmnsolcutn ^ hanily meusuriug forty mctF&!i Ln JengUi 
on the top. The stone plinth 5i once supporting the wooden pilloot of 
the temple are still to be seen upon itr but for the roat there arc no 
n^nniina whaterver of this edifice p except chips of bricks nnd ponderous 
yellow tiles ^ thick nil amund. Sqiiare granite substructurca on 
either sidcp in. front of the terraefl, mark the spots where two sacrifieial 
fiirnacos onoi:i emitted clmids of smoke froui the silks and paper money 
sent up to the mancA of the deceased mouiuvh. 

The square cont 4 iining the two platfoTcns is nearly two times and 
a half as faitsui as the next onCp intOi which we enter through the 
roofless mins of a gate sitiiatcd iil a short cUstimce lichind the 
temple termoc. The throe tiuincNike oponiuga of this gate, which 
strongly remind as iif rhe Ling-ta^in men ot thcChVng iingi 
still exist. This third square mtatsurts cimi sixty inetfoa in breadth, 
lieidg conaetpmutly tnuch uitrpuffor than the ts'in of the Ch^ang 
lingpi te which it ixureaponifei but it vb more than twice us deepp 
the dbmni^ from its gate to ilia Soul Tower being about two 
hundred mrtree. No slonn alter is to be found in it. In front of 
the Soul Tower b mi aruhod aione bridgep about twenty-five metres 
hrucid and nearly filt)‘ long. Ite lialuetrades have diaappenn&d, tacept

N(!!iriy the Bame proportion lietwccn 
length jmd brtfiidth (faisk for the ll^wer, which measures about forty- 
sis metres by twenty-sii, tlius being bkewise mori} than tvtxoo ue 
large iw that of the Ch'ang ling.

Tint projecting eaves oncu 
restcfl all around the building upn wooden cajlumns, stonts plintl[S, 
evidently lumng 9 e(rved to bear the latter, being still 1o he seen 
on tha bonlers of the high Htonc ledge on which the U^wer atands. 
Tivere is ono vaulted opening in the back of thii edifice, a[(d one 
in every tiank, but the front facade lias three snob cntmioes, which 
b the raise with none of tlio Soul Towers in the Ch‘ang-p'ing CeraBlery, 
The pargeting has entirely dwappeured, and so has tha grave-stone, 
it probably lying pieceniisil within the tower under the tlehris of 
tiie roof, overgrow(( with grass and weeds, out of which startled 
pheasants fiulter ujj luaily ot the (ipproiich of visttora. Of the parapet 
of the termeu oven the last traces have now vimislnal. 

Access to the top of the tcrmcc ie gained by a broad hTick-pav«l 
sloping foatway, constructed against its two Hanks, as in the Ifung 
ling in the Ch'ang-pHag Cemet^ (see p. 12fi‘2). The tunnel runs 
((pward with a oonajderuble gradient and its outlet Is ijuite open at 
the back of the lemu*. i[nmwlifltijly hfihind which, like in tio 

King ling (p, ll22(i], lies the gieen foot of the tutu ulus.'lliis latter 

is aurroundod hy (* wall of hirgo-siretl grey bricks, originally crowretid 
with a crenaiatetl jiaruptit ot hlucka of solid stone, os some portions 
still extant show; in the rear this widl slopes up agninst the Chung* 
shan, just at the foot of which the tumnlua was raised. The tumulus 
rcaciubles a tiuncatiid cone of an irregiihif shape, lueaaiiriug circa 
sixty paces acrosa on the top. It is oevettrd all over with brambles

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&nil suiiill tTBin, whwii du not, linwcver, ijrow su den^ us to pnev^nt 
tkt‘ visitor in ike least frotu moving up and down it in iiuy diruotion. 

Aft Lhfl top ut' this gigantio turn ulus stands out hlgk abovo iho 
ruoflrss rumains uf Iho Soul Townr, It tiBbrds ii wide bIxdWyeviow 
ovor the wnlled cnclosurea and the vuat plain twyoiid, now tmsieaa, 
hut iindouhtetlly, like the Ch'ang-pUJig Cemetery, om.'a pbriM 
with coiintlesB aepukhml trees. A tew incno cahins inaido the onolo- 
aurta indiiaite tliat the Goveniment koa not entirely witkdrawn its 
protcictlDn from tliU ruined cenotaph, for they are iakabited hy 
warders ortioially appointod to look after it. For the rest the eye 
hardly deecrica any Iiuniun dwellingB, the population having been 
exterminated hy the terrible scourge of war whiah [uiBsed aver it 
in 185S. when the T'aUp'ing Uiaurgants taiptiired Nanking, and 
lignin in 1504, wbon they had to aurrenilcr the city to the Im- 
pcriid artui^. 

Tai Tsu’a mortal rriuiaiim were aoleuinlj eatoiiibed lioro in the 
intercalary month following on the fifth imnith of the ytiur IflUS, 
only nix doyii after hhi demiae ^ The tunjudiiR had been made 
already muny ytsars before, for we read tlrut kis consortIIlaalW*. 
the anccstreais of the whole dynafity, was buriod in the Hi ho ling 
in 1383, forty-five days after her duath *. It further stated in 
tile Official Annola, tliat the tcinpU; was fiokheil iu 1353 and 
Holemnlv inaugurated with a simrifice, pre^iitcd within its walls by 
the Ilelr-Appuient and his train of Imperial Princes Coneeming 
the completion of the avrmuo we do not find any data recorded.

In or near the Chniig*shan were also hurietl the remains of many 
Imperial Gonsorts of lower nuik. But it is nowadays hardly possible 
tu trace the vestiges of thdr sepalchrea. Nor can we make out 
in how many tombs they wtira buried, either within the prcdnchi 
of T'ai Thu’s mausoloum, or outside the stmte, as we knnw no 
author providing us on iJiia haul with such preoions details as Ka 
Y'eii'Wii gives about the Cenietety in Ch'ang-p'ing, The Statute Or- 
dituinces of the Ming dyniisty put us off with tho hnsy statement, 
tliat »the scomdaiy Gonsorts were all buried together with the 
» Emperor, and only two uf them were intcmid on tlw east and 
j? west of his iunusi>leum ” *. A passage quoted by us on pogc 733

Tn the province of Ngan-hwiii^ which extends along the wesiem 
frontiers of thnt oi Kiangau, of which Nanking is the enpita], two 
ceinotnrits exist, Guntainlng tiio remaias of the four intuiediats 
nnoi'stun of the founder of the Ming dynasty* oWhen this moniuieh 
^ had offered b Micrilico to tlmven and Earth in theaoutbomsidiurbti 
won the diiy ylh-liai of the first month ot the liiat yeju of the 
i* Hung wii period, he aai^ndcd the Tmpetiiil thiono, and tloculcd 
»that the designation of the owners of tho World should be Ming, 
wand that tluj epoch of his reign should lie styled Hung wu. 
w He bestowed honours on his dootaBcd greut-gTeat-gnindliillter by 
veonfairing on him the title of Emperor Ifuen, with the tomplo- 
o name of Teh Tsii; to hta defunct greul-grundfother he gave the 
title of Eta[]eror Heng and the. temple-narao of 1 Tsu; to his late 
n gmndfathor the title of Emperor Y 1 I and tlm teriipln-nuine of Hi 
A* Tatij add to his kte klher the title of Emperor Shun and the 
teiuphMwmL' of Jon Tsu.

As long BJJ the Ming dynasty was In iWJ^ion of the thnjne and 
tho realm* its two oldest ceniflterita were juat ii# mucin ibjocta of its 
unwetiried care fts ilic maiuaolea of the Emperors who had iicIn- 
ally reigneil, being all the floma regarded na oomer-atonea of the 
Fong-ahni and fortunes of the Crown. We read of rapairs ordered 
by different Sons of Heaven; tif aolciiin aacrifitMa pemonnlly pr^ 
ftcntetl by them at tho Hwang ling when passing by on timir 
frequent journeys between Peking and JJanking; of edicte ordenng 
rigorous measures to he taken against vioLttiwi ot those aacred gnma 
So, for example, »it was ordained in the lifteentli yiar of Luo 
^Ch'ing hwa period (A, D. 147tl] with respect to the forbiddeii 
» hills and grounds of the Hwang ling, the luiperhd City, and 
»tho Tau ling in Sae-chcu; The civilians and mllitaiy apFinted 
* to go their rounds there shall apjilj themselves with seal and 
to the work of inapecling and watching; and nobody shall 
9 be allowed to foil any trees there, op to fetch away set or 
stones, or to erect kilm tor ptteiy or bricks, or to buni t^o 
»vegetation on the hiUa, As to those who lender themselves 
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» guilty of jftougbicLg or sowing ontairle or inside tbe Imperial City, 
vor pasture outtlo thorc, or spoil or delace any thing, the oLuof 
wcalprita tdiall bi} put to death, aud ail their kinsfolk sent to n 
^remote Tegioi) for perpaLual bantBbmeitL'And it thame who have 
»to eXHOiiiio such caaca accept money or preseata; or if the grounds 
ware not diligently and canriously guarded and inapecled; or if 
vthe niilitnry catpurinu, overseen , etc., eager for liribes, are remiss 
»in restraining the people by severity, so that the lower chisaes 
w&ecly do harm tliere and are not kopt within bounds, they ahull 
vtiach and all meet wilJi cundigu punishment"*. We Itiani from 
this edict, that the Central Metropalla and the enclosed Falooe- 
grounds within It, had not ceased to be objects of otiicial eonoern 
one hundred and ten years after they were built, and that they 
were than so apansely populated, that even iu those Pahuxi'grounds 
the soil was in perjictual danger of being converted into Helda and 
mendovra. Pruvisions being made for it and for the neighbouring 
mnusoleiitii in one and the irame edict, it is claar that lartb were 
ofUciidly ounsidered to be inaepambly i:x)unocted. 

Iu 1531, wbeu Sbi Tsung gave a new, higb-sauuding name to 
Lbe Chung-sbiiu (see ]>Eige 1*57), he decreed at the same time that

The rebellions which hainesed the reign of the last 
moimreh of the Ming dynasty, finally entailing his suidde and the

«6n! to the Soul Tower and the temple of tlie LJwatig liiif"‘. 

It is huriUy imnginjiblfl tlmt la thoafl ilup, prcairlous ns they 
were, the other Im[>orial ancestral tombs in that region aUould luivft 
remuinwl undamaged, internal peace returning no more in the iiiriti 
ywire which Btill dapHcd bnfore tlio Ming dynasty was finaUy d«- 
fclironeir And the Honso of Taing dom tiot seem to have mueh 
tronbled itself about the restoration of thoae riiamimciits, nut a 
wortl idwiil meaaarea in this sense being found by us in any col¬ 
lection of Imperial Ordimneei iflauotl diiring ttn reign, We canunl 
sav whether any romainB or ruins of thoee mauBulea are still es- 
timt, )w the port of the Empin! in which they would lie has nut 
been explored by ua. The absence of a dencrtption frum these pages 
cannot, however, be a great dniwhack. as it would uudoubtetlly 
give hardly anything to read but an abridged repotitiou of uar 
accounts of the Ming tombs in Cb*a!ig-p‘ing imJ near Nanking. 

Tie .Ufiuiolrum 0 / Ue TUnlnry Emperor Eieff, 

Under the Ming dynasty, oufeofled Imperial Ertuccs were, it seems, 
often burled in their foudal kingdoms, 'i’hia was also the rase with 
Yiu Yuan ■, younger brother of ilia Emperor lliuoTsung. Apjmmted 
in IIS7 feiidiil Ruler (Wang) of the oouniry of tling*, in the prO' 
vincp of Hupeh, he died in In 19 and was bancti m the hiUs 
north of Nganduh*, the chief city of his Hof, eictaut to this day 
on the left Imnka of the river Eaii * as chief city of n deparimeni 
of the same name. Two years afterwards, the son of this maguote 
inherited the Imperial throne liom Wu Tsung, Hiao Tsungs Jwtti 
who died without male issue (aoe p. mi)-, ha is known in history 
by the toiiiple-niiine of Shi 'Eiung. As one of hia drat lueBaures, ni 
conferred the [Ktsthumous title of Emperor «[ion Ids hitlier, « 10 
Wiis thunoefortU .styled 1 Emperor Hien of Hing *. the hoiuira^ name 
of Hien having been liestowed on him at his death by the t'®“ 
reigning soveruigii. Shi Tsung » elevated his Inlliers sepuii-hi^ p*it ^ 
»to the milk uf a ling, appointed inspector* und guards tor rt 
xtfrum atiujng the members of the Impcrbil clan, in itcccn aneo 
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» With the previiilftig ouatuni f iinil inalkmcd bq Ottice tor Sncrihciu] 
ttiSarric^ Par it. TsHon IW-hiiin meinonnlizQit thnt the reiiiflins 
i>of the Katperor Hien ought to he tmnsferred to the T^n-aheii 
» Moiinta mill turned tlicjo. But SiJi Shu, President of the Bonn! 
n of Ritea , demuDStmted that the Emperor &io (ThI Tsu) tmd 
»not been tmnsfamjd to the Tsu ling, nor 'l''ni Tiiung (Ch^ing

This name had also been home by the sepulchres of 
lij«> Tsu ’ of the Tsjn dynasty, and Shi Tsung' of the House of 
Liao, who died respectively in A. I), 913 and 930*. ^»lii the 
a Beventli year of Ms reign, Shi Tsung himself prepared an in* 
wBcriptton for a atone tablet in the Hien ling? (hi the tenth 
«yefir) he oonfcrred the name of Shim-teh Sbmi; ■ Momito of Puro 
» Virtues or IJencfitB’, upon the Sung-lin Shan or 'Pine Foreat 
■^Mounts' (in which the mausoleum was eituate), changing also 
»tbe natno of the Ngan-luh department into that of Ch^g-rten, 
»i. ff. 'Inhmtanoe of Imperial Dignity’"*, 

Simultanoouely with hta deceased father, Shi Taung conferred 
the Ini[ieria1 dignity upon Ida Btill living mother, who bore the 
samame of‘I'siiuig *, a In the twelfth month of the seventeenth year 
» of the K ia tsi u g perievd ", thus we read further, j^ahe died, and the 
» Emperor then ordained that the Buiinis of Ritesund Works should 
»Te-ioter the remaina of the Emperor Hion in the Great Valley 
^grounds (foiiniug a part of the Ohhing'p^gCemetery,seep. LSSh). 
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»He odefed Kwoh ULim, King of the prindpulitj of Yih, to 
i* aaperintoiicl the uieewurefl tu be token in regortJ tu n muiiatlBum 
afur his Impurwl motlmr; but when he hud hlmatilf tmvelled tn 
nthe OiBot Vnlley ond seen tbo j*pot, be onlered measarea to Jje 
acontrivtul Tor the cuuvejunco of iho Empnsfi-Uowoger to the 
wfiouth, for bitriHl there at the side of her consort. Now Y'en 
aSiing, Prcalderit qf the Board of Rites , denionstnitod in ooneert 
wwith othew that, setting out in tiie moTning, the Gr*^t Valley 
a migh t be reached thi! same evening, but that the Hien ling 
» vvu* 30 fer iiwuy in Ch'ing t'^icn, that the Empetor (if his piirents 
a were buried in this inHUfloleiiiu) would think with unttuiness of

Yucu to euttve/ the ooilin to the souths where it entombed 
»m the liicn ling* at the ^ide uf her Impsital CJonsort* in the

Aw a matter of course, the niau^^deum of this litideirj Imperial 
coupb WHS administered^ guarded and saciificefl nt on the unmo footing 
118 tile other bLiriubpiiie&j of the Ming family^ and siouhir oiilocs 
were instituted for the proper execut tun uJ the nescripu issued with 
respect to it by the Throne, It waa Snished in tJic sfcmod month 
of the twentieth year of Shi Tsnng'a reign*'*, that h to mj, nine- 
teen months after the hiirial of his motiier^ Among the edicb^ piti- 
tnitlgaled by the now rtagning dynasty, wo have never found any, 
prcscrihing meui^urti^ for t)ie preservation of thia cenoteph. Keverthe- 
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if!68 it seems [trufiesteroiiii to (jonclmle hBrefrotn, llint iho CJcntml 
(lovomnicnt anti ilm® Authorities of the region in which it he# 
have ulwn.vs left it to ils own fate, ftir it still esista at the present 
ilftT, though in a ruinous eonditiun. We learn this from n shoit^ 
de*cri|»tiun of this tomb, which M, MichuDliii gives in his tiecauirt of 
tijmmiBy be uwJe in IS79—61 thtougheentmlimd western China'. 
This description ^ illuatnited hy u sketob-pkn of which Fig. 42 is a 
reproduction, show? that thin scpuJchnil nionument, though not 
differing esaenllally m plan fiom the other miinsolea of the Mmg 
tlynuBty, (KMaeases 'some fesatures which render it worth while repro¬ 
ducing hare what its nuthor mentians of it, 

Tha avonna inclusively, it is sitiinte within n vast. wnlleJ area 
ol aliunat two kiloinotrefl by iifie, to a grant «tent converted 
into rice-fields. The foremost half of this ondosure w nearly 
souarc. with rounded coTKers; the Mtidmoal half, which oonteiM 
the tuimili, i» rounded off at the back. The brick wall Jipptojrimntw 
ro sis metre# In height, end is roofed with yellow and blue gluffid 
tiles. In the middle of the front wall, which faras the south, la 
a large brick gate, built on a l>iisetncnt of eandstone, hard and 
solid, and with three puasigea, eigld metres deep, bal^d it, a 
path, partly paved with slttba of sluije, leads anroas a triple stone 
bridge with balustrade# of tlie same material to an imsulaleil gato, 
which we do not doubt is the counterpart of the Red Giite of the 
Ch'ang-p'ing Cfemetery} close by it stands a hamlet, where, we 
think, the descendant# dwell of the families that were appuinled 
in times long past to guard the gwunila. Moving onward in n lm«il 
direction, we again erwaa a triple bridge, then arming at “^*’'*^** 
house measuring eighteen metres cm every side and eistirsly u 
Stone blocks, U lias in every facade a lofty, arched cnlnmce, over 
which are affixed slaba of stune sculptured with curling dnigons; 
the roof is destroyed, and the tablet has fallen to the graiiiul. 

Behind the tabkt-hauso Is another triple bridge, giving once® 
to an ovenue lineil with full-sized, elumg^ stone images of uniraal* 
imd men. It ia almiKit two hundred [nelres long, hirst we have a 
jiair of Qctagntial [)iliars covered with sculpture; then folhiw two lions, 
two tigeis, two camels, two pairs of unicorns and two hots^, o 
couching, and finally two standing horses, two pairs of uiilitaiy 
officers, and two pairs of civilians. The avenue terminates nt w gate

tenDiaate on either side in a ditoh running pninlltd with the 
avenue, su that this klter is entirely surniundcd fiy ii moat, doing 
senrice, wc believe, os a repoaitoiy for good nquatii: influonces. 
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About 26motrca otiward we pojsts a triple bridge, be^'otid whiah 
we liehukl a ruuind t^ud lined wUli blocks of stone, whicb, we siip- 
is intended to inBure the felicity of the temple nnd the taniuli 
thill nn sitmitcd further on. Tim diiimster of this fXiQil is about 
thirty metros. LLaving piuiaed through a triple gatii raijusd on a 
platform of stone, we enter n wnlled court paml with Blabs, 
und peraeive in the background a pint form which foriuorly boro a 
templo, now lUtuuBt cntiruly dostroyed. A traiuveiBo wall with a 
gate in the middle BCpiinitOB tins ixjurt triun a aeoond yard, buimdod 
in the rear by a squars Sold Tower. In front of this edifice standa 
a stone nltar, 1>efore which we see a tripnl and two oolumii!i of 
the same matiiriid. 'Hie ternice of the Soul Tower coinmunicates 
with a cimuhir Euea, BUTFounded by a wall three metrea thick, 
in the centre of which spinda a round tumulua, nino nieUas in 
height. Tlita endMure U luliowcd by another of BiiiuhLr fonii, which 
tikewisQ oantaioB u rannd tumulus in the middle; and both are 
oonnei'.tod by a nueod open aino metres wide, formod by 

two parallel waib and entered at eithor extremity by means of u 
night of BtepB. VTe suppose the fruntmost mound ootitoina the renuuns 
of the Emperor, and timt in the reur those of his spouse. These 
sepukhrtiB alone am in a gmxl condifcioii, but eveiything tike is in 
a slate of neglect. 


5. ^hiD BiiFlal'0rouud8 of ttie Frosent Balaniag Djnoaty. 
d. Tlw Couetariw In Puh-elilhll l^vUi«a. 

The Manchti founder of the Tslng dynasty, who mounted the 
throne of China on the conquest of Peking by his iiiudeis ld IC'l'li 
imd most of his sucoossore down to the present day, am, together 
with their chief Consorts and Conenbines, buried in a valley or 
a series' of vidcts, in Taun-hwa one of the depart menta of the 
province of Peh-chihii abutting ti> the west' on the department of 
Shun-fiea, in which Peking (JUicially and popularly those 
tombs ore designateil by thd name of Tong ling*: i»the EaBlsm 
Mausolea", on account of thdf situntion eastwanl fruni Peking, 
They stand against n tnwiil chmn of hiUs, called the Ck^ang-ahui 
Shnn* or »Hills of Radiant Pelicity", over which the Great. Wall 
runs froia east to west, forming the northeni boundary of the 
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CDDieteiry. The waUed chief cUjr of the (ioptutineot of Tauo-liwa ia 
situateU at about a day's journey onatward fhiiu the niauflolea; 
and the Hi no ting,. Ihe central mausDUiuni iind the ahlost, ia 
offldnlly stated to be at 240 Ohlni^e miles frum Peking *. 

In this Eastern Cemetery wo have tht; following mnusolm of 
Emperors nnd Etupreaseat —

Aa to the aituatlun of these mtiaaoksi with respect to ouch other 
wo nsid, thjil B the Flitto ling lioa m the midilk, the Clitio- 
wsi Hag south-east, and the HidO-tung ling oiist of itj and 
that tim I£.ing ling is flituated eastward from the Hiiie-tuag 
i»ling, and tlio nuiaaolEnm of the Bmproas iliao lUea (tho Y 14 
westward froifl the Hiao ling”'. 

The sauie 'iVing dynnstv which * as out readers will remembor 
from our chapter on Pung-shni, deems it ita duty to ra,rriesth 
caution iU subjects ligaiimt the diingcraua dcluaioiia of this system, 
iieirertheless had tho selection of its own princii«il ocmeteiy entiiely 
coinmnndeil by geomantic c'onsidemtioiis. In the hills surrounding 
it, its eagle-eyed experts discerned ii cotiipound of f)usllties, nbk 
to entiure to the dynasty an everliwting pusiwiSHioa of the throne, 
and etemiil peace and prospority to tlie nation. »On the four sides 
thuB wo r«id, )>■ the [place is cneiosed by hills rising nmge upc 
» range, proilucing a prosperity bused on nature, which may sup- 
» [jnrt us for ten thoumntl years to come. Originally tho Ch'ang- 
nshui Shan Ijoro the uauitr of Fting-f^ai Ling: »Chain of t-ha 
wT'ermce of Abundance”, and of hhing-t^fti Shun: j^Mounta ot 
»the Phenis Temice”. Their pulsts (comp, piigc 953) cotno 
** forth from the T'al*hing Mounts (which extend biHweon Peh- 
hcHhli and Shangi); their dtiuhle chains and mjtsiiijiulfltcd iwaks 
»rejtrcsent u phenix soaring in the sky (t. e, the Bird of the 
B Southern Quarlnint), itnd tlw sinuulions of a dragon. The undulat- 
p ing lops are aeremi hiindrods of jen iu height. In front arise the 
I# pfiks of the Pknet of Motnl (Vfimna)j in the rtair, the rile U 
j' encompassed by the lofty hills of the chauis which foriji the 
B watershed. On the left wo luive the Nicu-yii Pius and the Ma-bin 
»Valley; on the right the Kwan-t'ien Vale und the Hwaiig-bwii 
» Uilla. Thus the Imperial Clan is embracctl on every side by a 
B thousand [leaks and ten thousand water straams; two rivers 
» from the wnlershed closely wind along it on the right and left 
» respeetiwoly, iind meet in the Dragon and Tiger Valley. The glory 
Blind [irowperity (which the site thus nnsuraa) are firm and solid; 
B it is n propitious ground which shall confer felicity on this Dy* 
» nasty for myriads of yuora ” *.

Hiuo Hicn, 
ConeuhiDD uf the first mok, endowed with the title oT einpreas 
on her death, wIugIi hiid occurred thive years before; and JJhiu 
Kliang, a Conculiine of the third rank, who, on account of her 
having given birth to fihing Tsu, was endowed by the latter, an 
his acceasTon, with the rank of euipresa, and niight sdll enjoy tliU 
titulary dignit}' fur ti few months'. In the veiy eiiineyear,SbingTsu 
changed the name of Phenin Terrace Mouiitti, which, ua we have 
seen, had liilherto bisi^n lintnc by the bills aramid the valley, for that 
uf Hills of Radiant Felicity *, wliich htia reuiained the ulliciid name 
n]i to the present day. No beginning scams to have been made with 
the building of the Ilia o ling during the reign of SliiTsii himself;

successor »issued orders to erect a sm^rificiid temple and an under- 
•»ground crypt tor Shi I'su, the Emporor Chang, and to carefully 
appoint for the purpose persons wdl-veraet) in geoutnnoy.

The Qb^ung ling U sUiuited Wfajtwtird from tbe Tni ling, 
and tho Mu ling west of the Chaling ling*. 

OnJer%s for the areetloa of hia maiKKjleum having. we hnvu 
seen, been given already bi 1730 by Shi Taimg hiouelf. kU manes 
had tiut to crave long for burial wlion. six yenoa lator. deiitfi otr- 
ried him off at tho age of fifly*sevon. His fiuocessur Knu Tsung 
win the finit year of hw loip wnferml the name of Yung-ning 
”Sbiui: ' Mu tin Is of Kverhiating Peace', on tho *r'ai*|i'ing Valloy** 
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a tiiid itt the ne^t y*air the cuftin was Itaflsportfsl for buriiil te lilt! 
»undergicninul eijpt uf the City of tlie Pm'ions Rdics"Up to 
that day, it stood for more than four months in the temple uf 
the maiistiiouui i»Tlie Pnipmss HIuo King was entQiiilwtl nt his 
nsicltj im the eiiine day, and the first-rank timeubine Tun Suit 
»followed thoui into that gruTo” ** The former had pre-deceased 
her Consort in 1731, niid the latter, tbo daughter of a Govemcnr 
of the province of Hukwiuig, lind died in 1725*, After the death 
of lliao King, Shi Tsuiig niisod no other woman to the dignity 
of Km proas, tlic prineipiil place in his seraglio Iwing t-onscquently 
occupied tlicnceforth by his accondajy Consort Hi *, the niotliBr 
of the Hcir-AjipfiTBUt. At the latter's aueccasion iu 1735 tliLi wuumu 
became the lagitiinute gwmrr of the eruwn by virtue of her inatcrnnl 
rights, BO that the new mnnutch conferred on her the title uf 
Emprasa and hud a speciui luttufioleuiii built for her tiorth-east uf 
that of her Sate husband. Thus the Tiii-tung ling eauie into 
eiiatcniie, in which ahe w^ns deposited for eternal rest in 1777*, 
n few months nfter she had departed this life * at the age of 
eighty-sin. 

The dilficiilty, felt under the reign of Shi Tsung, In that no 
eligible sputa for burying TiigMrhtl rcimius were to be found in 
the Gciueteiy, dirl not, it aeems, bother the Court in the 

cose of his succesaor Kuo Tsuog, whu had Lis own tiuiuEoleum 
oonstrueted in thuau grounds, The iletniM of bis tirat sponJH! Hko 
Hieti, which occiiiTsd in 174S', apparently prompted the mcasureu 
fbr its erection, for wu read that four yeura a^r this event her 
remains were buried in it, iogsthfr with those of two Conciibioea 
of the first rank, via, Hwui Hien*, who had departed this life in

Jen Tanng, Kjm Tsung's son and auouei^&ur, hud hk umuia^ 
leum made in the Weetem Cemetery. In KiiUjl, eight years after 
hk HOeeasiun and Boveiitoon hafure liis death, it was dnkbeit iu ao 
fiir that it was ^t to receive the remains uf hk Chief Consort 
Hino Shuh *, the uiatber uf the Heir-Apparent. Thk is the bat 
Itiijrerkl hiirint montionod in the great culk'ctiLma of urdinuneea and 
docroca, fiom which we have dmwn the above pnrtieulura. Hencowe 
are iinnblir to bring our nummary up tn date with it like amouBt 
of detail, h'or sumo further data ragardiitg the buriak of Emperors 
and Empreasea in tliu preiient century, wc must refer tu the tables 
insiU'M in pages 12Sd and 12117, which are finkiied with the 
aid of the great uollectiuii t)f edttiU puldklunl under the title uf 
SAiHff /liim (see page U31J, and some other uiudeirn documents. 
W'c limy mid hare thul Wen 'IVung, having died in August 1361 
in tbe tdwu uf Jobol, to which he hmj Red in the autumn of tbe 
previous yimr during the camjmign of the ulliad forces of Engtmid 
and EnuiPB against Peking, laft two Eiiipreaiies, Ngaii* and 
Ts'sS Fli the bttar of whom was the mother of the iltdr-Ap' 
parent and, we believe, a seoondfiry Ckmaort invesitoii with the

ning in front of it, the site of u ruaiuiult-utii tliHt was iiuilt by the 
Euipcrur Siien Tsung for kimsoLf, uml nfterw arfls rieatroved hy kim 
umlur eiiriutis circumstanoea, wTbis tomb’*, he writca (page HfJ], 
^ was pn^paretl befon; the death of the Emperor, By the diia'Ction 
fftjf a Gnidd-Secrekiry, niiiiied Ying Hwo, the elaborate and rodtij 
w ilniiinigt! amiiigeiiients, wliioh Ibnat'd a part of tlio plan, were 
>' omitted, l>y which Ying llwo is saiii to have niadu 1(11),tlOb luels 
)!*or £ do,000, Tlif Empress dierl firsit, and waa burieil in the 
!> tomb , bat the atone dia>r was not tinally closed until the Empmr 
joined her. On one of Lia visits to auerifico al ihti tojnhs, be 
we:(preaaG(l a wish to see hia own future ruHting-plaei:. On lib 
j> orderitig liiti itono door to be opened, that ke ought enter the 
»tumulus itself, Ite was ^u^^rified to sue that there were some feet 
»of water in tho L*lititiilj«r — enough to reauh the level of the 
stun O’ bod on which the cottin lay. Ying Hwo wfw baniahed, and 
» hLa possesions forieitwl. The Emperor decreed tlmt a new man- 
w sol sum ehnuld be eunatruoUri at Uie wastern tonalis, 180 ndlea 
» otf. Tlib building was levellorl to the ground j; some uf the materi- 
»aU were romov^ to the new site, but the greater part wore 
» lufl, and we notieod pieeea uf dioataly carved Htono, that formorly 
!* belonged to this tomb, carelessly thrown together to form ci- 
»tempore bridges. There are not wanting botievers in Enng*shui 
n who attribute! the misfortunes of tile present dynasty, even the 
■'Untimely death nf the btc Etnperor, to this untoward iniiident, 
Muiid tke mistake tuade in changing the site of this tinnb". 

These Uneia, which l»ear evidence in tharuBelvea uf owing their 
eaUteiiue to mere hmnaiy, arouse our curiosity after aoiiio rrlhvblo 
authentic informatkui. Unhappily, the cnlloctionB of State pipers 
which Imvti hitherto guuicd os, do not bring us down tu the reign 
of Siien Tsung, aud no documents shedding ufficiul ILghl on this 
mdiient are jit oitr disposni, save three imi>eriid edicts issuwi in 
IB38, which the compilenj of the Hxh ’ have decnicd inter*

itOn the liny keng-wu of the tenth inotitli the Entpemr sent the 
]»following edict to the Chanocij (Net k oh}: — Yilt Shaurjijw ^«h, 
«joined in ctirnuiittee, Imvo rigorously examined the candesti way 
in which Ving Hwo und others hav® direolod tho works in Our 
j' l'*eliciluU3 Ground; they have jmlgwl the deeds of every one of them 
» in i^arriouhir, and miule aniipEotc minutes of the mnttor. YingKwo 

■ (tilus they atatoj Jieing charged with the entire execution of the 

■ prinoiiml works Jo tliiit PelicitunH tiround in the Fiio-hwn Valley, 
»it was, of conrse, his duty mrefuJly to remJer hiniscir aequaintod 
awitb oveiytliing relating tkerelu. Had he done so, he would tiavo 
» perfocLly known the aiuses and conseipiences of the Altering of 
» water through the stones tlint sliure up the crypt, and by no tiictina 
J* would it then have occurr«] to Shmg 'F^ung to cuntiiiuously advise 
«Trti Kwun-ynen to cnviir the place with enrlh. When he feuneil 

■ that the Dnigif.m-heard drain might enusu the Terrestrial Brtidk 
»to dow away,, ha rejwrUal to Us that he had cliscuntinned the 
» works, and he pruposetl to [iLice hivips of stones at the side of 

■ the tnnncl^atu, thus to repuir the Ici^age. He also gave orders 
»to disccritiniio, inside, the jintgtttmg of the stone walls and the

’* Ying Hwo thcroajwa entrusted the above iuqairtniit works to 
»»that man aJono, thus bceomlng the cattse «f their lieing for the

■ The inv^tigations made by Yih Shad c, m . having iiflbrded clear and 
e positive evitlence ugnitist him, Ying Hwo b, in mxonlance with the 
" es^blishfiti laws, cundciuned to dcmpitnliun, to bo prtxiedod by im- 
» priMnment until the mtificatioii of Itia sentence. But the crimes of 
- whieh he is guilty deaarve indulgence, and the fact that tie has held 
the iligmty of President of a Board and that of Assiistaiit-$«trretary 
" of Our Chaneery, os uIho that lie has not in this mattar ciiitHScried 
•Jtoy monr^s for himself, allows of looBoitiog one thread (ol the 
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in which lie is cawgiu). Besides, the Works at llm Fiilicitoua 
w Grounds being private IniaiDesa of Os, tho One htnri, VVe refima 
u take the life uf High Ministerti on account of their having 
«> tnisraonagad them. Not having plnwHl him in I he banila of the 
»Inw, VVe acconlinglj need not kiftip him in jfiil mj longer, but 
»banish him to Tsitsihar bj way of fnivomr, there In be placed 
t» in rigomna Govenimunt thmldnrii; — ■ ihua We manllbst Our 
» clemency placed above tlie law. As he is not yet recuverod from 
wliis illncsi, hia &oua Khwei'Cbiio and Khwei-yno, who, having

Indwd, almost everv 
Imiltliog mill structurt' prEsuritwsl has ita oomiterpiirt in the old 
Chimg-piog Cetnetety, and liuars the aatne nariie there, witli oiilv 
0 feinf exceptions of lilils imjxirtiincc. The general plan of (lie 
Tsing tombs bfeng thus strikingly uniform with Hint of tJie Ming 
tumbs, wi! may mfer tlwl the Imihlinga and stmetnres composing 
them will also deviate but iitlle from tliosa in the Ch'ang-p'ing 
Ccmatoiy in point of style, docoration, elnbomtioti and iinislij and

The ordinances isaneri by the Throne nt different periods to 
aiippleiiient the above fundamental rescripts in the case of Midi 
(UAUBolcutii in particular, ate the only out hen tie soiiroeti cxtiinl from 
whidi we tuny gain it more nccumta knowledge of the Imperial 
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tombs. Tliey. in fact, tell na hiu-cily anything about tho exact style 
of tho hiiiliMng^, tliuir coDtouju anti orneiDifUtiitioo, but almost evaiy- 
tlung about tlieir dimimsittn* unci grnujiiug, aftbreUng tboreby iiiaiiy 
new proofs of their close resamblancc to the mmiioU’a of tbe Ming 
dynasty, Uliffie ordluaiiceH, as was the case with the fundamental 
rescripts, were drawn up fur tbe guiilnnce of the Adniiniatrativo UnreHU 
fur the Government RescjrVBtkms n eubiiiviaion of the Board of 
Wnrks having tho control of the eonatrnotion and rcstorutioi! of 
the sepulchnjB of the Imperial Family, noblamen and mandiirina. 
and those of riders. sages and worthies uf former dynaatiea, ftfiart 
from tha uumagtiment of the fuel recjuircjd for Iho ImperiBl 
service*. As our rcadera know (see p, 1U97), the IfVj T^\Hg httiui 
iiea iki H, published in 181S, ia tho largest campiLdiou extant 
of supplcmentury ordinances for the proper execution of the shilutes 
laid down in the Tn htstti iicit. Those regimvllng the two 

Imperial Gemeterioa, contidned ir» its Tilth, chapter, bring us 
down to »the mausoleum of the limprtiss Hino Shuh”, that is 
to say, the Ch'ang ling, which name it did not receiTO until 
den Tsung’s dcHtlj, after the publicallon of tho work. The Sup- 
plementarv iMition of the Ta kievi lien , likcwiso puhliahud 

in 181S (sea p, 1173), ia brought up to the sauii! datu; hut tbe 
TtHnff liftt t»ek H (oh, 137) ruaerbes no furllier than the Ifu 

ling, this collfiction having been published pruvious to the othiif 
two. Unless wc explicitly mentiun other nnthoritiea, the informatton 
ixintained in the fallowing pages ia drawn from ilia T, Ts. k, f, sh 
ft. The %urc3 it giro for the dimensions aro, for reHSons whieli we 
i^iinot grasp, la most casca slightly diM;rent fronri those suppliefl 
by the 7', Ta. k, i, isek A’. Only tlm four oldust linjKjriaJ umtiaolea 
shall be passed in n'view, the raseripta fur tlm ChVKig ling 
showing that it differs so little from them, that we need not pay 
any pnrticiihir attention to it. 

The Hiao ling of Shi Tau, having been built first, has liecoine 
the central around which all the man.soien of the HJaatem Cemetery 
are grouped, just as was the fame with the Ch'sug ling in the 
groat Ming Cemetery. But its tunudua is much smaller than 
that of tho Ch'ang ling, boing only 1,5 chatig in hoiglit, 
or, reckoning the chang as 3,35 metres, a little over five iiictroSi 
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whiLjt its drntjujfrivnoi! ee barolr 54,^ d hang or cir[:u 1S4 metres. 
U seemij td be n rulo with the reigning Imperial Hou«(« to bare 
tumuli of mocleratfi dzo, the height and mreumferenoe uf those 
uf the thrue next li)mpuror> measuring, noconling to the urdinanuca, 
2 ckang tiy h£,B, 1,3 hj 0d,4<, nud 1,6 by 1)4,U respectivelj. 
The term by which the ordinances invariably denote the tumuli, 
is Pso ting', iippurETnlly nimuiing: »Crown ur top of the Prwiious 
Relics". 

In the Hifto ling, the Pan ohHfig, that is to say, the wall 
flnoompassiug the tumulus, extxod^ the latter but little in circum¬ 
ference, its entire length being givon as Utt ohang. Tliia leacla ua 
to the conciiuitoii, that the space it encloses is entirely filled by the 
tumutiis, for, supposing the latter and the wail both to bo circu¬ 
lar, their reapccliva rudii will be almost et|Util, iliflering merely 
1,3 chniig or circa 4 metres, a Hguie representing perhaps the 
tliickness of the wall. 'J'lic reader may mnember here that the 
tumulus wall of the Yung ling in the Mitig Cemetery U even 
five matres thick (see p. 1^33). Tn the King ling, iia wtdl iia in 
the 'Pat ling and the Yu ling, the radina-length of the wall 
bkewisc but slightly exceotls that of the tiituulus, ta wit, out mure 
than 0,78, 2,0^ and 1,36 chaiig nnpeotivcly. In caitb of the hjiir 
nuiuaoleit the tunmlua U uunsidumbly lower than the wall, the latter 
measuring respectively 3,4, 3,7, 3.1 and 3,G chang in height, 
Iffitving out the inches or lundredth pirts of a ebattg. 

'Hie T, Tt. h, /, H and the Supplcmuntniy 71 Ts. h, 1. tnidee 
iiifuittoi] of a yueh-ya oh'ing* or »nnoou-tip» wall”, placed in 
each mausoleum behind the termce hearing the Soul tow'er. It is 
either 2,1, 3,2 or 2,3 ubungliigh; that of the 'Pai ling Kis the 
mine height ns the tumulus wail, and in the other three mnusolea 
tt is a few feet lower than the latter. It is perhaps a projcctnre 
from the termce, oonnected with the tumulus wall, and it may' 
have sODtething to do with footwayH or steps giving access to the 
tup uf the terrace. Its name is a pusile to us. Precisely in the 
middle", thus we reail. wis a gltnu.f1 nificdion wall" the position 
of which, however, nut lieing descrilR'd more ilelinitely, wo can only 
refer the rcailer tu the a yellow gliwjd screen*', stated by Ku Yen-mt 
to have etocal within the tunnel of the Ch’aug ling of the Ming 
dynasty (p. 1231), The tertucQ bearing the Soul k €aUc!il 
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tha wwjuAre fbrtrcsfi" it has '»nQ elevated wail with a ert'dulated 
iwrapct"', and is by no iiietuiB ah large ns the turrespunding 
structnred in the gi'cnteat nuiong the Ming tombs. It nifinsurcs in 
all the four mausolen nnlj 6,4 or 6,5 chnng in lengtli, or einm 
£1„5 Qjetres, and it is aontowhnt less tiinn charig or about 10 
tiietriis high; in the lliao ling mid the King ling it iu nut 
aqimre, but o^imidembtf narrower than long*. 

The Soul tower f called, as we have seen, a lofty lurret" by 
the Til Tittup kwid tie» , is in nil the four iiimisolon of ei(UHl 
sixo, nauiely 'Ifi nhuag on each aide, and consequently by nil 
moans comes up hi ditueuaio]i to the corresponding building in 
the Ch*^ang Htig of the Ming dynasty, each aidi* of which 
tucasuneii IS metrea (see p. 12L1>), The rioiible roof is covered with 
yellow glazed tiles and ia l,4» chang h^h, and the giave-stonc it 
contains menBures 1,65 uhang by 0,55, and is 0,20 chang thick, 
its dtniensions coiiseijiientlj not varying much fmm those of the gravo- 
stone of the Ch'ang ling (p, 1210). nit has a cruwning Ivirdcr,

This dro, skaletOin-likB summary of buildings and ciphers, how¬ 
ever jnnt tTBctivfi reading it atforda, may, when combined with 
the data supplied by the fundamental rescripts for the mausolffli, 
which wo have translated on pp. 1307 aeq., tenil to satisfy sorac- 
whnt the thirst of our readers for some knowlalge of the two 
sepulchral grounds of the noiv reigning tmporiid fiimily. No dgurci 
at all are given abtiut the diatancuit that lie between the several 
buildings, giittM, walla and bridges. Tliia suggests of itself that the 
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widest suop6 hrti been on thia head to the oateulA^oas of goo- 
maocsei^ and arahitectaj in conticcdun, no doubt, with tlmcotiliguni- 
tiona aiwi diciieniiions of the gruttud illHpcmsii of forevety □uiufloJeuiu.

To those of OUT readers who have {x^nised our dUtiiitsitiQii on tho 
CUineaa onlngiatic sepnk-hriil tahicta and thereby nirived at o proper 
iindontanding of their high signtlicuDce in tho BcJigion of the Dead, 
it will 111) Self-evident that the most importiint monutuents in the 
seventl Spirits roads gf tho Imperial tnausolcum-gFoimds are the 
tablets »conimemonidng the suge virtues and divine merits or 
fiata’*. Nobody will, thnrefore, be nstoniahed to hear that the 
biogniphn-i, graven in those stones, have altogether been piously 
com posed by the Sons of Heaven in their own persons, iritlicr 
nominally or in reality, each of them having counted it iimong his 
snerod duties thus to perpetuate by bU own wHting-hnish the 
glorious niemory of his father. Their atixiety to give in this wise 
tlic strungest possfible expression to their filbtl feelings, very soon 
hegan to drive thorn beyond the bounds of ooticifienoas ami to 
ncoiMiutate the erection of twu talilets in every pavilion, one single 
slab, even of oo stupendons a aiite ns all of them are, Iteooming 
too small to bear so much latidution and Iiiagni1a(}i]ei)ce in two 
languages, especially if the defunct hud reigned long.

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Tiic meuaurea prtHcrifa«l In this tdict tiave imdmibtcfllj been 
followed nt tbe creetioi) nf lablet^honan, tliey being laid dotvu 

os general atandiinl rescripts among tbc Rules and Itegnlattuna fur the 
llofirtl uf ilitea Our nndom will Us miatakenj if they tliiiik that 
thoae Imperinl BepiilchnU biugmpbies, earned in solid stone and 
uorcfulty sheltered frotii ntiiJOHpliLTitsul influeDeea bj a strong riKjf 
iinil masaivu walls, are valuable historical documonU, doubly Useful 
beoiiuae no official history of the i'sHng dynasty ne yet exists. Being 
Gxuiiisivvly laudatory, as Ulial piaty forbids a son to pass eensiu^ 
on Iub fatlier’a deeds, they e&nnot, indeed, claim to be Iriistworthy 
shetohes of the eharucters of the sovereigns to tJie iiieoiury of whom 
thgf aiB sacred; moreover, bare feats and uehievements are recorded 
therein with the utmost brevity and williout any addition uT detiiil, 
and in most cases uven tbo dates are omittial Tlits.judgiucut wo 
pronounce, however, over iho tablet inscriptions for tho three tirsl 
Buiperors alone, the only ones of wbich wn biive reprints, and tliat 
in the &wn /‘way ilao*; of the others we never saw a copy. 

As our readers may d^ire to obtain on idea of the contenU of 
such biograpbies, we pniphrrise here that of Sbi Tsu, the first 
Etii|>eror, which is the shortest, eontoining only 1435 ehanictem. 
The tablet was rearetl in 1603 . 

After men tinning the parents of R'boin this monarch wag bom, 
it goes on to relate that, before his birth, a wonderful light bsueil 
from his luother's body, and that she dree in ad of n mysterious 
individual that handed a son to bar, who, he said, would once wield 
the sceptre over the whole wide world. At the oonfinenient, a red 
glare and savoury odours pcrvailed the Falaci!. When only six years 
old ho could read, and recited by heart, without the help of his 
teacher, seveml columns of chiiraclerii at uitco, after having merely 
locticoil over them. At that tender age ho was placed <m tho throne of 
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ChiEfl f and eatiibli^hiHi his Court at Pokiuj,'. Tho diOeTEnt purte id 
tho Euipiru word then reduced to suUii lien ion by uiiljtaiy 
nml siindty measures token fur the rulief uf the people, such ns 
the abolition of taiceB and tributes, tiud crushing statute UhoLir at 
tlie rrunttem. The Eiu[airur ul tho same time demoted IrU nttentian 
tu the digestion of a mde of Jawa} be behaved most dutifiilty 
towards hh* deceased parents luid grandfather, and giivc* his nights 
which so much ^eal tti the study uf the Miinehu and Ghinesi! 
languages, that he beearne thoroughly versed tn philosophy, natural 
soieuce, astronoiur, geomancy, rites and ceremonies, music, luilitaiy 
tactics, jurisprudence, rates and tuxes, mudical science, in almrt, 
every branch of knowledge. In dressing and etrting he oirservet! 
modoratiou anil simplicity; he made eonsiderahle outlays for the 
restumtioii of temples dediatted to Gonfocius. and gave much of his 
attention to the competitive exaiiiinationH for ollidal tanks, His 
Munchu and Chinese subjects he gave equality of rights, and he 
placed the civil and the military tiillcers on the same level. He 
ordered his mandarins tu he Just and eriuitahlc, but to execute the 
laws witli lunity. In his own person he ploughed the grouud at 
the altar to the God of Agriculture, thuH touching the people by 
his example to devete themselves with xcal tu the prudiictiun uf 
food. Wherever inuridution, drought or any other calumily harraseed 
his subjects, he currierl relief, doing so even to Yunnim and Kweb 
cheu, afhif the people there had been reduced to submiaaion by bis 
armies. Me established, guards in the rnausolei of the Ming dynasty, 
issued dfectivQ prohibitions for the protection of the trees growing 
there, end ordained that sacrificea shoukl lie presented to the bist 
sovereign of tliat extinct House; moreover, be conferred honours 
upon tho officers who had sacriSoed their bves bi its cause, nnd 
he aiiocourcd thotr himtlies. No wonder, then, that the hcnedcial 
eftiict of his fiivours wiu; felt unto reriiote regions beyond the Cron* 
tiers of the Hinpiro proper, x>and, southward, even as tar ns the 
» Liu*kiu islimils, Siam , llulhind aiul the Wtstern tkseiiJi, no that 
V hundreds uf transmarine kingdoms, seeing the four sens vveto without 
oiuiy billows, excinimed uuauimously; A holy man has nppcmwl 
»in the Middle Empire**'. B'tnally wo are inforunal of the exact 
date of the Em[>eror'a dentil, his Jige, and the diimliott ofhiareign, 
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B» ulbo of bia luliinxiibie te^tnmcntnry diapoaitioit that all uacteaa 
(txpcDiUturu for the* i![iib42lliEliuit!til ul his iitu.iiiiiitt*uai Sfhuulil lie 
abstoineil fruiii, mtcl no prucioiui artidea ]>e buried witli bim. Sub* 
seipiontly, the whole Ine^niphy is rc^pcatod in the ahnpe of a enlogic 
mdrical cuin]x»itiuu of thiity-lwo lines of eight rtianieters, all the 
lines ending with tlw uaiue rbyuic, after whieh foUow tbmj estra 
lines of eight cbaracters, CDDStiluting a byuin in pmise d' the nmu* 
solentn in which the reiunuis of this great uain rapoao. 

This ccjunuctiiumtive tablet-inscription, consctjiiently, does not es¬ 
sentially diQer from tliosn whieli the Chtitetie have boon wonted fur 
many agea to exhibit on Hie ^vea of distinguished penjotis (seo p. 
1103), nor front the mo obi-ming, plaouil tu the graves of the 
olftcial and rioii-ollivial daEs aiuee mure Ibati ji tboiisand yenn. Itulaed, 
it likewise oonsists in a bioginphy (cbi), followed bj a poetic 
eulogy (tuing). The tablat-inEoriptioni for the second and the third 
limpt^ror are eompused in (inito the stiuie way. That tif Sbing Tan 
contains more than three timea os nniuy chanictets ns hia jirerlo- 
ccssor’s. This cuii hardly bo ascribablo to the fact of his lutving 
reigned more thnn three times as lung, since the tablet-inscriptiun 
of bis aucewiSOT, who wure the emwn for only a dozen yiairs, U 
drawn out to almost quite the same length. 

In either Ometeiy, the oldeat nmusoleum stands, according 
to the ordituinees, within n vast area sunoutided by a wail. This 
wall has a total length of C43il,i& chan g or nearly S2 kilome- 
ttvs in the Eastern Conictury, by & height of i,3 chang; in the 
Western it is 43ti9 chang or circa 15 kilorudrcs long and 1,45 
high. These enormous lengths suggest that either wtdl enibtuces, 
if not the whole Cemcteiy to which it belongs, a very large part 
of it, and that the Red Gale furois its main oiilrunce, Wc be¬ 
lieve the wiilb were built on accoimt of geo man tie musidentUons, 
the Rvilcs and Regulations for the Board of Works noikbig 
mention of ist^ung-shui walls eiie1o»ing the l^stom and the 
Western Mausoh^“ Mr. Bonmo snys tliat, in the Eastern 
Cemvlciy, »iho Great Woll, harming the northon) iMiuiKlary, i» 
•* met a I Ma-kn Chon *, a military station at the north-east vomer 
•»of Uie tmdosiuo, at right miglea by a plain brick wall, about 
«>nine fuel high, oitJetl the Eung-sbui wall, which otidotiea th» 
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>* j^ouad set apart hs apLTiuUy juicrod to the Iniporial Dead. From 
» Mild An Olieii thU wall nma iieorljf due ^uutli ntt Air lu MEi-lan 
w Yuuflar passing whicih pLiOe it trends slightly towards the west 
p and nins in « S. S. W. direction, until It is opposite tlie siuoU 
»town of Sln-chlinga diatniico of Ave miUis, where it turns to 
»the west. The eastern side of the encloaonj is thus iiboiit five 
V uiiies lung.

The .Fung<«hui walls by no moans form the ratrciue limita of 
the burial^uunds. Tlioy are idvefited by a very broad tract of so- 
called chuag tt*i »important gmund", which term in genml 
donates all bol! reservefl for ! mperkl or Govern moat usffi The 
ctiung ti of the two Oemeteriiee are ulew known as »tke groiinds 
constituting the Dnigon of the bucksidcthat Is tn say, the hills 
embodying the good celestial and turjvstrlEil influencea of the arcs 
they gird (mmp. page 05L). >»OutdIdo tho outer wall surroundiiig 
i^thu mauBcIoft", thus we reatl in the fundamental ordinoiicci, »shall 
I# be placed red posts, three in a mile, within which it shall be 
»forbidden to gather fuel or to till the aoii. And outside this 
wcutdon of rod posts, either eU forty pu thorolrum, or at twoEity,

liiiperbl edicts teacli us, that the population originajlj living 
within the white fneta wore not expube^, but alluwod to j!Oii- 
tinue re[aiiring their houses and gmvos with earth and stone, 
gathered lor the purpose on the spot. In l(i05 the necesailj was 
pleaded forbidding the people living within the white posts of Uie 
Weatem Cetiietery, on the north mid the west uf the Fiing-ahui 
wmII, to build or reatore tbencofurth any houses or graves. But 
the Empifror, unwilling to vex them, aagaciuualy gave orders tn take 
the white {Kiats away, to cliange the r«l posts into white unes, and 
to an.*ut a new tmrdon of red pasta further on, which measuira the 
geonmncers declared not to he detritueotal to the Fung-shui *. 
In IS23 the populntiun witliin the blue pusta was o^ially repurted 
tu amount to btJ4 Ehiniiies 

The extract from the Code, given on pp. 1)11 sey. of this work, 
tenehes us that it is strictly pruhibited to dig for ginseng in the 
reservation grounds, and itsu^ests, in consetiueneoj that theGuvern- 
ment monupuintea the advniAages yielded by this precious product. 
That those grounds ore oovared lirondooet with trees, and the inner 
grounds ut the nrausuleii are likewise thickly wo^aled, is jielf-eviddiit 
from the severe laws for die protection of thoiio [iluntnlirins, which 
We Jiave tntiialated on pp. 002—-005 and Old* !$peaking of the 
hastem CemBtory, Bourne says: »lts whole enclosure is so thickly 
* wooded that no tomb oiti lie seen from any other" *. The ordin- 
ances prescribe, in conformance with the fimdatnontal rescripts

After the nbovo digost of oBleiiil ivscripta oonci-ming the two 
liii[Kifial Cemeteries* but little teuiiijns to Ixi salil about the uuiu- 
soteo of those Empresstis who, far rensoiis expised on page 1230, 
might not be burieil iti the lombs of their pre-dotseased Couborts. 
For it is a positive fact, that the onlinancts regarding the 
Chtio^i Hag. tbo liiao-tnag ling and the TaHung Ung, 
laid do wo in the 7* ‘It. i, L tki /i'. show tliat tlie.^ sepulcliBa 
closely rcB€!iiiblc the Imperinl mausolea in all essentlai Ivutureft, 
and «|*<i that the dimensions of nearly all tile prinapal structurijs 
are identfaal, save* here and there, n differunce of a few teet or 
inchaa. For the tuninll* however, and tlie walls surrounding 
them, figiirea are given wbich show tliiit tljeir circuinferaneefl 
are hardly half as great as those of the corrB 3 |Kindii^ stTuclaies 
ill the Imperial tombs, to each of the three said niansolaa the 
situore fortress is a littlu smaller than the iivemge ahse of ihoae 
of the Imperial tomirs, and no ir mooti^tips wall" in mentioned* nor 
a deraiHtivr gate in front of the grnvciultar. Quite a ilifierent 
dtsposition of tlie buildings is found in the Uhao-si ling, «* 
its gate with ghiMd ornaments stands in front nf the temple, and 
the latter is flunked by two Ling-tsHn gates with one opeafag 
each. For every tiinusoieuiii it is pteseribed that troes shall stand 
along the Spirit’s road arranged like those at the Imperial 
tombs, but no word is said of stone images* nor of apjierhuning 
dmgon-and-phenix gate* or tablet-hoiuif*, so that, ovulcntly, 
Drniicjientjitions are exclusively to be tbund at the tombs of tfa®* 
of Heaven. An idea of the su[)erficle5 of tho riiiivisoleB of th* 
Emprme* may lie obtainnl from the oijibers which the ordinaii- 
C€s give for the lengths of the square wjdls surtontiding them. 
That of the Chao> 4 i ling is stated to lie 108 ebang, and that 
of tho Uiao-tung ling 18W or, acwrrdiug to the T*. 
a, 102, while that of the T^ai-tuiig ling mciu+una US chang.

Tht ^^aumlta of Imperutl Cf^eoLmet, 

As was the case with the Ming dynasty (see p. 1241)), the present 
reigning House is in the habit of giving the prineipid secondniy 
wives of the Emperors a sepulture in the Imperial CcuiDterifa, In 
10^jl, when Siting Tsu bnritid hia two Consorts Hiao Ch'ing and 
Hutu Chao in the mausoleum destined for himself (see page 121)3), 
he founded In the dose vloinity n cenotaph for his fei \ or 
Concubines of the third rank *. Some twelve of them were buried 
thertin at diderent times, among whom there were same who luitl 
become entitled to a plnce in it in virtue of their elevation to the 
rank of fot after the Emperor‘a death *. 

Of his pin, kw«i-jen and shii-fet*, Coneubines of the three 
lower ranks, of whom he possessed some twenty-oue in atl^ not one 
IS stated to have been buried in that sepuichrn. It is remarkable 
that tjijfi same Shing T»u who fdt so anxious to provide n benutibtl 
mnusolettm for his own Coneiibines, did not at all tuanifest such 
solUiitude for those of hU father, for we read, that wwhen the 
»burial oeremoiiies for Hiao tfwui, the Empreoa Chang, were 
ahnislied, suspicions Umi's were selecteil tu bnty the fei and

S' The reuiembrtince of what they have done lives forth vividly in 
» Our mind , and has aiutiBed in Us a desire to build an cstro t uen* 
s"tH*in for them, which may btt.'ome their nliode when they shall 
j* have lived a thousand autuitins We have thcTefore ordered the 
»Priiiees to extttnine the ancient, rules tm tliia head; and thqr

[leturs^ they are not distinguished by special proper names. Eiicli 
of them b mianly indicated liy the name of tlic umuaolBum the 
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npptirtenaiim! of wHioh it k; ah, for oi^uuiplet, tliirt wlikh Brntoim 
the reuiuina of Kliioh liwui miri Tiio I la culled )i^ Y u e ii'-t ei n 
for the first-ninfc ConcubincB iK'lungiug to the King ling**', thesB 
women Imving been wives of the oocupiuit of the King ling; 
that for the other Ontenbincs Af this Emperor bears tile name of 
VYuen-ts’in of the thiril-Mok Concabiaea belonging to the King 
liiig"^ etc. The speeiul roacripts iasueti for cimh of those cenotaphs 
show that they oto««ly reactnble the imitumleu of the Imperial PKh- 
ces. of which we gave h description on pp. 1105 *qq.

According to the Collections of ordllnunces, each nmiisoleum as¬ 
signed for the burial of CuneubineR coiihuns the following struoturcB: 
A gate with glazed omamenU, aveniging l.isU or l/JU ehuiig 
In length, and tl,86 or (),f)6 in breadth. A temple for tho woiahip 
of the Soul tablets, with mini mum dimenabna of 0 ohaug hy 8,4(1, 
and muAimiun dimensions of (1.77 by 8.58; tho temple to Kliioh 
Uwui and Tuii 1, however, is lunger ami bwader by almut one 
third.

On either side of the gate is a guard¬ 
house, and in front a single atone bridge. The gates, temples aivl 
walls ore all ooverod with blue glared tilia, as tn the mttuaolea of 
Imperial Prtnets of high rank*. Stone tablet# in the Spirit's minis 
arc not mentionod at all. A iiiiiuoideum belonging to ihe Chao-si 
ling, foundfsd by Shi Teiuig in the fest year of his relp ^ was 
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liitilt ou H >Mailc cAcsptionttlly amitH, tile langtb uf the widl lieing 
only TI cbnng, nnd that of the temple 4,^5.

Alt iill-pervadmfj faureaucrotie officialiBui iloininatmg the Chinese

itself, that ta to say, by snnie Princes of sundry ranks, » members 
» of the Imperifd Family entitled Wang, Hairn, or Kung, and 
» other High Ministois , os also « stalf of Iboly Cnard odicors, ote." 

Iti either Cemetery they constitute a ao*cnilml Ya lu e n far the 
Ceneml Management of Matters relating to the Mansolea"*, nr 
^YtLinen iuinisted with the Manngemenl of Matters"*, to which 
am attoehed one ur two Assistant Seeretarlei! *, and suituc liVriteis, 
cither two or four *, The buildings ereeted for tJiis stal^ in or near 
the Fastem Cemetery are, according (o the ordinances: a munsion 
for the Bnira, composed of 130 compartments; a mansion of 60 
oauipartments fur the K^ung; 300 apartuienta for the otficers and 
soldiers of the Body Gourd; an ofHco-building consisting of 23 
npurtments; 4 ajiartments for each Assistant Secretary and each 
Writer. And in the Western Cemetery we have a niaiisiua of OU 
compartments and another of 40, respectively for the Bairn and 
the Kung; 00 apartments for Ihe High Ministers, 00 for the 
Body Gnords, and 40 canstituting an ot^^'hiiildiug *, 

Tliese two high Committees also have to point out to the Crown the 
most eligible situations for all the mausolm that are to bo made*.

Of the ail great BfMrd^ eatahliuhed at Peking none, of coarse, 
haa so aften to mterfara with the maoBolea iifl that uf Works, tha 
ciffiTutioti of oil technical undertakings projcctod by the State being 
incumbent on it. YYc nniy repeat hare wlint we have already stated 
on page 1311), namely, that u spiomi subdivielonnfthu Boord, called 
The AdtuiniatratiTe Bureau of Qovomment llsservatiDita, ia ohiirged 
with the uiocatiun of all the resortptd tuuoliir.^ luiiuiiolea and 
fiepuluhnia of any sort. This bureau la oonipuaeil uf four Manchu

A Vice-Preiidcnt* of the 
Hoanls of Works in Poking is tiien lumL tu the spot with a suit of 
siihalfermi, tu voiify the reporl and make an ostuuntn of the costs; 
and thereupon it is pitipnsed to the Thfotie to allow the supreoie 
' nniOD in ijucBtioii tu order the Icfcal Yamen of tho of 

Work* to undertake those repairs under its constant control. And 
when the reiittirs ore finished, a Vice-President of the Board of 
Vlca-ka. eonimis&ionctl for the purpose by tho Throne, inaju ^ tg 
thoin thomughly, and for the gt«<l and due control of all following 
mpfiirs ho registers them nt hU Hoard, It is jireseribcci that for no 
works whatever may the urlgi&Dl cstimntA of ecets ho excirrahsl 
or any Bupplctoiy funds be giantcil. TJie y<«rly outlay for hrpiirs 
til ay not exceed nine hundred tnelii in the Eastern Cemetery, and 
five hutiflrod in tho Wiatern *.

□Lit from the Ma^ngsm Shan * or Uorge^addlc Mount in the distriot 
of yiiiin*p*ingat more than oue ilay*a jtturneying west of Peking ** 
We have retaterl niready on pp. ISdif $eg. in wliat manner enorm¬ 
ous blocks of stone are conveyed tmm those plne^ to their desti- 
natron. For tlie fllonc works artisans wcie brought from the pro¬ 
vinces of Pch-chihli. Shantung and Sliami, apart frtJtii niimewus 
liodies of workmen provided by the Bonnl of Works. In the 
liRginning, the Governor of Shantung woa dialled with the delivirry 
of bricks of a (Jertain kinii manuiactured in Lin-taing', a region 
situated in that province, on the Grand Guiat, no leiB than three 
gDpgmphical degrees southward from Peking’. In l7iU, however, 
hr wiin rehmacd &om ibis ubligntioii, anch bricks thenceforth tidag 
obtained from Wen-ts^uen *, in the Tstin-liwn de|)artincnt *, where 
fooat of the bricks for the Eastern Cemetery* had hecn luafle fmm the 
rmmiuenccmetit; and itt 1752 Wen-ts'iim even became the tm'hisiTe 
place of manufacture by s[>ecial Imperial ^l^dinnnt.’e*^ » Old-fesbionwl 
city-wall bricks" required for the mausoleii arc pivid there two 
omilareens and one cash ^ a pieceThe kilns are worked in free 
labour by the eunimon people, under the control of the Jotnl

in each Ccnieteiy, the Yameu of the Brxtrd of Works gives 
employ in eve^ maiisoleum to a peTJuancat body of luboumta, 
plaml under a Ling-ts*ui' or ^Ifrgcr”, i, e. a CorjKtnik In the 
[jiao ling, the King ling and the Yu ling it ounuiste of ^0 
artituins% 17 watutera and sweepers*, and 7tl foresters*; for the 
other lunujoleu other Rgures arc given. As the sundry Calluetian* 
of ordinances do not always coincide tn ixrint of thctie hgurea. we 
think the latter vrisre modified l^tn time to time, in connection 
with circamatanccs. Whenever they received orders to tliia effect 
from the liuard of Works, the tiovemors of PelKLhihli levied those 
men, for the Pasteni Cbuiuteiy, in Fung-jnn * and the other districts 
adjacent to the Tstin-hwa department; and tor the Western, in Yill- 
cben, Choh-idieu *, Ijii-shiii'**, etc. It ia from utiiong tho descendants 
«)f those Tiicn that the permanont lalmurets, retjuired for the iiiiui' 
solejt of younger date, have been for tlie most j«irt selected, new 
Dnlistnicnts to Uduilr of these tombs having only taken place to 
supply tlte deficiiincos ”, 

Thu men thus attiichcd to the nutusoiett, either hy contptilsion, 
or of their own free vrill, tire officially styled je'n-yih •*, a term 
gcnenrlly detiotijtg pcoplo sunt on Oovernmunt labour. From the 
oatsel;, apfiarently, the Authorities did not oondtict these enlistnientii 
with much cate and distrriinmfitioii. as in l?n8 Kao Tsang had to

Besides thu conatruction imd the rapaliB of edifioes, bridges, 
wells etc,, the Board of Worlsjt hii« lo dtfvote its best caro to 
the greenwood snth vehicti llrn; two Comutcriea are clad in ei/cty 
clireefiou, auil to defray from its (letismiea the ex ponses the planting 
entails, Tho foresters whom, ns wo emw abuire, it nmintaLHs in its 
service for the jmT|Ktte, have to occupy themaelvia in the main 
with sowing or planting new titss In the pluoe of those that die, 
or Ere uj(rooted by storms. Considering how much respjct and 
care have, sinit' very ancient times, liecti muitifEisted in Chiiui lor 
gravc-treea, and how much utility for the preservntion of Pit ng- 
ahui is uscHlied to them, we cannot feel fiuqrriscd that the 
present dyi:iu‘ity has always shown itself warmly inlenstefl in its 
own sepulchral forests, issuing all sorts nf edicts regulating their 
managmuent. In 1094 Shing Tsn prescribed the planting of the trees 
at respective distances of two oliang, that is to say {aoep. 1334), 
the same that sepitmtc tlicm in the rows Hanking the Bevrrral 
Spirits roads. In 174S it Wiis decreed by Kao Tsiing, that the 
Ifannmii for the General Matuigemont of ibe Mnusolea should 
hold (|uinijiiL>nnial inspwstiuns, in order to ascertain how mnny 
trees had in the mciin time died, and report to the Throne how 
many new ones ought to b*> planted in their stead, ut the cost 
of the Btnml of Works, by the joint oaro of the Iinpenal House* 
hold Do[)wtmoiit and the two Yamuna of the Board of Works. 

l^rom an edict Usued in 1769 we [earn, that up to that year 
it was eustomaiy for the oftieiaU in the Eastern Cemetery bj sell 
all the dead trees the timber of whioh was not wanted in the 
construction of buildings or in tho repairs. That custom, the edict 
says, had worked very injtiriouiily, many good tram having un¬ 
timely fallen mifler the axe, a prey to c^cial rapacity; therefore, 
wishing to put a stop to such fijiuUation, the Emperor ordained 
tluit no woi^ should theneetbrth be (liapoeod of by sale, unlisB 
uawn astinder ond pieccriicalcd bfJbrchnnd. Relums of the proceeds, 
thus the edict further prescriheil, wouUl Imve to bo rendered ^ 
tho Treasurer of the Provincial Exchequer *, and the proceoi^ ii' 
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tho tiiBL place be UBecl to defray the eostH of the rood etc. far 
the suBtenmico of the wuud-cuttcni iukI thuir helpers, imd the 
dutributkin of pretty rewunln luid fees niuung meritorious oUreiiils. 
Still Uie edict onlnined, that the people living* uruund should every 
year in the grBs&>cutriiig seiuiuu bo u1 lowed lu explore the woodbmds 
for graits and shrulrs, under cuudition not to carry any saws or nxes 
about with them, 

'Ihc ftireatorri ohurjpid tvith phinting and sawing do not treuive 
imy wages for the trees they phx'e, until after three yeoTH, iiothiug 
being tlicn jmid Ihein for those tliat have not ttikcn rtjut Oiitsido 
the Fung-sliui walls the turested grounds am in txich Cemetery 
entrusteil to the vigilance of Chinese trerops, nlajut which wn shall 
have more to suy on pp. li)4U ttfq. 

Such runctions ns do not full within tho H|>cciai sphere of action 
of the Hoard of Works and its two Yumen estahliahed at the 
Cemeteries, ore cxcrcisoit, few each uutnaoleuni se[iHmtely, hy u 
Cointuittoc of citii) otTicors, likewise working undor the control of 
the respective high Yamen for the Qosorid Management. Those 
sflvcrel Cummitlees are ivmstitutod in much the Eome wise. In their 
most complete torm they consist of the following mmnbetSj detached, 
either really or nominully, from sundry Bmwds and Courts in the 
Metiofiolls:

The Committees appointed far the special mimsulea uf Kiupresiitai 
differ little Irorii those that ure insliiuted for the iiiausolett of the 
Kmpirn)r!i. They am not pnwidal over by n Cbmptrulkr'Qtrnend. The 
Coiiimittees intrusted with the rare of the sopnlchmit of Cuneubines 
consist merely of Rmtere of Offertories, Ceremonial UshjiiTa and 
Writers, aliil, in some etutes, onB or two Officers fur the l^rescntation 
of 'fen and Entahles, nttd Assistant Setn'etarita or Assistant htaniigeni 
of the Imperial flunsahold '. It is, however, probable that utn:h of 
these tombs stands also under the coufnjl of tlio Cuminittee fur the 
mauBuleuin uf the corresprimliug Rmpress. The Collections of or¬ 
dinances teach us, that eveiy Committee was apj^ointed os soon as 
the first txirpse was dQ|mited in the mniiiioleum mnccrnOJl. , 

For the Jiccummudutiun of those sovenil ndministrative ourptira- 
tiuiis mimcroUfi buildings ejtiht in Ijoth Cemeterits under the cam of 
the two Yam on of the Board uf Works. The Ordtnanues prascribe, 
tliat there must be in the Utao ling six a^iartments for each 
of the me IS hors of the Household Ccpartincnt placed in uiir lisi 
under nos. 3-—ft, Ibree for tbi^ mentioned under 7 and lU, 
three for each member uf the Board of Rites mentioned under 
nos. 2, 3, 8 and IJ, two for the Writers of this Hoard, and four 
for a Setxmd-Clatia Secretorv of the Board of Works , attached to 
the Commitlee, The uftleers betongiiig to tbo Boord of Ritos Jiro, 
uiuieuvor, allotted in that mausolcuni a special ofHce biiilduig of 
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forty apart men ta. It is nleo pTceeribed timt threa apartments uro ta 
be iiSiiigneil tlicre to eaeii of bnir Lnupoatari}^ Uelnn^ng to the 
Household ]>epiirtioont, beaidia u ocrtoiu number to he altottoil to 
tju! fiorvants ami retainers', mole and female, forty of wbuiii arc 
nttuehed tu the uicmbers uf the Cumtiiittefi belunj^ing to Ibe Itii- 
pritil Household Deportincjit, and 13(1 to those beiungiug to Um

Similar rcaciipts existing iilso for the other mautiolsi, those of 
Empresses otid Coneubims included, eveiy oenotuph teems with 
such accesfiicniBl buildings, which, being probably of wood, clay 
and other light materud, inusL contrast siningly in aspect anil si»r 
witli the majestic edillces, liridges, gates anil walk constituting tliu 
maiisolca proper.

Them 
are also in tho two Cametorfes tmmemus horse®, the steed Iwiiig 
inseparable from the trains of Chinese offioinlsj ond capeviidly ie- 
dia|)enMihle to Manciiu soldiery, a IxxJy of which hiis its quarters 
in every mausoleum. Every Senior Secretary ie entitled to keep five 
servants or followers* and seven horses; u S^ond-Clnssi^'erctiuy and 
an Aasiittiint Secretary may have four followers nnti six hor^, itiul 
every Reciter of Oflfertorics. and Ceromomal Usher two folio wins mid 
throe boracs. These oillcers and their servants each receive a daily 
allowama! of eight hoh' and Uircc oh oh* (1>,S3 shitig) of rive.

Empire, it wiia plneeil tuider thu protection ot n turge 
cliviaion of military with heiul(quarters in two neigbliouriiig fortibod 
atiitions, and (hat owiy uuiuaulaum puaaesaeii a ajmeial gamaon 
betiiilei. A simibir orgaaiaitiun cxista fur the Clemcteiiua uf the 
pnsieut reigoiug House. 

A brigade detuchctl Ironi Uie Clilucsu Lin deforces or wdruen 
Army''*, thus enllod froiii the urdonr of their atmidnnb, iagairiiMuicd 
in llitt enviruna oi tsmb Cciuetery, to protect the forbidden gruundii 
from intrusion and the Fung-shui from nttaeks and injury. At 
tlic Eastern Cematery it boa its beailr|uarters in Madiin CUen (see 
p. L33t). An offitB building exists there in babitlf of the Tnung-

The render has seen, that tboso articles preseribH condign puniah- 
menl to be inSicted also on the eoldiont arid tholr chle&, should 
they fall short in preventing inic-L crimes as the itijovn, or help 
the p«rpetJ)itors m nuiking their escape. On the other hand, thoae 
juon are entitled to rewiirds if they show extraordinary in 
eSheUng arreab. Aeeurding to a decree of the year 19D7, the 
oRicers uf ii picket or station are to be twice honorably mentluneti 
in the books nf their chiefs wheuerer they ky hands Ti{)on one 
chief culprit or three aouompliecs ere they did any injury to 
the trees, but only once for the t^pturc of one or two NCcum- 
pliees. And should the soldiers act without any direct urdara 
from their chiefs, eight tack arc to hu jiaid to thoir letukr ntiil 
four tu hk assucinles, if they cntch the chief culprit or threo 
or more acxoniplices, but only Imlf these amouuts if they iioue 
one or two aucompikes. No rewards are awarded for arrestalions 
od^'ted after the theft or the felling was aiscoiiiplisliod; but in such 
<aues DO ptinuhrncnt for want of vigilanco is inUklod iijiou the 
arresters. Should a statiaD or n picket, hy arresting the chiof oflendcr, 
have saved any trees from damage in a tract not under its immediate 
control, its ollicerB a» promoted one degree in rank, anil tliey uro 
mentioned one. tvro, throe or even four times, according to whether 
one, two, three, four or more aoccssoriea wore seked. If the seizure 
of the uhi^ culprit were edcctod by the aoldiers without liiroct 
ordm, their lender tii rcwanled with ten tack and one good mark 
for great merit, tuul lus assuciatea with five mek and one mark 
fur simple merit, while for tlie sakiue uf one or two accesaories 
the ruwuKk are reepectiveiy (ivc taek and 3V,, and for thrso or 
more nec^sories twice these sums. Foreseeing, no doubt, that all 
those tempting rewurda might oouiitiuLve to the arrest and mo> 
iestatiun of iooffiuisivB people, the same deerto sjwciuUy calk to 
mind that ttmh iniquities are punishahle nocording to the Liws uit 
unlawful arrcistation *. 

Tt is oko incumbimi upon the iitUcons in the niilitaiy steiiotis to 
wind in without deky, to their highest immeiliatc diicf, the panunikrs 
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about evurj tre« tituwij lUfWU br fttonns t>f witbcr^U iij tbe 
imct plncfd undor their speoinl coiitfol. A re[iott then reu- 
dvretl to tliD Princes, vrJio send infornintiun iis to thu number nind 
dirnunHiunii ot such trees to the Yniucu of Ihu Bonn! of Worts, 
the liur«iu of the olRcers hclunging to the Honrti of llilea, and the 
Yamen for the Qcnera! Munu^pement, in oitler that these torpo- 
mtionii uiujf si all titiiw know where to find timber far the 
construction and re|]<3,irs of the edifices, and fuel for burntsttcrifiix^ 
jVnd in the event of the limber and fuel, thus guiued, not coming 
up to the rcfjnirumeiiti, the dcfiiierrjc:^ must be suppliofi cietuaivoly 
from the environs beyond the bltto posts so that, evidently, no 
live sepulchral tree may be fellEtl for any purpoae whatever in [ho 
sacrwl grounds.

1334, Aifiin Oioro in stutiHi to hnvo lived in the vuUey of Ilotuali *, 
iu which Yenden luiw atiuids* hut hia hiatuiy bt ahrauded in 
luiat. He stands nt tbo hi.*ac) cif a pedigree of umcestom^ worshipped: 
by the (lynnsty with eii established ceremonial ns tutoi 4 i:y divinities 
of its thrciH] and crown, aatl hn ts known hy tim teniplts mune 
of Chao Tsu*, »thc Ancestor who (nidi Ihc Foundation ”, whieh 
WHS confcrretl on him, together with the hoDontTy title of Yutu) 
liwang'ti*, #thc First or Original Emperor", in 1648 by thn 
ynnthfnl Empernr Slii I'su five years aEer aacEnding the Chinese 
diiouo. Since 1G36 his family had worsbippctl him under the pub 
hiunaitfl luuiie of Tsch Wang *, a Prince or King Tseb”, Inwtowcd 
on him in that year by Shi Tail's father, T'ai Taung*, a Tatar 
king who waged war nt that time agalust Chinn with niaiorkable 
boldness and energy. 

Threw descendants of Aisin Giom have held a like poaition w ho 
himself in the iince&tml worship of the dynasty since the licgfnning 
of its reign. They were likewise oudowod witli the title of VY a ng

Under preestirc, no deuht, of his Chinese counciltom, the boy- 
fiinpcTcir, foltuwing the example of the founders of former dyxuisties 
and of the first monarch of the House jnnt dotbruned,. changed the 
tnnibs ot his forehithem into stately conotiiplis^ impectittg them to 
become strong basements for the Fun g-s h n i and pros| erity of his 
fiiinity and crown.

Thus far for the history of the so'Willed Stiii ling* or »Three 
Mmuolea'*. The sources faun which wo have drown our data ulw 
teach ufi, tlmt the four ancestors, liimed in thu Yung ling, he 
under sojuimto liarrows, for they nay, for Instamx, that wlifm Jen 
Tsung visited the place in 1805, »bfl lifted up his eyes to the four 
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mounilria and Micriilcttil npirit-it to tiaob licjMinttnly " Ft tr nJiiu stntcd 
tbiiL Hing Titu wtu a&^igiiod tht? place in the centre, and that King 
w T«ii Jind Uion Tsu were (lepiOJitiid left anti right of him"which 
arrangeuieitt is {juitc in keeping with tlic jjc'ueml Chinesi; iticus <in 
liie order of wnbiit}-. It Bcems thal, when the Yung ling was 
eroctod^ the roiiiumu of thu first unceator IheuI entirety vanished 
nnd that ccreiuuninl otothea were buried in it ns i\ sntMtitnte, for 
wii naiilt »Tbe Y mig liny is tho place where worship is jMiid to 
»n gnwn and cap of Chna Tsu, oidy n gown nnd a cap of this 
jj Ijtnperor lieing carefully preserved in it" *. 

The Collections of ord inn nets fnrthcTiiiure teach on, tliat eveiy 
aiKwiitor enjoys in thk mnusaleuin the company el his principfil 
spouse, and that these four wo men are n'orsMpptsl ua titulary 
Empresses, which dignity Shi Ts» befitowerl on Ibam at the 
same tinje iia when he raised tljcir husbands to the titnlary 
Tiuperiol rank ♦* And, in aceordsneo with n custom the dynasty 
has otiserved in respect of evety deomsed Empreis dawn to this 
day, each iLnuestn!&a ulficinIJy bears the saiiie poijthumomt Fioiiamiy 
name ns her husband*; All that we find rceorded about their hnrinlst 
is. that wwhen King Thu atifl TlJeii Tsu were cuTijointly removeil 
"frtjin Tujig-king to the Yciiden mamioJeiifii in ItiBS, and liiirkd 
»tlic™. their spcitucs were synchronouBly dealt with in tlic same 
*»way"*. That the two muusolca nt Mukden ctioh like wise uuntuin 
the remains uf on Ernpr^'j^ , we have ulrciidy stated, T'ai Tsntig 
possesHcd a secuiulary Consort, who, lithing given birth to Sbi 
Thu, was miscol by the latter to the tUuiary dignity of Empress 
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i>ii \m iicwa&ion; anr.l our rtJiuJers hnvo seen on jiagc tbiit thi^ 

wurufin, who ia known by the temijlo name ul llku Cbwang, was 
burieH seveni! jeare ftfterwfltrln in a sjifnml miuisdjkujii, urttUai for 
her iti ttie liusCern Cetntttijry. 

ft woulil lie interesting Uj know sumelhing aljuiit ibe slutiw ot 
the totnh& of nil ibiwe Mnnehu eliiePB before they were rebuilt by 
Sl(t Tbu into their present form. But we Hnd rtbsolnUjly nothing 
on Ibia iieiul in the books. A point, nbniit which we huvo perfect 
rertninty, U that Shi Tsu, tn spitK of hk cxtraneoiiiKiffiicent, model* 
led Lhtjse graves all acoirding to the Tuaufloloa ul;' the Ming dyniutty. 
Tliw iflct, like many otbera, iUiiatnitefl the temarkahie speed and 
reiulincss with which the conqutfrons adopted the civilisation of the 
CbinetfC. and adapted therawlves to their InstilnTirms, But, with tliu 
cuUnie of the cotiquertid race, the victors naturally rcf'flivcd ita 
evil fruits and tn the first pbteo the rung-flhui supctatitiotifi, 
the vaunioil product of China's kighest wimlotn and Iwtming. We 
find it eiplicitly stated, that in lQo7 »a proposal was approvodi 
n by the Throne, the effect that snob bouses and dwellings 
w occupied by ofticara, soldiers mid work men in the Tliref' Mnu- 
sthiolea, tia mtcrffjrtjd with the Fung-shui, should alllte roracived ” 
Moreover, wo have seen [il»ve tp. 135&1I that King Tan and 11 ion I’hu 
were tmitshtTred from Timg*king to Yeiiden tULpre^sly on iiccuuni 
of the eurpjjeitc guuinantic fiunlitiea of the mountaiQs thepe. And 
the JFffi Aim fun^ iAno says; »l’be extensive basis on whiell the 
t* existence of tim finperinl Family sbidl rant Ibr ten tliouiaind genera* 
»tiuns, is in jioint of fact tooted in those bills 

It was, no rioubf, with tiro object of prompting them to jiro* 
duce, through tha uioilhition of tlie tombs, an ever-tlowtug source 
of prosperity in beluilf of the Impmal Family, that Shi Tsu, on 
giving those hills higli>suittiding muues in Idol, at the sitnu' 
tiiHP ordiiintMl (.hat tljey shuuld thenEssforth objects of Iiinjerinl 
worship huDourod with saurilk^, oonjoiiitiy with tiie prindpil 
inauntaiiifl, sets and gtreanifl, outside the northern wall of Peking 
UR the great altar of the Bartfi, the ficcond high Divinity of the 
Stnte". This high iKiaition they have imbl in the olfictal l^theofl 
df*wpi to the present day. It may lie stated hero by-the-bje, liiat

The otlmial rescripts, thus piascd in review, show that the Yung 
ling, althnngh this niHusuleum and its adjacent grotutda cover a very 
Urge area, does not much surpusa hi grandeur the niausolcaofhigh 
Princes uf ImjaiHal lineage. I t does nut even [ir^ssusa an avenue mlunied 
will] stunc figures, at l«ist, the Risscripts niccitiuTi nutien The two Muk¬ 
den mimsolea are larger, and more complete lUid HnUliod. Neaidy all 
such adificea and structures hs constitute the ivnntuphaiu the Eastern 
und the Wtistuni Citmeteiy aie found within tlieir wjdU, and are, 
moreover, of cerrcs{>onding dimeaslons. We rend that each mausoleum 
has a tumulus of 33 chang in circumfcrcnoe, surroimdral by a wall

for the prepmitioti uf viands *, aud a stone bridge standing eKUCtly 
in the linu of the rued, behind the columns jjmd the lions.

As tlie OrtliuantaJs do not tnention the p'ai-lcu or itecorotivE 
gates of which these eatxncts speak, wo are tempk^d to believe 
that thty were constinctwl after the Onlinnnoea were puhlism' , 
that ia, in the course uf the present L'cntury. 

As is the case with the Vung Hi'gi tbu limits of the r u i 
ling and the Chao ling are markeil out by tahktw, eroeted at 
the four curdinul pointa. I’hiiao limits have u respective length o 
'21100 and 2500 chaiig*. 'Iherc is uUo upoiijid aicli mimsolciim 
u triple cofihin of pals, amvngt^l just as at the litstem tmd the 
Western Cemetery. In I77fi it was decreed , tliat at twenty chuiig 
ftimi the roll posts should Iw erected Od white posts at t c 
Vung ling, and 201 ut the Pub ling* and besidei, ten nuis 
lieyond these white posts. 30 blue ]KistB in the (iffit-nrunfid inaa^ 
Icnra. and *W) in the other. Thai ilecrwf also pnswribed that the 
Chao ling should have 90 white posts, plfiKXvl at twenty ohaii^g 
Ironi the rwl un tin* south, the west and the north, and at kn 
oliang no the eastern siiio, as nhio 4lt Idue posts, arrojal hfR 
mites beyond the white. No such things as the gathering * 
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timber unci fuel, agm'uJttirul piirauib, the jiHatiirinjf of aittle, 
burying etc. roiglU tike pLice within tlie white posts, nor tniglit 
uijy kilos for bricluj or lime Iw erecied witliin the blnej mul 
twanls (lisirkying these prohibitions, were to be suspended rrum 
tbc posts 

Besides, the three Mau^len an* each surrounded by k {.*ordan 
of palisfldfs, raljed wdeirr horns’'*, Thesu feiiues consist of lines 
of wooden 3t. .Ajidrew crosses which jun at right angles, tkrcjtigfi 
H long heavy cross-bami, as close as they cam lie; the lower anda 
of ilia emsseSf tiled in the ground, are heavy mid longer; their 
upper ends taper to a point, mid balf of them point outwanls, half 
inwmdfl. They are i!Onictimes seen summnding Govemmant offices 
in Maocliuris, anti being pondaruiis inid nnniHungeabte, make 
it difficult for men, and espeeiully for cnvnlry. To pass. The long 
bcirrierB which forma riy crossed Lino-tang over lbs wliulo letiglb 
and brittidli;, like wise consisted of such ftmdai ', Tlmt they 
stand in very gmit numbers ttniund tbo nmusolca, may be deduced 
from mi ordioitnee issued in 1803, tiiithorizing an outlay of 
U240 biala of silver in behalf of tlic three tmiusolut for the 
repairs of 3810 fenctvi; os also fruiii mi edict of the same year, 
prescribing that 140 fmotis should be renewed every yeor at the

^uiig ling extentlx uiMiuid the Imsc of Uie hill upon which the 
niiinsoleiim stands, and tlmt it takoi in n uirclc of abutit twelve 
Bogli-sh mills*. 

Cluss to the Puh ling, on ita right side, stands the manwlcum

AnutJiLr mau- 
sultsuui, I'uf which exuclij' the etaino niBcripta wero niudc, with 
this excaptiuu- that the wall oiust iticafiUTC cliaug, is luaitud 
oil the right or inferiur side of thu Clino iing It coiitiiida the 
remains of a firit-nmk ouncuhinB of Tw Tiuiig. namod I Tsiiig*, 
who wiis endowed with thia milk und name in I06ii, likewite 
under Shi Tsu’s reign Concerniiig the btirial-phioeit of other Lira* 
eubmt!& (if these two djuustic unLutUim, who nra stated to bnvo 
hiid rtajiectiveiy twelve ami eJeven of them \ no rescripts wliiitemr 
are found in any Collection of unlinaticfii*. Hut there is no doubt 
that some of them were buried iii the vicinity of the two 
Mukden niiiusulea, it being offlolally recorded that Empeiura 
on visiting the Uttar from time to time, had siiraificfai ud'erad lo 
certain sctwmkry Consorts by proiies. Those leturds at the same 
time ttBUjh ns, that such linpiiriiil dflegatea uUo ^rilitwd on such 
oct^iona Ui caitain Imjieriai Piinciisicit and at vieimd Uiuihs of 
suuJrv I’rincea ami olfiL'era of merit ", and that, whenever an 
Emperor [ajrsuuaiJy sacrilliJtHl at the Yung Ung. they had to do 
the same thing at the grave# of tvvii Ffinecs sUmitcd withitt its 
precincts, and at some tombs in the adjacent grounds, but not to 
any concubinee 

fit ld57, oil ytsani after the wmpUtion of the Eah ling and 
the Chao ling, the Yung^ ling was llnisherl, and tlw tlirw 
Maitaolen were then together entrusted to the dtre of tbo Itooni 
of Works, cstablisbed ut Mukden. This Btaird ia one of the live 
Ue[airtmcuts for the oentml administratiim of M-nnehuria, which wen® 
iiiHtituUa] by T'si Tsnng before the conquest of China ' and stilJ 
eaisi at the present day; they Ixjar the satiie nutnea as the Uocirda 
at Peking, but there U no Eoiird of Civil Office. In the ouitLyeatr 
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I*nnmely the foarteenth nf the Shun chi [xsriotl, it wus Tt^olvtvl 
!»t1iRt^ whenever any of the three ninutsokcu fiJtoultJ imii rcjiEiini, 
the Pnaiilcai of the fiisird of VVurks nt Mukrleo. on receivings 
j» written inJhriimlion about the matter fnmi the fJml Keeper 
^•of that tomb, should, in the con]|Jany of the latter, cunviiHv 
»himself with hia own eyes (whether the rr^patrv were really 
j* tiecisaary'}, and thereupon la^nd written orders to the Board to 
»select amipicious dates, to make ready the thousand iol'ii with 
i>thc necesifliiy muterials, and to cuitimenoe this norkj^. Ami ahuuhl 
*> there not be workmen luid umtcriiihi enough, « written eBtimate

men" are also i-hni^ed with tlie fahrientioti of bricks and tila», for

With the object of les&eumg the rhmgcrs ol the tombs being 
neglected by the Mukden magistrates, .ten Tsung preseril>ed: a At 
every biennia) lime of insfiectiun, the Mioistcia of the High 
(^Couoeil of State shall rt'(|uest the Eoiperor to appoint tt cotninissiun 
>*of some members of ills family with the ranks of Wang, Unirti, 
Uei-tsKif ami Rung, and aotiiB (tmnd-Si^Tetarics of the Ihiihn 
rial Cham.“ery, Presidents of the Six Bonrils, etc., with orders to 
a travel to the nmusolea and examine Uieio, Should tiiey Uud thut 
frthe lijouBolea are damaged without re[mits having been under* 
»taken, the cummb»ii>n shall interrogate the Govmiurdlcnehd of 

* Maimhuriii and the President of the Board nbout the matter, 
*^aiid thereuqKun report to the Throne”*, The Ordinautais do not 
ennhlc us to make out w'bather thorn exists any relation bettmcti 
this high Tnsp(x1ing CSomtuission and the Committee of Mntiage- 
nient of which wc have spoken on page 13311, nor whether the 
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latter cstemta its Cf*iitnj| over the three tomb* ie iVljimcluiriii. 

Tlirit those touiljij have l>i>en ohjcetfi of uiiromittin^ soticituile to 
the dyniuty, n$ lieing auj^jitirU for its tiwrii weal Htiil the iiatiorv'a 
prosperity^ is self-evident from tlie long, iitilirukett ehatn of rojmlis, 
emliellhhincuts and iraprovements, riHXjrded in tho Ordinaneea V 
t?hi TitiJiig even had the whole gOfmiantio eompcnind of wuterstrennis 
in front of the Pnh ling improved hy eitra r-onnMHtion, and 
the direction of sundiy hnioka mid rivulets modiflod. These wurhs 
weto carried out in complinneo with the views of iiao Khl-chnb 
Ouvernor of the pnivinct; of h'uhkien, a great authority in maltcn 
of gciiiiianvy who, having come to Peking about the year 173D, 
woe not only, as we saw on pngi* 12113, cmployerl by the Empoiur 
to ticarch for a new CenieteTy, but wiia aLio Jcspatchcd to MukdcJi, 
with oTilcrs to exAmine there the system of water streams at the 
Pull ling, which, uccurding to soino rumours, did nnl nnswer o> 
the old urthixlox gcumantio (luotritiSii. The learned dignitjuy <iid nut, 
of course, fail to dotetit thmnn n gnat many faulu. But barely five 
yenra later, when heavy mins in the summer seuson DwelEcd thu 
brooks, the pnxlucta ul his getmuuitie hydruiilJca were sevnrely 
damaged, banks and dykes being destroyed luid new heavy churgcft 
consHjucntly imposcil upon the treasuries. 

The long scries of nrdinnnces fur the prooerviitiun of the tliiee 
tuausoleii show that they ore clad with Pting-aliui trees, and flmt 
tho arIjneont grounds are also wooded. This Ucontirmed hy Mr. dnmes, 
who writcti that tho mound of the Puh ling sUnda on a hilli 
deep in » sombre grove of pines, and that tliu Chivu ling 
likewise luiiatod in a deep grove of micient CMlars, jiurmtinded by 
delightful sbrubheries full of hawtliorn ond uchur sweet*flowaring 
trees, where plimmanta crow in the balmy spring-time Stime of tint 
trees have been objix:ts of peculiar Imjieruii attention. We read tor 
instance, Uiat in 177S -wa [locm by the Imperial liand, entitl'd 
Ti'The Spiriliuil Tree*, having for it* theiue m imhlu elm in frant 
»of tho tumuli of the Yung ling, was graven in n almie iu tbv 
» wustoiti uceessiunal temple of the mjiudoleiim, in obetlienoe te an 
*• Itiiponal order” *. In 1791 it whs unlainod by decree, that the 
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grouufis surnmudiug tlie liug ulmultJ be divewted of houses 

irad tjuJtivifltwl field*. nnd couifwjisuttion he pflid tii those su8tniniiig 
loss of property in consequence of this tnenBore; and in 1778 imother 
decree prescrifujd the removal of tombs out of tLo vicinity of the 
three ranuBulen ’. 

The befit wnmmt that these tombs have never faileij n proy 
Ui neglect, we have in the fuel that they were often peraoiiidry 
viflited by the Sotu of Heaveti, Shing 'tVti aacrifictid at the Fuh 
ling iind the Chao ling in 11(71 ", and at the three ninrasolea 
in 1682 luui 1698*, and in 1722 ho deJegtitod Lifi son to presoiit 
saorifioea there in calfibmtioo of the BiKtietb nnutveTOiry of hi* reign % 
Kao Tfimig vifiimd the throe tombs in ilJd, siumflcing at them itd 
wjtlj great diaplny of pomp’; In 175^1 be went there anew*, nrjd in 
1700 ordered his son to go there and inform the attestors and 
Hinjefitnsfiefl of the conquest of f>iutigiir': finally he wiu hiraself in 
Ihuse sacred grounds in 17’TS and i 783 *. The Ordinance* also 
make iiicntiDn of a vUit paid by Jen Tsung lo the three MiiunfjlHi 
in iSOfi *. Those Sons of Qe^iven seem invariably to have used the 
high-road ruoniog trntii Peking almost due eafltward a* far as 
Shnn-lmt Kwao wtiere the tireat l^oll Lerminat^a at. the sert-diore, 
ftod from thenoe, in a nortb-cjslcrly direction^ through the cooit- 
distrieta of the Gulf of LiEHj*tiing. 

Like the niiiufiolea in the Bafitern and the Western Cunietcryj 
those in Manehuria are aoch. ndtuinlatoiied by a spacml committise, 
The Pub ling and ibe Cbiio ling committees each eonaist of it 
Saal-kcepcf and two Asistunt Scaj-koeperai, whoae other littos and 
dignities are not mentioned j two OlHuere reapctivcly for f.J>B 
prescDtatiou of Tea and liuteblesf one Manager of tho Household 
Uepartninnt; nnd four Writers bdtmgiiig to Mukdari Hoard uf 
Rite*. The Committee for the Yung ting is only compoacd of a 
Seal-kecjicr, an Assifitnnt SeiiJ-lKiepor, and two Wriicre", Tliuse three 
corponitions were instiliitcri already iti 1651, when the Unit Emperor 
of tliti dynasty hud iMseJi seated on the tbroue for eight years*', 
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Tlie Murtahii lIoniiKr l([irct), uuci2ii)/itig «»p|) rnuiuoleutn^ 'a iinilf:!' \ 
the gHtiarnl orcjpj™ of n Oouimnndor, who ia nasist«d by tvpo Wing-.;*' ^ 
Cumijiundtii^ unit sixti^en Chttifa of tho (hiards [oQiop, p, ]8a2}; bctviduf 
an officijr cjpnotwl by tlm title of OverMHirof the Workmen * ami aaai- 
niilflted with tha fourth degroe of mditaiy rnnk, ib altertuMl to eturli I 
gttrriaon *. The adjiusant grounds arc (ilao gimrdcd by aoldiuis, * it "d 
» having iHjfiU ordninwi in 1736 Lq establiah four wntoh-pofits all nruuntl 
»the reservation groumk of the Fuii iing» luid to detach otticcra 
^nnd troop to occupy thorn*'*, and a aiuiilur order having been 
bisueU twenty-3ve yeurv ufterwards for the Cbno ling*. The tliree 
gnrrisond proliahly have their hdtfhiiiartera at Mukden and Yenden 
Mr James rankes mention of a village called Yung ling, tilled with 
soldiers wlm guard the tutub tvhiuh liears thU nauu!*. 

The Ordinances teach ua, that in the early years of the rtiign of 
the 'IVing dynasty tho Mukden Lkiaid of lUtes was ciUrustcd with 
the regalation of the ceremonial cormectiai with the iinnujil uicridMa 
nt the three Mausolea, and Mint the Emperor Shi 'T^u wim wont Ui 
dolegale on s[ieciHl occustons some Princes thither t to oScrs<)cndces*. 

In IGGO he ordained, however, that nti liiipcrtiil Piitioe of Ibe 
ninth onlor and a Gtoro with the sixth nmk of hereditary lujliilitj 
should thenceforth roside nt the Fuh ling, and a Prim* of the 
sixth or eighth order, likewise a^Litcii by such a Gjoro, at the 
Chao ling, and thjjt these magnatee shoitld iu;t then ua hu 
pnuties for the presentation of sacriliccsi they were also to tmvo} in 
turn to the Yung ting, and there perform similar rites*. But this 
n^uhitjan was aholishod in lOdO, »nd rephiccd by one tu the effixt 
that the four principal yearly sncrificea were to he cclcbrnted by 
envoys from the (fovemor-tfeneraj uf Manchuria, Lite Ijirutonaot- 
Govemor, and fJie Presidents uf the Mukden Boards*. In ITdO iho 
o]<i regiiktiun was put inU) force again, and aix Prinrej of the 
lowest orders then volunteered u> settle in Mukdou, to ihenceforth 
perforin at the tiiinlM tliu fniiutiiiiis of chief sacriticfmts *. 
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The Boorfi of Kites nl Mukden also cxtenda its dun over jsonte 
graujids in the mfluaolea, or near them, that are reserved for 
the produetion of the articles retjuired for the numoraiis soorifieca 
to the Imperial Death The OrfUnntiDcs prestiribe, that there must 
be two expanses of plough land, tilk-d by ninety fanueis and 
yielding statcil qoantities of rioa, Imrley and wheat, sorghum, 
yellow pens and green peas, small peas, hemp seed and oil Bead. 
Furtbermoro, ten orchards, unilEr the care of IflS gnrrlenent, 
must be kept for tlie production of fixed rjuantitieB of pine seed , 
hazel nuts', gmpea, Berberis seed *, hawthorn fruit*, dried ponri, 
etc.; two orchards in the Fub ling and one in the Ohno ling, 
producing plums, npriootB, cLerrics, peiirs and hawthorn fruit; and 
finally, in cneb of the Lhreo mnusolea, two gardens for the cul¬ 
tivation of melons and vegetables. Thera must be 270 honey 
gatherers, and a number of pheasant sbootera and fishers. Daring 
ten dap preceding each saorifiim, fifteen inikih cows must bo driven 
up out of tbo pasture-lands of the mausoleum (.'oncerticd and bo 
legnlarly milked, the intendante uf thuaa grounds having to supply 
flvciy year 1836 pounds of aacrifichd butter. These men also have 
to provide the bovine cattle and sheep or goats that mast be used 
as aacdficial viotinrs; and should they bo unable to deliver tho 
number requireil, those wanting mast he purohasod at the coat 
of tho Mukden Buard of Revenues, This Board has also to provide 
salt, t^ggs and other things required for the eacrifines*.

TLe mhabitiuits of tbu CLiuesc Empire aro not boimd bj noy 
siistitutiona or Ituva to Inter the dead In grounils apunulJ^ sot apart. 
Ejy oiEdal or privnto tviroj for burial purposes. Every one of lliein}»at 
Liberty to pJocu them iti wliatever noil he kua iiequimd tho nv«Do^ 
filiip of, or the riglit cl use (comp. pp. iDTtl sqq^'^. As ii rauBO* 
quetice. (jraveyards in China boar quite another chnmctcr than in 
moct European ouutitriea. They ure priRciptdIy the fauitly gnivea. 
to which we have devoted a special cLiapter cLsewhero Id thi 
Volutue (p, kSB), moat of which contain a rastrictod nmnlicr of 
(xir{ises; aniODfj them may also readily he rnnket] the maiiaclea of 
l^rlncea uf ImperhU iinctige, and even the vieat cemeterlis for Bom 
of Heaven. 

Apart from such private groveyanl*, tliere exist cemeterio# of 
a Mmii'publm ahiiTMcter in the vicinity of almust eveiy village, 
namely, grounds in which, owing to their good Fung-sbui, the 
viJlngexs are kiid down for eternal rust in separate gravtsa (comp, 
p. SiS2), We may mtik them likewise among the family grjiveyar^ 
inasmueh as village communities iiru genonilfy oom]WMtid of m am bars 
of one clan, conaiileriDg Lhemsolvus tu be desccuded ironi the 
same common ancestor. That biirkl-grounds of this kind esiated 
nircady many oentunes before the beginning of our era, is, as we 
have shown on jwige 830, oxpUcilly stated by the V&eu li. Viilaga 
oemetenes often cover n vast area, sa almost every family maintains 
its gravra for years and yeara, as tong as it is imped they will 
emit hlcasings; and even when the owners neglect them completely, 
they long remain untouched, cverylKxly stamling m «wo of the 
souls that dwell tlieieiii, and of the severe lews for tlic proiectioc 
of corpses and graves. 

In mountainous parts, like Fuhkien and Kwangtung, viUnge 
cemeteries scldotn withdraw nmcli useful gnjund from agrtcullmral 
pursuits, they bclt^ generally louited on harren, traeleiss niiiuntajit 
slopes, drieii and sourched every summer by o tropical heol. 
Biding parts of thu ouiruuunal larukxl property of the vilingms, 
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thfly Btiind, like the vUlage utwler tlia conlrol ef its chiefs 

untl eldcis. They gcnenilly iilVord n»ting-plHft^ for ihe d«nd in 
Hi^dnnt numljera, nnd it rarely cjccura tbjit wdl-to-do prtuns, 
iriaor than the rest in Fung-aliui tnflltcrs mid higldy uolidlauB 
for their fortunefl end those of thoir oJlspring, [irafer ta'plaoe their 
gnivtift ebewliere, 

Gromifhi atiidded with gruvsa becmue tliofr Pting-shui is coir- 
siderod til he of an eioollenl qnuJity, arc to bu found near lowtia, 
cities Kfld. in general, near tivery deiuiely ptpiihtcd jihuje. Such 
ti6ny * 0 ^' or i*grave grounds*', as they nra celled iit Auioy and 
in the districts iiround, are public in the trut? sense of the word, 
it being allowed to every one, wbntover fitinilj or clan he may 
belong to, tci buij there his ileiid, prtiviijeit ho have Doqinired from 
the propnetors uf the soil t.lie ownership or itsiifruot of n plot. 
Alany auoh grounds in the eourae of time becomt! fiw hiiriahphwsiffl 
U6od by the indigent Hlone. For when a graiiml becomes so cram- 
ined with gravou tts no more to ofibrd roum for making toiiilia 
of any good aiao, it is the natural courae of thbiga that onlv the 
poor, whoso graves uru uf the plaJmist sort, will continue to'rnnke 
use of it; graves of the better kind siidbring frequent violiition by 
their hands, will disappear in course of time, or ho removed elsewhere 
by their tsireful owners; the propriotorauf the soil, standing pciwor]ess 
against numerous himals stealthily perfoimcd tlicro by people who 
cannot afford to pay them nijything, will rennunoe in the end Iheir 
ownership, ns yielding them no profit at all. And now, every poor 
man who has <i oorpso bj bury merely scarchiia out. n few feet of 
ground between the Dountless tiimuJi, and thercs thrusts the coffin 
into the soil, only h few* inchea below the suriboL*. 

Every burird-groumi in the vicinity of populous pbcus may in 
this way beisoiuc what the Chinese Jtt Amoy appropriately call a 
Jin /si*, Uiiccitmufatten of myriads", Being exclusively used 
for burial of the poor nnd the childless, such ficfl cemetorioH arc 
devoid of any monumental gtaves. Tboro is no room for tmsi to 
grow, not a luindfuJ of mould in the borreu soil for n slinib to 
thrive. Even the ajiarse sods are regularly scorched away by tbo 
Iimt i«id the summer drought, or scraped for fuel hy the poor. 
Many a baft Jim fai looks like a snowy field, when the plastering 
craaa uf a grave^repoiring sooic^' has Irvh at work in it (comp 
W SOS). There U no fence or enclosure of any kind araiirid 
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such grounds; no cxintrol is cMTcbiJd over them by the niJiglMtiacy 
or the puhlic, but it is the destl ihem^elves who therts pnilect 
the dead. Their suide, wliicli hover about the spot, seldoui 
allow any violation of the gmves to jwisa unavenged, und on the 
other hand reward those who respect and protect their lielovcd 
re^ting-plucc^. 

Filial piety, in conjunction with tlie conviction that graves, if pLiccd 
under the influences of a good Fung-« hu i, will create huppini^, 
impeU every son that has horkd His piiTOiits in such mean bimnl- 
ground, to remove tliem to a worthier pbec as soon as b» 
□iCiLns allow him to de&ay the costa. Ihit how to recogni™ the 
gmva in a giuun<l where coffins lie crammwl like heriinga in 
H harrcl, and where thousands of tumuli, uniformly paigefod hy 
iKUevolent men, are undiatinguiflhrblc from each oth®? The 
answer is, that he ninst prick some blood nut of his linger 
aud drop it oa the hoin», they assuredly being those of his parents 
if it adheres to them, or if it is sucked up by the pores. The 
reliability of this atnuigo asanjing metliod, bused, na it is, upon 
«ihildinh ideas about couasuiguinlty, is firmly believed in, so firtniy 
cvHD that the Gtivemment itaelT officially rccomtuendB and pra- 
scribes its application in jmlicial iiflairs and at coroner b intjucsla. 
In die standard work on medieni junsprodcTWO, end tied StyuegM 
(see ]wge 1871, which was written about the year 1247 by Sung 
1 V 26 ‘ and baa been used in the tribunals over since the 15th. 
century, we readj 

» If the hones of o father or mother lie aomewhere in a place 
V that belongs to utliers, and a son or daughter desires lo identify 
Anthem, then let ihia child prick fiomo blood frotii its body and 
» drop it on the Ijonea. If thf^ ore those of the man or woman 
» who gHfe birtli to it, the bloml is absorbed} otherwise It is not 

»im bibed. . 

»tNotc). I have heard of tin eidstencc of the following iiicth«t 
• of blood. Two persons prick their blood into the Mine 

water, and if there exists between them such a rahitionslnp w* 
»that of B mother and her sou, or a father nnd his eon, or » hus- 
A* bond and his wife, the two drops will immediately mui lo^ 

»if they do not mix, there exists no siioli rekitionahipi —^ S on 
j»the bones have been washed with salt water* the blood wiU act 
»be imbibed, even though indeed it has trickled out of a f*t lor 
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vfinil bifl snn. This drcumhtaiMM is aotuBtunes lumed to account 
St for the cxjtimiiBsitjn of felony^ jiud therefore it is neotjaaniy lu 
» be watchful aj^inst It. 

*> Should children hiive lived gepnmk'd from their parents since 
»their loutli, or brothere from their broUiL'nj., ond wish to nuilce 
» sure of their rektiomhJp, then, if they fliiil it diffiouJt to make 
wont whether a rehitionahip eiists in {hut ur tmly in iippeamncc, 
they ijiiist lie ordert;d to prick blood from llieir bodies, and drop 
St 'll into the annie vessel. If tlu? relationship Hriote in reality, the 
» blood wdt coagnlnte into one mass; if not, there viill be nuenrdling. 
»But when fresh blood Domes into contact with salt or vinegar, 
coagulates under all cireutUElaiiceB, and hence it occurs that, 
» with the object of committing a felony or fraud, the vessel U 
»first rubbed in with salt or vinegar. Therefore the iiutliorities 
must always have the ve&jel wafihed nnd elDanud under tlielr own

That tbe Chiueac place on implicit trust in snub assaying of 
human bones by means of tilial blood, will little astonisb us if wu 
take into noeount llmt the artifice was known in times long past, 
and praotised with brillknt rcaults by a long aurifls of virtuous 
gtniemtiDus. Wo read, in fact, in the ilistories of tho fifth ctTituir 
of our ere the following episode of the life of »Sun Eah-'tsuiig, 
»a native uf Wudiing, lU^ known by tbe name of Tsung-chi, 
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» HU fiitlier, togatlioi' with onu Suti Ngen, Bank into thtf Hilt 
jMjin the iten-ahortt mid Ihua luat hU lito, Hk reiuaitiH were put 
»recovurtMi. Fali-Uupg's luuther finci eldtfr lirothiim tliep clied ibr 
»WftPt uf iWl, BO that, young iia ho was, ho hud to take 
>t to ti vpandi'ring life, anti muhl nut go hiick to bis imliva 
»pbce before he hud reuched hia nixtuopth year. Sluiidirg i|uite 
j>ulonQ in the world, he toiled hard, doing 1<U work in the 
*f frost [iml slaeping in the open liald, until he was able to pur- 
jjchiwc oothtis mnl to maka a grave, in whiob he buried hU 
» mother and brotliera lu u plain nmtiDHr, hut with nhserviinoe 
>* uf the prcaoribed ritoa. His iiLtlier's body not having been recovered 
» from the w'aUir, he rupaiied ty the sea-sboro to seek it. Having 
« heard it was said by the [woplc tliut, if u. man drop his bliajd 
K an the Ixinea of ills noarodt relationa, it will entirely coagulate 
»or be absorbeti, he auriod a knife with him on his mtnblea 
wftlong the ooftst; and whenever ho found imy withered liones, 
n he cut into his flesh utid muiatciied ihern with his bk>oiL Con- 
ittinuiug in this way for more than ten yeJirs, there was not 
wone hale spot on the skin of hii legs and Eirms; his lilood dried 
» up, and his pubes oeasud to beat. Realiiiiig in the mill the im- 
f possibility of liis flntling the reuiflios., lie wore the mourning-garh 
wand the liaadbrnd iintil the end of hb days, always dwdliTig on 
w the grave” 

On Htiother fwge of the Histories uf the snrae epoch we read of 
iin [mpcrial Frinue trying a similar experitiiciit to lliid out whose 
son ho was.

Ajiart Irorn the numetoua free buriabgruunds used fay the inior, 
which originate in the way nhovo<daiicrihed, many are brought into 
f^idience by thn initiative of mandarins. No doubt, every age bus 
girodutajd pious sorvimts ol the Cmwtt who have manifasted in sueb a 
delixaite, pmisoworthy manner their solicitude far the uiiuius of the 
ancajul-for dead. On jaigc 1117 we have shown that printetl evi¬ 
dence enkts of one IVao Pao having done so already in tha first 
centnrj* of tho Christian era in beluJf of numatous corpses that he 
found unburieil in the district under bis rule. Similar inataiicea arv 
chronicled in the books of subacquEuit ages. During ibc Sung dy¬ 
nasty, freo cemeteries were, by order of the Throne, to Iw laid out 
in amny par la of tlie Km pi re for Ibo neglectetl l>ones of suldicni, 
fur we rctid: »[n tho fuiirth year uf the Shun jiu period tA.

Indeed, tim wide-sprend coatom, looked 
down u|M)n with gnuil uvoriiioii and disguat by the Govern^ 
meiit, ouuld hardly be cnmbtiti^l with bucocaa iiiiteas good oppvir- 
tunity woTo atibrded the pour of interring their dead iit lit lie 
espcTise, Somu msh^ tin this subject will be fonml in our dla- 
fiorlation on CreJuatinu, which forms the final section of the rieit 
cliupter. 

The two quotations. just mado from Chineae books, show lliat

Still no^vudays the term i ch'ung is in gcdcml use in China 
as an nppeliation for wmeteriea founded by niugistrate», and 
so it is in Amoy, in the language of wliich place it has the 
form of fi On |iage DiJ-t wc lutvy a|iokeD of such bilrinl- 

phicea laid out in that ptirt of the Etupire fur the soldiers of the 
gnrrifions formerly occupying the island of Formosa, or for victiio# 
of epidemics and sundry other cuktnilies that can uo longer 
be traceih It admits of no rmsoDable doubt, that among the 
events which cause such cemeteries to aris« all around in China, 
fuuiine and Inundations occupy the principul place, side hy ride 
with rebtillions entailing the deutlt of countless loyal wuriors and 
peaceful people. At Aniuy, no speciid eustodians are, os a rule, 
appointed to lul [nmlstcr and guarti such grounds. Some stand there 
uuder the patronage of notables and gentry txmatiluting conitnitieefl 
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of au-od]t;d iiififf Mi* (seC’ pag-^ who from tiiue to timo ooilect 

money among tlieiOtielves imcl othars for rei^uTig the 

Mciat of thoBo graveynrils are mi ferictd in at ail, but srcoi^lljk on 
tjviiry aifle. Only a few uf thoi^a well for are enclosed by a wall 
of granite blocksi or of huttertul clay and ear till, just high enough to 
keep out the cows and awme, Tlie cemetery of which wcf have oifcrcil 
a pifitiire to i>:ir readers in Pkta LI, nt page 1374, Iiob a wall of 
solid moBoury on the front aide, mised on a atrong basement of 
granite t lunl adorned with frescoes. Over IIb whole top thia wall h 
cuverud with granite glabs; it huM a gate in the mlddlci, the sill^ 
postB, iintel and rrx>r uf which ore all granite monolitha^ und with 
a low balustmde of the aame mBtorial between the {lOBltt lo keep 
the cattle nut. On tlie linto! wa rani: »ThTa happmeBB-priHlacIng 
ground hi a place of resort of all alLkeami the posts display 
the fnllowiag distich, likeivise corded in the stone: 

» fialfway their lives even men of ffttiic an<l woalth are gathered 
together in tlie grave^ounckj: 

After a thunaiind years the W'iae and the unlraruL'd all all all

As geoumiicy forbids tho cucumboring of the prciapecl in front 
of graves (sea p. 945), the wall has on dither side of the gate 
ti large equarc opening, with solid bins of itono. Two atone 
tabletsp the one let bto the masoory of the wall, and the other 
reared on a p<nli!stal( eomuiemurate the histoiy of the cometeryp 
giving hho the names of tlioae who took the inidatins in ^ta- 
biishing it and contributed money for its malntuniinee. A broad 
lodge of granite extends along tho whole fore-front, abutting at 
either end on a small wall whicEt projeek from the nuiiu wall at 
right nngl^. 

Oa entering the enclosure, we- bohald many hundred low tumuli 
(see Plate LIT), plastered rU over with white or bluish mortar. They 
lie in long parallel rowB which face the same sidOp namely that 
which was deemed felioitaus in the year in which nil thcMc human 
remnins were confined to the earth (comp, page 117 B)h Each mound 
hfla a gniVfHStijU!* in front. Many of thcHO stones bear no inscriptiDii, 
the niitutts of the individuals nesting behind them having remainod 
unknown to those w'ho g^ive I hem a burial. The fomm^jiet rows 
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GtniiKbl of fuU-Hized barrows, uJl ^jefftctly lilikc, L’outumiiigcncolTniccl 
curpsea of saiilium of the Koruitmii gurrisutis and uf olbtr [X'opW; 
in the rear the rows itre funtiod by tiiinoJi of dimlrtutiv'e 
cniiluiiiing buiHsums. tudeed^ thu ehuritable t'orpomtion wiildi 
eiitabliahed tile I’enietery in concert with the magistrates, did so 
with tlie object of giving alst} it decent Iniriid to the eiiisifEni^ anii 
urned skeletons, which stood forgotten in targe numbers aU about 
the tow'ii and its vieinity. 

That the authorities ore uowndtiyH Ixjund by the duties of their 
oltice evtsiywliore in the Sinpirc to further miol) henevoient work, 
and even to eatabliali free Imriul-gruunds by their own imllalive, 
our nittdcis have titen on i>*ge 1123, In Miost toasts, oasmedly. they 
leave such mutters to private enterprise, meitJy giving their high 
{Nttront^;o, whieli vunU them notliiug. It h hardly necesaaiy to 
add here, tluit oeiiicterit!s luiiiidoii and uminUiineil by public 
charity arc seldom in n good oooditiun. Hanlly ever are liiey 
kept in coiietant, good repair, Imt, onco tinished, they ore left 
uutuuehcd for nuiny years, until their daterioratiuu becomes such 
iia to move charitable people to (latch them up, out ot couviJUiir- 
stun &r thuse ly^uls, A glimpse of a ccmctcn' cjuite out ot n;|Hiir 
our reiidcrti may ^teU from Plate Llll, In it* foro-gioULuJ slaiidfli 
n large sepulchre, in which n great number of boui>urDii lie 
buried under one broad jmrgotcd tumulus; it is constnuited essutly 
like a jirivetc tomb, and nmatncnled with a abed, such as we 
have described on |iage 1087, Tin: graviNstoiic liears the words 
XI Great Jjormitury” the liutel displays the inscription # Cloudy 
Dwelling uf Uie Souls"*, and tbc epigraph, carved on the posts, 
forms tills diatidi;

Such an uni^jrave exists in many oerocteritai. In some instanues 
w« saw on its giuve-stone the inscription »jlil Souls* Ktssort '! 
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in other cases that atone bote the nntiiB of tht) Gorl of the Soil, 
and was pkctid between two otlier atotiBa, tlio left dispLi^n^^ 
the wonlii » Hall for men" \ and the rif^bt one » Apartment for 
Women”’. TJiiia carefully hud ths living' grouped the seals of tho 
deal! jittmtiil Ihoit tiitelnry divinity* right under its protecting Imnd* 
properly nttouding at ihr same tinia to a flepnratiun of thair 

Boxes; indeod, the Chinese are woil aware that idfiu in tlio World 
of Shades morality and lashion najuire the vramcn to live in 
decent retirement in the secluded ^lapnrttucnts", and tlie atrnnger 
sex rtlone may move about in the whall” of the house. By no 
UiBitus, of course, is thw separation prosecuted so sevcroly at every 
uru-gniVD, high feelings for the mainteunnee of sexual morality in 
the spirit-world not being cherished by all trbaritable corporatiuiis. 
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ADDITIONAL CHAPTER 

OTt 1K>HE EXCEFTTOHiU. WA.TS UP EltSFUSIMU OF THE OEAlJ, 

Thu Ust cbaptci lins brought to a citwe our soriea of trsatiBes 
on the Gotve and thu pmieipttl uuHtoius grouped nround it. SacriGo^ 
and other ecromoaJcs pcrformetl at graves have uot been enlarged un 
OB Jet, amd that tKieuufic tliej eonceni the soul, that dwtdJn on the 
spot, rtither than the inaterud reiuains, a Hyntetdotie tiuHtment of 
those aubjects conaetjuentijr elaimxng a place in our Second Book, 
Hrhiflh ia devoted to the soul and its wondiip. 

But the title of the present Book profniaes a rleseriptlon of thn 
Uinposn} of the Dead in general. Hence we are not justidod in 
laying down our pen without giving aonie information about other 
waj*a, hestdea burial, in whieh lifeless human bodies wore formerly 
dlspused of in the Chinese Empire, or are HtilJ so at present, 
namely, throwing them away, or into the water, or burning thent 
After all that this Book has taught the nauler ns to the peculiar 
Chinese ideas of the necessity to keep coipises, coffins and gmva 
in existonct! us long as possible, we need oortninly nut now repeat 
our remark, made on page 230, that such methoda, entaUing, ss 
they do, a quick deatructiun uf the corpse, have never aseuuied in 
the Empire the position of establLihcd enstoma. To the present 
day they ore no better in the ^es uf the Chinese than udiaoB 
aberrations from the correct path which a long aeriBs of geiieniticnii 
were so wise and generous to trace but distinctly for the maintea- 
mice of pure filial devotion, 

!• On thg Guatom of lUuvwuig Away tbo risad. 

It can hardly bo ctiiled in question that in ancient Chinese dap, 
when civiliattion was still in its lowcat atngea, it waa not unusual 
to throw away the dead, Meocius refers to this custom in his houtb 
emus stylo, which oontiasts so sharply with that of other amncDt 
authors of his country, win foziucr guncrations”, he Mys, »there

» weft) peopto wlio itiii not bojy their parent*, ijiit, when their porenta 
^ tliad, touh them up nnd carried them into Eimii: wntar-ditch. Ou the 
vnext day, when passing Ijj? tJic spot, they sawjntJtalsand wild cats 
»devouring them, and IlitJS and gnats biting at theiiu The [jer* 
» spindion sturtfxl out upon their rare-beada, and tiiey ttmied away 
j‘their eyes, not to behold the aight. It wna no urditinry Itunian 
» perspiration, but a parspimtion riaing from their heiirts up unto 
»thoir faces and eyes. Forthwith going home, tbtjy returned with 
)> Itashcta und shnveh}, mid JXiv(;rt)d the liodica, Yariiy, this was the 
V cor rent way; therefum, when fHial sons and humane man inter 
»their parents, thej' EissurcdJy act in tho proper manner"*. 

This extract mtiinates, that tho practice of throwing away the 
dead [ircvailed no more on any ttirge sente w'Ken Mencius lived; 
else he would certamJj have apoken in the present teitac. His 
atabement is ourmborated hy the Ckta h, for the reader hua seen 
OR page Q14 some rescripts which that work con tain n for the gnidance 
of oeHniti officers charged witli the clearing away ofunburiL'd honutn 
rnraiiins nnd the main ton imcc of ordinances as tu how to deal there* 
with. That there was then much work for thofio otiicera to do, may 
l>e inferred from the fact, likewise recordcfl in the Ckev /t, that 
» four camnK>n officers of inferior rank were uttnehed to them, and 
forty servants" *. The statement of the L\ ki and of Kwan Chung 
that dry bones and rotten rerooins ought to be doiTBd away and 
bnxiad in ths vernal s«4isuii (see jnige t)I9), alw pointa to many 
oorpaes being thrown away tn old pre-Christian days. In conneotiun 
herewith it becomes mteresting to rend in the Tta ek‘tfe»^ that in 
the year 528 before our era the Ruler IJng of the kingdom of 
Ch*u, of whom w^e have spoken on page T2&, on hearing of the 
assassination of his sons, asked in despair whether there were poienla 
loving their suns os miuiL tm he luvod bis, and was anawerad by one 
of the byatunders! >»They love them more, for the common |)eo]ilo 
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n know thiit vrhen thity ii^ro <jl(i , if tliuy have na son, the^ siid] 
y> bu cast into walei-ililjiJnii” 

That mimy oorp^ea wero thrown away in Chinn in every age^ 
especially in timea of great mortality, Clin he easily proved 
from its historical hooka. We rodd e. in the 1iicgrFi|jhy qf the 
virtuous iniindnriti Ku Ilicn-chl of the fifth century, whosQ pTnise- 
worthy meusurus in bclinlf of the dand in tleng-yang we spoke uf 
on page 1U70: wTbiit country liad for many years been socurged 
1 * by upulcmics Tictimising the grenter Imlf of the jienple, hi con* 
"sctjuence of which ctj flina wens still so high in pdec, that the 
» dead were all merely wrapped in rush rants, and cast away along 
»the roadside. On his alighting from hU airringe, Hien-chi charged 
the dJatiict HiHgintmtcfs plflced under his orders, to soairh for the 
y* relntione of those dead pcopio and to order them to bury tiio 
» mtoie; and lor the dead whose himilia hud died out, he spent hU fiwti 
)$ uffieial income, ordering measurm to be taken for their protectiun'" *, 
And the jt Supplement to the History of the Empire of the T'ang 
Dynasty" *, a collection of miscellunicii by the hand of LI Chao*, 
chielly reforriog to the eighth ccntniy utid it part of the ninth, 
relates; »In tins first yeaj' of the Tu lib period ^A. D. Tflfl] 
» a terrible epidemic prevailcrJ in Kwan-tnng (in Hunan provjnca), 
»and its victims heoaiue as ahniiilaiit as hemp. Ching Sun, n 
w native of Yung-yang, than pliwetl Himself at the head of ajine 
»persons of inrtvience. and they made one Lu-go tomb ill every 
» vilitigc for the burjal uf the eorpaes lliat wore thrown away. He Ihus 
»iMicame known tu the Gientleuien of the Burial in the ViiUgea, 
nand earned a repntatinn na a liuimme and public*spinted lunn"^. 
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It ia Buperflnaus to tidd finy more iuatancc^ to the above, da w* 
have formorlf (pp. SJ]7—(131) pIui?Hl bciure the mailer quite a 
dcries of i>KtrflcU pecountidg of Ettijiaiors and graTuleea, who took 
iiolivB luejiburea for tlio Ijurial of eorpsea which the living hicked 
meaud or aolicitudo to cam out to the en.rlh. 

Kot at all, however, do ihoBe intituncea Juatilj the inference, 
that thniwiiTig avruy ihe dendj eioept iu tlifl most iindeut times 
ot which Mencius speaks, has ever Ijceu practised miywhore in 
China as an eatablLshed system. In the main they tnieli iib that 
it prevailed merely occaaiotially, esjaicially in times of epidemic, 
faminoj relMlllon and other cidaniities, which, decimating the 
people, ovcrbvtrdnned the sarvivora with burinla. b’lirtlior wc Icam 
from tnsny instaiicett, timt it has always been a oomnian thing 
to tb^^w iiway corpses of strangers and chilillcw people, or, at 
any nite, to put them down somewhere tinbnriad, which is tanfe- 
moimt to tlirowing away. That oven nowadays the remains of atrangera 
are gcnemlly placed in lioSins uf the cheupfst sort and tlnui depti- 
sited in hill.'i or dnlds, is whnt the reader has seen already on 
piigt) Ldltj — beggars and other jmjot people having no olfejiring 
to cam for them, are often dealt with in the saiuo way, and 
eo aru k'pon, nl>aiit whom wc shidl have n few words mure to 
say on page 131)0. 

A really systematio throwing away only prevails in reganl qf 
corpses uf infants. Cuuntlcas are the babcjs that, clnsod in luna or 
wouden bostes, ato iLbandoiicd in ihc open country and »i given n 
prey to ravens , dogs ami swine, or lu quioh dlssolutiou undt]f the 
opemtion of weather and vermin. We need hardly repeat here 
that tills state of matters ia to u certajD eAtenl the result of the 
Fung-shul tLt»ri{», imisniuch ns the bonea of infants arc not 
tuHIcienlly solid to serve the living as durnble fetichra able to yield 
profit and felicity by the mcdLition of the graves in which tlicy 
lie (lump, page iGTfi). In many ports of thu Biuplra wc saw fillctl 
infant bcuira in pnifmiian along clty-wallii, the lid fiietl on hy 
inuiins of fiiiil willow withes or heiaiMin strings. In the chief city 
of the depart in ent of TsMcn-chcu some large square projectiirt* 
from the city-WdlLi itr^ geiicmlly used by the people m roceptBcl™ 
to throw tlmir ilLOtrl children into. These mtriuus lirick structuna, if 
uen fram the outside of the walls, took like salient crenellated 
bastions, but in reality they are square chntiibera, quito o^am 
at tho top, which, hnving nu nperturus whatever in the fuur 
shies, are only acivsslltle feoiu alxive by means of bidders. In 
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llioac chiimboni we saw tto bottom thickly covercit witli petre* 
ficont remains and nigu of alothes asid matting tlmy liad Ijeen 
wrapped in, Ba nlito with the akeletona of aomc dogi* thiit, allured 
by the amall, hud dimbixl dowu along the dilapidutod wtilli and, 
unable to get out, died of thintt. 

Throwing away the corp^iea of infanta prnbiibly prevails in the 
northern ports of the Einpim on n more extensive scale than in 
the southern, where the riiountalncinjj conditinn of tiie aoil aluiuat 
everywhere affords waste ground in abundaiiire to bury them in. 
Hence, sjwcial shelters built by benevolent people for the tiso 
of [larents to throw their dear] children in, are, relatively speak’* 
Ing, soirtie in the South. Under the nume of »bttby-towers ” 
anch structures have o^n been mentiuned by Eiiropeim nuthors, 
Thay are of stone blockn or of brink, and measuru soma five metres 
in diameter; their shape is either round, polygonal or square, and 
they form a single oompartraent with a tiled roof. Corpses are to be 
dropjwd in through n winduvv*like apcrlnro, from which the winds, 
birds and Imts are warded off by a wpiaro wooden ah Uttar, tuniing 
in hinges fixwl in the UnteL Any one who wishes to throw in a 
corpse, has first to pin*h the ahutter buck, which tliereupon of 
itself resumes the pcrpmidicular position. Some 1jahy*towEiD havo 
two such apertnrefl, placed opposite each other, the ntie rm the 
left nr principLl side for receiving the iofanta of the male sei, 
and the other for llie foinalo bodias. To prevent mistakes, the 
left shutter is oftan marked with thu iuscriptiun » mole infants" 
and the other with »ft main habieg"*. Thus Jascivioiw intorceuisc 
among the little souls* witliin the tower is virtuously supjjrcssed, 
and morality fitrthered in the World of Death. !3iiby-towew Lava 
no doors, never being entsicd by living man, and because doers 
might enable voracious swine, dogs and rats to iuirudc. 

To mforin the people that such ehuruei houaw are dtstined 
to rifl them of their dead infants, they sometimes display on a 
slab of stono, fixed in the fiontside, on Inscription, reading: 
)*Pagoda or Tower for hoarding up hones’'*, or Place of resort 
for infants"*, eta. Not seldom another slab is ineertetl in the wall, 
or PBiired. close by on a pedestal, to CKbibit the names uf the vl^ 
tuouB men who, out of compassion with the countless infant 
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souls ilctoniwl tj suffering beciiuse of thoir Ixxiiea being merciltsiSilj 
abandoned by iboif |parentH to ilijcoiniwiiittoi] in tlie open fllr, 
tiftfrayed tJjc csimnses rxiniiflcled witli tluj fireetton of the building. 
Both to those men and to the baliies that Btone is of tlio grcutirst 
utility, enabling the hitlor, ns it dtjcs. whenever a iil of iHtributivu 
gratitiidfl SfliaBs Uiem, to see at a glaliw; wrhoiti to the Hrat plnue 
they have to iiiako rich, healthy and happy, and to bless with 
children. 

Jl is self-evident thut in many jwrta of China whrrn femule 
infanticide is ftequent, baby-toweri tire not uuly tlie depoaiterirs 
(jf vietima of this vice, but also Ofxuslonolly rareive living infants. 
But that, as some foreign authors have pretended in llieir works, 
any such buildings should own their eJisUsnce to llio Bpecial 
purjMise of rid [ling parents of tboir living progeny, Tuiist be rejected 
(18 IV fable.

and from the Jio ci'weit, rtp to be taken In their iTteral s«nso, 
it would follow that it was far from unusual for the living in 
iiooienl China tu rid IhemBelros uf tho dead by throwing them iniu 
ditohos and vanak But, aertainly, it wuiild be prepositi'ruus to 
admit un the authority of thoaa paaaagni, tliat water-burial was then 
practised methodically, as tliuso ditches and euiiats may be tuero 
tnetuphora, emphaairing the disgust and Iitirwr which tins ihrewing 
away of the dead then raised in sensitive filial hearts. 

As for as we know, there is outhing in the Ohtocse Iwoks to 
justify tho suppuidtiun, tlmt throwing the deiuJ into the water him 
ever luHin eonsidcred as unytlung else but a crime. The roigning 
dynasty severely forbids it in its Code of Laws, decriMiing therein, 
in an article which we have ijuoti;d on page b‘71, that any one 
who rendere hiiiuolf guilty of it shall bo punished in the same

It is now auflicienlly proved by all the above EXtmcb, tIuU 
during the Sung dynasty Dreniatiun was espeolally common in the 
provinces of Shansi, Chchkiong and Khuigsu, and that the ruling 
clasa waged a paper war ngaioAt it, but without rmortiug to rigor¬ 
ous mcnaures for its rcpressioii. Thus, no doubt, China was then 
moving fast in the dlrcctioD of general creuifition. Idtitteni took an 
other turn vrhen the Yuen dynasty, Gengis'powerful fniuliy, destroyed 
that uf Sung. As those Mongol conquc-roTH could hardly disixain- 
tenunce one of the principal religious institutiDns of the many Bud¬ 
dhist countries united uuder their sceptre, the instanceBofiTemution 
which arc mentbned in Chinese bnoks oa hjtving occurred during 
their dominion, are, relatively speaking, numerous. Some tbrue,tht! 
mere perusal uf which clearly shows that cremation was then rooted 
firmly in the customs of the people, have been already gtvua on 
pp, 7S7 8tf. VTc here add the Crtso of seven cKnicuhines of one Pnii 
Yuon-shao*, a high officer in Kliingsu who played a leading part in 
the struggles which marked the downfall of the Yuen dynasty; tinise 
women having slrangled ihemsclvs, worn cremntod before being 
com nutted to the earth *. This occurred in A. 1>. 1307, The local 
Memoirs of the some district of Wu in which, more than ahunilrtsi 
years before, the Prelect Wang Chin hod drawn up bis rueuionihlc 
philippic against cromatiun, speak with ilecip respect of an uuniituad

There exisU evidonoe that iluring the aanie xMoiigol ibminatbn 
rretuiitjon duo throve in Tubkiflii, For we read in the M cm oira 
ooncciniug the Departnient of Chang-eheu: » Dame Yu«n*'rh was 
j» the wife of Kao Kung, who lived in Lhc district of €iiang-p-u. 

» tier husliand, a tmm of poor (’xtractioii, who derated hiraaolf to 
w study, died at the age of twenty, llis encotliiicd renuimH having 
»been kept unbnricd out^trle the tiurth gate, mid the meam 
» filing to fulfil her desire to comiiiit them to the earth, tier rein* 

»lions in the end furtively cremated them. Suddenly hearing that 
y> they were doing so, aho rutxhed to the spot, jnat to sec the fire 
»glowing. Heating her brenat md with piteous wailing sho threw

It would lie ineurroct to supposa, that during the away of the Yuen 
djmasty mj offieittl efforts at di were nittide to check cremation. We 
rend, indeed, that in 1278 a oorrespondGneo was going nn lietweeutbe 
Consorutc ami the high Deportmenta of the cuntid Gove rumen t about 
the question whether it was advisabb to forbid ctemation in the Metro* 
l>olis, where it had itasumed considemblc pruprtions, and whether it ' 
would be goixl only to connive at it wheutioidjcni,iH‘{x!r!mnsdyingiu 
tlie frontier districtfi, of prUuners and Ibreigners were eoucenied *.

That crotnatioti had a bud time of it under the Ming dynasty, wc 
may conclude from the fact that it was then even forbidden by the 
Code of Uws to Ijuni the corpses of rektivea who ihetnsalvcs had 
willed ami ordained it. >»Whoever, acting in olMHlienca to the 
» testaluectary dispositions of a relative higln:r in the Iiiemrchy of 
»ibe fhmily, destroys the corpse of that relative by fire, or rids 
jshiiiiHilf of it hy putting it in the; water, sLnd temvo one 
» hundred blows with the loUo ^tick; and if the oorpse is that of

This con«3ssiuti is reiuftrkBblc, becaiiat; it shows tlmt the Muig 
dymisty, though deeming croTJiHtioii cstwediTigly bimeful to tbo dend, 
much preferrcil it to thetr burhil iit gmat distfineo* irum their 
aaorifltrmg clatiamtai and tlie iiiKMlfs of tlie souls of their imcestois. 
It will not iiBve escaped the nttention of our rmders in pefuflitig 
this chuptor, that tlmt imllpathy to burial in foreign soU bud 
ulremly during many centuries befon; tliat time been conducive 
to iDcmenitiau of the dead. Cremation was by no means squasheil 
by the stringcut laws in force under 111© Ming dynasty, Ginea uf 
it continued to bo mentiunerii in the lawks. The one wo gave 
on page 738 shows, that it held its ground among the lower 
classes in the department of Su-olieu. Nor was it then entirely 
bimiahed from the ImperiiiJ Court,. For,»whHu VVu*. tJio rt-pudi- 
i^uted consort uf the Emperor Hicn Tsuug, died (in LbUli), 
»liin Khut proposed to destroy the lust vestiges ol her e^tistenca 
j.‘by burning her cxirps«, iitid pretended that it was not lawful 
»to wear deep mmiming fur her; but Wang Ngao said, though 
it might be allowabte to wear incomplete mourning for her, 
>► her burial ought not to take pine© in a heartlfsa way; niiii 
»Ills advice was fuUowed ", To thb case wo may add one, 
which^ though not honring upon tnciiicrtition of whole corpses, 
acquaints us with an interesting form of jiartud crcniutinni — 
On Hi Tsuiigs detuiao, the Ifldy Khoh (hia inferior Cousort) 
V received pcrniissioa from the (tiaw) Einpertir to rsturn to her

Thu liberty thus granted to the peuple to indncratei the dead 
if they posseas no ineona to send theai home in their entirely, 
is, no duubt, frequently mndo use of nuwiidnya. We have often 
seen suldieni fruiu the Hutiun provincK!, garrisoned in the Atno^ 
hurbour-forte, burn their dead comrades, avowedly with no otli^ 
object than to put the oluirrud hones in their own imvelUag Jug. 
gtige, and take them home for burial in an urn or in n ixifSn. 
Such iRciiicrations arc invoriftbly of the plainest description; they 
BTC performed under the open shy on n amall pyre, raiacil againit 
A wall or declivity, and, as a rule, it takes hardly forty eahio 
feet of pine-wood, moiatenod with some oil or petroleum, to 
Dutiipletely Volatilize the camcoua parts. Very often thoau soLiim 
recur to a still cheaper method of destroying the flesh. Placing 
the corpse in n bad colbn, through the cracks of which the 
atmoapheni can Ireely play* they put it down somewhere, either 
in the open air , or under some tliatcliing of straw, or in one 
of the artillery casemates constructed in long rows in the walls 
of the defences lining the seii-eoast; and there they leave it until 
natural decay has finished its work, sotuetimes iKt'clerating thk 
process by inserting chips of wood or stone between the case and 
the lid. 

But, m doubt, to this very hour cremation provaila quite 
independent of motives sanctioned hy the law. It Is but harrlly 
fifty years ago that Hwntig rlQ-ch'ing (sec page 1071) declurcd 
it to Ire then hugely pructised among the tiihabitnats uf the capital 
of Chehkinng province. To quote bis own words: ji> In the city 
nof Hang-chou cremntion prevails to this day. Though a most 
xrcmt-l and distressing custom it is, the uumdartns put no stop 
V to it, nor arc tJio gentr}' and irotubleij knovrn to have moved in 
»tho least to warn aguinat it, bo Ihnt it is pracltsed os if it were 
«a custom Irurrowed friim antiquity. Aud that, ooLwithstiuidiag 
»the citis^rns have daily and montlily to report some conflagiutioiih, 
» how the fiatntis, hretiking out from one house , attack several dwd* 
i» lings or several dozen, in the woiut cases even destroying whole 
wstreets, and bow the magistrates and the people rush out at the 
w outbreak to afibrd ossistanco, without being able to check the 

>*flnm6s Who knows but what it may not he the accumulated wrath 
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» of tho Houk of thp DToniatod ^ which rauMs such cnlrtfiiiliea?’' 

Tiic Shcn PnQ*, a Ghiucao uew^iiiipar with a liu|{]e circuktiuo 
!□ tilts GOAiit tlktriots aud the Treaty Pnrk, on the 27tb. of Hlnnuaij 
1301 euiitnlucd a Itaiiliiig artick, denouncing the cuhtjcnu, prevniliog 
at Vu-chang* in the pnmnueof ECmiigai,td'creimtJrigyoungchiliLn.‘n. 
It pointed out that cretnation was introduced into China by tlio 
Buddliista, and therefore should be cuilHned to Buddhist priests*. 
In many works lieloriging to the gieat oksa of t^Memoim" con^ 
cemiiig provinces, departtuenUt and rUstricta CBcepigc 740), dignitled 
discourses against cremation are to be found, which, ro-uppearing, 
as they do, in cvcij new edition, forbid us to hulievc tiiat the 
ouatoRi they* combat is entirely a mnllGr of the past. Gonsidiirliigj 
however, that erremation ia hardly ever mentioned hy fareignera as 
witnessed in thu laiasi regions and the Treaty Ports; considuring, 
niureuver, that no mmoniB about cremation actually perrrjruicd 
ever reached our cars in the many provisces through which we 
travelled, and that we beheld cases of it only in inilibny garrisons 
and Buddhist cxiiivcnta; comadering, drially, that the spirit of the 
nutinn pereniptarily con do mas it, and that the Authuritiea, fully 
cm[»werod by the law to cnidieute it fjrcibly, may be eipected to 
seldom louvo this right annsed — the ooDulusiou is, wc think, 
jostilital that cremation U now mjinetid within very nurruw limiU, 
and tliat it h fast dying out, the same iw tbn exotic Oliurch itself 
which planted it in the Chinese soil. 

The twofold fad that inwtemti) custouie are nowhere easily ero-' 
diuitcd, aud that no laws in China urn implicitly olwyed, fully 
accounts for the phenomena that in Cliehkiang and Kiangsu, where 
a long scries of generations has been in the hnbit of burning the 
dwui, a kind of middle course is observed at prt^eni by the peojile

This state of matters already fell under the notice of Van Bmcm 
Huuckgcest, first ttUachi in an eriiba^ from the Dutch l'jifit»lndia 
Company to the Kmperur of China, which, travelling from Ortniun 
to Peking, traversed the country about Su-chcu in Marcli 17^5.

This interesting extmct precisely dopicts tite state of matters 
of the proHont day in that port of China. Foreignont living in 
SliflUghui ore quite fimtilkT with the sight of unhuried eaffiiis 
along the tonda and in the fields in the surrounding low country, 
each under a thin layer ^ of turf mertiy tsjvcring ihe lid, and 
leaving the t^ase entirely bore. The chance that the coffins, if 
buried, may lie in the water, can hardly be believed to he the 
principal motive to leave them thus badly covered, but, prolnibly, 
an aveTBion to interment, niiturully engendered by a lung bmiliarity 
with the much less disgusting process of retluotion to ashes, here 
prevails over ail other cuDsidGrations.
